Bradley digs 
construction 


up 

costs

Bradley University underwent more construc¬ 
tion projects this summer than Business Manager 
Ken Goldin said he has seen in 20 years of ser¬ 


vice. 


The projects were paid for through a $2 mil¬ 
lion loan from state bonds, which Goldin said will 
be paid back at a low rate of interest. 

Goldin said more than $300,000 were spent 
to install a new heating and air conditioning sys¬ 
tem in Bradley Hall. 

“Not only will this be more efficient energy- 
wise, but it will do a better job of warming and 
cooling the occupants of Bradley Hall,” he said. 

The roofs of Bradley, Lovelace and Holmes 
halls were replaced for $140,000, he added. 

Goldin said all new windows were installed in 
Baker Hall at a “$60,000 price tag.” 

In following an architects electrical plan for 
the University, $10,000 in new lighting was 
installed on Bradley Avenue and University 
Street. He said adding the lights was one more 
stage in following the plans. 

The Alumni House on Glenwood Avenue 
was finished at a cost of $100,000, Goldin said. 
He added, the University also aided the Alpha 
Chi Omega sorority in building their new house 
at “just short of” $300,000. 

Director of Housing Mike Murphy said 
unlike the rest of areas on campus, this was one; 


of the slowest summers for dorm repairs 
Among the repairs were: 

^Mixing valves to stop scalding in dormitory 
showers. No dorm is without a mixing valve now, 
Murphy added. 

*Several bathrooms were remodeled in Sis¬ 
son Hall at $30,000 each, a completion of a pro¬ 
ject started last year. 

*New dressers and desks totaling $8,000 were 
also bought for Sisson. After the purchase 
almost all of the Sisson furniture is new, he said. 

“Geisert really ought to have most of its fur¬ 
niture thrown away. Harper should have a lot of 
its thrown away too,” Murphy said “That may 
be next year or in the future.” 

Murphy said housing did some assorted 
painting this summer, but little compared to 
former years. He'said generally when a room or 
hallway is painted during the summer, students 
wants to paint over the new coat immediately 
anyway. 

Murphy added, stairwells in Lovelace Hall 
were ceramic tiled for $3,000 a piece, a move to 
“improve the looks of the place.” 

“I think the point should be made that in 
this summer with things being so bad, look at the 
things we’ve done,” Goldin said. “I’ll bet you 
there isn’t another school in the country our size 
that spent this kind of money on construction. 

“After 20 years of watching this place I can 
really say Bradley University is going strong.”

Bonds for bills, student loans

"One of the biggest tax- 
exempt programs of benefit in 
Illinois is the Illinois Facilities 
Act, whereby a school can go 
out and issue tax-exempt bonds 
through the Illinois Facilities 
Authority and raise capital for 
the acquisition of or purchase of 
new buildings or facilities or 
other capital," said Dave Par- 
dieck, Bradley director of finan¬ 
cial aid. 

Bradley financed three new 
dormitories last year by the sale 
of tax-exempt bonds; they have 
all been sold and that issue has 
been closed. 

However, the bonds for the 

S ew construction on the Bradley 
impus have not been sold, 
lough they have been 
pproved. 

"I have a committment, 

hey’ve been approved by the 
llinois Facilities Act, so there is 
o problem. Interim financing 
as been arranged, but it will 
robably be six months before 
ire have it, we have a committ- 
lent for a million dollars out of 
two million dollar issue," said 
ames Koopman, vice-president 
pr business affairs. 

[The second program, which 
►ill also use tax-exempt bond 
Ues for financing, is the Illi- 
ois Independent Higher Educa- 
,on Loan Authority (IIHELA). 
[he authority was set up by an 
:t of legislation and it is one of 
•e earliest ones, although other 
t »s have now established 
x authorities. 

There are seven of us on the 
lority; our main function is 
orrow money on behalf of 
Authority, in the 
_ oritv's name. to sell 


bonds," said Kal Goldberg, 
Bradley economics professor. 
"We take the proceeds from 
these bonds and re-lend them 
to private higher educational 
institutions who in turn will 
then have funds to lend to the 
parents of students. Public insti¬ 
tutions are not covered by the 
act, they cannot do this by their 
own choice. 

"The Authorities’ responsibil¬ 
ity is to borrow prudently, to set 
up general guidelines for those 
institutions that wish to borrow 
and to set up guidelines for stu¬ 
dents who in turn will borrow 
from the institutions." 

Goldberg is one of the Loan 
Authority’s seven members 
recently appointed by Illinois 
Governor James Thompson. 
Goldberg said that he does not 
represent Bradley on the 
Authority because of a possible 
conflict of interest, and that he 
abstains from all votes concern¬ 
ing the University. 

There are other loan pro¬ 
grams; they differ in many 
respects. Under the IIHELA 
program the parents of the stu¬ 
dent will borrow from the 
University. With the other pro¬ 
grams the student goes to a 
bank to borrow and the govern¬ 
ment guarantees the loam 

With the IIHELA program 
the student would borrow 
directly from the institution,, 
who in turn borrowed from the 
Loan Authority. The advantage 
is that it will lower the cost of 
loans by the Authority’s bor¬ 
rowing on behalf of the institu¬ 
tions, because it has tax-exempt 
status. 

Goldberg also explained that 
a primary difference between 
these loans and the Guaranteed 
Student Loan (GSL) is that 
families with an income of over 
$30,000 would possibly be eligi¬ 
ble for the IIHELA if the finan¬ 
cial aid office determined a 


need. 

"There will be some guide¬ 
lines set as maximum, but these 
loans are loans of last resort," 
Goldberg said. "The financial 
aid office would have to deter¬ 
mine need and the differences 
in a package would be the 
guideline — thesfe loans are 
meant to act as gap fillers." 

The repayment plan for these 
loans would also differ from 
those used in traditional loan 
programs, and an effort will be 
made to discourage any defaults 
after graduation by delaying the 
repayment of principle but not 
of interest. 

"If you delay repayment three 
or fqpr years then all of a sud¬ 
den students have to repay, 


then it comes as quite a shock, t 
but by paying the interest there 
is a constant reminder that 
money is owed," Goldberg 
added. 

Bradley President Dr. Martin 
G. Abegg outlined the prospect 
for the IIHELA program. 

"First of all, we have to deter¬ 
mine if there is a segment of 
the Bradley student body that 
would be interested in borrow¬ 
ing the money," Abegg said. "If 
that is true, and it would be 
helpful in their attending Brad¬ 
ley, then we have indicated to 
the Loan Authority that we will 
get involved." 

Abegg said that the final deci¬ 
sion will be up to Pardieck, but 
that Bradley indicated to the 


Loan Authority last spring that 
they were interested in borrow¬ 
ing up to $1.5 million. 

Pardieck said, "I’m sure at 
some point in time we- will get 
involved in this program, 
whether or not it’s going to be 
for the second semester, or for 
next fall, I just don’t know. 
However, it will be a very lim¬ 
ited program." 

The Loan Authority will sell 
some bonds for schools in the 
Chicago area soon. Guidelines 
have been arranged and printed 
for single "A" private rated 
institutions like Bradley. But as 
of this point, the decision as to 
when Bradley will participate 
has not been finalized. 


Seating prices being negotiated

Confusion and vagueness 
continue to cloud the sale of 
student season tickets for the 
premier basketball season at the 
Civic Center. 

The only agreement made by 
students and administrators is 
to use a lottery system of selling 
the tickets in blocks of 20-100 
seats. The price of the ticket 
books and their distribution to 
students are yet to be finalized. 

According to Athletic Direc¬ 
tor Ron Ferguson’s office, 
7,405 season tickets had been 
sold to the public as of Wednes¬ 
day". 

A proposal made by all-school 
President Nathan Martin in 
Monday’s Senate meeting was 
turned down by administrators 
Wednesday. Martin’s proposal 
called for a nine-ticket for 
nine-dollars package, with an 
option to buy tickets for games 
over winter break at $1 per 


game.

Martin was reluctant to com¬ 
ment on the Wednesday meet¬ 
ing he had with President Mar¬ 
tin G. Abegg, Ferguson, and 
Dr. Jim Ericson, vice president 
of university relations. Martin 
said that the situation resem¬ 
bled that of labor negotiations, 
with neither side wishing to 
speak about the meeting. 

"It’s up in the air," Martin 
said of the ticket price. "It’s a 
sensitive thing; we’d really 
rather wait until it’s finished." 

Judy Dixon, who has taken 
over Jon Shipp’s role as student 
agent in the ticket talks, echoed 
Martin’s words, stating that stu¬ 
dents wouldn’t benefit from 
knowing the ongoing discus¬ 
sions unless they fully under¬ 
stood both sides of the issue. 

According to Martin, the 
University is not necessarily 
asking for more money, but 
instead wants a different price 
break down. He spoke of a

The River City Shootout tickets 
would not be included in the • 
deal, though Dixon maintains 
that Bradley students would get 
some preference. 

Despite the package adopted, 
students will haves to show an 
ID to use the tickets in the stu¬ 
dent section.

On priorities 

One cannot help but-to notice a drastic change in the 
physical appearance of the Bradley campus. Obviously, the 
greenery at the forefront of Bradley Hall has been removed 
and replaced by a new concrete structure. Undoubtedly, this 
structure with its bright whiteness will take some getting 
used to. During the moving of the 1901 and 1928 class 
benches there was some cracking and chipping done to the 
structures, thus requiring repair. Consequently, stark "grave¬ 
yard" white paint was used in an attempt to cover the damage 
done to these Bradley landmarks. 

If these benches had been left in their original positions 
there would have been no opportunity for damage and with 
the addition of new benches onto the new structure a greater 
increase in seating capacity would have resulted. In addition, 
the historical essence of the original class benches would 
have remained intact. 



On the positive side, however, the new structure permits 
students access to another central gathering place and allows 
those of us so inclined to sit and ponder the character of 
Bradley Hall. 

In regard to- the topics of character, change and 
Bradley’s sense of history, there is a vital structure continu¬ 
ally overlooked by our administrators when they plan their 
capital improvements. Most folks call this structure the 
''planter behind the library." 

This "planter" is in fact a foundation and a gift from the 
Class of 1966 in memory of the late Dr. Carl Smith and was 
meant to be titled "The Fountain of Knowledge," a fact 
.which is now virtually Bradley trivia since the "fountain” is in 
a state of extreme neglect, without even an erected plaque 
originally planned for the structure. 

An issue of the Scout dated April 29, 1966 described the 
"planter" in this way: "Near the library a beautiful, spraying, 
recirculating water fountain will be built and dedicated to the 
late Dr. Carl Smith, of the psychology department." 

It seems imperative that our adminstrators be reminded 
of their duty to restore this legacy given to us all by the 
Class of 66. In addition, the fountain’s current condition is 
an insult to the memory of Smith and a threat to our own 
s^nse of history as students enrolled presently at Bradley 
University. 

Each of us should be given the opportunity to ack¬ 
nowledge the contributions of "The Big Bear" (as Smith was 
affectionately called). Smith served at Bradley University for 
16 years. Hq was trained at Harvard (M.A. and Ph.D) under 
one of the historical fathers of psychology, E.G. Boring, and 
was accepted at Bradley as instructor under the advice of this 
great forefather. Before coming to Bradley in 1948, Smith 
taught at Harvard, Renselair Polytechnic Institute and Skid¬ 
more College. At Bradley University, where he chaired the 
department beginning in 1949, he created standards which 
earned recognition for the psychology department as an 
excellent training ground for both undergraduate and gradu¬ 
ate students. 

Thus, it is a gross disregard for the wishes of the Class, 
of 66, a disregard for tradition and a disregard for the 
aesthetics of this campus, that permits our administrators to 
overlook the piteous state of the "Fountain of Knowledge" 
and the contributions of Smith. 

By revitalizing the "Fountain of Knowledge," Bradley can 
show its appreciation for the gifts of its alumni. In addition, 
those of us now at Bradley might be given an opportunity to 
acquaint ourselves with the philosophy of Smith, best charac¬ 
terized by a member of the Class of 66 in an article which 
appeared in an issue of the Scout dated February 12, 1965. 
"He was intolerant of ignorance, not sp much the lack of 
knowledge as the lack of desire for knowledge." 

Come on administrators, get your priorities in line. 
Those of us at Bradley now will remember the way in which 
you have treated the gifts of the Classes of 1901, 1928 and 
1966. It is too late to change what has been done to those 
class benches, but let us see some action taken concerning 
this fountain. Let us see some respect given to the memory 
of one of our finest professors. Let those of us who will one 
day call ourselves Bradley alumni see that our gifts are appre¬ 
ciated and give us the opportunity to familiarize ourselves 
with elements of the University’s past.

Activity fee 

Dear editor. 

In the past, there has been a 
number of questions concerning the 
activity fee. 

The activity fee is the five dol¬ 
lars that students pay at the begin¬ 
ning of each semester. The purpose » 
of this fee is to increase the quan¬ 
tity, and more importantly the qual¬ 
ity, of activity programming at Brad- ' 
ley University. 

Four semesters ago, during the 
’80-’81 school year, the activities fee 
was approved by the student body 
and the Board of Trustees and 
implemented into the budget sys¬ 
tem. The activity fee was channeled 
into the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
account for allocation to organiza¬ 
tional programs. Funds were given 
to campus organizations including 
the Activities Council of Bradley 
University (ACBU) for one-time 
only allotments (spring 1981) for 
movies at Olin Hall and concerts. 
.These allocations were made to 
introduce the activity fee and were 
sponsored only once to provide spe¬ 
cial initiation services for the Brad¬ 
ley community. 

The activities fee is added to a 
university allotment and channeled 
into the SABRC account. This 
account is available to student 
organizations sponsoring activities 
that provide entertainment, service, 
or education to the student body as 
a whole. 

SABRC funds have been allo¬ 
cated to activities sponsored by stu¬ 
dent organizations, such as lectures, 
movies, seminars, and performing 
arts. * * * 

Plans are currently being 
developed to form an Activity Fee 
Committee that will evaluate alter¬ 
native uses of the fee, so that funds 
are distributed in the best interest of 
Bradley students. 

The activity fee has added a 
new dimension to activity program- 
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ming, providing students with a 
superior quality and quantity of 
events. 

I sincerely urge everyone to 
take advantage of the programs, 
activities, and events made possible 
by the use of this important addition 
to activity funding, and I hope 
everyone has an enjoyable year at 
Bradley.

Library renovation provides study space

Bradley s Cullom-Davis 
Library has undergone some 
drastic changes on the inside 
over the summer. 

"We’re trying here to make 
what improvements we can in 
the study space for students, 
and " accommodating their 
needs,” said Dr. Robert Jones, 
library director. "We can’t 
satisfy ourselves that the library 
expansion will come in the 
immediate future; we can’t 
wait.” 

The major change within the 
library is the absence of 20,000 
periodicals. The library stored 
all periodicals dated before 1950 
to make room for more tables 
and study space. 

"The volumes are stored in 
seyeral locations within the Illi¬ 
nois Valley Library System; and 
we have arrangements for 
excellent retrieval," Jones said. 


"The time period for retrieval 1 
could be anywhere from a few 
hours to four days." 

Jones said the storage move 
was undertaken with consulta¬ 
tion of Bradley departments. 

"I feel this is not the way 
Bradley ideally wants to 
operate," Jones said, "but at this 
time, it seems desirable to: 
strike compromise. 

"Initially, we will experience 
problems," Jones added, "but 
we' think the seating will offer 
improvements. We’ll have at 
least 50-60 more seats, and in 
addition, greater wofk surface." 

* The main floor reference area 
has also taken on a new look, as 
Bradley purchased index tables 
from the Grinnell College 
library. Also purchased from 
Grinnell were tables and chairs 
which provide more spacious 
study areas. 

All the furniture cost $3,000 
for what Jones said is $20,000 


worth of furniture. 

"Wq’re still well below the 
standard of seating," Jones said. 
"We seat 10 percent of our 
enrollment now, but the 
minimum is 20 percent, and the 
optimum is 30 tO 40 percent 

"If Bradley suffered a 25 per¬ 
cent decline in enrollment, our 
present seating wouldn’t evten 
get us above 13 percent," he 
added. 

Jones saad new roofing will 
be done soon, and the Wyckoff 
Room has been re-carpeted. 

The library converted over to 
a computerized library system 
this summer, but Jones said the 
implementation of the system 
has been delayed because of the 
"usual problems" that are 
experienced when working with 
a new computer system. 

"We’re in a stronger position 
to provide library service that 
the Bradley students need,' 
Jones said.

Hundreds show for calling out ceremony 


Calling out, Aug. 29, marked 
one of the largest in Bradley’s 
history. Of the 1132 freshmen 
enrolled, 380 men went through 1 
rush until the final days, and 
342 women did. Of the men, 
214 called out, and 157 women 
called out. 

"Compared to past years, thist 
rush has been absolutely excel¬ 
lent,said Marie* Eagleston, 
president of Panhel. "With the 
economy the way it is, I was 
amazed at how many actually 
called out. I feel the increase of 
people joining the Greek system 
will hecome a trend in years to 


follow." 

Sign up numbers were strong 
due 'to the publicity put out this 
year. 

Sue Fink, a rush counselor 
from Alpha Chi Omega said, 
"The spirit of the houses is fan¬ 
tastic and was obvioulsy conta¬ 
gious to the rushees. We had a 
retention rate throughout rush 
of 85 percent for the first rush 
parties, which is far better than 
in the past." 

Patti Tencza of Sigma Kappa, 
also a rush counselor said their 
biggest help was their prepara¬ 
tion, - The rush counselors 


received suggestions ffom the 
counseling center, and then had 
a question and answer period to 
aid them in comforting the wor¬ 
ries a rushee may have. 

The rush counselor program 
for the fraternities is a little bit 
newer than that of the sorori¬ 
ties. 

"One of the most powerful 
factors in the large sign up for 
men was the availability," said 
Brian Battle, president of Inter- 
Fraternity Council (IFC). 

Dean of Men Ed King said he ; 
is delighted with the Greek sys¬ 
tem as a whole. There are 


differences in the "propriety of 
Bradley’s calling out, and at 
Bradley our calling out allots for 
letting off steam after the 
intensity of rush." 

Many have feared for the sur¬ 
vival of the Greek system due 
to today’s tight economy. How¬ 
ever, in the opinions of Battle 
and Dave Brooks, both IFC' 
officers, there is a more 
optimistic outlook. With the 
constant rise in housing rates 
on campus, they feel more stu¬ 
dents will turn-to the fraternity 
system for the fact that it is 
more economical.

Dean appointed

Bradley named Dr. Steve Per¬ 
muth the new dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Education last April. 

Permuth said he was pleased 
with the appointment and had 
"already found the job very 
exciting and very challenging." 

, In May, Permuth announced 
a reorganization of the college. 

According to Permuth, the 
new system is along more tradi¬ 
tional lines, consisting of five 
departments. He said this sys¬ 
tem "retains the strengths and 
diminishes the problems” of the 
previous organization, and* also 
"increases the efficiency" of the 
colleges. 

He added that the previous 
organization "attempted to 
increase communication among 
people" within the colleges. He 
continued that it turned ouf 
there were more leaders th 
followers, and there were divi¬ 
sions and departments within' 
the college creating a matrix of 
communications. 

"No one was sure who was 
responsible in certain cases," he 
said. 

The previous system was 
designed for "a complex organi-l 
zation with more people 
involved and a greater amount 
of issues to deal with." 

The new organization creates 
a more accessible and clarified 
college benefitting all associated 
with it, Permuth said. 

Permuth came to Bradley in 
1977 as an associate professor 
of educational administrate 
In 1978, he was named assist 
dean of the graduate school^ 
He became the acting dean of, 
the college of- education in 
1981, filling the spot until the i 
administration made an official 
decision.

$100,000 grant awarded

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Huddleston, Erickson obtain new jobs

Student affairs and Bradley’s 
public relations have taken a 
new toll, as both areas have 
reorganized their departments. 

Dr. Thomas Huddleston, 
former associate provost for 
student planning, and ^ Dr. 
James Erickson, former associ¬ 
ate provost for student services 
have each undertaken new 
responsibilities within the 
University. 

Together, last year, Huddles¬ 
ton and Erickson controlled the 
student affairs area, but with 
the reorganization, Huddleston 
has assumed full responsibility 
for student affairs under the 
title of associate provost for stu¬ 
dent affairs. Erickson has taken 
over university relations as 
associate vice president for 
university relations, to "provide 
the University with the recogni¬ 
tion it deserves," he said. 

"We have embarked on a pro¬ 
gram formation based on what 
we believe are the appropriate 
needs and services for our stu¬ 
dents in this environment," 
Huddleston said. 

Huddleston has structured 


student affairs into six major 
areas, each having a program 
director. 

"I never perceived that one 
person can effectively do the 
work a division of student 
affairs entails," he said. "I’m 
convinced it’s best to work 
closely with the academic area 
because too many things have a 
great impact on academics." 

Huddleston said the key is 
responsibility, and that in 
assigning the various program 
directors he had to ask some 
administrators to break away 
from what they were previously

doing and do something else, or 
do more. 

The new areas of student 
affairs and their directors are: 
residential life and student jud¬ 
icial system, handled by Dean 
of Men Ed King; financial assis¬ 
tance, handled by David Par- 
dieck, director of financial aid; 
co-curricular activities and 
organizational development, run 
by Dean of Women Cam 
Ratcliff; career development, 
run by Tom Smith, director of 
the center for career develop¬ 
ment; undergraduate admis¬ 
sions, handled by Robert Voss, 
director ~~ ot undergraduate 
admissions; and educational 
development, run by Ray Zar- 
vell, director of orientation 
advisement and retention. 

Huddleston said because of 
.the reallocation, he won’t be 
seeing students as often, or see¬ 
ing as many students. He said 
he feels problems can be solved 
more effectively at the levels 
which are specialized. 

"I hope we’re able to establish 
something appropriate now and 
for the future regardless of who 
might hold my position later," 
he said. "I’m also hopeful that 


student affairs will continue to 
be perceived as something very, 
important and necessary for the 
goals of the entire University. 
I’m trying to make a 
difference." 

Erickson, in leaving his previ¬ 
ous role, said he felt apprehen¬ 
sive at first, and he kept asking 
himself if he was leaving the 
students. 

"I gave a lot of thought to 
leaving the students and staff 
who reported to me," Erickson 
said, "but I didn’t expect to be 
Dean of Student Services as 
long as I was. I felt the new 
position was something I could 
really contribute to, and I could 
give recognition to help the 
University." 

Erickson said he held the 
position for five years, "and in 
that time I learned more from 

the staff I worked with than 

they learned from me; they 

earned sensitivity and respect 
from me." 

In addition to his new role, 
Erickson will continue to be 
special assistant to the 
president.

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Burgess, Bradley rearrange offices

* Evacuating the department of 
nursing from Bradley to Burgess 
Hall this summer tailspinned 
faculty into departmental office 
shuffles. 

“From the time we moved 
nursing out it was like the dom¬ 
ino effect. We started moving 
the various faculty offices (in 
Bradley Hail) right and c left,” 
Bill Wise, director of general 
services said. 

Business Manager Ken Gol¬ 
din said the $350,000 cost of 
converting the third and fourth 
floors of Burgess to nursing 
facilities will be paid with a $2 
million loan through state 
bonds. The loan will be paid 
back at a low rate of interest, he 
added, 

- The deserted office space 


allowed the College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences and the Col¬ 
lege of Communications and 
Fine Arts to reorganize offices. 

Associate Dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts and Sci-| 
ences Dr. John A\ Depinto said 
the department of computer sci-' 
ence reaped many benefits of 
the additional space. 

Offices were moved from first 
floor to third floor, complete 
with two telephones in each 
office for terminal use. A com¬ 
puter room was added where 
the nursing lab had been and 
several classrooms were also 
wired so terminals could be 
wheeled in during lectures. 

“The majors are just going 
crazy in that department," Dep¬ 
into said. “They needed more 
room."

of Philosophy and Religion were 
joined in a group of offices on 
second floor. Philosophy had ‘ 
been in the basement and Reli¬ 
gion on fourth floor. 

“Which is about as far as any 
one department could possibly 
be spread," he added. 

The Geography professors 
moved from the basement pf 
Bradley Hall to the first floor 
complex where computer sci¬ 
ence had been. The area is 
going to be the Center for 
Social Research, which the pro¬ 
fessors work closely with, he 
said. 

International Studies moved 
offices from fourth floor Mor¬ 
gan to third floor Bradley.

Journalism departmental 
offices and the journalism 
l abor atory have moved from the 


basement of Bradley to the 
main floor south wing. 

Dean of the College of Com¬ 
munications and Fine Arts Phi¬ 
lip Weinberg said the move was 
planned to unite the Center for 
Learning Resources in the base¬ 
ment and journalism and speech 
on the first floor. 

“Since we were going 
through the realignment func¬ 
tions anyway, it is a more 
efficient to use a support staff," 
he said. - “This togetherness 
promotes long-term values 
within colleges by bringing divi¬ 
sional leadership together." 

Depinto said the Burgess pro¬ 
ject began June 7, but no 
moving began until about Aug. 
12 . 

“Finally it got so close (to 
school starting) that they took 
all of the nursing stuff out and 
put it in moving vans for a 
week or so," Depinto said. 

Goldin said most of the Bur¬ 
gess project should be com¬ 
pleted sometime in September, 
with the exception of a few 
minor details.

Lovelace quad and the front 
of Bradley Hall were uprooted 
this summer in $740,000 
administrative efforts to make 
the University energy efficient 
and provide students with a 
meeting ground. 

Funding for the projects came 
from a $2 million loan taken 
through state bonds, which 
Bradley Business Manager Ken 
Goldin said will be paid back at 
a low rate of interest. 

Goldin said the $40,000 
resurfaced area in front of Brad¬ 
ley Hall was a budgeted, 
planned project and was not 
constructed from gift monies. 

The white-washed concrete 
based square in front of Bradley 
Hall won’t be completed until 
this spring when four trees can 
be planted in each comer of the 
center, he said. 

Two benches donated as class 
gifts in 1906 and 1912 were 
moved to the square to provide 
more seating, he said. 

Goldin added, the total 
upheaval in Lovelace quad this 
summer was part of the 
t University’s efforts to become 
energy efficient. 


The power plant under Sisson 
Hall was dismantled to be used 
for storage, he said. A new 
boiler, larger steamline and high 
pressure system were installed. 

“We had an energy showing 
that we were on low pressure. 
We were told with higher pres¬ 
sure we would be more 
efficient,” Golden said. “Fuel 
keeps skyrocketing and we’re 
trying to become more and 
more efficient.” 

When completed Bradley will 
only have one power plant in 
Holmes Hall. Goldin expects 
the entire project to be finished 
by the last week in October,

The Main Street widening 
project had Bradley and the 
state making trade-offs this 
summer, Bradley Business 
Manager Ken Goldin said. 

Goldin said the' state agreed 
to construct Main Street drive¬ 
ways into the Robertson 
Memorial . Field House and 
Lovelace Hall in return for land 
needed to expand Main. 

“The state is paying full 
freight on this one,” he said. 

Illinois Department of Tran¬ 
sportation Engineer Ron Sul¬ 
livan said the $850,000 Main 
Street project’s emphasis was 
adding a turn lane between 
University Street and Western 
Avenue. The area is particularly 
busy in early mornings, Sullivan 
said. 

“The new turn lane will basi¬ 
cally make for better control of 
the traffic ilow,” he added. 

Sullivan said new sidewalks 
and curbs will be constructed 
for better drainage. A new turn 
lane and traffic signal will also 
be added at the Farmington 
Road intersection, he added. 

Sullivan said IDOT is paying 
for most of the expence in the 
construction^

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Bradley student earns her wings by sitting

Rhonda Tipton, a senior psychology 
student at Bradley, has always had her 
sights set high, but over the summer, 
Tipton got a chance to go through with 
some of her loftier aspirations. 

From June 11 to July 10, Tipton 
was a "Plane-Sitter" in a WWI1 Twin 
Beech S45, with a living space of T by 
4', as part of a project sponsered by the 
Stan Grueninger Olds/GMC organiza¬ 
tion in order to raise money for the Bob 
Hope House. The money- was being 
raised in order to expand the ski-nosed 
comic's home for children from destruc¬ 
tive domestic backgrounds. 

Tipton got involved for the publi¬ 
city, but the publicity was not for her¬ 
self. 

"Mr. Grueninger," said Tipton, "is 
the biggest*01dsmobile dealer in Cincin¬ 
nati, and he has a penchant for doing 
strange things. Originally, he just wanted 


to put this plane on top of his building, 
then the idea came about that perhaps it 
would be interesting to put someone in 
the plane." Mr. Grueninger is known in 
Cincinnati for, among, Qther things, a 
WW11 tank he drives around, and a 
white stallion he has on one of his build¬ 
ings. 

"He didn't want to make it just a 
publicity stunt, so he opted on a charity 
arrangement to benefit the Bob Hope 
House for Boys. We got some private 
contributions; I’m not certain how 
much. 

"1 did over 100 radio interviews, and 
received $10 for every on-air call. I kept 
a journal of every on-air call and the sta¬ 
tion that called most often was given a 
$500 donation in their name to the 
House by Mr. Grueninger. WSA1 in Cin¬ 
cinnati called 30 times; they helped raise 
over $800 of the total $3000 finally con¬ 
tributed." 

"I'd say the toughest part was about 


midway through when I had an accident 
up there on my exercise bike, which 1 
kept out on the wing, and had to get 
stitches. I cut my leg on an exposed bolt 
that left me immobile for a while. 

"One radio station that called me 
was somehow misinformed. They 
thought that I fell off the bike and was 
hanging by one arm from the wing, 
managing to pull myself back up to 
retain my record. 1 had little old ladies 
and guys calling me up (Tipton's plane 
was equipped with a telephone). 'You 
must have strong arms pulling yourself 
back up on that wirtg!’" 

Tipton, who 'has many other anec¬ 
dotes and fond memories of the stint, 
admitted that initially she was "a little 
shocked," when called back for an inter¬ 
view from among 150 applicants. "But 
once 1 got in the running, my competi¬ 
tive spirit took over.." 

Tipton was not allowed visitors, with 
the exceptions of the press, members of 
the Grueninger Organization, and a pub-_ 


lie _relations person from the Bob Hope 
House. And of course, Tipton was 
allowed to have lunch with Johnny 
Bench, the Cincinnati Reds current third 
baseman, on the wing of her plane. 

"It was a real thrill to me, but it was 
kind of tough at first, to think about 
what you’re going to say to someone 
who's so publicly well known, but that 
you don't know at all. I just treated him 
like a regular person. And he acted like 
one." 

Tipton acquired a bit of celebrity 
status for herself amongst Cincinnatians. 
"It continued for the entire time I was in 
Cincinnati until I came back to Bradley. 
It was real nice coming back to anonym- 
ity." 

Tipton said the most embarrassing 
event of her stay was a series of phone 
interviews she did on Desperate and 
Dateless — one of those "Lonely Hearts 
match-up things." 

As an afterthought, she added, "I'm 
still living that down...my friends are still 
barring me about it."

The Police, the J. Geils Band, the Motels, the English Beat - 
all here, iip Peoria, within about 28 hours. And you don’t believe in 
miracles. 

The^ Peoria Civic Center lived up to its promises this summer, 
especially for the rock music fans of central Illinois. Genesis 
opened their tour here Aug. 1 and it was announced at the Genesis 
concert the Police would perform Aug. 17 — the day before the J. 
Geils concert. August, 1982, was a good month for Peoria. 

The English Beat opened for the Police with an insistent reg¬ 
gae and rock sound. 

The Beat, featuring a black lead singer. Ranking Roger, who 
punched the air as he danced, performed for 45 minutes. By the 
end of their set, quite a few people had caught on and couldn’t 
resist dancing and jumping, even if it was just back and forth in the 
skinny aisles. 

At 9:20 the Police walked on to a darkened stage and began 
with "Message In a Bottle’’ and then "Every Little Thing She Does 
Is Magic.” Andy Summers (who seemed rather bored and smiled 
about two times), Sting and Stewart Copeland were joined by a 
three-person horn section. 

As could be expected, "De Do Do Do, De Da Da Da” was 
much appreciated. The crowd jumped up and down and joined 
Sting in "Ye-ooo, Ye-ooo.” 

Special effects consisted of smoke and lights. Hot pink and ice 
blue lights during "Don’t Stand So Close to Me” conveyed the un¬ 
comfortableness in the lyrics. 

The next night, with the Civic Center still shaking from the 
acoustical onslaught received the night before, the Motels and the 
J. Geils Band provided a show that was a little more down and dir¬ 
ty. 

Martha Davis led the Motels with a mesmerizing voice;, it was 
sure and resonant. The Motels, more than the English Beat the 
night before, slowed the pace from time to time, which provided 
variety in the show. 

Davis risked her life to go out in the audience to sing, surpris¬ 
ing them, especially a few males she serenaded face-to-face. The, 
Motels seemed to have an edge on the sexual energy, with Davis 
singing her heart out 
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The J. Geils Band had the most plain old energy as the curtain 
rose on a band and stage in racy red, white and black. The crowd 
went wild over what alot of Peoria had been waiting for. Peter 
Wolf was all over the stage (which had been extended to the sides 
just for that purpose). Flashing lights later “freeze-framed” the 
band. 

The audience sang along (or handled the chorus by them- 
selves), yelled, threw hats and were generally uninhibited with the 
band during most of the songs, including “Freeze Frame,” “Piss on 

the Wall” and “Detroit Breakdown” 

The J. Geils Band also slowed and changed the pace without 
losing momentum and strength. Peter Wolf told a few stories to in¬ 
troduce some songs and although he dragged on and on, the crowd 

loved it as he built up to the song. 

Onfe of the songs, “I Musta Got Lost,” was solid and earnest, 
with Wolf confessing his heartfelt feelings; but immediately after¬ 
ward, he turned around, smashed long-stemmed, red roses on the 
stage and proclaimed: “Love Stinks!” 

Three encores included “Where Did Our Love Go, Center¬ 
fold,” the amazing chair feat (you have to see it to believe it), and 
a human pyramid. 

And in a fitting ending, as the band rushed to leave the stage, 
a few roadies rushed to a sparking speaker which had been over¬ 
come by the energy. 

The Peoria Civic Center provided these acts after a summer 
that included Waylon Jennings, Chicago and a rodeo. 

The arena was at about 85 percent capacity for the 
Beat/Police and Motels/J. Geils concerts. But most of the 85 per¬ 
cent didn’t pay much attention to the opening acts. 

Maybe it just took the people a while to get settled. After 
spending a half hour talking or walking around, some seemed to 
realize there was some real activity up on stage. 

Of course, when the Police and J. Geils were on, almost 
everyone was up and paying attention. I guess an audience appreci¬ 
ates a group alot more if the group has sold thirteen million 
records, instead of one or more. Ho hum, the power of radio. 

But in conclusion, the two nights and four groups were great 
and hopefully this is a good example of things to come for enter¬ 
tainment in Peoria.#

The World According to Garp could 
easily be classified the most underated movie 
showing now. The rating isn’t surprising 
though, considering John Irving’s book of the 
same title was so underated when first pub¬ 
lished a few years ago. 

Irving had a vision of equality that 
couldn’t easily be accepted then. Now that 
writer Steve Tesich and director George Roy 
Hill have tried to create that vision on 
screen, acceptance isn’t coming any easier. 

There could be no better time for this 
movie to surface than in the year the Equal 
Rights Amendment was defeated. For the 
movie, based on Irving’s book, thrives on hu¬ 


man equality 

Fans of Irving’s Garp tend to be disap¬ 
pointed in the movie. But the movie does 
seem to have people turning ‘ to read the 
book. If the message isn’t clear in one, it is 
crystal clear in the other — we are all equal, 
we should all love as equals. 

Yes, Irving’s Garp is superior to the 
screen version. Irving wrote an epic and it 
cannot possibly be expected to translate ex¬ 
actly mto film. The two are simply different 
mediums and in many ways should not be 
compared identically. Both say the same 
thing in the end, that is what is really impor¬ 
tant. 

Something is always lost in translation 
from literature to film. Gone with the Wind 
was thought to be one of the greatest movies 
of all time. The book was also thought to be 
a great epic for the era. Yet, resemblance 
between the two is questionable. 

The same situation arises with Garp. 

The movie has merits not found in the 
book, and the book has many more merits 
not found in the movie. 

Both are a celebration of one man’s 
ability to look at the world in a totally * 
different, nonsexist, view. 

Garp is the product of a nurse who saw 



the cause of the world’s decay to be lust. 
Jenny Fields didn’t want to share her life, yet 
she wanted a child. She didn’t understand 
people not being able to make their own 
choices when dealing with their own life. 
Later in life, her best-selling autobiography 
would make that point and she would forever 
be labeled a “feminist kook.” 

Garp matures into a talented writer and 
marries Helen Holm, whom he had admired 
during high school. Helen works as a 
University professor while Garp stays home 
and takes care of the children and household 
chores. 

There is a complete role reversal here in 
view of our culture. But to Garp the system 
made sense. He could write at home and take 
care of his children. In the world according to 
Garp, children were a wonderful thing to ex¬ 
perience. 

The movie is full of wisdom that takes a 
Place in your soul and stays nestled there. 

While serving dinner to his family one 
day Garp started talking about his day with 
the kids — playing outside and making 
dinner. “You know,” he said, spooning pota¬ 
toes onto a plate, “sometimes you can ex¬ 
perience a whole lifetime in one day. I had a 
very nice life today.” 


Jenny’s autobiography and Jenny Field’s 
style of life automatically spread love and ha¬ 
tred. Jenny becomes surrounded by woman 
needing to be healed from wounds from men. 

One of those woman is Roberta Mul- j 
doon, formerly Robert Muldoon - tight end 
for the NFL. Garp views Roberta as the only 
sane woman of those around his mother, and 
the two become best friends. 

Again, Garp is seen as an instrument of 
love, not judgement, for a transexual accord¬ 
ing to our societal norms is rarely considered 
acceptable. 

His life is a world onto itself. Garp in 
many respects is a pitiful character trying to 
fit into a world, he doesn’t quite understand. 

The movie is complex, the book is more 
complex. Garp is full of symbolism leading 
back to one focus - we must treat each other 
as equals, and we must love each other as 
equals. 

The World According to Garp, showing 
at the Metro, is full of suffering and turmoil. 
Not everyone will enjoy the film, but every¬ 
one should see it. 

Garp isn’t the feminist film it is often 
billed to be. Garp, is a humanist film and a 
treat during a year when equality seems far 
from reality. 


Whorehouse rare in its flagrant. ‘prejudices

Certainly those people striving 
to further the cause of human 
rights and togetherness in the first 
two movies should be. appalled by 
Whorehouse. 

; The musical stars Dolly Parton 
as the whorehouse madam, and 
Burt Reynolds as the sheriff who 
fights to keep the whorehouse open 
’despite public scrutiny. 

Universal Pictures and director 
Colin Higgins have made a rarity 


Jor a movie that was produced as 
late in the 20th century as 1982 
While Hollywood is known for un¬ 
dertones of both sexism and racism, 
this film reeks of those prejudices 
and throws in a little ariti-semitism 
on the side. 

Women are exploited in the 
usual flagrant w^ys by being shown 
as mostly naked or mostly stupid. 
What do you expect "from whores, 
right? You might expect them to 
have a few naked Ynale acquain¬ 
tances. Instead the male actors are 
always safely covered and are 
merely portrayed as good old boys. 

Orap of the most obnoxious 
scenes in the movie is when an eld¬ 
erly lady speaks out in defense of 
the whorehouse. Her husband used

was glad, because that way she 
didn’t have to have sex with him. 
The younger , generation of women 
like sex she had heard, but she just 
couldn’t imagine it. 

An irritating image comes to 
mind of a male writer sitting at his 
typewriter laughing because he was 
carrying on the long-lived stereo¬ 
type that women don’t like sex, 
and if they do — they’re whores. 

The movie may be about a 
whorehouse, but women aren’t the 
only minority hit*by the constant 
slurs. 

If isn’t easy \o ignore blartant 
lines like, “It’s just more of that 
damn bilingual bullshit again.” The 
“dfeWs and Arabs,” -as they were 
called, wererv’t spared *the jokes ei¬ 
ther. 

Black prejudice was a touch 
more subtle. There were two black 
whores in the film. How. many 
Black men were seen at the whore¬ 
house? Two. God forbid there be 
any interracial fornication. 

There are worthwhile ideas to 
be found in the musical, but unfor¬ 
tunately they are buried. At one 
point the sheriff blurts out “you* 
can’t legislate morality.” If you 
look even harder, there is an obvi¬ 
ous slam to the moral majority and 
especially to glittering television 
evangelists who may not be as 
clean-cut and God-fearing as they 
claim. 

But it is practically impossible 
to recognize these merits past the 
film’s other faults — terrible acting, 
and for a musical, fairly terrible 
singing. 

Some would claim Parton can 
sing, but she definitely can’t act. 
Reynolds may be able to act, but 
he can’t sing. 

The movie is playing at the 
Varsity Theatre on Main St., but; 
only go if you want a study of 
stereotypes and how they have 
managed to* thrive this far into' 
civilization. 
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Co-sponsorship of events with

ACBU’s Classic Film Series 

was developed last year. Then, Fri¬ 
day and Sunday movie audiences 
were surveyed and the audiences' 
selected the movies for this year, 
Bross said. 

The series begins Wednesday 
with You Can’t Take It With You, 
the 1938 Academy Award winner 
for best picture and direction. All 
of the classic films will be shown 
on Wednesday nights. 

Other films included are 
Grapes of Wrath, Citizen Kane and 
Yellow Submarine. Tickets are 75 
cents each for students and $1 for 
non-students, or season passes can 
be purchased at the Student Activi¬ 
ties Office (Student Center 119). 
Season passes are $3 for students 
and $4 for non-students. 

A trip to the World’s Fair in 
Knoxville, Tenn., will be ACBU’s 
Fall Break Trip, Oct. 8-12. 

The price, $140, includes 
housing, round trip transportation 
and two days admission to the fair. 
The deadline for sign-up is 
Wednesday. 

The travel committee is plan¬ 
ning to provide more services for 
students, said Bob Beodeker, travel 
coordinator. 

“We’d like to offer students 
the opportunity to take advantage 
of the area — local trips -- like to 
Chicago,” Beodeker said. 


Also, he said the committee is 
working on plans to provide bus 
service for the holidays, with pick¬ 
up perhaps at the Student Center. 

A travel center containing 
travel information is also being 
planned, as a service to students, 
he said. 

“It’s not a profit-making busi¬ 
ness,” he added. 

Mainstage provides small con¬ 
certs and events on campus during 
the week. In the past, the concerts 
were mostly music and, for whatev¬ 
er reasons, attendance was never 
too good. So Mainstage has been 
injected with some new ideas, with 
an emphasis on comedy. 

“Comedy was stressed for this 
year especially because of the at¬ 
tendance we had last year,” said 
Bross. 

Steve Gipson, a 

cartoonist/comedian performed 
Wednesday. The Off-Hand Display 
and O’Brien and Sevara, two other 
comedy acts, are scheduled later. 

Students can get involved in 
Mainstage, too. An Air Band Con¬ 
test and Talent Night will feature 
student contestants. 

Music will be provided, in the 
series, with concerts by Montana 
and, in a return engagement, Phil 
’N’ the Blanks. 

The Performing Arts Series 
includes the Vienna Boys Choir, a 
production of The Fantasticks and, 


in conjunction with the Illinois Spe¬ 
cial Events Commission, the Chi¬ 
cago City Ballet. 

T. Daniel Mime is also 
planned. “Mime seems to be a 
perennial favorite on this campus,” 
said Bross. Individual ticket prices 
for the series vary, though season 
passes are $13 for students and 
$29 for non-students. 

James Doohan (“Scotty” from 
TV’s Star Trek) will be the first 
speaker Sept. 20 in the Lecture 
Series. - 

Bella Abzug (featured speaker 
for “Women’s Awareness Week”), 
Pulitzer Prize winner Chet Fuller 
and Harvard Law Professor Arthur 
R. Miller are planned for later this 
year. 

The Film Series this year is 
“one of our strongest line-ups,” 
said Bross. Attractions this year are 
Chariots of Fire, Reds, a James 
Bond Film Festival, a Comedy Film 
Festival and the ever-popular 
M*A*S*H, among others. 

The films are, as usual, 4, 7, 
9:30 and midnight Fridays, 4:30 
and 7:30 p.m. Sundays and cost $1 
in Olin 181. 

And for weekday entertain¬ 
ment, the ACBU Video Series runs 
continuously 9 a.m.-5 p.m. in the 
Student Center Lobby, from a 
brand-new, less cumbersome ca¬ 
binet.

E.T, the Extra-Terrestrial was 
a box office smash this summer and 
like any major success in our capi¬ 
talistic society, the little intergalac- 
tic visitor is being marketed to the 
limit. 

Besides the usual bumper 
stickers, t-shirts and buttons that 
follow any new craze, E.T. has hit 
the front covers of major magazines 
for its, “E.T. phone home” fans. 
The Reese’s Co. is even making 
quite a handsome profit on the 
claim that Reese’s Pieces are E.T.’s 
favorite candy because when fed 
the pieces he obviously loved .them. 

The fad toward what is really 
a fiberglass hero quickly becomes 
irritating. The situation isn’t quite 
as out of hand as Star Wars yet, 
but by Christmas it is fair to guess 
most every boy and girl will feel a 
great need to have E.T. alarm 
clocks, nightgowns, books etc. 

Director Steven Spielberg has 



created another blockbuster to add 
to his collection of successes in¬ 
cluding Jaws, Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind and Raiders of the 
Lost Ark. Unfortunately this time 
the people helping to break atten¬ 
dance records across the country 
are also out making capitalism 
work. 

Surrounded by marketing 
techniques it is easy to forget that 
before the success of E.T. the per¬ 
sonality, there was E.T. the movie. 
The estra terrestrial isn’t a human 
being suddenly donned with star¬ 
dom, he is a discovery come to 
light. 

The audience has fallen in love 
with Spielberg’s creation, but for 
the most part has forgotten why, 
because the E.T. phenomenon has 
taken front and center from the 
E.T. discovery. 

Spielberg related his own 
childhood fantasy of wanting a 
secret friend, and found a nation 
oozing with people who have the 
same fantasy. 

He made his secret friend look 
totally different from what anyone 
would expect, even for an extra¬ 
terrestrial. With the help of artist 
and special effects man Carl Ram- 
baldi and $1.5 million, E.T. was 


strategically formed to be a mon¬ 
ster who would also be “a strange 
humanoid and comprehensible to 
youngsters.” 

It obviously worked. 

It isn’t difficult to find viewers 
who have seen E.T. six times and 
are ready to go for a seventh. They 
are sold on E.T.’s glowing personal¬ 
ity. 

But likewise there is an entire¬ 
ly separate viewing audience in- 
censed about not seeing the movie 
until all the hype cools down -- if 
ever. 

They are victims of the “make 
big on what sells best” syndrome. 
To boycott the system, in the case 
of E.T., they are missing a good 
movie. 

Children are highlighted as 
key actors and actresses in the film. 
Spielberg’s ability to work with 
them enhances their already ap¬ 
parent talent to make the effects 
smashinaly realistic. There couldn’t 


be a better cast for expounding on 
Spielberg’s ideas of love and friend¬ 
ship — for children, in their inno¬ 
cence, inherently love. 

E.T. himself is an irresistable 
creature. As the movie begins he 
seems almost too ugly to look at, 
but by the end of the film he has 
developed a personality and even 
the most skeptical viewer has to 
admit, he is beautiful. 

The point is well made that 
what may appear alien and ugly 
could be hidden beauty. 

It is also blatant that Spielberg 
finds love and friendship among the 
most important factors in life. 
Without those there are many, in 
the words of E.T., “Ouches.” 

E.T. is playing at Peoria’s 
Westlake Cinema, but if all the 
emotion seems a little much, don’t 
spend money on the film. You’ll 
find it maudlin and trite and you’ll 
wonder even more what all of the 
craze is about. 


To enjoy E.T. you have to 
take a break from reality for two 
hours without becoming upset be¬ 
cause, that could never happen.” 
You have to allow yourself enough 
freedom to become more human 
through a creature, someone that 
doesn’t really exist. If you can do 
that, you might find E.T. two of 
the most carefree hours a movie 
theatre can offer.

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Chorale travels Europe

The award-winning Bradley 
University Chorale and its 
director Dr. John Davis, 
recently finished a six-country 
European tour. 

According to Davis, "The 
tour was very pleasant, although 
the competition was exhaust¬ 
ing." 

Highlighting the tour was the 
three day international choral 
competition held in Tours, 
France, where Bradley singers 
captured four prizes totalling 
$1600. The Chorale placed 
second in both mixed choir and 
ensemble categories, won the 
public prize (decided by vole 
from the competition audience! 
and also received the prestigious 
French National Radio Prize, 
awarded to the choir judged 
most exemplary, other than the 
grand prize winner. ; 

The Bradley group competed 
against 29 separate choirs 
representing nine countries. In, 
1976, when the Chorale won 
the grand prize at Tours, they 
competed against 15 choirs. 

The 39 students and Davis 
spent two days in Geneva, 
Switzerland, as guests of the 
nrmr 


Caterpillar Tractor Company’s 
European headquarters staff. 
They also spent two days in 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
where they were sponsored by 
the Sister City Commission and 
filmed for a special "Sister City" 
telecast scheduled for European 
stations later this year. The 
Chorale was also filmed by 
French National Television. In 
addition, the choir visited Aus¬ 
tria, Belgium and Holland and 
was heard by approximately 
5000 people. 

Davis and his Chorale have 
made a European tour nearly 
every three years since 1968 
and have also toured several 
American cities including New 
Orleans, New York and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

"The Chorale has been 
invited to give a concert at the 
grand opening of the Friedri¬ 
chshafen Civic Center, 
scheduled for completion in 
1984, although travel plans are 
still tentative at this date," 
Davis said.

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Thompson, Stevenson debate in Peoria

Two gubernatorial candidates 
exchanged blows Monday in the 
first of four debates sponsored 
by the League of Women 
voters. 

The debate, held in the 
Peoria Civic Center, followed a 
question and answer, with 
rebuttal and surrebuttaL format. 


Each candidate made a five- 
minute opening statement and a 
three-minute closing statement. 

Democratic candidate Adlai 
Stevenson III opened the debate 
with a dismal report on the 
state. The former U.S. Senator 
said the state has a great capa¬ 
city for technology, but the 
record number of bankruptcies, 
business failures, and unem¬ 


ployed have taken industries 
from the state. Stevenson said it 
takes three new jobs to add one 
to the work force. Most of the 
people graduating from the 
University of Illinois with 
Ph.D.s leave the state. Steven¬ 
son characterized the vying for 
the next state prison as the 
’’Thompson sweepstakes,” 

ashamed that this is what Illi¬ 



nois has been reduced to. 

Stevenson gave examples of 
how other states are passing up 
Illinois. He said California is 
relating its schools’ curriculums 
to the needs of the job market. 
New York pays employers the 
money welfare recepients would 
get to create jobs for those on 
welfare. 

’’Illinois is rich, but Illinois is 
not rich in its politics. The state 
goverment’s debt for the last 
five years has been rising faster, 
twice as fast, as the federal 
government’s debt, 1 ’ said 
Stevenson. 

The Democrat also said the 
budget has been in deficit, but 
when the Republican governor 
gave his opening remarks, he 
said all the preceeding was 
untrue. He said Illinois is not 
number one in bankruptcies, 
business failures, or unemploy¬ 
ment. He told the 800 people in 
the audience the state is fiscally 
sound. 

Thompson said that is why 
the state kept its AAA bond 
rating, the highest credit rating 
possible. He said there are 
fewer state employees now than 
a year ago, with government 
reorganized for better services. 
Thompson also said for the first 
time in 164 years taxes have 
been cut. Thompson called for 
the abolishment of the state 
multiplier, something Stevenson 
opposes. 

One of the audience’s ques¬ 
tions asked what either would 
do to curb unemployment in 
Peoria. The governor said 
Peoria was unique because in 
• the past, Caterpillar Tractor Co. 
often kept the effects pf a reces¬ 
sion from hitting the town. He 
said with low oil and commodity 
prices, OPEC nations and third 
world countries aren’t buying 
CAT products. One way to 
diversify the economy is to 
bring in new industries. 

Stevenson maintained, how¬ 
ever, that Peoria is not unique. 
Several Illinois cities are even 
worse ofF employment-wise. 
Stevenson has outlined^ a docu¬ 
ment which he calls the 
"Stevenson Strategy,” a guide 
for the state’s economic 
recovery. The strategy, Steven¬ 
son said, would be passed 
before the General Assembly 
left Springfield after the State of 
the State address. 

"It addresses, transportation 
and the condition of our roads, 
the adequacy of our whole edu¬ 
cational system," he said. "It 
addresses labor re-training, 
export^ and the development of 
a trading company like in Min¬ 
nesota and pension funds, put¬ 
ting the money to work in 


industrial development and the 
financing of housing/^ 

Thompson criticized the stra¬ 
tegy, saying it won’t put anyone 
to work. He was- amazed at 
how many times his challenger 
could change his position on a 
gasoline tax increase. The 
governor wants an increase, but 
he said Stevenson can’t seem to 
make up his mind. 

Stevenson said - additional 
money doesn’t need to come 
from taxes. He said by the 
admission of the Attorney Gem 
eral there is $200 million a year 
in Medicaid fraud. Stevenson 
would like to see some of that 
money put into the education 
fund/ 

The governor was questioned 
on his transferral of $10 million 
from the Roads fund into the 
General Fund. The questioner 
wanted to know how the gover¬ 
nor would sign an abolition of 
the inheritance tax, but two 
weeks later "committ highway 
robbery" of state road funds. 
Thompson defended his actions 
by saying it’s within his power 
to transfer money that isn’t 
immediately needed in one fund 
to the General Fund. He said fh 
two weeks or. so the money will 
be back when there’s a larger 
balance. 

Stevenson claims the money 
was sent to Chicago schools, 
but Thompson said road money 
isn’t going up North. 

Each gave his opinion on the 
rble of the lieutenent governor. 
Stevenson said his running 
mate, Grace Mary Stern, will 
act as an ombudsman for the 
state government, study the 
organization of state and local 
government, and be a full 
member of his Cabinet. 

Thompson wanted to know 
why the lieutenent governor 
was the liason. He said it’s the 
duty of a governor to get out 
and interact with the people. 
Former Lt. Gov. David O’Neill 
resigned from the job because 
he said he was bored. Stevenson 
said he’d keep his lieutenent 
governor -busy so that would 
never be the excuse for resign¬ 
ing. Thompson reminded the 
former Senator those were the 
reasons die gave for not seeking 
another term in the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate. The governor said House 
Speaker George Ryan will sup¬ 
port him as the second in com¬ 
mand. He said they differed 
only on the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 

The National Organization for 
Women has endorsed Steven¬ 
son, but Thompson asked him 
how many he had convinced to 
vote for E.R.A. 
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Presenting news on

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Goldbaum travels to Israel, Beirut

What most people hear on network 
newscasts^ Bradley's Howard Goldbaum 
wants to see. Sixty-one rolls of film and 
six weeks later, the assistant professor of 
journalism added a trip through the Mid¬ 
dle East and war-torn Beirut to his list of 
world travels. 

In recent years, Goldbaum has 
travelled to Ireland and the Caribbean; 
always with camera in hand, looking for 
a new adventure. 

"It's essential to put myself in new 
environments. I chose the Middle East 
knowing I'd find a great deal of political 
controversy," Goldbaum said. 

He also chose the Middle East 
because it is the spiritual homeland of 
several religions. 

"I delved into my own roots to 
explore and answer questions I had," 
Goldbaum said. 

Before the trip, he arranged for 
press credentials through a Connecticut 
newspaper. Sixty-one rolls of film is not 
an extensive amount for such a long 
journey, according to Goldbaum, but 
since he had to buy his film, he took pic¬ 
tures sparingly. 

"I tried to capture human conflict 
and emotions. Portraits of people in 
conflict are more clearly communicated 
by black and white photographs. I 
wanted unadorned, unprettified pic¬ 
tures," Goldbaum said. 

Of the 61 rolls of film, 12 were 
devoted to color photography. The color 
shots were mostly confined to slided 
which he will use in class to explain his 
summer journey. 

Goldbaum found that the fighting 
factions, the Israeli and Palestinian ; 
Liberation Organization (PLO) armies, 
along with the townspeople, had , 
differing attitudes toward the American 
journalists. * 

"The Israelis were leery of American 
journalists," Goldbaum said. "The people 
didn't feel they were getting a fair shake. 
The Palestinians were eager to talk. They 
felt the American m^dia was finally get¬ 
ting their side across." 

Goldbaum added he could feel the 
tense atmosphere during his travels. He 
talked to extremists as well as 
moderates. 

His time in Beirut was spent on the 
eastern side of the Green Line which 
separates East and West Beirut. Per 
three journalists, one Israeli military 
escort was assigned. Goldbaum said that 
the purpose behind this arrangement 
could avoid the bad press the army 


might get if a journalist was killed in the 
midst of the war. Also, the escort could 
stop the journalists from straying'to any 
point where the army didn't want them 
to go. 

While Goldbaum travelled in this 
group, the soldiers would search for 
Palestinian guerillas. "PLO fighters were 
shelling buses and discovering arma¬ 
ments," he said. 

"My feeling is that there are no clear 
victims and victimizes. No clear right 
or wrong. There are voices of modera¬ 
tion." 

He said that he finds himself caught 
up in the work of being a photographer 
during his adventures. 

"After five-and-a-half years teach¬ 
ing, 1 needed to revitalize myself as a 
journalist I wanted the journalist discip¬ 
line again. This gave my attitude about 
my work a shot of adrenaline," Gold¬ 
baum said. 

He added that the students in his 
classes could share these experiences 
with him and benefit vicariously. 

Goldbaum enjoys taking students 
with him during his travels. A student 
shadowed him during his trip to Ireland 
and two advanced photo students accom¬ 
panied him on a recent trip to the Carib¬ 
bean. 

"Hopefully, I’ll be taking a group of 
students to the Caribbean during Christ¬ 
mas interim ” Goldbaum said. He is 
looking toward the College of Continu¬ 
ing Education to give this group of stu¬ 
dents three credit hours for the program. 

In addition to his time spent in 
Beirut, Goldbaum spent 12 days in 
Jerusalem exploring the historical and 
cultural aspects of Judaism. He went on 
to the West Bank, the Gaza Strip, and 
four days of skin diving in the Red Sea. 

In addition to sharing his expert 
ences with his students, Goldbaum is 
working on several new spa per and maga¬ 
zine articles. A photo exhibit at 

the Cullom-Davis Library is also being 
planned for October. 

Goldbaum sees one of the advan¬ 


tages of being a college professor as the 
extended periods of free time he has 
between semesters. 

"When I travel, I spend not two 
weeks, but two months away." he said. 

He is an advocate of travelling 
alone, whiclv forces him to meet people. 
"Everyday is an adventure. I found this 
trip a challenge as a photographer and a 
human being," Goldbaum said. 

During the excursion, Goldbaum 
stayed in "cheap" hotels and youth hos¬ 
tels. He said that the hotels charged 
between ten and fifteen dollars nightly, 
while the hostels provided a bed and 


breakfast for about six dollars. 

Goldbaum said that during these 
travels, if he takes someone's picture 
and they tell him they want a copy, he 
sends it to them. "It gives me a friend if ; 
I happen to visit again," he said. 

When comparing his trip to Ireland, 
to the excursion in the Middle East, he 
said the folklore and prehistoric monu¬ 
ments of Ireland made that journey 
more prosaic. He also saw a difference 
from a photographers point of view.

Handicaps at Bradley 
garner better facilities

Chances are most students 
have never heard of the Office 
of Services for the Handi¬ 
capped, but for Bradley’s handi¬ 
capped students, the office is an 
essential part of campus life. 

Carole Winkler, Coordinator 
of Services for the Handi¬ 
capped, explained the purpose 
of the office is "to aid handi¬ 
capped individuals to function 
as independently and as 
effectively as possible in the 
university community." 

Through the use of special 
programs, staff and local sup¬ 
port, these students gain access 
to activities denied to them 
years ago, Winkler said. 

To aid students who can not 
gain access to classrooms 
because of stairs or other obsta¬ 
cles, class locations will be 
changed. 


"No student will be denied 
classroom accessibility because 
he is handicapped," Winkler 
stated. 

Each handicapped student has 
his own personal needs, and the 
University adapts to these needs 
individually. Interpreters are 
available for the hearing 
impaired, visual aids added for 
the visually impaired, tutorial 
labs for students with learning 
disabilities, ramps and elevators 
for the orthepedically impaired. 

"All of Bradley’s newer build¬ 
ings have total accessibility," 
Winkler said, such as ramps and 
elevators to allow students on 
crutches or in wheelchairs 
access to upper floors. The older 
buildings are simply avoided. 

The Health Center has been 
moved to the first floor of Heitz 
Hall, a convenient location for 
handicapped individuals. 

Winkler runs a therapy pro¬ 


gram every Friday morning, 
from 9 a.m. until noon, called 
Adapted Aquatics — pool 
therapy. It provides "therapy, 
movement, recreation, car¬ 
diovascular fitness, and leisure 
time activities." The program is 
open to students, staff members 
and the public. 

Volunteers are heeded to help 
with the Friday morning class, 
with the only requirement being 
a "special feeling" for working 
with * the handicapped, she 
added. 

For handicapped students 
interested in finding out about 
Bradley’s facilities for them, 
Winkler is publishing a bro¬ 
chure, which will be available

"and at the time, they did good 
things for our program. Now, 1 
with these new runners..." 

Schoof started to name the 
three newest Braves who would 
have the most v to do with 
Bradley’s good fortunes. First 
there was junior Richard Smith, 
a transfer from Spoon River 
Community College who was 
one of the state’s best runners 


as a prepster. Then, there are 
two Englishmen, Basyl Martyn- 
iuk and Charles Perkins. Mar- 
tyniuk, a freshman, is from 
Gloucester while Perkins, a 
junior, hails from Redditch. 

Not to be forgotten, of 
course, is Eric Huey. Now a 
junior, Huey has been BU’s 
best for the past two years and 
would have been this team’s 
star if not for the recruits. A 
top ten finisher in the Missouri 
Valley championships as a 
freshman, Huey has been 
beaten only once in two seasons 
on his own course and owns the 
fourth lowest time in school 
history over five miles. 

The third lowest time belongs 
to an active teammate, Ed Mar¬ 
tinez. A strong runner who 
came on as expected late last 
season, Martinez is a fine com¬ 
petitor who will not give ground 
to anyone. He was BU’s top 
finisher at both Notre Dame 
Invitational and Illinois Intercol¬ 
legiate last year. Newcomer 
Phil Lockwood will also give the 
veterans some stiff competition 
as , will letterwinner Rich 
.Kruiswyk who was in Bradley’s 
top five at the Valley meet in 
1981. 

"I figured it this way," Schoof 
said, "with what we had coming 
back plus Smith, I thought we’d 
be pretty good. Now with Basyl 
and Charles, we’re really good."

Stanek takes coaching spot 

Youth plays key role in volleyball 


When Bradley volleyball 
coach Pam Stanek said her 1982 
squad was young she wasn’t 
kidding. With 10 freshman on a 
roster totaling 14, the Lady 
Braves (yes, the "Big Red" nick¬ 
name has been retired) will 
have to look for youth 
throughout the season no 
matter how tough the pre- 
season practices have been. 

"Actually, I’m not that wor¬ 
ried about having so many 
freshman," said Stanek, who 
brought a five-year 177-93-6 
record from Northwest Missouri 
State. "That gives me advan¬ 
tages in other areas excluding 
experience. I don’t have to de¬ 
program a college system out of 
them before I put in my own. 
And they’re all exceptional ath¬ 
letes." 

That last statement will carry 
the team farther than anything 
else. Above all, BU will begin 
its newest volleyball era with 
probably the best crop of fresh¬ 
man since 1977. It will be these 
freshman along with veterans 
Sandi Kasting, Terry Lucas, Sue 
Puckel and Ann Sexauer who 


will try to reverse Bradley’s 
dismal 26- 46 record over the 
past two seasons. 

Sexauer, who will play the 
role of team leader, is the only 
senior on a squad which has no 
juniors. A three-year let¬ 
terwinner at Bradley, she comes 
into this season with 418 career 
service points and the ability to 
dominate the net. Sophomore 
letterwinners Kasting (96 ser¬ 
vice points in 1981).^ = Lucas 
(153) and Puckel (a team lead¬ 
ing 207) are all strong, quick 


and now experienced players 
who will lead and stabilize the 
unit. 

But after those four, it’s all 
freshman. Included in the group 
are six all conference players 
from last year and a good mix¬ 
ture of net players and setters. 

" I npfiy. believe the experience 
factor is a bit overplayed," sak 
Stanek. "These girls have all 
seen Division I teams play and 
they’re not awed by them. A 
winning season is not beyond 
our grasp."

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Politicians comment on financial aid

Unavailability of financial aid is not 
exclusive to Bradley, but Illinois has 
been hit the hardest according to Doug 
Stephens, democratic candidate for US 
Congress of Illinois’ 18th District. 

"The economic condition is caused 
in large part by this administration," 
Stephen said. "They’d rather buy nuclear 
warheads than educate the students of 
today." 

Congressman Robert Michel is 
presently running against Stephens as an 
incumbent on the republican ticket. 
Michel said last year’s step in limiting 
financial aid to families with incomes at 
$30,000 and under was a positive one. 

"The principle funding ought to be 
from the local level," Michel said. 
"There were times when you didn’t have 
a dime of federal money in it — just state 
and local." 

Dave Pardieck, director of financial 
aid at Bradley, said there has been a lot 
of frustration directed toward his office. 

"Students who* had work study eligi¬ 
bility no longer have it, because we have 
limited funds from Washington," Par¬ 


dieck said. "Students were feeling we 

weren’t adequately recogni;zm@ family’s 

needs." 

For the 1981-82 school year, Bradley 
received $-2.9 million through the State 
Monitary Award Program, $2.3 million 
in Federal Discretionary Assistance, and 
$5.5 million borrowed through the 
Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL) Pro¬ 
gram. But for the 1982-83 school year. 
Congress voted to provide almost $1 
million less federal aid. 

State Treasurer Jerry Cosentino, 
democrat, said the Reagan administra¬ 
tion isn’t trying to do anything for edu¬ 
cation. 

"Their priority is to help big busi¬ 
ness," Cosentino said, "not to help the 
masses. 1 think every one of them 
should work in a sweat shop for two 
bucks an hour." 

Illinois’ economic situation causes 
less state aid to come Bradley’s way, and 
according to Gov. James Thompson’s 
spokesman, they’re out everyday recruit¬ 
ing business and industry to help fight 
unemployment. 


"But there’s no one thing we can do 

to got mora money for cduoutionauul 

Woody Mosgers, assistant press secretary 
to the governor. "Everybody has taken a 
cut across the board, and we can’t keep 
giving away money if the students aren’t 
there." 

Mosgers said declining enrollment 
leads to less state aid. 

Bradley, however, is a private insti¬ 
tution that is not experiencing declining 
enrollment. 

This fall’s enrollment is 5,502 which 
is up from 5,467 for the same time last 
year, and Pardieck said more students 
applied for financial aid this year than 
last year. 

"The cuts are wide and deep," said 
Wayne Koonce, research director for 
Adlai Stevenson, 111, who is running on 
the democratic ticket against Thompson. 
"For the middle class, the funds just 
aren’t available, and private colleges and 
universities are feeling more of the 
crunch than the public ones." 

Pardieck said in the Journal Star that 
other sources of financial assistance may 


be more beneficial. 

"We’re helping students look at

government," Pardieck said. "There’s 
also increased interest in pursuing work 
study, co-operative education and insti¬ 
tutional and corporate funding." 

Education Secretary T. H. Bell 
barred more than 400 colleges and trade 
schools from receiving further federal 
student loan money because more than 
25 percent of the students attending 
those institutions have defaulted on their 
loans. 

Pardieck said many students can’t 
afford to pay the people they would need 
to pursue collection; their federal money 
is pulled as punishment, and the schools 
are left with even less money than they 
had before. 

Bradley’s default rate is about 12-13 
percent, a figure he said won’t endanger 
the University’s federal student Loan 
funds. 

"Education of our young should be 
our top priority," Stephens said, "and the 
present administration is bowing out of 
that commitment." 


Limited classes'create problems

"At first, 1 had no trouble getting my classes. 
But economics was where I ran into a wall," com¬ 
plained Mary Baker,> a junior computer science 
major. 

This grievance was echoed by many students 
who tried to get business courses during registra¬ 
tion. 

Baker needed courses to round out her edu¬ 
cation, "but was told business courses were closed 
to all students except business majors and 
minors."So in the last week of school, 1 declared 
business my minor, and received the classes/" 

Many non-business majors have had prob¬ 
lems getting into business classes. Dr. J. Taylor 
Sims, Dean of the College of Business Adminis¬ 
tration, said one reason for the lack of openings 
is the large influx of students in the College of 
Business Administration. "We’ve gone from 853 
to 911 undergraduate business majors," Sims said. 

These business majors are being given lop 
priority for business classes. 

"When I assumed this position three years 
ago, we had a random registration," Sims said. 
"We needed a way to protect our business majors, 
so we went to priority registration." 


Using the priority system, students with busi¬ 
ness majors or minors and students who have 
majors such as computer science and public rela¬ 
tions which require business courses receive top 
priority for business classes. These students have 
an equal opportunity (o get into business classes, 
Sims said, "but if there is one class ticket left, and 
a business major and a computer science major 
want it, it will go to the business major. We’ve 
had fewer complaints overall since we’ve been 
using this priority system." 

According to Sims, the College of Business 
Administration is trying hard to alleviate the 
problems non-business majors encounter during 
registration. Two new business faculty members 
hired last summer in management and marketing 
should decrease congestion by adding more class 
sections. But more students can’t be added to 
classes "unless we open up to huge classes, which 
could hurl our quality," Sims said. 

Sims said that changes in the past few years 
in the College of Business have been to help 
business majors. "Priority registration was only 
the first step. Now we will try our best to help 
other students as well."

Bradley students may have 
easy access to major concerts if 
the Activities Council of Brad¬ 
ley University (ACBU) can 
negotiate an agreement with 
Peoria's Civic Center. 

"If we do go to the Civic 
Center," said J. Paul Chickene, 
ACBU president, "we can bring 
major bands down there." 

By working with the Civic 
Center, Chickene said ACBU 
can use its expertise in running 
a show, but they hit obstacles 
with the Center's staff. 

"They have their own staffing, 
and we’re trying to get our foot 
in the door," Chickene said. 

According to ACBU Concert 
Coordinator Scott Laue, the 


Civic Center is better equipped 
for longer shows because of the 
seating size, sound and acous¬ 
tics excellence, dressing room 
size and the fresh management. 

"It's more appealing to artists 
and promoters," Laue said, "to 
go to a place that’s used to 
booking large concerts." 

Chickene said ACBU still 
doesn’t know where it stands 
with the Civic Center. 

"We know, though, that we 
will be able to work with the 
Civic Center, but we don’t 
know the terms," Chickene 
said, "and it’s very expensive." 

The rental fees are high, 
Laue said, at least four or five 
times the rental fee of the 
Robertson Memorial Field 
House. *

"Any money we make is put 
into a concert reserve fund," 
Laue said, "and that money 
goes into sponsoring or co¬ 
sponsoring concerts. 

"That’s one reason why we 
can’t bring in shows," he added, 
"because we don’t make much 
money to put into that fund." 

Transportation to the larger 
shows at the Civic Center will 
be provided for Bradley stu¬ 
dents in the same fashion stu¬ 
dents will be transported to the 
basketball games: Greater 

Peoria Transit will provide 
buses. 

"We feel we have a lot to 
offer them (the Civic Center), 
and they feel they have a lot to 
offer us," Chickene said. 

In two weeks, Chickene said 
ACBU will know exactly where 
it stands. 

Laue said the Field House 
will still be used for ACBU’s 
smaller shows, "but it’s not as 
appealing to artists or pro¬ 
moters."

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The mysterious new sorority 
on campus is Delta Zeta (DZ). 

A decline in local chapter 
membership has forced Delta 
Zeta’s national organization to 
form a new colony at Bradley. 

DZ field representative, Jean- 
ine Peterson, explained that the 
national chapter initiated the 
recolonization. "For it (DZ) to 
work," she said, "we have to 
start all over again; no one 
wants to join a small house." 

Peterson said the national 
group "hopes to form a core 
group of about 20 new girls." 

The response has been 
enthusiastic; as of Tuesday the 
colony had 19 pledges. Former 
DZ members have been placed 
on alumni status and will be 
involved in forming an alumni 
group in Peoria. 

A field representative will be 
on campus until September 24 
to actively recruit new 
members. After that, Peterson 
said, new members will mostly 
be "friends, or friends of friends 
of the new pledges, or girls who 
contact the house for informa¬ 
tion." 

Open rush will continue all 
year and Peterson said they 
"hope to have about 40 girls by 
the end of the spring semester." 

During what Peterson termed 
a "year rebuilding stage," DZ 
national field representatives 
will actively participate in the 
development of the new colony, 
although Peterson added, "it’s 
basically up to the girls in the 
colony what they want to do." 
She said she hopes the new 
members "move into it gradu¬ 
ally" as the establishment of a 
new colony is primarily the 
responsibility of the national 
organization. 

DZ national is also looking 
for a chapter collegiate director 
(alumni advisor) and a faculty 
advisor. 

"Panhel, Inter-Fraternity 
Council and the individual 
sororities and fraternities have 
been very supportive," said 
Peterson. 

The new colony will receive a 
new charter next spring. Next 
fall the new members will be 
able to move into the house 
and participate in Formal Rush. 
Until then, they will meet in 
one of the campus buildings.

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THE ART OF CONSTITUTIONAL TINKERING 


Recently, proposing amendments to 
our country’s constitution seems to be a 
popular political tactic. 

Despite the failure of the Equal 
Rights Amendment, politicians still insist 
on introducing "new" ideas to "improve" 
the constitution. 

More often than not, this is a smart, 
and safe, political maneuver.

However, proposing an amendment 
will not always get a politician good 
graces. The poor guy who recommended 
ihe Prohibition Amendment probably 
didn't do his long-term political ambi-

tions mucK - gooJT Governor James 

Thompson supported the ERA and still 
did not get the endorsement of the 
National Organization for Women 
(NOW). They claim he didn’t work hard 
enough for ERA. 

The experts on constitutional tinker¬ 
ing — although on a smaller level -- are 
present on Bradley’s campus. Student 
Senate is so keenly aware of the need for 
an accurate and workable constitution 
that they spend a large portion of time 
repairing and reworking it. Also known 
as the "make up the rules as you go 
along" strategy. Senate generally has a 
change pending every two weeks or so. 
The document must really be in good 
form after all that work. 

The United States Congress is run¬ 
ning a close second in the amendment 
game. One of their most popular forms 
of recreation on Capitol Hill must be 
proposing amendments. 

The United States hasn’t had a bal¬ 


anced budget in decades. What should 
we do? Create a constitutional amend¬ 
ment? Of course. 

Abortion, right or wrong, is a grow¬ 
ing issue. Many adamantly oppose abor¬ 
tion; others staunchly support it. Both 
sides are demanding a constitutional 
amendment to settle the debate. 

The death penalty, prayer in schools 
and gun control are all candidates for 
possible amendments. Whenever there is 
much emotional debate on an issue, 
someone feels a need to add an amend¬ 
ment. In most instances, fixing the con¬ 
stitution in this manner is similar to 
touching up classical painting. It simply 
is not necessary. 

Congress can balance the budget 
anytime they want. The only help they 
need is a basic business course so they 
realize one cannot spend what they do 
not have. No amendment is necessary. 

-Furthermore, the really important 
issues are being avoided. The politicians 
are not reacting to our needs. Following 
is a list of what I consider some of the 
more pressing issues affecting us today. 

1) . "All students at any university 
shall have priority seating at all of the 
university’s sporting events." * 

2) . "The daily load of starch con¬ 
sumed by any one individual shall not 


exceed the amount of starch required to 
launder 16 shirts." No comment is neces¬ 


sary. 


3) . "Pinball machines, video games, 
vending machines and coin changers 
which accept coins but do not perform as 
expected may be hit with large sticks 
until operation improves." 

If you beat the machine beyond 
recognition, at least you get your 
money’s worth. 

4) . "No instructor will be allowed to 
assign massive amounts of homework 
during Fall Break or Thanksgiving Break. 
Also, no exams shall be scheduled for 
the day after those breaks." And I stTll 
believe in the Great Pumpkin. 

5) . "No university shall schedule 
classes before 10 am. Classes scheduled 
at 8 am are to be thought of as particu¬ 
larly cruel and unusual punishment." I 
think we can get some faculty backing 
on this one. 

These , are some of the real issues 
affecting us at Bradley - the issues the 
politicians will need to address if they 
want our votes. Eventually, they will 
have to realize and respond to the 
important feelings of their constutuents.

Poster policy 


initiated at BU

Promotional material posted 
or distributed on Bradley 
campus must be approved by 
the Student Activities Office in 
the Student Center. Literature 
must follow written guidelines 
to be approved. 

A committee of eight persons 
representing university students 
and staff drew up rules last 
spring "in a concise form so that 
everyone could look at the same 
guidelines," said Anita Craig, 
Director of the Student Activi¬ 
ties Office and chair of the com¬ 
mittee. "In the past, regulations 
were so vague that there were 
many different ideas of what 
was acceptable." 

. The decision to write rules 
into a formal policy was made 
last February. The unwritten 
format "worked just fine until 
February of spring semester 
when things just began to fall 
apart. An increased number of 
people came into the office who 
were challenging and question¬ 
ing the previous policy because 
it was so unstructured. Students 
asked why their poster had been 
taken down or why they 
couldn’t put up a banner when 
another group has been able 
to," said Craig. 

rt The decision to form a com¬ 
mittee was made when there 


was, according to Craig, "no 
concrete way to refer people to 
consistent answers." 

"There were two areas that we 
spent a great deal of time talk¬ 
ing about," said Craig. "Those 
were the questions of how to 
deal with businesses that wished 
to advertise on campus and the 
area of person-to-person hand 
outs. 

Eventually, unanimous deci¬ 
sions were reached on all issues. 
"In the end, everyone was wil¬ 
ling to go along with the poli¬ 
cies, and that was real impor¬ 
tant." said Craig. 

Craig does not foresee a sud¬ 
den disappearance of posting 
problems with the new policy. "I 
anticipate room for interpreta¬ 
tion," she said. "We in the Stu¬ 
dent Activities Office try to be 
sensitive to the students. We do 
not want a sheltered environ¬ 
ment, but we don’t want 
infringement of anyone’s rights, 
either. 

"The regulations were not 
done in attempt to curtail 
events or cause difficulty. We’re 
supportive of campus activities. 
In fairness to everyone, we 
thought some structure would 
help explain the policy and not 
make the campus look like 
highway billboards."

My Fair Lady has the qualities 
of silk. It is smooth, soft, comfort¬ 
able and almost heavenly as it sur¬ 
rounds you. 

Director Richard Marriott and 
the theatre department created an 
extraordinary season opener. If not 
produced with such obvious exper¬ 
tise , the three hour musical would 
have been easy prey to failure. 

There are few flaws. 

Ron Claypool, as Henry Hig¬ 
gins, steals the show. He gives a vi¬ 
vid, forceful and fluent, portrayal of 
the London-born professor. He 
didn’t crack from his accent once - 
not in speech and not in long solo 
musical numbers. Claypool s En¬ 
glish is so perfect in fact, at the 
show s end an audience member 
asked, "I wonder if he really talks 
like that. He can’t be that good, 
can he?" 

Claypool’s vigorous presenta¬ 
tion outpowers the other actors and 
actresses by far. His jestures and 
actions typify the unlikeable char¬ 
acter he portrays. Simply put, he is 
brilliant. 

His co-star, Kandiss Bowen, 
who plays Eliza Doolittle, runs a 
short distance behind Claypool in 
capturing the audience s admira¬ 
tion. She does break from her 
"gutter snake" English twice in the 
performance, but it should be noted 
again that the musical is almost 
three hours long. This is certainly 
still an amazing accomplishment. 

She is straddled with the 
unenviable role of having to make 
the audience believe that Eliza has

been transformed from an unedu¬ 
cated flower girl of the streets to a 
"fair lady." The transition is a touch 
jarring, but for the most part 
Bowen carries herself with enough 
zest and zeal to be realistic. 

Both Bowen and Claypool 
project their voices loudly and 
clearly during dialogue and song. 
Other cast members seem to have a 
problem with projection, the only 
major criticism to be found in the 
production. 

Scene changes are swift, which 
keeps the fast-moving musical mov¬ 
ing even faster. 

Musical Director and Conduc¬ 
tor Molly McCullough has every 
transition timed to the second, so it 
seemed only about one note 
through the entire show was off -- 
one. 

Walter Gibson as Colonel 
Pickering can best be described as 
splendid. His every movement and 
lift of the chin exemplifies how the 
perfect old English Colonel would 
act. 

Others adding to the treat in¬ 
clude David Houghtaling as Alfred 
P. Doolittle, Eliza’s father; Mary 
Colton as Mrs. Pearce, Higgins 
maid, and Richard C. Henderson as 
Freddy Eynsford-Hill, an admirer of 
Eliza. 

My Fair Lady is playing 
through Sunday at Hartmann 
Center for the Performing Arts in 
Meyer Jacobs Theatre.

CLASH:

The Clash -- the only band 
that matters? Possibly. However, 
after their August 12 performance 
in Chicago, this cliche rings less re- 
verberent in my mind. 

The Clash’s 1982 Campaign 
(their term for tour) began, unfor¬ 
tunately, on a bad note with 
rhythm guitarist/vocalist Joe 
Strummer leaving the band on a 
difference about the billing the 
opening night of their tour. Upon 
Strummer’s return, the group’s 
drummer, Topper Headon, left be¬ 
cause of what Strummmer professes 
as Headon’s detrimental heroin 
addiction, and to this date has not 
been asked to return. On August 
12, the third date of the Clash’s 
North American Campaign, these 
misfortunes and more seemed to 
affect the group’s performance. 

The evening began with the 
group The Elvis Brothers, a three- 
man Rockabilly band from some¬ 
where in Tennessee. The band 
seemed completely obsessed with 
their visual appearance and quite 
lax about their musical impression. 
The drummer, located front center 
stage, repeatedly attempted to 
bounce a drum stick off the snare, 
through the air, and back to his 
hand, only to have it flip to the 
back of the stage leaving him with 
one stick. He also seemed quite 
fond of bowing vigorously and re¬ 
peatedly into his kit a la Ringo 
Starr. The bassist looked and acted 
as though he was frying futilely to 
mimic Rick Nelson (Cheap Trick) 
while constantly dropping or throw¬ 
ing his pick and fetchinq a new 
one. The guitarist seemed, at least 
minimally, aware that he was being 
heard as well as seen and through 


his effort alone managed to keep a 
continuous sound emitting from the 
speakers. The band received the 
most reaction from the crowd when 
all three unexpectedly fell back¬ 
wards and lay on the stage imitat¬ 
ing dead rats! Hope springs eternal 
for the rock fan. 

After a 45-minute break, in 
which stage equipment was set up, 
moved, and tested, the Clash took 
the stage. Before actually seeing 
the band members, tension was 
built almost to a breaking point 
through the usage of loud organ 
chords similar to the theme of "The 
Creature From the Black Lagoon." 

When the stage lit up and the 
band began playing "London Cal¬ 
ling," the ballroom became a huge 
floor for slam dancing. Many times 
1 thought 1 was going to fall down 
and be trampled in the massive 
sways flowing through the crowd, 
but managed to keep balance and 
move momentarily to within ten 
feet of the stage. After about 30 
minutes of constant struggling to 
remain upright, I decided to retreat 
to a comfortable balcony seat to 
get an aerial view of the concert. 

What I saw from the balcony 
without the excitement of the 
crowd, was a tired Tand disspirited 
band. Strummer was wearing his 
hair Mohawk-style; bassist Paul 
Simonon and lead guitarist Mick 
Jones seemed glued to the stage. 
Having seen the Clash’s film Rude 
Boy, this was not what I expected. 
The group seemed disillusioned 
with their music, except for 
drummmer Tory Crimes (who 
played on the Clash’s debut al 
bum), and as the concert pro¬ 
gressed it became evident that the

Stephen King fans, prepare 
yourself for another adventure into 
the world of "it could be" reality.

King’s style varies novel to 
novel, but all his stories hold one 
identical element -- warping reality 
into something akin to fantasy. 

Like his other books, Cujo has 
a fascination that holds the reader 
spellbound until the last word. The 
events which occur are always just 
slightly unbelievable, ,but only be¬ 
cause we choose to find them so. 
He points out the vulnerability of 
the human mind to things it can 
not understand. Closet doors are 
not supposed to swing open of their 
own accord; teddy bears are not 
supposed to terrify young children; 
and rabid dogs are not supposed to 
mangle human beings. 

Cujo is packed with action, 
only because King has given it an

extremely simple plot. Symbolism 
runs rampant due to this simplicity, 
and ideas of great importance are 
apparent because of it. An ela¬ 
borate plot would blur the symbol 
ism. 

The ability of the young mind 
to accept those things which are 
unacceptable to the adult mind, is 
shown in the character of Tad, a 
four year old who firmly believes in 
the "monster in his closet." 

Cujo, a 200 pound Saint Ber¬ 
nard, symbolizes all that appears 
good, safe, and friendly on the out 
side, but grows evil, hatred and dis 
gust inside. 

To clarify the symbolism more 
would mean retelling the plot; 
which defeats the purpose of read¬ 
ing the novel. 

Other books by King include: 
Carrie, Salem’s Lot, Night Shift, 
The Shining, The Stand, The Dead 
Zone, Firestarter, Danse Macabre 
and Different Seasons .

crowd was not reacting to the 
music as the band wished it to. 
Most of the standing-room-only 
crowd wanted only to hear some 
kick-ass guitar riffs, regardless of 
the political messages the lyrics 
professed. 

This communication problem 
has obviously been more 
widespread than Chicago to have 
so adversely affected the band’s 
personality. The root of the prob¬ 
lem may be that kids today are less 
willing to join in political revolu¬ 
tions than they were during prior 
Clash tours. 

The economy in both England 
and the U.S. are stable enough to 
hold into the future and the pros¬ 
pect of fullscale war is small, so 
kids feel that revolution is not 
necessary, and the music professing 
it is outdated. 

Despite low morale, the group 
held the stage for nearly an hour 
and a half, playing (among others) 
such classics as: "I Fought the 
Law," "Tommy Gun," "Brand New 
Cadillac," "The Guns of Brixton" 
(Paul sings and plays rhythm while 
Joe plays bass), "Clampdown," 
"The Magnificent Seven," and "Pol¬ 
ice On My Back." From Combat 
Rock, the Clash’s latest album, they 
played: "Know Your Rights," (the 
slogan of the tour). "Should I Stay 


or Should I Go," "Rock the Cas- 
bah," and "Straight to Hell." 

In speculation, I feel that what 
the Clash is attempting to do is 
valiant, but the times are changing 
and their messages are not. The 
band has chosen the path of politcs 
and cannot now easily change. The 
scope of people truthfully interested 


in a revolution is small and this is 
obviously frustrating for the Clash. 
Joe Strummer exclaimed on stage, 
"We -may not be doing this much 
longer." If this is earnest, one can¬ 
not blame the band — a life in rock j 
and roll is challenging -- but it ; 
would be a great loss to the already 
hurting music industry.

Warren Zevon, 
The Envoy 


Warren Zevon, Joe Jackson 
and X are three musical entities 
that have absolutely nothing in 
common, musically or lyrically. 
Yet, at this particular crossroads in 
their respective careers, all three 
are taking big steps with their artis¬ 
tic creations and expanding their 
musical base. Zevon, Jackson and X 
have all sharpened *heir eye for lyr¬ 
ical detail as well as discovering 
new production techniques that 
enhance and embellish their art. 

Each artist is distinct from the 
other, and for this sole reason, 1*11 
talk about their new releases in 
capsule form, yet, I must admit, the 
capsulization system of reviewing is 
detrimental to these three albums 
that are rich in emotion and craft. 
The best thing to do is pick up 
these Ip’s at your leisure and ex¬ 


perience them. 

Anyway... 

Warren Zevon- The Envoy 
(Elektra/ Asylum)-In the past, 
Zevon’s albums, while melodically 
perfect and beautiful to listen to, 
were major efforts flawed by vari¬ 
ous things, be it studio musicians, 
lyrical laziness or just the material 
itself. Since Zevon’s alcoholic reha¬ 
bilitation last year, he has been 
busy perfecting his craft, embellish¬ 
ing his melodies and. taking control 
of his life. The Envoy is a testa¬ 
ment to Zevon’s newfound 
confidence as a composer and per¬ 
former. 

By stripping away a vast list 
.of studio musicians to a core of 
musicians, Zevon’s new composi¬ 
tions have a musical coherency un¬ 




like his other albums, such as Ex¬ 
citable Boy and Bad Luck Streak 
in Dancing School. It is the closest 
thing to an identifiable "sound" 
Zevon has ever acheived. The gui¬ 
tars ring clear, are gritty when the 
need is there (the solo on "Charlie’s 
Medicine" is a stand-out), the 
rhythm is confident and propulsive, 
the vocals are clear, understated 
and effective. 

The Envoy is a work with a 
heart and soul. 

Songs such as the black- 
humored "Jesus Mentioned," the 
witty, episodic "The Hula Hula 
Boys," straight to the popish hooki- 
ness of "Let Nothing Come 
Between You" all add to Zevon’s 
Sam Spade, tough-guy persona a 
tenderness uncharacteristic but sen¬ 
sually pleasing without the use of 
posturing or overstatement. What s 
so amazing about The Envoy is 
Zevon’s ability to depict common 
situations with down-home insights 
that are never preachy or preten¬ 
tious. 

There are still some things to 
be said about simplicity. 


Joe Jackson- Night & Day 
(A&M)-For someone who started 
out his career with "Is She Really 
Going Out With Him?" and pur¬ 
sued, on his first three albums, the 
release and rejoice of new wave’s 
power pop, Jackson has made a 
major leap of faith on his new 
release, Night & Day. Jackson re¬ 
creates the feel and sense of hot 
New York jazz with an improved 
emphasis on rhythm and keyboard 
percussion work, while sharpening 
his eye for lyrical detail. 

Much of N&D is a sexy, slow 
burn that carries an air of sophisti¬ 
cation with the undertones of an 
eminent eruption, be it violent or 
joyous. "Cancer," for example, is a 


smooth, dead-pan rave up about 
that illustrious disease, set to an 
old timey jazz configuration played 
for all it’s worth. The song struts 
along smoothly until Jackson, after 
rattling off a list of cancer-inducive 
substances (including piano play¬ 
ing), lets loose on one killer key¬ 
board solo. 

While the instrumentation is 
nothing if not professional, Jackson 
loses nothing in the way of manic 
energy or lyrical detail. Just the 
simple addition of color enhances 
the love-stricken characters of 
"Steppin’ Out" (one of the Ip’s best 
tunes) *. 

You- 

can dress in pink and blue 
just like a child. 

And in a yellow taxi turn to me and 

smile; 

We’ll be there in just a while 
if you follow me... 

Unlike much of punk’s 
anarchistic narcissism, N&D is a 
celebration of life, an affirmation to 
the living, and sometimes just a 
breather for the few who are still 
trying to get it all together. Yet it 
is always a joy, always welcome, 
and constantly on the turntable. It 
is going to be hard not to take 
Jackson seriously from now on. 

X- Under the Big Black Sun 
(Elektra)-X is a Los Angeles-based 
band with two critically acclaimed 
Ip’s, Los Angeles and Wild Gift, 
but no sales. With Under the Big 
Black Sun X is about to take Amer¬ 
ica by storm. 

The album revolves around 
the central theme of death ( Riding 
with Mary," "Come Back to Me" 
and the title tune) and touches on 
X’s major lyrical concerns of lost 
love, grief and sexual mistrust, 


while expanding their hardcore 
punk background to include rocka¬ 
billy, R&B, boogie-woogie rock and 
roll and even a touch of balladeer- 
ing. 

X’s main players, Exene Cer- 
vanka and John Doe. have both 
grown as singers and now stretch 
into the upper registers of their vo¬ 
cal range without straining. The in¬ 
strumentation of Doe, bass, Billy 
Zoom, guitars and sax, and D.J. 
Bonebrake, percussion, has become 
more confident, fluid, and better 
produced, thanks to the dial¬ 
twisting of ex-Doors man Ray Man- 
zarek. 

Many hardcore fans may see 
X’s clearer production and musical 
growth as a sell-out, yet X can still 
.cut away any other band currently 
recording with their sheer intensity 
and poetic expression, even when 
they switch into a lower gear. 

But what X really shine on is 
their ability to relay the joys and 
angst of intensely personal relation¬ 
ships, especially those within a 
marraige. Exene Cervanka lets 
loose with hysteria on "Because I 
Do," one of the best cuts on the lp: 

I am the ghost of all my dreams, 
to me, it’s all pretend, 

I pretend I’m alive or just not dead 
I will die for you 
I am the married kind, 
the kind that said I do-oo-oo-oo, 
Forever searching,

Don't panic! You are right on 
target. It is not unusual for col¬ 
lege students to change majors 
in midstream, even to change in 
their fourth year.

Development Center (Burgess 
Hall) to sort out a new voca¬ 
tional direction. They will help 
you clarify your interests and 
explore alternatives. Your 
choice of a new major is only an 
introduction to the world of 
work. Many successful workers 
make between 2 to 3 major 
career changes during their life¬ 


time. You may be in the world 
of work for 40-50 years. Even 
one extra semester or year now 
to get your degree is minor 
compared to the benefits. In the 
long view you will have gained 
time and money, not wasted it. 
Talk to your parents about how 
they feel, and if you are still 
depressed and confused after 
talking to the Career Center, 
maybe we in the Counseling 
Center can help. 

Q: 

As a freshman, I found myself 
caught up in the excitement of col¬ 
lege life. / love to spend time with 
new friends and new clubs; it 
seems that there is so much to do 
and so much to talk about. This Is 
where my problem comes in. With 
all my extra-curricular activities 
and my social life I don't have 
time for my studies. Often I get in 
so late at night that it is just 
easier to skip class in the morn¬ 
ing. I was a straight A student in 
high school, so I don 7 want to let 
myself or my family down, but I'm 
having so much fun. (B.U. fresh¬ 
man) 


Being in college for the first 
time is exciting and a happy 
time. It is a time to develop our 
social interests and needs. Yet 
as you realize, we have other 
needs besides the social. You 
need to feel good about new 
ideas and concepts you are 
learning about your major and 
your world, and you want to 
have your family proud of you.

BRADLEY'S POSTING POLICY 


Posting and distribution regulations include, but are not lim¬ 
ited to posters, flyers, leaflets, booklets, banners, and showcases. 
The regulations encompass registered campus organizations, Brad¬ 
ley University departments, offices, facilities, individuals, non- 
university business and organizations, sales personnel, and politi¬ 
cians. All groups and persons as stated above must register with 
the Student Activities Office prior to any circulation or posting of 
materials on campus. In addition all materials must be approved by 
the Student Activities Office prior to circulation or posting. 

Printed literature should strive to comply with: 

-Bradley University Preamble - The purpose of Bradley University 
shall be the pursuit of excellence in providing higher education to 
persons whose intellectual capacities and motivations qualify them 
to join those most able and willing to value, acquire, and utilize 
knowledge of the scholarly and professional arts and sciences. 

-Bradley University’s General Equal Opportunity/ Affirmative 
Action Statement - Bradley University is committed to non¬ 
discrimination and equal opportunity in programs, activities, 
employment, and treatment for all applicants and members of the 
student body, faculty, and staff* regardless of race, color, religion, 
sex, national origin, age, handicaps, veteran status, or other factors 
upon which discrimination is prohibited by law. (Except where 
sex, age, or lack of handicap is a bona fide occupational 
qualification.) Further Bradley University is committed to provide 
and promote equal to all persons through a positive and ongoing 
affirmative action program. 

-Bradley University Regulations as stated in the Student Activities 
Handbook. 

Printed literature posted and circulated on Bradley University 
property must not violate the following specifications: 

-Legal and respectful boundaries of: Libel is a false printed or writ¬ 
ten statement that will harm a person’s reputation or hold the per¬ 
son up to contempt or ridicule. Spoken words that have this same 
effect are called slander. Defamation includes both libel and slander. 

The offense of libel does not lie in writing the words, but in show¬ 
ing them. If the writer of a defamatory letter shows it to another 
person before mailing it the writer has published the libel. The 
writer may then be successfully sued for the offense. Showing a 
libelous picture is considered the same kind of offense as publish¬ 
ing a libelous statement. 

Group libel is a recent concept, making it a criminal offense to libel 
a whole class of citizens, for example a group of some single race 
or creed. 

Discrimination is to make an objectionable difference in treatment 
or favor on a basis other than individual merit. 

Obscenity is a statement or picture abhorrent to morality or virtue. 

Determination of compliance will be made by the Student 
Activities Office. Grievances may be taken to the Student Arbitra¬ 
tion Board. 

Materials distributed on campus must be approved by the Stu¬ 
dent Activities Office. Posted materials will receive a stamp which 
must be displayed reflecting approval for posting. Approval for 
posting and circulating will reflect only the opinion of the sponsor 
and does not necessarily reflect the opinion of Bradley University. 
Programs and Events hours for approval will be 1-5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. 

Printed literature other than banners will be limited to dimen¬ 
sions of 11" x 17" or smaller without authorization from the Stu¬ 
dent Activities Office. 



Sponsors of printed materials must boldly display their name 
on all said literature. 

Posting is limited to designated areas provided by Bradley 
University. Those areas will be bulletin boards in public areas of 
academic buildings, the Student Center, television lounges, vend¬ 
ing areas, residential hall lobbies, elevator landings, and cafeterias. 
Floors, trees, painted surfaces, doors, windows, cars, trash recepti- 
cles, hallways, outside of buildings, and shrubbery are NOT desig¬ 
nated posting areas. Picket signs staked into the ground are not 
allowed on Bradley University grounds. Posters may not be posted 
over public or informational signs, i.e. STOP signs, exit signs, 
official University signs. Only registered campus organizations and 
Bradley University affiliates may post in classrooms. 

Two peices of printed literature per event or service announce¬ 
ment will be allowed in any one designated posting place, i.e. two 
posters per bulletin board. 

Materials for posting and distribution must be approved at 

least 24 hours prior to the event. All posted literature is to be 
removed by the sponsor within 24 hours of the approval expiration. 
Materials not removed will become Bradley University property. 
The University reserves the right to remove materials that are 
improperly posted and/or circulated. Abuse of the removal policy 
will be directed to the Director of Residential Life and Student Jud¬ 
icial System by the Student Activities Office. 

Banners may be posted by registered student organizations and 
campus affiliates for 48 hours prior to an event in Olin Hall, 
residential halls, Jobst Hall, Bradley Hall, Westlake Hall, the Brad¬ 
ley Bookstore, and the Student Center. Approval for each location 
is determined by the Student Activities Office and the Director of 
General Services. Banners must be removed by the sponsor 24 
hours after the event. Any sponsor damaging the building to hang 
their banner will be referred to the Director of Residential Life and 
Student Judicial System. 

Mailboxes may be used for distribution of printed literature 
with approval from the Student Activities Office. The sponsor must 
supply labor for stuffing mailboxes during normal residence hall 
office hours with a staff member present. 

Handouts will be limited to distribution from informational 
tables in the Student Center, cafeterias, residence hall lounges, 
academic buildings, and Bradley Bookstore with the approval of the 
Student Activities Office, and the appropriate dean or director. 
Handouts may also be distributed at meetings and events such as 
lectures when the materials are those of the sponsoring organiza¬ 
tion. No person to person distribution of handouts in public places 
is allowed. Door to door handouts and/or solicitation are also 
prohibited. 

Student Center showcases may be reserved by registered 
campus organizations for periods of two weeks in the Student 
Activities Office on a first come first serve basis. The time may be 
extended if no waiting list exists. Locks are provided for security 
purposes but the Student Activities Office is not responsible for 
theft or damage to materials. 

Business must register with the Student Activities Office prior 
to circulating and/or posting materials. Non-university businesses 
are encouraged to distribute literature through the Bradley Scout , 
informational tables, mailboxes, and designated posting areas. 

Bradley University will limit the promotion of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages and controlled substances on campus property. Businesses and 
organizations involving alcoholic beverages must stress food and/or 
entertainment in their non -Scout materials, i.e. majority of the 
information is non-alcoholic related. Advertising in all cases must 
try to address only students of legal age. 

Non-compliance with the posting/distribution regulations will 
be referred to the Director of Student Activities. Grievances by 
student organizations may be taken through the Student non- 
academic grievance procedure, or Student Arbitration Board. 
University and non-university related organizations may take com¬ 
plaints to the Director of Co-Curricular and Organizational 
Development.

If Ed McGraw has his way, Bradley’s sports program will be 
known for more than basketball. As Bradley’s new cross-country 
assistant coach, McGraw has big plans for the team. 

"I believe it is possible for Bradley lo win the conference 
championship in two year^McGraw said. That’s quite a bit of opti¬ 
mism for a team that lost its only home meet this season 48-15 last 
Friday to Illinois Slate. 

"We were not happy with the results," admitted McGraw. "On 
the other hand, ISU is a good team." 

The Braves' English extension failed to produce the high- 
hoped results. Charlie Perkins, the first BU runner lo finish came 
in behind five ISU harriers, posting a 25:53 in the five-mile course. 
Basyl Martyniuk, the other runner across the Atlantic, finished 
17th at 26:41. 

"It’s a big adjustment to leave your country and 19 days later 
be asked to go full blow," defended McGraw. "Anybody would 
have trouble adjusting. 

"The adjustment is more climatic than academic," McGraw 
added, citing the high temperatures and humidity levels plaguing 
the area. 

McGraw comes to Bradley after an eight-year tenure at East 
Peoria High School, capturing the Mid-Stale 10 title his last three 
years and compiling a 30-1 record. 

McGraw said head track coach Jake Schoof spoke to him about 
a position with the university after former assistant Pat Daly 
resigned. After a few meetings with Schoof, McGraw accepted the 
position. "I decided it was an opportunity that might never come 
again," McGraw said. "When you’re over 40... 

"It wasn’t an easy decision to make," he added. "The kids at 
East Peoria made it possible for me lo gel this position." 

And what about the claim of a valley title within two years? 
"We’ve got a group of talented runners and a group of untapped 
runners," said McGraw. "What we’ve got to do now is mesh the 
two. "I think we’re going to be strong enough lo have seven 
runners carry the leant instead of one," he said. 

The next chance McGraw will have to test the team’s capabili¬ 
ties is Sept. 18 at Western Illinois.

Policy ridiculous 


The Bradley Posting Policy, the newest in a series of 
administrative upheavals, is a good idea. Yes, folks, a good 
idea, even though there are some problems. 

Some people may call these problems immaterial. Yet 
these problems have everything to do with the material. 

Problems of diction are interspersed throughout the pol¬ 
icy, which ran in last week’s Scout. 

It begins with the Bradley University Preamble. 'The 
purpose of Bradley University shall be the pursuit of excel¬ 
lence in providing higher education to persons whose intel¬ 
lectual capacities and motivations qualify them to join those 
more able and willing to value, acquire, and utilize 
knowledge of the scholarly and professional arts and sci¬ 
ences." Ad nauseum. 

Who is trying to fool whom? Is the policy and its effects 
in direct accordance with the Bradley Universty Preamble or 
with the aims of the policy which is supposed to regulate the 
content and distribution of posters, flyers, leaflets, booklets, 
banners, ets? 

Who are "those most able and willing to value?" Are 
they easily identifiable persons? Do they wear a distinct style 
of clothes, read certain materials, watch PBS TV stations, 
listen to classical music? Are their features outlined in some 
Aryan composure; do they walk on water? 

The policy states that printed materials must stay within 
the legal bounds of libel. Very good. "Spoken works that 
have this same effect are called slander ." Thank you very 
much for the vocabulary word of the day; printed materials 
don’t talk, they just kind of hang around and look good. 

The final point to make about the policy is its definition 
of the word obscene. The Supreme Court, who has been 
debating about what it is exactly that obscenity is, for a year, 
cannot define rt. A committee of eight people had no prob¬ 
lem at all. 

Actually, most people are not aware that there is a prob¬ 
lem with obscenity in this country; if they don't like, some¬ 
thing, they ban it or burn it. One suggestion then, is to burn 
a\\ the printed materials that one finds personally objection¬ 
able. With CILCO’s increasing rates, it may be very 
profitable to burn a few things this winter. 

But, to be honest and to not make a joke of the policy, 
there are favorable sides to it, very favorable aspects. By its 
very existence as the only policy concerning the printed 
materials on this campus it is important. Organizations and 
businesses that are promoting their endeavors on campus 
now know exactly where to look for a guideline of regula¬ 
tions concerning size and distribution of said materials. 

stairwells, nor will we have to witness maybe 75 different 
types of posters advertising the same thing. With the new 
policy, the limit of variations on printed material is two, 
which is more sufficient. 

Those nasty picket signs planted all over campus won’t 
be a hazard anymore now that the policy has gone into 
effect. No picket signs may be planted in the soil of Bradley 
University owned property. 

Instead, it is part of a policy long overdue at Bradley, 
despite its flaws (which, depending on how the semester- 
goes, may be major flaws, maybe not) and its word choice. 
The ideas are there. Hopefully, that will be what counts.

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Linn earns grant

ll was a more quiet lime, before World War I. Things were 
slower, simpler and softer. It was a lime of quilling bees, park 
bands and horse-drawn wagons. 

It was also a time of platinum prints, a form of photography 
that used a platinum solution-coated paper instead of the silver 
compounds used today. The tones were softer, browner and 
simpler than the harsh contrasts that followed. * 

Elizabeth Linn, Bradley assistant professor of art, appreciates 
this softer time and attempts to continue it through the platinum 
printing form of photography. 

In her third year at Bradley, she received her second grant this 
summer for $100 and travelling expenses to attenl a workshop at 
the Photography Center in Lansing, Michigan. 

During the intensive week-long program, Linn used a 4x5 inch 
camera she made from cherry wood and brass fittings to take 20 
photographs of what she termed "personal environments." 

She has five prints to show for her work. 

"My experiments spill over into my work with the students,"

Linn said. "The more I learn, the more the students learn. 

"The process is beginning to come back," she added. "More 
people wish to go back to simpler means." 

Linn is the epitome of her work. Soft spoken, delicate and 
natural, she lakes up office in a former animation studio in Duryea 
Hall, bisected by an iron rod which holds the ancient building 
together. 

She look the space to save the studio when the art school was 
going to move out the equipment. Her office consists of a 5x5 fool' 
corner of the room not visible from the doorway; the rest of the 
space is used for storage. 

Linn said she works with the esoteric — the aesthetic parts of 
life. She has her students explore the elements of light, color, sym¬ 
bol and sound to form what she termed a simple but not sophisti¬ 
cated means of expression. 

Her work with the platinum process preserves a craft begun 
about 1839 in which as glass negative was used to produce a plati¬ 
num paper photograph. Though the glass negatives were used sel¬ 
dom after 1890, the platinum paper was still employed until World 
War I began. 

The war pul a heavy demand on the metal for the making of 
heavy equipment, driving the price skyward. According to Linn, 
the cost has never come back down, causing people to opt for the 
cheaper silver-base paper used in today’s processes. 

The change eliminated the toxic fumes found in the process of 
making the platinum prints. Some of the aesthetics were also lost, 
however, including the soft brown tones and durability of the 
prints. 

The photographs can last for 3000 years if protected from the 
environment. "From start to finish, you make the print archivally," 
Linn said.

Reasons cited for policy

Bradley's Posting Policy, the 
first in University history, went 
into effect as of last Friday with 
the printing of the policy in the 
Sunn. 

Admittedly in the "testing 
stage, the policy is as fair as 
possible and not weighted to 
favor anybody," said Anita 
Craig, director of student 
affairs, and co-committee 


member. 

The policy arose from what 
Craig fell was the need to have 
"one direct source of guidelines 
in one place; something every¬ 
one could refer to.” 

Various administrators have 
different views concerning why 
. the policy was written — why 
this "need" had to be met. 

Dr. James Erickson, associate 
vice-president* for university, 
relations, explained the need 











for. "a sensitive and fair policy 
would be inclusive of vari¬ 
ous segments of university 
communication and would 
represent the University and 
students in good taste and dig¬ 
nity." 

Clarence Brown, director of 
affirmative action,, who joined 
the committee "after the major 
thoughts were formulated," said 
there was a need for the policy 
because of what he understood 
to be a "lot of flack." 

But the "flack" spurring on 
the policy varied between 
administrators. 

Craig said it was "minor ques¬ 
tions and incidents" that led to 
the policy, such as an isolated 
incident concerning Big Al's 
Wet T-shirt contest. 

"Many students found it 
objectionable; that it was a vio¬ 
lation," Craig said. 

What is "objectionable" is an - 
individual decision, but the pol¬ 
icy has stated that posting of 
materials must not include libel, 
discrimination or obscenity. 

The question of obscenity 
included among the policy is a 
problem because of its inability 
to be defined (as handed down 
by the Supreme Court last 
year). Obscenity is a statement 
or picture abhorrent to morality] 
or virtue." 

Whose? 

"It was a dictionary 
definition," Craig said. 

Despite dichotomical problem ] 
with the policy, "the content of. 
the policy may be questionable,! 
but the intent is sound," said! 
Dr. Thomas Huddleston, associ¬ 
ate provost for student affairs! 
"It still needs to be tested, but 
have confidence in the individu- ; 
als on the committee."

with Post Office S PR III

The Senior Projects class (IE 
401) has aided the Peoria Post 
Office and other area businesses 
to save money and improve 
efficiency, according to Dr 
Joseph Emanuel, chair of the 
industrial engineering depart-* 
menl. 

"The idea that the group camel 
up with would save the Post! 
Office SI50,000, which is about) 
20 percent reductionjn the ori¬ 
ginal cost," Emanuel said. 

The plan, he said, minimized 
the distance traveled and the 
number of trucks used. 

Emanuel explained that 
Peoria is a central distribution 
center for the mail going to 
towns around the area. Private 
contractors are hired to deliver 
the mail to these towns. The 
routes they follow are referred 
to as "star" routes. 

"The trucks would go out 
with the deliveries in the morn¬ 
ing, return to Peoria, then 
reverse the procedure in the 
evening to pick ifp the mail 
Emanuel said. "The Post Office 
wanted us to design these 'star 1 
routes more efficiently." 

Emanuel said the Post Office 
had already signed a four year 
contract with a trucking firm by 
the time the project was submit¬ 
ted. 

"This doesn't mean the Post 
Office is going to turn around 
and pick up our plan immedi¬ 
ately," he said. 

"In two to three years, we will 
go back and refine the solution 
and re-evaluate the results," he 
added. 

Emanuel cited other projects! 
the department has done for the 
Post Office. 

In the fall of 1980, the 
department evaluated different 
methods of handling "flats,"; 
which include magazines an 
newspapers that must bi 
delivered on a certain date.

Personally, we had a lot of 
trouble taking Springfield seriously 
prior to the concert. He plays Noah 
Drake on General Hospital much 
better than he plays rock star. 

During the first half of the 
concert our fears were realized. 
Rick played teen star idol to- the 
hilt; his back-up band, Ron and the 
Eels, were clean-cut and goody- 
goody. Questions such as: do they 
smoke cigarettes, take drugs?, ran 
through our minds. Have the Bay 
City Rollers been revived? 

After the fourth song, 
"Everybody’s Girl," the teenagers 
became a distraction, but 
Springfield proved in midshow that 
he was more than somebody’s cute 
and adorable poster boy. His ac- 
coustic set of fancy doodling and 
"April 24, 1981," (a song dedicated 
to his late father) quieted down the 
audience and quieted our disbelief 
at Springfield’s talents as a com¬ 
poser. His playing was immaculate, 
the tone shifted from high-gloss fun 
to almost a supper-club setting as 
Springfield got personal with his 
audience for a few moments 


Following his accoustic set, 
Springfield ripped through his 
remaining songs, including a

Which .is 
exactly what he did at the Civic 
Center, for a two-hour showcase 
that was as impressive musically as 
it was an event to be witnessed by 
those of us who weren’t arouhd to 
witness Beatlemania in its prime. 

Despite the performer, there is 
one aspect of the concerts in Peoria 
that will always be great, and that 
is the new Civic Center.

,not completely finished, the Center 
is magnificent. The arena is well 
laid-out and there is not a bad seat 
in the house.

She 
bitterly relates the indignaties of

for protesting her rights at a time 
when the rest of the world is 
fighting for democracy. 

McCall’s presentation of birth 
control pioneer Margaret Sanger re¬ 
volves around the anguish of an 

anonymous Italian mother who 
watches helplessly as her only 
source of information and protec¬ 
tion against recurring pregnancy is 
led away to prison. 

Frontier woman "Calamity" 
Jane, another of McCall’s portray¬ 
als, exposes the audience to the 
very human side of the famed trick 
rider, and star of "Wild Bill" 
Hickock’s Wild West Show, as she 
mourns her alienation from her 
husband and daughter the rough¬ 


ness and loneliness of her life. 

Victoria Woodhull, business¬ 
woman and Presidential candidate, 
is shown as a moral crusader trou¬ 
bled by the double standards of so¬ 
ciety, in which only women were 
penalized for sexual conduct. 

Tulis McCall delivers a pol¬ 
ished, captivating performance that 
is a pleasure to behold. Using only 
a bare stage, an arm chair, a lace 
shawl, a cane, and her considerable 
talent, she introduces the audience 
to a fascinating cast of historical 
characters and makes one feel all 
the richer for having made their ac¬ 
quaintance.

L The second annual Music 
Scholarship Concert Series began 
Monday evening with an outstand¬ 
ing performance honoring Igo 
Stravinsky’s 100th birthday. Violin¬ 
ist Catherine Tait and Pianist David 
Liptak performed the entire concert 
with precise articulation and. in a 
clean, professional form. The reper¬ 
toire highlighted what I felt were 
some of Stravinsky’s most complex 
works. The first section, Suite Itali- 
enne (from the ballet Pulcinella ), 
was difficult to enjoy. The con¬ 
stantly changing rhythms and rapid 
chromatic surges gave an awkward 
sensation to those ears accustomed 
to metered calliber. But soon the 
seemingly chaotic and rhythmically

unstable style enhanced me. The 
extreme variety was refreshing. 

The music revealed itself as a 
constantly changing thunderstorm; 
sometimes violent with unpredict¬ 
able clashes of lightning and 
thunder, other times synchronized 
with the steady tranquility of a soft 
rain. The final movement, D/'t/iy- 
rambe from Duo Concertant, 
resembled a post storm lull - quiet 
drops of rain (the piano) peacefully 
applauding a soft breeze (the vio¬ 
lin).

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Everyone (and their shadow) 
was out for the Gala Theatre Open¬ 
ing for Peoria’s Civic Center. The 
evening showcased the many as 
pects of Peoria culture as well as 
being the unveiling of an accousti- 
cally superb and • multi-faceted 
building. 

The triple-bill featured the 
Peoria Symphony Orchestra, con¬ 
ducted by William Wilsen, perform¬ 
ing an original work by Dean Ho¬ 
ward and the Fourth Movement of 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony com¬ 
plete with a 200-plus chorus and 
featuring four spotlight vocalists. I 
think it would be fair to say that 
Peoria’s Orchestra is one of the 
best orchestras currently perform¬ 
ing. Beethoven’s Ninth, with its 
various time changes and embell 
ishments, is nothing to sneeze at 
and not a simple thing to perform - 
yet the orchestra played in style, 
with the back-up of the chorus, 
turning Beethoven’s Ninth into a 
sound spectacle that left the house 
with shouts of "Bravo” and a well- 
deserved standing ovation. 

Number Two on opening night 
was the Peoria Civic Ballet featur¬ 
ing the talents of Ross Stretton and 
Cynthia Harvey from New York’s 
American Ballet Theatre. Perform¬ 
ing one excerpt from Swan Lake 
and Act II of Sleeping Beauty, the 
ballet, except for the talents of the 
featured guests, left a little to be 
desired. Yet, when Stretton and 
Harvey took the stage, it was 
magical sight. The setting design at 
times took away from the efforts of 
the Civic Ballet, but when Stretton 
and Harvey were on stage, all eyes 
focused upon them. 

Once again, a standing ova 

tion. 

Rounding out the evening was 
the Peoria Civic Opera performing 
Act II of La Trauiata in English. La 
Traviata is a tragic love story, one 
of the best, set in Paris and cen 
tered around the characters 
Violetta Valery, Alfredo Germont 
(her lover), Giorgio Germont (his 
father). Scene I opens with Alfredo 
quickly proceeding through a series 
* of altercations leading to his depar 
ture and Violetta’s flee to Paris. 
Scene II, an amazing ensemble per 
formance, was outstanding. Jo Ann 
Lacquet Sims was definitely 
highlight as Flora (Violetta 
friend), and, as an extra added at 
traction, the Peoria Civic Ballet 
were featured as Gypsy dancers. In 
all, the performance was at times 
dragged down by its sheer length, 
but it transcended its opening night 
problems and once again garnered 
a standing ovatipn. 

Many of the problems of the 
Theatre Opening had to do with it 
being a triple bill, performing bits 
and pieces of larger works. Out of 
context, many of these works come 
off as interesting excursions, not 
engrossing entities to revel in, en¬ 
joy or be emotionally uplifted. Yet, 
each of the performing groups suc¬ 
ceeded in initiating a place that will 
see better days ahead. Just the fact 
that the Theatre is there, was al¬ 
most packed, and the audience was 
receptive, is a good sign of life 
coming to Peoria. 

Just a short aside: The Exit 
signs inside the Theatre are 
numerous and distracting with their 
bright red lights. Other than that, 
the Theatre is beautifully designed 
and sounds great. *

The name Roxy Music may 
not mean anything to anyone but 
the true music history buff. Their 
progress of the early to mid-70’s 
was an important step for the inno¬ 
vation of rock music. With the 
talents of frontman Bryan Ferry 
(spearhead of "glitter rock” and the 
"image" as a marketable concept), 
the guitars of Phil Manzenera (on 
the strength of his early work aione 
he belongs in the rock Hall of 
Fame) and the keyboards of Brian 
Eno (who has gone on to much 
"gfeener" pastures), Roxy Music 
influenced the sounds of bands 
ranging from the Cars to David 
Bowie. 

Inevitably, they changed. After 
a series of personnel changes, the 
band is now a trio. They have re¬ 
placed their crazy rock histrionics 
with a more steamlined, mellow- 
funk that is more slow burn than 
fire. 

Critics couldn’t handle it. The 
public, of course, responded in dol¬ 
lars and cents. Roxy Music, after 
Manifesto and Flesh and Blood , 
now give us Avalon. 

It is a blessing in disguise. 

True, the rock fan won’t find 
anything on Avalon that could light 
a candle to "Do the Strand," "A 
Song for Europe" or "Mother of 
Pearl," but that was almost 10 
years ago. 

Instead, Avalon offers a respite 
from headbanging rock and roll 
with a soft, cushiony sound, and 
now, the romances Ferry favors are 
almost matched by a steamy heated 
music that may be turned down on 
I low flame, but at least you know 
something isjstill cooking. 

The lp saunters on to the 
turntable with "More Than This, 
one of the lost love mood pieces 
Ferry excels at these days. "The 
Space Between" continues in the 
same vein while "Avalon," the first 
side’s mastercut, floats through you 
while the background vocals of 
Fonzi Thornton and Yanick Etienne 
are spellbinding. 

The short instrumental "India" 
is a weak spot, but "While My 
Fleart is Still Beating," "The Main 
Thing" and "Take a Chance with 
Me" up the pace a few songs until 
mastercut #2 takes over the aural 
atmosphere. 

"To Turn You On" is one of 
the few songs that constantly bord¬ 
er on the overly sentimental while 
mysteriously saving itself through 
the musicianship and a vocal per¬ 
formance by Ferry that suggests an 
affecting indifference. He strives to 
save love, without overexerting 
himself, and the effect is chilling: 

"1 could leave you as you were 
if I wanted to, 

Then l wonder, is it fair? 

Now you’re on your own 
no one cares about you... 
except me, God help me 
when things go wrong... 

I’d do anything to turn 
you on." 

And maybe he would, but the 
conflict in the song is never 
resolved* the "turn on never hap¬ 
pens, and the tension is so oppres¬ 
sive that finally the song sweeps 
you inside it and carries you to its 
extreme. 

Avalon is not a major work; 
there are few songs that stand up 
outside the context of the lp. Yet it 
is not a work to be written off by 
f critics or fans of the old Roxy 
Music. Even when they aren t up 
to snuff. 

And still Avalon is nothing to 
sneeze at.

The Meyer Jacobs Theatre 
has a priority list that is fol¬ 
lowed when scheduling show 
dates. 

"The priority for the use of 
the Meyer Jacobs Theatre is 
first for Theatre and its rehear¬ 
sals. Secondly' the division of 
mucis and its sponsored events 
and their rehearsals. And 
thirdly, for those group.s 
(ACBU) who bring perfor¬ 
mances and visitors on campus 
who add to the cultural 
awareness of the community," 
Ludwig said. 

After divisions of theatre and 


music have scheduled their 
events, ACBU chooses between 
the remaining six weeks to 
sponsor events, usually on the 
same day of every open week.

In one of 
your classes, start a relationship 
gradually with someone that sit 
nexts to you regularly. The first 
day say, "Hello, I’m Mary 
Smith. Your name is?" Then 
share your ideas about the class 
content or your reaction to the 
teacher. Each day add a little to 
the sharing of yourself. You will 
find others will also gradually 
share themselves. Your sharing 
can start from general concepts 
(topic of lectures, homework 
assignments, etc.) to more per¬ 
sonal feelings about politics, the 
world situation and even family 
and personal concerns. Then, 
after several good conversa¬ 
tions, invite this person to walk 
with you over to The Student 
, Center for a Coke to continue 
talking. Use the same gradual 
approach, from short conversa¬ 
tion to long talks and general 
topics to personal topics, with 
dorm neighbors and club 
members! Also, don't feel you 
have to have an "instant rela¬ 
tionship." Building relationships 
take lime, effort, thought, and 
persistance. Spend most of your 
lime analyzing what they are 
thinking or doing. Acknowledge 
that you are homesick, that it's 
o.k. to be homesick, but that 
; you will not permit your 
homesickness to control you. 
Act confidently even though 
you may not feel strong. If the 
problem continues after trying 
these ideas and after talking to 
friends at home or parents, 
drop by the Counseling Center. 
We can't let being homesick 
influence your study or social 
life for long. 


P.S. When home next time, 
select the person you know that 
has the easiest lime in making a 
relationship. Talk to that per¬ 
son. Study their talk, actions, 
posture and movements. Imitate 
their actions and words in your 
relationships. 

Q: 

Over the summer F met a nice 
guy. We dated and even made 
promises to write to each Dther 
during the school year. The prob¬ 
lem is that I have a boyfriend here 
at Bradley. too. I feel guilty for 
cheating both of them, but I don 7 
know who I like better. How can I 
decide: and what should I do? I 
feel like a real creep. (B. U. 
Sophomore) 

A: 

Dear B.U. Sophomore, 
Congratulations! You have 
the best of both worlds. You 
are exploring the potential of 
two relationships with no need 
to be fully committed to either. 
You are not cheating them. You 
are cheating yourself. Why 
can't you write one, date the 
other. You said you promised to 
write not stop dating at B.U. Are 
you making yourself feel guilty 
by assuming you have to be 
loyal to just one guy? Write 
your friend at home a letter 
stating you enjoy writing to him 
and hearing from him, that you 
hope when you come home that 
you can continue the relation¬ 
ship in person, and still date 
here at Bradley. Tell the boy¬ 
friend here at Bradley you are 
writing to your friend at home. 
This will help you be honest 
with yourself, and clarify your 
feelings for both, and find out 
how they feel about you. If one 
breaks off with you, you win. 
He either was only partially 
interested, or may not be asser¬ 
tive enough to understand his 
(or your feelings. Also, sharing 
your feelings with both will help 
you decide which of the two 
you like belter.) You will find 
out who is important, and what 
is forcing you to make a deci¬ 
sion. If you are undecided, tell 
each one that you are unde¬ 
cided, and that you want to 
explore both relationships. You 
risk losing both, but your 
current approach is losing your¬ 
self. If these ideas don't help, 
share your feelings with other 
close friends, parents, or room- 
males. If they can'-l help and 
you still feel like a creep, we in 
the Counseling Center may be 
able to help you understand 
more fully your conflict and 
feelings.

Trainers keep Bradley 
athletes in one piece

They remain in the background during sport¬ 
ing events hoping their services won't be needed. 
Watching from a distance, athletic trainers are the 
First on the playing field when an athlete falls and 
carCt get up. 

At Bradley, it's unfortunate athletes must get 
injured before discovering the first-class athletic 
facility located on the lower level off Haussler 
Hall. Sophomore Lisa Cecil was one of those 
atheltes. 

Recovering from knee surgery she had in 
Feb. 1982, Cech spends seven hours a week with 
rehabilitation hoping to return to the women's 
basketball team. Cech said trainer Charlie Davis 
has been an inspiration. 

"He's always encouraging and says it looks 
good,'" Cech said. "It's not like he’s on a pede¬ 
stal. He interacts with the athletes and gels along 
pretty well." 

Davis is the new head trainer at Bradley 
accepting the position in June after Jeff Sunderlin 
left. Sunderlin is now the Director of the Great 
Plains Medicine Foundation at St. Francis Hospi¬ 
tal in Peoria. 

Being an athletic trainer is not always a 
rewarding position, especially when coaches want 
to know why their athletes aren’t ready to com¬ 
pete. "The hardest thing about being a trainer is 
not seeing results right away," Davis said, while 
sitting behind his desk in the training room. 
"Sometimes we get fast results, most limes we 
don't. Returning an injured athlete to competition 
as quickly and safely as possible is the hardest 
thing," Davis added. 

In his second year at Bradley, Davis admitted 
athletic training is a very competitive field. "I 
learned my basic anatomy while working as a 
butcher for my father," he said as four athletes 
made a run for the door. 

Davis was athletic in high school playing 
football and basketball. He later joined the Air 
Force where he was a dential technician gaining 
medical experience. "Sports plus medicine equals 
sports medicine," he said explaining why he chose 
the athletic training field. 

The 28-year-old trainer stressed a casual, 
friendly atmosphere exists in the training room, 
but when an athlete getshurt, it's serious busi¬ 
ness. Heal, ice, ultrasound and whirlpools aid in 
the treatment of injuries. Conditioning programs 
are implemented to prevent injuries. 

Lynn Sitrin is the full-time graduate assistant 
who runs the show in Davis's absence. Student 
assistants aid Davis and Sitrin in taping athletes 
and treating less serious injuries. Darren 
McCarty, Scott Lynch, Scott Hollingsworth, Phil 
McKitlrick, Paul Merdian and Sonia Toledo work 
at least five hours a week. "1 don’t want to

discredit the students who are putting in three 
hours a week because I’m happy they pul in that 1 
many," Sitrin said. 

The amount of time trainers spend with each 
individual athlete set the Bradley program apart, 
On the high school level, where training rooni 
facilities are just as necessary, they are often 
inadequate. "There are some very good high 
school coaches," Davis explained. "But the major¬ 
ity of them don’t have enough knowledge of 
sports medicine to keep a player from participat¬ 
ing when he shouldn't. Some have a win at all 
costs altitude - and that's just not on the high 
school level."

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Bradley’s student body has a very 
familiar look this year. 

Potential students are targeted by 
geographic areas, by major and by 
income of parents. Director of Under¬ 
graduate Admissions Bob Voss said. 
"The -marketing technique makes for a 
i basically unchanging population in race 
and income levels from year to year and, 
“undoubtedly limits the blend on 
campus,” Voss said. 

“Marketing, it is all marketing,” 
Voss added. “We give a-service to fill a 
need. We try to determine what groups 
of individuals need our service by seeing 
what characteristics the. school has that 
any group of students would want. One 
way of doing that is to' look at where 
your students have come from in the 
past and target that market.” 

Of the 4473 undergraduates enrolled 
this semester 3804 are while, 363 black, 
243 nonresident alien, 38 Hispanic, 23 
Asian or Pacific Islander and 2 American 
Indian. 

A 85 to 8 percent ratio between 
blacks and whites is not unusual. Regis¬ 
trar Ruth Jass said. Registration figures 
for the past six years indicate the black 
population has remained between 7 and 
9 percent with the white population 
annually near 91 percent. 


Applicants to Bradley are judged on 
high school excellence and the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) or Academic 
Achievement Test (ACT) scores. 
Admission standards have been raised in 
the past few years, Voss said, so lower 
ACT scores are not being accepted. 

“Any group from the inner city 
won’t score as well and they aren't going 
to be admitted. And, honestly, minority 
students tend to do worse on those tests. 
There has been both sociological and 
psychological studies on that. In fact, 
because of it there is a big question now 
within university admissions offices to 
the weight that should be pul on those 
tests.” 

Studies ol testing techniques have 
concluded the ACT and SAT are cultur¬ 
ally biased because they rely mostly on 
language. Dr. Richard Stalling, psychol¬ 
ogy professor, said. 

”The job is to try to predict success 
in school, but because of the language 
they are culturally biased,” he said. 
“You’re really not measuring a genetic 
factor, but a combination with environ¬ 
mental events.” 

Stalling added, culture-free tests are 
not as useful at indicating success in col¬ 
lege, so there really is no better method 
than using SAT or ACT scores. 

Voss stressed lest scores are not 
looked at as the only indicator. One stu¬ 


dent last year had a high ACT score, but 
because of his high school record wasn't 
admitted, he said. 

“We’re interested in having stu¬ 
dents here. It doesn’t make any 
difference to me whether they are black, 
Hispanic or whatever,” Voss said. 
“Maybe that is bad. Maybe I should go 
out looking for percentages, but again, 
with limited resources we can’t. We have 
to look where potential students are 
going to be.” 

Director of Black Studies Gene 
Young said he fears campuses will 
become even more elitist if schools are 
not sensitive to problems arising with 
cuts in federal financial aid. 

“The complexion are going to 
change. The campuses are going to be all 
while. Then we're back to where we 
staled from. 

“I think any university is hurl when 
there isn't a diverse group of people. I 
think you’re educated is limited if you 
go somewhere where everyone is rich, 
everyone is white and everyone has his 
own little car.” 

There are no calculated figures, yet 
on dispursemenl of financial aid for the 
year, Dave Pardiek, director of financial 
aid, said. Last year, of 1368 students 
receiving federal aid, 216 were in minor¬ 
ity status. 

There are also no available figures 


on Bradley grant disbursements since 
financial aid forms don’t ask for racial 
information, Pardiek said. 

“We are no longer asked about 
racial data or minority group distribution 
(by the government), but the federal 
numbers of 15.78 percent should be 
pretty representative of aid recipients for 
Bradley.” 

He added, of federal work-study 
monies granted, 17.4 percent was allo¬ 
cated to minority members. 

Pardiek said 80 percent enrolled 
receive some type aid and, “A vast 
majority of our dollar .spent is need 
based.” 

Need is decided by subtracting 
parent’s and student's joint income from 
expected costs. 

A fall 1981 Cooperative Institutional 
Research Program of the American 
Council of Education study showed from 
a small sampling 75 percent of Bradley 
student’s parents earn $15,000 or more 
yearly, 70 percent earn more than 
$20,000 yearly and 47 percent earn more 
than $25,000 yearly. 

Pardiek said he has never witnessed 
a change in those averages. 

“We’re not trying to attract all white 
students with money,” Voss said,\“but 
continue to bring in students.’ What 
we’re after here simply is a student that 
will succeed academically.” 


Video games generate profit

With the advent of more and 
more video games being placed 
in the dorms, students and the 
Inter-Dorm Council (IDC) are 
wondering where all the quar¬ 
ters are going. 

"Fifty percent of the intake 
goes to the University into a 
dtfrrn account," said Michael 
Murphy, housing director, "then 
it is distributed to each dorm 
account." 

We want to be sure that is 
where the money is going," said 
John Bratyanski, IDC president. 
Bratyanski said Mike Bauer, 
immittee chairman member of 
IDC is researching the subject. 

The overall plea,- Bauer said, 
is that students want to see the 
‘extra money benefiting them 
_ 


"We want to request 10 per¬ 
cent or any arbitrated amount 
of the profit," Bauer said, "to be 
used inside the dorms for any¬ 
thing that can be done by the 
students to make things more 
pleasurable." 

Bauer said that the three 
functioning video machines in 
Harper-WyckofT yielded an 
average of $250 profit per week 
last year. 

"More and more machines are 
being put in dorm lobbies," 
Bauer said, "and if we were to 
assume 20 rtiachines were avail¬ 
able to students, we’re talking 
approximately $1,600 profit per 
week." 

Bauer said he sees the 
machines packed constantly, 
with five or six students 
crowded around each one. 

"We want to use a 10 percent 
portion through IDC to have 
-Lll£students allnrulp 


money," he added. 

"1 haven’t found a regulation 
that says students can’t get any 
of that money," Bauer said. 
"With the economy the way 


it 


the 




is, students want to get 
most out of their money." 

Murphy said that all money 
generated in a particular build¬ 
ing will stay in that building. 
However, the University bor¬ 
rows money from the 

government to fund dorm 
repairs, therefore a reserve fund 
exists "so the government 
makes sure it gets its money. 

"When you borrow money 
from the government, 
added, "they have certain regu 
lations we have to go by." 

Bauer said that if even a. pro¬ 
portion was given to the stu¬ 
dents to go to the same place it 
came from, the students would 
gain satisfaction from that money. 


Enrollment down from last year 


Final figures for this year's enrollment show 5,637 students 
now attending Bradley, which is down from 5,658 at this time last 
year. 

"We are finding ourselves in a more competitive market as we 
maintain quality," said Dr. Thomas Huddleston, associate provost 
for student affairs. 

The state of the economy and the perception of a costly educa¬ 
tional product are two reasons Huddleston said why enrollment is 
down, however "we’re getting into a higher strata." 

He added that though the number of freshmen is lower this 
year, 50 percent of the freshmen were in the top 20 percent of 
their high school class, which is a three percent increase from last 
year. Also, the average ACT score of the freshmen is 23.3 this 
year, which is up from last year's 23. 

"A combination of those elements, along with the financial aid 
problem caused the decline," Huddleston said. "But we're only 
down 21 ^students-.? - -

McDowell resigns from Senate

For the first time in many years, official 
proceedings began to impeach a Student Senate 
executive. 

Jason D. McDowell, Former Senate Com¬ 
munications Board chair, was accused of negli¬ 
gence and incompetence by Judy Dixon, Campus 
Affairs chair. 

But,* when the issue reached the Internal 
Affairs Committee of Senate, McDowell 
presented them with a letter of resignation. 

"I came down tou^-very basic decision,” 
McDowell jsaicU , ’J-had4o decide wheth er to stand 
p^and fight and see Senate obtain detrimentaTpubll^ 
city, or take the second option of resigning. 

Tm not resigning because I feel the charges 
would hold water,” he added. "1 feel the charges 
would easily be refuted. I am resigning so Senate 
is not made to look bad in the eyes of 'Joe Stu- 
.dent.'" 

McDowell said it was a hard decision for him 
to make, but he felt the decision was in the best 
interest of the Senate. 

Dave Carlson, Internal Affairs'chair, said the 
procedures for impeachment were started by his 
committee. / 

He said that once the charges were filed, he 


began an investigation, and his committee was to 
meet when McDowell submitted his letter of 
resignation. 

If McDowell' hadn't resigned, Carlson said 
Internal Affairs would vote on impeachment'. If 
75 percent voted in favor of impeachment, the 
person in question would be suspended. Then, he 
has an option of accepting or appealing. If he 
appeals, the issue goes to the entire Senate, 
which would then make the ultimate decision. 

"It's most unfortunate that it has to happen 
when there's a whole bunch of new people com¬ 
ing into Senate,” Carlson said. "It's a time when 
-wemeed strong leadership. 

"But, on the other hand, we couldn't ignore 
the charge. The entire board was concerned about 
Jason's performance up to that point," he added. 

"My initial reaction to these charges was 
complete shock and disbelief," McDowell said, 
"and I thought at that time that I should fight 
these charges. 

"1 felt then, and I still feel now," he contin¬ 
ued, "that the charge of incompetence has no 
grounds, and the charge of negligence could 
easily be refuted. However, I started to look at 
the situation not just from a personal point of 
view — but at the situation as a whole."

Seven years ago Lebanon was occupied by PLO ter¬ 
rorists who had been expelled from Jordan after fail¬ 
ing to overthrow King Hussein.

Fatigued from staring at page 
98 of my text book for over an 
hour, I began to look for some¬ 
thing to distract me from the 
rigors of studying. 

I wasn't staring at page 98 
because it was particularly 
interesting or important. My 
brain simply decided to stop 
working when I reached that 
section of the text. 

So, I wenti to Kroger's Super¬ 
market to buy some munchies. 
Going out for munchies is one 
of my best excuses for avoiding 
homework. 

Passing the magazine rack, I 
was startled to find a number of 
periodicals with similarly appal¬ 
ling covers. Each featured a par¬ 
tially undressed young woman 
being attacked by a man. 

Normally, I would bypass this 
literary schlock knowing that 
this type of magazine really 
didn't interest me. But, for 
whatever reason, ,my curiosity 
was piqued and I took a closer 
look at these periodicals. 

They were ."Detective" maga¬ 
zines — True Detective, Official 
Detective, Trout Page Detective, 
Detective Cases, and others. The 
articles consisted of spiced-up 
rewrites of police reports, usu¬ 
ally dealing with bizarre murder 
cases. The majority of these

tabloids are published by the 
same firm, RGH Publishing 
Corporation in New York. 

’’Lori's Flesh Didn't Burn!" 
screamed the front page head¬ 
line. 

"Who Stuffed the Slain Gays 
in the Freezer?" shouted 
another headline. 

"Laura's Body was now a 
Nude Ice Cube," blared yet 
another. 

I realized how easily a consu¬ 
mer could succumb to two basic 
advertising gimmicks — sex and 
violence. These, combined with 
sensational headlines, handcuff 
the viewer's attention. 

By then-, my initial disinterest 
became warped amusement. I 
laughed aloud at the "Rampage 
of the Raping Phantom." It was 
humorous to read a headline 
which claimed a man raped in 
self-defense — a pretty neat 
trick. How can you take a story 
entiljed, "Was this_ the First , 


Murder by a Spaceman?" seri¬ 
ously. 

The articles weren't any 
better than the headlines. 
"Before she had time to scream, 
a hand as big as a turtle was 
clamped over her mouth and an 
arm was locked around her 
neck." A turtle? What kind of I 
turtle? Box, painted or snap- 1 
ping? 

I envisioned starting a new 
magazine on campus called 
Bradley Detective. It would 
feature poorly written stories 
based on the exploits of Bradley 
Security. A possible headline 
could be, "The Phantom Auto¬ 
mobile without a Bradley Park¬ 
ing Decal Wouldn't Burn, So 
Officer Boyle with the Great 
Turtle Hands Turned it into a 
Mechanical Ice Cube!" 

Humorous? 

Perhaps. 

Then I developed a personal 
distaste about what I was laugh¬ 
ing at. I was finding murder, 
rape and beatings funny. 

These magazines desensitize 
us to the brutal nature of 
violent crime and to the plight 
of the victims. RGH Publishing 
Corporation is making money 
by sensationalizing human 
misery -- and I thought it was 
funny. 


Many of us fail to realize the 
seriousness of violent crime. 
We are constantly bombarded 
with violent news from the elec¬ 
tronic and print media. Such 
exposure has made us accus¬ 
tomed to th$ atrocities of crime. 

Last weekend, scores of inno¬ 
cent human beings were 
slaughtered in Lebanon. Most 
of the world was outraged jdt 


this gross display of inhumanity. 

Yet we allow the commercial¬ 
ization of lesser instances of 
violent crime to continue in the 
form of trashy periodicals -- 
such as True Detective. 

I turned to the November 
issue. "He Left the Naked 
Teenagers Chained to Trees." 

There ought to be a law 
against bad taste.

While some students com¬ 
plain of how hard it is for them 
to study with street noise or the 
guy down the hall testing his 
speaker capacity, few must con¬ 
tend with a civil war raging out¬ 
side their window. 

Such was the learning 
environment for ' George 
Zakhour, a graduate mechanical 
engineering student. Before 
entering Bradley University in 
the spring of 1981, Zakhour 
studied at the Lebanese Univer¬ 
sity in Beirut. 

As Zakhour poured over his 
notes* explosion poured 
through the streets of the city. 
Wednesday, he spoke of his 
experiences at a banquet given 
in his honor by the Peoria Area 
Friends of International Stu¬ 
dents. 

- "The situation is not good," 
said Zakhour. "You cannot con¬ 
centrate well. What I tried to 
do was do my work day by day." 

Zakhour was selected by the 
Peoria group as recipient of a 
$200 scholarship check in the 
name of Marjorie Reynolds, a 
founder and benefactor of the 
group. The award is given annu¬ 
ally to an international student 
that exhibits scholarship, leader- 

■ 


ship, and community contribu¬ 
tion. 

Zakhour meets the require¬ 
ments easily. With an overall 
grade point average of 3.75, he 
still finds time to be with his 
wife and two children, ages 26- 
and 12-months. He has also 
been active in the international 
dinners given by the group. 

The move to the United 
States took some adjusting on 
the part of Zakhour. Brought 
up in a French educational sys¬ 
tem, he had to take a semester 
of English at Midstate College 
in Peoria before entering Brad¬ 
ley. 

According to Zakhour, 
differences in language were 
complicated by the change in 
learning situations, with Bradley 
being extremely smaller than 
Lebanese University. 

"At Bradley, you can be a 
friend with the instructor," he 
explained. "In Lebanon, there 
are 400 in every class." 

Zakhour also explained that 
the protest marches held by 
Arab students were representa¬ 
tive of the educational system 
in Lebanon. Though the out¬ 
bursts may appear strange to 
the other students, Zakhour 
said they typified the merging of 
the life of a student with a 
citizen felt by Arab students.

"I would wish’ them to 
remember that they are 
foreigners," Zakhour said of his 
fellow Arab students.

Egyptian works at BU

Dr. Mostapa Helaly, an engineering professor at Alexandria 
University in Alexandria, Egypt, is occupied with post-doctoral 
research at Bradley for ten months, planning to return to Egypt in’ 
June. 

Helaly, advised by Dr. Gustav Oiling, chairman of the 
manufacturing engineering department, is researching Complex 
Surface Definitions, Computer Aided Manufacturing and Design. 
As research tools, Helaly is using the university laboratories, text¬ 
books, the library, the computer center and published papers by 
other scholars in his field. 

"1 am busied by many subjects at one time, which makes this 
difficult," Helaly said, "but Bradley is a nice and quiet place to 
work. The people are kind." He said that the engineering staff has. 
been very helpful. 

A joint fellowship grant by Egypt and the United States, called 
AMIDEAST, has been given to Helaly to fund this research. 

Forty percent of Egypt's industry is located in the Alexandria 
area, a Mediterranean seaport. 

The research Helaly does at Bradley will enable him to act as a 
consultant to the metal industries in Alexandria. Helaly said that 
Egyptian companies use American technology and machines to 
improve production in these industries. 

Alexandria University is one of the largest schools in the Mid¬ 
dle East, with 3000 undergraduate students in its college of 
engineering alone. Two of the subjects Helaly teaches are Metal

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MAURICE CELEBRATES'

Alfred Maurice appreciates 
Chicago; he 4 celebrates its urban 
form. r 

In a show running until Oct. 1, 
Maurice has assembled an exhibi¬ 
tion of paintings, photographs and 
sounds which reflect the urban en¬ 
vironment. 

"The sounds and visual images 
are not meant to be illustrative of 
each other, they are parallel forms," 
he said. "Each is aimed toward 
creating different sensory stimuli." 

"I want to create an ambience. 
1 am fascinated with complex visual 
forms. I don’t want to just see 
mundane Chicago -- I want to see 
his work. 

drawn to the concept of the urban 
environment, the plasticity of 


modern architecture. 

He described it this way: "I 
had a fifth-floor studio th‘af over¬ 
looked directly out the Sears to\X/er. 
Water tanks are ubiquitious in Chi- 
cacjQ. I’d been working with the 
non-objective, I became fascinated. 
So, I began painting these images 
two and one-half years c. d o." 

I asked Maurice how the pho¬ 
tographs related to the pointings 
and why he used th$m. 

"I’ve always used photographs 
as a teaching device, to demon¬ 
strate equivalent forms to students. 
I’ve always kept sketchbooks too. 
bu t in this case, sketching th« 
scenes took too long, so I use m^ 
camera as a sketching tool, mainly 
for painting." 

The paintings greatly outshine 


the smashing of light against dark 
planes. It’s the dynamics that intri-. 
gue me," Maurice sai d in an excited 
burst. 

Maurice is an exciting, animat¬ 
ed and friendly man. The silver- 
haired artist took time out to dis¬ 
cuss with me the concepts behind 
the photographs, but Maurice at¬ 
tempts to remain true to the origins 
of his work. 

"The paintings are reduced to 
simplicity over the photographs. 
Sometimes though I add things, but 
always from the immediate area. 
See this antenna, (he pointed to 
one of his paintings) it wasn’t in 
the original scene, but I needed 
something to solve a space prob¬ 
lem. So I chose an antenna. I 


searched the immediate area and 
sketched seven or -eight antenae 
and then picked the best one to 
fit," he said. 

"My work is scientifically 
planned; I’m concerned with the 
negative relationship of space and 
to carrying it over. It’s all inter¬ 
related as a piece, nothing is to be 
left ambiguous - there should be 
echoes of the forms," he added. 

Maurice uses only three or 
four values of each color. In addi¬ 
tion, he only uses black as a color, 
not as a modulator of tones. 

There were only two paintings 
which had in them, very discretely, 
the human form. 

How did the forms get into 
the work, I asked. They seemed un¬ 
characteristic of what he was trying 


todo. 

Maurice laughed, his eyes 
twinkled. "Those came* about as a, 
result of a "You never do people" 
comment, so 1 did them ." 

Maurice walked me over to 
another painting, one with clouds 
reflected in a window. He said, "I 
feel the plain blue sky has integrity, 
but again, someone said, ’Hey, you 
never do clouds,’ so I did, but I 
1 reflected them in a window." 

I liked this man, he plays with 
his work, and that makes it fun, for 
him and eventually for us, too. I 
urge you all to drop into the Hart¬ 
mann Center and take a look at 
Chicago, maybe in a way that you 
never did before.

STAR TREK-ING WITH JAMES DOOHAN

A Scottish, "It’s a great pleas¬ 
ure to be here!" opened the perfor¬ 
mance of Star Trek’s James 
Doohan last Monday night. To loud 
applause, and a standing ovation, 
Doohan began an evening that was 
absolutely fantastic! For everyone 
that wasn’t there, I’m sorry you 
missed it. 

1 had the pleasure of attending 
a press conference given by Doohan 
Monday afternoon, and was delight¬ 
ed by the man. His career began in 
1946, with a 15 minute radio 
show. His first television appear¬ 
ance was 1949; since then he has 
appeared on stage, in movies, and, 
of course, co-starred in Star Trek. 

Doohan shared a many aspects 
of his life with us (the press), in¬ 
cluding his stand concerning nu¬ 
clear power, the space program, 
how his Star Trek fame has 
influenced his career, and the crea¬ 
tion of Scotty. * 

The subject of nuclear power 
is one of great importance to 
Doohan. "I am not against nuclear 


power...we must learn." He feels 
that our nation has wasted more 
than enough resources, and now we 
must adjust to new energy ideas. 
He says nuclear power is safe, as 
France and many other European 
countries have proven, and that 
"The press glamorizes events...it 
wants people to get riled up over 
things." (For example, Three-Mile 
Island.) 

If someone can be pro¬ 
technology, Doohan is it. He is 
very supportive of NASA, and its 
programs. In fact, Doohan showed a 
film during his lecture, narrated by 
himself, about the Space Shuttle 
program. Our society should never 
stop learning about new horizons, 
he added. "It’s terribly important 
that this country keep ahead on its 
technology." 

Doohan’s Star Trek fame 
seems to have "mostly opened 
doors" for him, but "only because 
(he) became famous." Getting parts 
isn’t really a problem for him, be¬ 
cause of his reputation, but "I’d 




rather have to prove my talent," he 
insisted. 

A very major part of the Scot¬ 
ty image is the accent developed 
by Doohan. "There isn’t an accent I 
can’t do. All I have to do is hear 
it.".An interesting fact, as an aside, 
is that Doohan taught Cheech and 
Chong their Arabic accents for their 
latest film, Things Are Tough All 
Over. 

"I like ScOtty, he’s very close 
to me," confessed Doohan. The sto¬ 
ry goes that Dooharf received the 
position of engineer through a very 
indirect try-out. While ^auditioning 
for another show, the director 
heard him using one of his many 
accents. When asked which accent 
he liked best, Doohan answered 
with "the Scottish one." He was 
then offered a try-out with the Star 
Trekkers. There is another reason 
Scotty is Scottish, aside from the 
accent, and that is that "many of te 
world’s great engineers are Scot¬ 
tish." The character of Scotty is al¬ 
most an extension of Doohan, in 
habits such as reading scientific 
journals and loving engines. 

To an audience of over 300 
people, Doohan warmly exclaimed, 
"But Captain, my engines just can’t 
take it!" (Perhaps the most famous 
line of his acting career.) The film 
le narrated, Space Shuttle to the 
Future, followed his introduction. A 
blooper reel was then shown. The 
bloopers from Star Trek definitely 
put a different face to the charac¬ 
ters! 

Almost a half-hour was devot¬ 
ed to a question/answer session, 
with the audience asking the ques¬ 
tions and receiving some interesting 
answers: # 

Q: 

"Did you (Doohan) really play the 
bagpipes?" 

A: 

"I thought I did 

marvelous... fingering." 


"Would you ever change Scotty?" 

A: "I’d like to see him in command 
of the ship. Then I’d get more gwrls 
and more pay.". 


Q: "Did you know there really are 
people named Tribble?" (Tribbles 
are the furry little critters seen in 
some episodes of Star Trek.) 

A: 

"What?? In Peoria?" 

Before Doohan left his podium 
to begin signing the multitude of 
autographs he was destined to sign, 


he presented the viewers with a 
personal message, first in Scottish, 
then in English: 

"No-one can possibly be as good 
as you and /, ’cause i£ they are 
they’ll have to be dead.” 

After his exit, the Star Trek 
episode "Space Seed" was shown. 
Ricardo Montalban guest starred as 
Khan, the villain of The Wrath of 
Khan.

— That was the first thing I said- 
to myself as I walked out of the 
theatre after seeing Pink Floyd’s 
new movie, The Wall. 

I’m not going to atte/npt to^ 
write this from a movie critic’s 
point of view, because I can’t claim 
to have the credentials to qualify. 
So, getting to the point, this review 
is written by Joe, typical movie, 
goer and music lover. 

I was impressed by the way 
the story line was presented. 
Although time sequences were oc- 
1 casionally confusing, and some im¬ 
ages were vague, Pink Floyd’s life 
was made painstakingly clear. So 
much of his pain, loneliness, intro¬ 
vertedness and confusion was ex¬ 
pressed in a way that almost made 
the reasons obvious to the viewer. 


Before l go any further, I feel 
__ obligated to make a comment. This 
was not your typical midnight 
movie. The audience made it ap¬ 
parent that this was what they ex¬ 
pected, and many people were 
— disappointed by what they saw. 
This movie has a very definite mes¬ 
sage which clearly defines what 
Roger Waters attempted to say in 
^ his album The Wall. But don’t let 
this stop you from seeing the film. 

I commented that the expres¬ 
sion of Floyd’s inner turmoil was 
r made almost obvious to the viewer. 
■■ It would be lying to say that it is 
obvious, because many of the peo¬ 
ple I discussed this film with per¬ 
ceived many different impressions. 
That is what makes this such a 
""" unique experience. It is almost per¬ 
sonal in that so many people re¬ 


ceived such different ideas from . 
what they saw. I could tell you 
what I understood the movie to be, 
but if you were to see it you may 
strongly disagree. 

Although the movie was rather ‘ 
violent, the violence stressed 
Floyd’s moods, memories and 
outlook on life. The man portrayed 
was let down by everyone he had 
ever loved, so it was really no 
surprise to find that his attitudes 
towards sex, education, war, reli¬ 
gion and government were all nega¬ 
tive. It was also no surprise to find 
the man wandering through his 
own reality -- one where he isn’t 
required to go beyond the limits of 
his own "walls." 

We all develop our own walls; • 
boundaries that protect our very 
private selves from those around 
us. We choose who can penetrate 
these barriers, and just how far 
they can dig. As a result, we can all 
relate to this pitiful soul struggling 
to maintain a balance between the 
outer reality and the inner confu¬ 
sion. 

I didn’t feel much for the char¬ 


acter of Pink Floyd. His life was 
not completely controlled by those 
around him, and his actions were 
not dictated to him by an outer 
force. I did feel compassion, 
"though, because several of the 
events in his life were dependent 
on the many "machines" shaping 
his personality. 

Fatherless, because of a war, 
motherless, emotionally, because of 
this, and lonely as a result of both, 
the child never developed into the 
adult. The soul died at a very early 
"age. 

The visual effects, along with 
the soundtrack, make this an ex¬ 
perience well worth enjoying. -If 
nothing else, you will leave the 
theatre wondering what our world 
really is. Quite a bit of this movie 
is extremely realistic, forcing the 
viewer to analyze the entire reality 
-around him. f 

So...if I must summarize what 
I saw, felt and perceived, I would 
have to say that The Wall will be a 
■ classic representation of our lives. 
What they are, have been and 
could be.

The Wall, regardless of what¬ 
ever else it will be, is going to be a 
controversial film. It is one of those 
movies that avant-garde film 
classes will hold seminar classes in, 
the average movie goer will find a 
mild interest in, and Pink Floyd 
fans will hate. 

I loved The Wall, but then 
again, I was never a Pink Floyd fan. 

On the other hand, I’ve been 
mildly interested in the career of 
director Alan Parker, and have fol¬ 
lowed Bob Geldorf, the main char¬ 
acter, who is the lead 
singer/songwriter of the Boomtown 
Rats. 

All of which, when you come 
down to it, means^ nothing, except 
that Alan Parker has crafted a film 
full of symbolism and allegory. Yet, 
overall, The Wall is a film that 
stresses form over content. 

Explanations are due. The 
film’s main protagonist, Pink 
(played by Bob Geldorf) is a char¬ 
acter too "comfortably numb" for 
his own good. He has been mold¬ 
ed by circumstances since day one, 
has followed his destructive habits 
to the nadir of decadence, and, for 
all practical purposes, is a truly 
despicable character. Yet, Parker, 
through the intervention of live ac¬ 
tion footage and animation, makes 
the audience, if not feel for the 
character, then at least to remotely 
relate to the character (much of the 
sold-out crowd was comfortably 
numb themselves). And, above all, 
he is a character who is disjointed, 
living not in the world around him 
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but in a fantasyland of memory and 
hallucinogenic images. 

So, if The Wall seems at times 
to be incoherent, then it should be 
interpreted that this is the 
filmmaker’s intent. Pink as a char¬ 
acter is' not all there, folks, and nei¬ 
ther is the meaning behind all of 
the symbolism, even when the sym¬ 
bols are seemingly simple. Yet, this 
is the beauty in the film. As Pink 
has trouble interpreting the world 
around him through his experi¬ 
ences, so does the audience have 
trouble interpreting a simple sym¬ 
bol such as, for example, the use of 
the hammers. 

The hammers can be a symbol 
for the neo-Nazi tendencies of the 
"surrogate group" of which Pink is 
the leader. Yet the hammers are 
also shown in accordance-with the 
theme of education and with the 
character of the nasty schoolmaster 
himself ("If you don’t eat your 
meat, you can’t have any pudding!" 
"I’m going to hammer it into your 
brain, boys!" or a reasonable fac¬ 
simile thereof). * 

Another easily misrepresent- 
able aspect of the film is what ap¬ 
pears to be its sexist viewpoints. 
This may be a vital flaw in the film 
in that it will be an impression tak¬ 
en from the theatre and back into 
the streets. As I see it,-the sexist 
viewpoint of the film, while not 
necessarily being supported, can be 
explained. What we have to keep in 
mind is that we have a character 
easily manipulated by his environ¬ 
ment, a character who almost 


^ro 
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creates and interprets his entire en¬ 
vironment in violent images, and if 
he sees sex as being a destructive, 

. unhealthy and disruptive process in« 
his life, it is that and nothing more. 
Some of the most beautiful anima¬ 
tion in The Wall are these very 
scenes wherein the sexism as most 
’‘•apparent. Two flowers, male and 
female, copulate, with the female 
taking on what is traditionally the 
masculine role in intercourse. After 
. penetration, these flowers become - 
budding images of women and oth¬ 
er animated images. 

And sex is one of the most 
disturbing things about The Wall. 

" If a character such as Pink can view - 
sex in such an abnormal light, think 
of what real people in very much 
the same situations think of sexual 
-relations. It is frightening, but then- 
again, much of The Wall is disturb¬ 
ing. 

This all ties in with the char¬ 
acters’ struggle with isolation, yet 
“his isolation is self-induced, regard-’ 
less of the circumstances previous • 
to his condition. Pink sits in front 
of a television the major part of the 
* film and reflects upon his state of„ 
existence* in a series of flashbacks. 
His self-pity is probably the largest 
wall he’s built around himself, yet 
what walls are there are not the 
'point. With The Wall, it is not the" 
escape that is most important, but 
what lead to the construction of 
these boundaries, these limitations. 

This is where The Wall tran-. 
scends mere interest and becomes 
in and of itself a masterpiece of 
modern film.

cate beauty and contained some 
very unusual and difficult runs and 
intervals. The second part, "Al¬ 
legro," displayed the performers’ 
deft musicianship and physical en¬ 
durance because of its fast tempo 
and length. 

After the intermission came 
some rather modern music. The 
"Suite for Flute and Jazz Piano," by 
Claude Bolling, added a very con¬ 
temporary dimension to the night. 
. Nancy Gillett on flute % and Ed 
iKaiser on piano played beautifully, 
^with great meaning, and without 
error. The piano kept building up 
to a climax of tempo and volume 
and then suddenly stopping to al¬ 
low the entrance of the airy flute 
passages, which sounded to me like 
a contrast between the turbulance 
and mellowness that are both s 6 
essential to jazz. 

The jazz-influenced "Duo Con- 


certant," by Darius Milhaud, played 
by the versatile Molly McCullough 
on piano and Dean Howard on clar¬ 
inet, was fascinating because of 
the togetherness of the piano’s stri¬ 
dent but beautiful chord progres¬ 
sions and the exotic melody line of 
the clarinet. This combination 
made for quite a bit of dissonance 
or clashing harmony, which is often 
refreshing and makes one listen a 
little more closely. 

Ed Kaiser then returned to 
make a highly expressive, dynamic 
delivery of the first movement of 
Beetoven’s "Sonata in D minor, 
Opus 31 #2," which ran the gamut 
from hushed deliberation to 
boisterous fever. He did this ela¬ 
borate piece completely from 
memory, which allowed him to use 
his gestures and postures to express 
the emotion of the music. He was 
then joined by another fine pianist, 


his wife, Janet Kaiser, for two 
duets. On "Menuet," by the Impres¬ 
sionist composer Debrussy, they 
sometimes echoed each other and ^ 
played both consecutively and 
simultaneously, which must have 
taken a great deal of coordination. 
This piece was hauntingly beautiful. 
They finished the program with 
"Slavonic Dance in G minor" by 
Dvorak, which once again con¬ 
tained a vast dynamic range and 
variety of tempos. 

This concert definitely 
displayed a "Showcase" of the 
well-integrated talents and interests 
of Bradley’s faculty musicians, and 
they succeeded in providing a high¬ 
ly enjoyable evening for many peo¬ 
ple. The next concert in the Musi¬ 
cal Scholarship Concert Series will 
be a recital by Nancy Gillett, flute 
on Oct. 31.

After an evening of "getting 
physical" with Olivia Newton-John, 
one could never guess she was 
two-thirds into an exhausting 50- 
city’7\mefican'concert tour. 

Olivia’s clear voice and stage 
presence captivated a near sell-out 
crowd at the University of Illinois’ 

' Assembly Hall last Friday night. 

Tom Scott, musical director of 
the Olivia Newton-John Band, 
opened the evening with selections 
from his Desire album. 

For this tour, NewtolvJohiT 
has been using her own specially- 
designed stage. At the back of the 
stage, a screen was set-up and 
slides of Olivia were shown just 
prior to her appearance. 

Olivia then entered the stage 
through the screen, opening with 
"Deeper Than the Night.’ The 
acoustics were near perfect, 
although someone could have 
turned the volume up a little more 
for my taste. 

Olivia then sang some selec¬

Newton-John kept the momen¬ 
tum with "Make a Move on Me," 
and* two songs from the movie 
Grease., "Hopelessly Devoted" and 
"You’re the One That I Want.

Laurie Anderson’s debut, Big 
Science , is a record of the time. 
Anderson, using the best aspects of 
avant-gardism, takes the listener on 
a tour de force of wit and wacki- 
ness that encompasses a broad 
scope of social criticisms aimed at 
America. 

Although the album clicks in 
as a cohesive entity, the major fo¬ 
cal point is ”0 Superman," an 
eight-and-a-half minute "song" em¬ 
ploying the single tone of a voice 
set on a tape loop and repeated 
over and over again as its basic 
melody. Anderson’s voice, fed 
through a Vocoder, spews forth 
what initially seems to be nonsense 
verse. Yet, by the end of the tune, 
"O Superman" becomes an acute, 


almost frightening, statement 
against a society of technological 
consumers, automation. It is aimed 
at the basic fears of a nuclear so¬ 
ciety. Although it isn’t stated 
outright, "O Superman" seems to 
be loosely based on the concept of 
Neitzsche’s Overman. 

The remainder of the lp is a 
stunning potpourri of Anderson’s 
sly wit and minimalist tendencies as 
a composer. At times the songs 
seem directionless. "Example #22" 
is the weakest cut, yet even it has 
much to offer. But when the direc¬ 
tion is clear, as on the title tune, 
Anderson’s strange humor and utter 
'quirkiness are downright endearing: 


‘You can’t miss it. 

And I said: This must be the place."

no" itself is a metaphor of preserv¬ 
ing the species against all conven¬ 
tions, existing outside of society: 



Adrian Belew- Lone Rhino 
(Island)-Adrian Belew’s guitar work 
with the Talking Heads and King 
Crimson has already inspired a new 
generation of air-guitar stars. 
Belew’s multiple tracking and pri- 
•mal scream guitar pyrotechnics 
have plastered his face to the walls 
of thousands of art-rock teenagers. 
Like all good solo albums, Lone 
Rhino takes Belew to his logical 
extreme. 

Which, on most solo Ips, is 
also the problem. A stunted talent 
gets the chance to break loose and 
usually one gets an album of 
scrambled messages, abstract musi¬ 
cal dirges and lyrics that pretend to 
be about something. 

Lone Rhino has all of that, 
but, the odd thing is that it works, 
and for a number of reasons. 

Belew, as he has proven in the 
past, excels when he works within 
the framework of beat poetry. His 
images are at times extremely dis¬ 
jointed, yet beat poetry has always 
been a celebration of stream-of- 
consciousness writing. 

If Lone Rhino is nothing else, 
it is a force unto itself. It screams 
onto the turntable with "Big Elec¬ 
tric Cat" and "The Momur," two 
screeching rock and roll ravers. 
"Big Electric Cat" lyrically sets the 
mood for the remainder of the lp: 


"i’m a lone'rhinoceros 
there ain’t one hell of a lot of us k 
left in this world... 


they say i’m ugly 

call me a beast 

i hear them snicker 

when i’m half asleep 

is beauty such a big commodity?" 

At times, Belew’s lyrics fail, as in 
"Adidas in Heat" and "Stop It," but 


it is at these times that Belew’s 
melodies are strongest. His ear for 
an odd and appealing dissonance is 
especially strong in "The Momur" 
and "Swingline" and Belew’s crazy 
guitar playing is unmatched by vir¬ 
tually afly other performer today 
(except Robert Fripp, his guitar- 
mate in King Crimson). 


While Lone Rhino may not be 
a great album, it isn’t the usual 
solo artiste trip, and it is a valuable 
addition to any record collection.

across the country, and their live 
shows tended to make certain peo¬ 
ple uncomfortable (i.e. they were 
controversial). 

The trouble is that rock writ¬ 
ers, being the publicity-susceptable 
peons they are, wrote about their 
image and completely ignored the 
music. One paper went as far as 
calling them "the result of today's, 
youth’s increasing interest in sex 
and drugs." 

A writer with a minor in so¬ 
ciology had a field day with a line 
like "She's been working in a mas¬ 
sage parlor, just trying to make a 
buck/ Her «poor old daddy’s sittin' 
home trying to give her all the luck 
of Babylon," while totally ignoring 
the Doll’s terrific remake of Archie 
Bell and the Drells’""There’s Gonna 
Be a Showdown," (both on their 
second and last album). The Dolls, 
like the Pistols, just couldn’t 
outlive their publicity. 

. Enter 1977 and the so-called 
"Punk Rock Explosion." Johansen, 
with a new backing band, found 
himself the elder statesman of 
punk. But unlike Iggy Pop, it was 
not a label that really fit him. 
Johansen’s roots lie in Motown and 
the Goffin/King legacy, not in the 
unemployment line. 

His first solo album was a col¬ 
lection of uniformly excellent 
R&B-tinged, pop/rock songs and 
the press, to my surprise, handled 
the reviews with a rare degree of 
intelligence. The public-at-large, 
however, seemed to either ignore 
the album altogether or think of it 
as "another new wave album." 

Now, two albums later, Johan¬ 
sen has hopefully deep-sixed his 
previous image for good. 

This becomes clear on the first 
cut of this live album in which 
Johansen resurrects "We Gotta Get 
Out of This Place". "Don’t Bring 
Me Down," and "It’s My Life," into 
a medley. The band sticks pretty 
much to the original version 
although opting for a little more 
power chording than the god awful 
twanging guitars that were all the 
rage in the early to-mid 60’s. 

Johansen decides not to play 
with a proven formula and turns in 
a vocal performance about two oc 
taves below what Jagger hopes to 
sound like after puberty. 

The band, although very tight, 
occasionally gives guitarists Huw 
Gower and David Nelson a chance 
to go off on tangents for a few 
no*es (never quite as maniacal as 
the Johnny Thunders/Syl Sylvain 
solos of the Dolls days of yore) be 
fore bringing them back into the 
fold. 

It is the band that turns these 
covers into reinterpretations of the 
originals rather than copies. The 
band mixes rock chording and 
volume to the original structures, 
consequently putting them in a 
rock context. 

Speaking of the band, Johan 
sen must have auditioned them for 
vocal ability as well as musician¬ 
ship. The high harmonies of 
Johansen’s "Donna" easily stand up 
to the best Stax/Motown. 

It’s a compliment to 
Johansen’s writing ability and way 
with a hook that his originals fit 
well side-to-side with the tough 
competition he chose for his cov¬ 
ers. 

And, in a nod to the old days, 
Johansen rips into the Dolls’ "Per¬ 
sonality Crisis" on the last track of 
the album sounding every bit like 
the kid who shook up the music 
biz, albeit temporarily, several 
years ago.

If the Bradle y B aseball team 
expects to go anywherc^Th+s 
spring, it is their youth that will 
have to carry them. They arc 
one of the youngest teams in 
the Missouri Valley Conference. 

’We are unbelievably young 
this year," said coach Dewey 
Kalmer, who is entering his 
fourth season. "We were young 
last year too. However our 
sophomores should do really 
well since there is such a great 
difference between freshman 
and sophomore year." 

A glance at the Bradley roster 
attests to the Braves' youth. 
There is one senior and four 
juniors on a current roster of 25 
players. That leaves 11 sopho¬ 
mores and nine freshmen to 
compete for spots in the lineup 
during the fall season. 

This fall season, however, has 
no bearing on the spring and 
conference season. They are 
about as meaningful as the NFL 
preseason, or for that matter, as 
meaningful as Cub games in 
September. 

But they do give Kalmer a 
chance to evalule his young 
talent. In these games we try to 
win," said Kalmer. "But the 
emphasis is on looking at the 
younger players." 

What Kalmer has seen so far 
is consistent hilling and out¬ 
standing defense. Foremost 
anfong the hitlers is junior Jim 
Lindeman. As the Braves' 
cleanup hitler Lindeman blasted 
eight homeruns and drove in 40 
runs last year, leading the team 
in both categories. 

Also swinging a bfg bat is 
sophomore first baseman Frank 
Schramko. He was second last 
year in homers (7) and RBI 
(26). With the task of gelling 
on base for Lindeman and 
Schramko are' 1 and 2 hitlers 
Mike DeBulch and Adam 
Dempsay. Dempsay, the team's 
catcher, led the club in balling 
with a .327 average, in addition 
to pacing the team in stolen 
bases'with II. Second baseman 
DeBulch was runnerup in both 
departments (.317, 10 SB). 

"We definitely have quality 
players," said Kalmer, who

The quality, however, doesn’t 
only include hitting. The Braves 
field a top flight defense as well. 
"For the first lime in 10 or 15 
years I'd say we have the best 
defense in the conference," said 
Kalmer. 

The big question mark for the 
Braves will be pitching. "We lost 
four people from last year's 
staff," Kalmer explained. "Two 
were drafted, one graduated and 
another ’ isn't returning to 
school. Our hilling and defense 
will have to carry our pitching."

"But I'm optomislic... it's con¬ 
ceivable we could win the 
conference. We've been very 
competitive in a real lough 
league, one which has been 
rated as the ninth toughest in 
the country,” Kalmer said.

Thompson plans $75 million 
for universities' financial aid

Last week. Governor James Thompson said 
he had plans to increase Illinois' Guaranteed Stu¬ 
dent Loan (GSL) program by $75 million. 

"It won't do our kids any good," said Dave. 
Pardieck, Bradley director of financial aid. "We 
don’t have any problem finding lenders. 

"Our problem isn’t finding money, it’s getting 
it to the students," he added. 

GSL simply guarantees reimbursement to 
banks if students default on their loans. The 
money from GSL comes from private sources. 

The Illinois Independent Higher Education 
Loan Authority (IHELA), however, gets its fund¬ 
ing from the institution’s loan capital. Essentially, 
the institutions borrow money from a loan 
authority, and the loan authority raises its money 
by selling tax-exempt bonds. 

What Thompson is proposing is a combina¬ 
tion of the two, according to Pardieck. 

"It would work the same way GSL does, 
except the funding would come from the state 
rather than private lenders," Pardieck* said. 

"It really appears to be the methodology of 


bringing the public sector into it, and getting, 
more banks involved in the GSL program," he 
added. 

Bradley is receiving relatively the same 
amount of funding it received last year, except 
from the Federal Discretionary Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. Last year Bradley received $2.3 million, 
and this year, Bradley will receive approximately 
$1.6 million. 

"We took a nose dive there," Pardieck said, 
"and that's why students haven’t gotten as much 
financial aid this year." 

Thompson’s proposal, which he presented at 
the University of Illinois, would allow the state 
scholarship commission to sell $75 million worth 
of tax-exempt bonds. The proceeds would be fun- 
neled to commercial banks which would in turn 
offer students loans with interest rates reduced 
from 12 to 9 percent. 

If the program is accepted by the legislators. 
Thompson said the loans would be available in 
May. 

Public colleges and universities in Illinois will 
be the main beneficiaries according to Pardieck.

A group of Lebanese Phalan- 
gists spoke falsely on behalf of all 
Lebanese students at BU by buying 
a $210 page of the Scout to distort 
the known facts about the situation 
in the Middle East and especially in 
Lebanon. We would like to clarify 
several points mentioned in that 
misleading ad. 

The Lebanese Student Associa¬ 
tion in the USA does not represent 
all Lebanese students; on the con¬ 
trary, it only represents a minority. 
In fact, many Palestinian students 
were approached by a lot of 
Lebanese students who totally 
rejected the ad and the LSA in gen¬ 
eral. 


The PLO operated in Lebanon 
in 1970 on the basis of the "Cairo 
Agreement" between the PLO and 
the Lebanese government. Under 
this agreement the PLO was author¬ 
ized by the Lebanese government to 
run the civil affairs of half a million 
Palestinians living in the refugee 
camps. They were also allowed to 
have a military existence in the 
camps and South Lebanon. 

The Lebanese Civil War in 
1975 was started by the Phalangists 
and was directed against the Pales¬ 
tinians and the non-Phalangist 
Lebanese, who comprise the major¬ 
ity of the Lebanese population. 

During the tragic Civil War 
several mass murders were commit¬ 
ted against the were committed 
against the Palestinians and the 
non-Phalangist Lebanese. To men¬ 
tion one, the two-month continuous 
seige and bombardment of Tal-E\- 
Zaater refugee camp by the Phalen- 
gists and their allies at that lime the 
Syrian Army. This resulted in the 
slaughter of thousands of refugees 
. and the total destruction of the 
camp. 

Now the Israeli Army is occu¬ 
pying more than 70 percent of 
Lebanon, including the capital 
Beirut, and are still continuing a 
policy of terrorism and mass murder 
of Palestinian and Lebanese people 
which is done with full blessing and 
participation of its puppets the 
Phalangists. 

This latest Israeli invasion 
resulted in the killing of more than 
20,000 Palestinians and Lebanese, 
and the full destruction of many 
Lebanese cities and towns. Lately, 
about 4,000 Palestinians and 
Lebanese civilians have been 
massacred by the Phalangists and 
the Israeli Army in West Beirut. 

We would like to emphasize 
that the PLO is the sole representa¬ 
tive of the Palestinian people and 
that it is free of non-Palestinian 
influence. The PLO executive com¬ 
mittee is elected by Palestinians 
only, and is in no way influenced,by 
the Soviets. 

As a final word, we would like 
to say that we strongly and with all 
our hearts support the re¬ 
establishment of a sovereign and 
independent Lebanon "for all the 
Lebanese People" free from all 
foreign influence and especially 
Israeli occupation.

Candidate visits Bradley

Bradley has been visited by 
many democratic candidates 
recently, and last Tuesday was 
another day for campaigning. 

Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor, Grace 
Mary Stern, was here, and she 
was stressing her platform with 
students. 

"The lieutenant governor 
becomes the eyes and ears of 
the governor," she said, *and in 
many cases, I would meet with 
the students around the state, 
and return to the governor with 
their concerns." 

In Illinois, the governor and 
lieutenant governor run on the 
same ticket, therefore, Stern v s 
stands directly correlate with 
her running mate, Adlai 
Stevenson. 

"Adlai cares about higher 
education and realizes the 
reduction in student loans," 
Stern said. "He feels very 
strongly that we’ve got to edu¬ 
cate the population so the 
young people will be prepared 


for the world we live in." 

Stern said she thinks Gover¬ 
nor Thompson’s latest plan to 
increase the student loan pro¬ 
gram by $75 million is a good 
idea, however, "I have seen 
Thompson’s priorities, and I 
think it is another in a series of 
60-days-before-the-election 
efforts." 

She added that it is some¬ 
thing that could have been done 
earlier, and it’s possibly too late 
for many students. 

As an avid supporter of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, 
Stern said she feels she can be a 
strong asset for the betterment 
of women and minority rights. 

"I supported the ERA 
vigorously and verbally, and the 
fact that I’m a candidate is attri¬ 
butable to the fight to get that 
ratified," she said. 

The main problem with cam¬ 
paigning, she said, is that too 
many people don’t vote. 

"Voting seems to be the most 
significant act a citizen can do," 
Stem added, and the people 
who have influence on impor¬ 


tant matters are important, and 
if people don’t vote, then they, 
have absolutely no 

say in who will be making deci¬ 
sions about their future. 

"It’s really where the rubber 
meets the road...at the ballot 
box," she said.

Expressing oneself through a 
wooden doll is a difficult task, how¬ 
ever Willie Tyler expertly displayed 
the art of ventriloquism last Tues¬ 
day night as he entertained approx-' 
imately 150 people in the Student 
Center Ballroom. 

About a third of the show was 
devoted to jokes with sexual refer¬ 
ences, and Tyler said he feels that’s 
what audiences like. 

"I go with things that are 
humanistic," Tyler said. "If you 
look at any comedian or comedi¬ 
enne today, sex is it; and it can be 
used in such a way that it’s 
humorous." 

He added that all entertainers 
use sex as a part of their act. 
Singers wear tight pants for em¬ 
phasis, he said, and "look at Dolly 
Parton; people laugh when they 
talk about her boobs." 

Sex can b§ a sensitive thing, 
he said, "but people joke and laugh 
about it, so I may as well use it in 
my shows." 

Tyler took up ventriloquism at 
the age of 10 as a hobby. He said 
he knew he wanted to be an enter¬ 
tainer, but it’s too competitive an 
industry if somebody wants to be a 
singer, artist, etc.... He has had 
Lester for 20 years, and has done 
his ventriloquist act through ele¬ 
mentary school, higfi school, in the 
service, then onto clubs. 

Lester is truly a personality to 
Tyler when he’s on stage, and Tyler 
said he feels if he doesn’t see Les¬ 


ter "as another person," then the 
audience won’t either. 

He said that many people see 
ventriloquists as shy, introverted 
people - who express themselves 
through their partner. However, he 1 
doesn’t really see himself in that 
stereotyped role. 

"I get on that little soap box, 
the stage, and I go for it," he said. 


"And when the lights go down, I’m 
back to my mediocre self again." 
He said it’s the stage and the enter¬ 
taining that really gets him rolling. 

Tyler began his show with am 
unexpected song, which showed his 
expertise as a well-rounded enter¬ 
tainer. He sang three songs 
throughout the program, and he 
said he wrote them himself, except 


one which he co-wrote with a 
friend. 

"I want to be a singer, but it’s 
very difficult to be a singer in this 
day and age," Tyler said. "Maybe 
one day I’ll release an album or a 
single, but ventriloquism isn’t such 
' a rat race and that’s why 1 do it." 

I The audience responded best 
to Tyler’s cracks during the show 


that expressed to everybody Lester 
wasn’t speaking. 

For example: the two of them 
began a song in which Tyler pro¬ 
vided the backing rhythm; howev¬ 
er, part of the rhythm was a pop¬ 
ping noise he made with his mouth. 
Lester soon stopped his rhythm ses¬ 
sion and said, "How can I talk with 
you making that noise with your 
mouth?" 

Toward the middle of his 
show, Tyler did the old classic 
comedy routine of "Who’s on 
First," which was originally done b^ 
Abbot and Costello. 

"It’s old," he said, "but it’s a 
classic, and it fits the occasion. 
Nothing’s really that old if it’s a 
classic." 

At the end of his performance, 
Tyler was debating what song he 
wanted to end with. He came up 
with such titles as: "I Never Could 
Get Over a Girl, so You Get Up 
and Answer the Telephone," or "If 
That Ain’t Love, It’ll Have to do 
Till I Get Some Rest." 

Tyler has set up a corporation 
for himself, Willie and Les, Inc., 
and he said the corporation rakes in 
approximately $250,000 annually. 
He hosts the ABC Weekend Spe¬ 
cial , and has appeared on The 
Jefferson’s, but he said he does 
most of his work in clubs around 
the country, especially in Las Ve¬ 
gas . 

The $250,000 is from a "good 
' year," he quipped.

1*he Activities Council of 
Bradley Univeristy, in conjunction 
with the Illinois Special Events 
Commission, provided Peoria with 
a visual extravaganza last week, 
when they sponsored the Chicago 
City Ballet’s 

performance at the new Civic 
Center Theatre. 

Chicago City Ballet provided 
Bradley students and Peorians the 
opportunity to see a fine ballet per¬ 
formance, something that has been 
prevented in the past because of 
the lack of adaquate facilites in the 
Peoria area. 

* Chicago City’s company, 
under the Artisitic Direction of the 
world-reknowned prima ballerina 
Maria Tallchief, performed five 
short ballets with enough diversity 
to please everyone in the audience. 
From classical to modern, the com¬ 
pany displayed technical excellence, 
arid professionalism suprising for 
such a young company. 

Paul Meija, Assistant Artistic 
Director for the company, choreo¬ 
graphed the first four ballets, in¬ 
cluding a late addition to the pro¬ 
gram, which paired three players on 
a tennis court with a "court’ship. 
(One wonders if the pun was actu¬ 
ally intended there.) 

Costumed in what appeared to 
by tennis attire, the two women 
and one man danced a pas de troix 
in an almost athletic style. While 
this ballet confused those who in¬ 
sisted on figuring out the abstract 
storyline, it provided some of the 
best choreography of the evening. 

Meija’s version of the final 
scenes of "Romeo and Juliet was 
the clear favorite of the audience. 
Though danced to the traditional 
Tchaikovsky music, this rendition 
of "Romeo and Juliet" was anything 
but traditional. While Shakespeare 
might have been upset with the 


twist on the ending in Meifa’s ver¬ 
sion, it was obvious that the audi¬ 
ence loved the almost happy end¬ 
ing to this tragic story. As Romeo 
and Juliet are united in the after¬ 
life (amidst a corps de ballet 
dressed all in white, with white bil¬ 
lowing clouds surrounding the 
lovers) the curtain comes down, 
providing a magnificent, and supris¬ 
ing, end to the ballet. 

Paul Meija later exhibited his 
skill at a more classic style of 
dance in the "Sylvai Pas de Deux", 
danced by Sherry Moray and Craig 
Wright. The two danced an elegant 
and expressive pas de deux, with 
Moray exhibiting the special finesse 
necessary to perform the more clas¬ 
sical style of dance. 

The final ballet of the evening,’' 
"Who Cares", (actually seven short 
numbers) was choreographed by 
George Balanchine in a vibrant, 
jazzy style to the music of George 
Gershwin. Though it seemed at 
. times to be merely a showcase for 
the company’s principle dancers, 
"Who Cares" was a sincerely unique 
ending to the program. The danc¬ 
ing of Homer Bryand in "Liza", one 
of the short solos, was an exhibi¬ 
tion of some of the fine dancing ex¬ 
pected of a danceur, with breath¬ 
taking leaps and spins meticulously 
performed. Also noteworthy was 

th 


Love", with Maria Terezia Balogh 
again displaying skill and wonder¬ 
fully expressive style of dancing. 

The performance was not 
without it flaws however. Unlike 
many ballets where scenery and 
costumes are ornate and extrava¬ 
gant, the scenery and costumes all 
were very simple throughout the 
evening,, almost to the point of be¬ 
ing boring. The music which was 
mostly recorded rather than per¬ 
formed live was far to soft to be 
heard clearly and therefore was not 
an integral part of the performance, 
as it could have been. The excep¬ 
tion here was the piano solo played 
by Allen Dameron in "Serenande in 
A" and in "Who Cares". Live per¬ 
formance of music was a pleasant 
switch from the recorded music 
that times seemed distorted. 

It must be noted that during 
the evening that two dancers had 
two major falls, something that is 
uncommon even once in an even 
ing. Sherry Moray recovers 
without hesitation from her spill in 
"Who Cares", but Mark Harri! 
discretely left the stage during 
"Romeo and Juliet", to be quickly j 
replaced by another danseur. 

But despite the small distrac-j 
tions and unfortunate falls, th< 
company provided a diverse andj 
exuberant performance, one that

Gabriel secures himsel

And so one is thrust into the conceptual framework of Peter Gabriel’s 
Security his first Ip in over two years. After working with such produc¬ 
tion talents as Bob Ezrin and Robert Fripp, Gabriel has succeeded in com¬ 
posing an album that far surpasses anything his peers have done for years. 

Gabriel’s Security is a conceptual masterpiece that is complex in its 
emotions and execution, not an album "loosely based" on a concept. The 
listener follows the protagonist of the lp in a spiritual and physical search 
for security, while the idea of marriage is passed along as the staple of 
conventional existence. Oddly enough, marriage is portrayed as an ancient 
and deadly ritual, and integrates into the lp its sense of ritualistic and 
primitive music that is at once inspiring and also numbing, awe-inspiring. 
It creates for Gabriel’s concept the tension explicitly mentioned in the lyr¬ 
ics, integral to the successes and (very few) failures of the Ip. 

In Gabriel’s search for security, his protagonist feels mesmerized, hyp¬ 
notized and possessed by an overwhelming morality, a search for what is 
"right" in the eyes of the public. The society, like the music itself, is tribal, 
"herd-like" as Neitzsche would say, and the protagonist feels obliged to 
comply with ritual. After a lyrical description of the rituals involving 
the protagonist in the leadoff cut, "The Rhythm Of The Heat," Gabriel 
delivers a couplet depicting the emotional results of his "initiations:" 

"Self-conscious, uncertain 
I’m showered with the dust, 

The spirit enters into me 
And I submit to trust." 

"The Family And The Fishing Net," as I see to be the central 
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metaphor of the lp, brings to a head the survival instinct of marriage in a 
series of imaqes.no less than primal: 

"Vows of sacrifice, headless chickens 
Dance in circles, they the blessed 
Man and wife, undressed by all 
Their grafted trunks in heat possessed.' 

And so it goes until the penultimate verse quoted at the opening of 
this review. Gabriel expostulates on side 2 the reactions and resolutions of ; 
the character’s decision to marry, to be caught in society’s "fishing net," a 
decision the protagonist does not always realize he made for himself. He 
almost resolves to live a life of lethargy in "Lay Your Hands On Me," 
where he incessantly repeats in a chant-jike configuration: 

I am willing - lay your hands on me 
I am ready - lay your hands on me 
1 believe - lay your hands on me, 
over me, 
over me." 

Yet. the character realizes his mistakes and attempts to transform 
these mistakes into an affirming, productive base on which he can survive* 
and prosper. 

In Wallflower, the character breaks out.of his complacency, simpli¬ 
fying his objectives (if they can be called "objective" in the context of the 
lp) into the understatement of "I will do what I can do." 

There are no. minor songs on Security; each survives independently 

but are integral to the continuity of each other in a conceptual sense. 

Inevitably, there are standouts. "The Rhythm Of The Heat," ”San 

Jacinto, "Tbe Family And The Fishing Net," and "Lay Your Hands On 

Me Yet it is I Have The Touch that burns with an ajl-consuming 

sensualUy_that states the simple reason for the search for security in the 

first place: ... , 

I need contact 

I need contact 

Nothing seems to please 

I need contact." 

J 

And Gabriel finds contact through the music which pulsates, gyrates, 
shifts and returns. It is probably Gabriel’s best composed music: the time 
changes are smooth, the melodies strong and catchy, the lyrics metaphori¬ 
cal, poetic, sensual. On the strength of Security alone Gabriel would be 
seen as a major figure in music. Yet with a history like Gabriel’s, Security 
is the glue cementing his standing.

Occasionally, very occasional¬ 
ly, one has the opportunity to at¬ 
tend a concert that is so remark¬ 
ably well done that it leaves you 
wanting more instead of wearing

Last Thursday night, in the 
Student ^Center Ballroom, ACBU 
hosted the five man band, Monta¬ 
na. The show was personal and 
I. dynamic. 

It was amazing the amount of 
talent found in this band. Rob 
Quist performs beautifully on steel 
guitar, electric guitar, accoustic gui¬ 
tar and banjo; Terry Robinson’s ex¬ 
pertise lies in the harmonica and 
accoustic guitar; Kurt Bergeron 
adds his own gifted touch with the 
| mandolin, banjo, steel guitar, elec¬ 
tric guitar and fiddle; Mark Witt- 
man keeps the music jumping with 
j his agility on drums; and Allan Lar- 
* son supports the band skillfully on 
his bass. 

Eleven years 
created an incredible bond between 
the performers (Allan is the newest 
member of the band, having only 
been in the group for three 
[ months.) There is a unique style 
1 and tone to this band; the sharp 
[ observer will notice that the instru- 
J ments are all natural tones, and the 
I lighting is• a soft shade. In other 
words, the atmosphere is relaxing, 
rather than tense. 

As in all bands, each member 
has his own distinct personality. 
Terry appears to be the mellowest 
of the guys, more or less letting the 
music take him where it will; Rob 
is the clown - enjoying himself im¬ 
mensely in everything he does; 


Kurt is relaxed and easy-going, al¬ 
most detached from the world 
around him; Mark is the typical 
drummer - he "gets into" his music; 
Allan appears to be a rocker, he 
and Mark are the "Jammers" of the 
band. 

As a whole, the group has a 
style all its own. The vocals melt 
together, each one complementing 
the others. The music is upbeat, 
with a foot-stamping quality that 
requires audience participation. 
Each song is different, in content 
and style. "If you don’t like the 
song playing at one point, just wait 
until the next one," Mark comment¬ 
ed. 

It’s extremely difficult to 
define just what type of music 
Montana performs. Mark puts it 
this way: "It’s a mixture of blue 
grass, country, rock and blues." 
He’s right. If you enjoy such bands 
as The Charlie Daniels Band , Ly- 
nard Skynrd \ and Alabama, you’ll 
really enjoy 1 Montana. Some of 
their show is old songs that few 
people recognize - but they’re 
jumping just the same! - some are 
newer tunes, and some ,are origi¬ 
nals. Their own material is top- 
notch, showing incredibly ability. 

The concert was extremely 
personal. Although the crowd was 
small, it was a lot of fun! The band 
encouraged hand-clapping, toe¬ 


tapping and general audience in¬ 
volvement. About half an hour be¬ 
fore the show ended, the audience 
moved their chairs up to the stage 
(some of us had our feet resting on 
the stage) and the performance be¬ 
came even more personal. The at¬ 
mosphere in the room was magnet¬ 
ic - no-one wanted the good times 
to end. 

Some of the songs performed 
include: Johnathon Edward’s 

"Sweet Maria"; an original "Robin 
Hood Rides Again"; "Steel Rail 
Blues"; "Life in Prison"; "Take a‘ 
Whiff on Me"; and "Sweet Louise 
written by Kurt. Their final song 
featured a series of solos including 
banjo, b$ss, guitar, fiddle, and an 
amazing duet with Rob on banjo 
and Mark playing snare brushes 
over Rob’s shoulder (on the face of 
the bamjo). It was a fantastic end¬ 
ing, and the audience showed their 
appreciation with a standing ova¬ 
tion. 

The band has appeared on 
television specials, and has played 
over 150 concerts a year at col¬ 
leges, fairs, and clubs. They have 
toured with such well known 
groups as Poco the Ozark Moun¬ 
tain Daredevils and The Oak 
Ridge Boys.

If he agrees 
to the nomination, it is passed 
on to the Academic Planning 
Committee which reviews the 
qualifications * also. Finally, the 
nomination is submitted to the 
University Board of Trustees, 
who makes the final decision as 
to whether this nominee will 


become a recipient of the 
honorary degree. 

"We are looking for a clear tie 
to Bradley and Peoria," Hitt 
explained of the nominations 
submitted and reviewed. The 
nominee should "exemplify 
qualities you would want to 
recognize." 

"There is a diverse group to 
be nominated. Almost anyone 
you can think of can be nom¬ 
inated." Hitt continued. The 
Committee "tried to pick people 
we felt had that Bradley connec¬

Hitt said. 

The Committee has to be 
selective. Just because someone 
will donate a large sum of 
money to Bradley does not 
automatically assure him an 
honorary degree. "You can't 
buy the degree," Hitt explained.

Stanek fires her first volley

It has been a year of firsts for 
the Bradley volleyball team this 
season. The formation of a new 
conference - the Midwest Colle¬ 
giate Athletic Conference - 
attracted BU, now a Division I 
school. 

Another change has resulted 
in recruiting. The Lady Braves 
have 10 freshmen on their 14 
player roster. The biggest 
change, however, has occured 
in the coaching staff. 

First-year coach Pam Stanek 
comes to Bradley from 
Northwest Missouri State 
University where she compiled 
a five-year record of 177-93. In 
1980, her team obtained the 
Missouri State Championship 
and a berth to .the regional 
quarter finals. That same tdam 
was ranked in the NCAA Divi¬ 
sion II top 20 for 10 weeks and 
finished its season ranked sixth. 

In 1981, Stanek’s team 
finished second in the state, but 
won five of six tournaments. 
Stanek now finds herself at 
Bradley with a young and 
aggressive team. Despite a 
record of 6-12, the Lady Braves 
have been on the short end of 
many close matches including a _ 
five-game loss to Drake. 

In her philosophy of coaching 
Stanek stresses the personality 
of sport. "I want the team to 
have fun on the. court," she 
said. "I try io develop their 
potential so they can enjoy fully 
what they are doing on the 
court." 

Besides the change in coach¬ 
ing personnel, the Lady Braves 
have joined the Midwest Ath¬ 


letic Conference with Southwest 
Missouri State, ISU, SIU, 
Drake, University of Iowa, EIU, 
WIU and Indiana State. "This 
conference, although new, is 
the toughest conference in the 
midwest," said Stanek, noting 
two teams were honorable men¬ 
tions in the NCAA polls last 
season. "It's stronger than the 
Big 10 and Mid-America 
Conference. But this year the 
only organized play will be in 
the conference tournament in 
November." 

As for 1982 volleyball? 
"What we need is a spark of 
some sort," said Stanek. "It 
may come from the fans, sup¬ 
port from t_he University or a 


close wirr. In'volleyball, the sea¬ 
son can turn around for better 
or worse at any time. 

"We really haven't had a los¬ 
ing season despite our record. It 
has been a season of learning 
and growing and it is far from 
over. Statistical success is a 
matter of our team combining 
their skills and concentration at 
all times into teamwork," 
Stanek concluded. 

"Speaking for the team," said 
co-captain Sandi Kasting, "it has 
been difficult adjusting to her 
philosophy. A lot of players are 
just out of high school 'and, 
coach Stanek had to program a 
whole new philosophy (college 
volleyball) into* them. She has 


been very patient “with the 
team." 

As for the future of Bradley 
volleyball...? "Because we’re a 
Division I school and getting 
more money for recruiting, 
coach Stanek will be able to gel 
a higher calliber of players in 
the near future," added Kasting. 
"It won’t be long before Bradley 
has a strong and competitive 
program. 

This weekend the Lady 
Braves travel to the University 
of Wisconsin-Milwaukee for a 
tournament. Tuesday they play 
Missouri St. Louis in the field 
house at 8:00 p.m. and look to 
avenge an earlier five gamejoss.

Baseball fans took their turn. 
Now it’s time for football fans 
to go through the pains of a 
strike. Games are still being 
|played, but only in New York 
City where the negotiation talks 
are being held. 

On Face the Nation last Sun- 
j day. Gene Upshaw, President of 
the NFL Players Association 
said, "We have no incentive to 
win," suggesting an average 
I annual salary of $90,000 for 
football players wasn't an incen- 
I tive. He describe talks with the 
owners as "a war" and hinted 
the strike could be a lengthy 
one if issues weren’t resolved 
|soon. 

It was on that same Sunday 
I when football fans, for the first 
time in the game’s 62- year his- 
I tory, were forced to search for 
alternatives to spending a 
lesurely afternoon in front, of 
I the tube. 

Channel 31’s showing of last 
I year's Super Bowl, however, 
was a sincere attempt to satisfy 
the appetite of hungry football 
fans. Canadian football on 
Channel 25 could only be 
described as "different." Your 
last option was watching the 
Chicago Cubs win a baseball 
I game - a feat worth viewing, 
1 football strike or not. 

After PIKE won its sixth 
I intramural football game 
without a loss on Sunday, co¬ 
captain Jerry Keane was forced 
to do something he has never 
done to help pass the time. "I 
| did some .homework and just 
lyed around," he said. "The 
(strike isn't good for the fans. It 
realty g(ype{s*them out of what 


they bought already, like season 
tickets and bus tickets to 
games." 

The primary issue in the 
strike, of course, is money. The 
fact Walter Payton's annual 
salary of $400,000 could send 
89 students to Bradley for one 
year is insignificant. Depending 
on what day it is, the players 
want either 55% of the gross 
income or a wage scale to divide 
earning evenly baked on senior¬ 
ity. They still want a percentage 
even if they gel a scale. 

Former Chicago Bear, Billy 
Stone remembers when money 
wasn't an issue with the players 
and being on the team was con¬ 
sidered a privilege. T don't 
recall when I was playing 
(1949-54) that anyone ever 
talked about money," said 
Stone, who later coached the 
Bradley football team for 15 
years. Stone said he earned 
$5,000 a year plus a $2,500 
signing bonus as a professional. 
"But everyone was doing their 
own negotiating. We didn’t 
have agents." 

The owners, meanwhile, 
haven’t strained their own cred¬ 
ibility by pleading poverty. They 
are willing to give the players 
hefty raises with a guaranteed 
$1.6 billion package. 

A prolonged strike will prob¬ 
ably makes losers on both sides, 
not to mention the fans. The 
potential is there to make 
everyone unhappy. 

Except maybe a lot of parents 
when they see the grade-point 
averages resulting from doing 
homework on Sundays.

Protesting violence 


NOW pickets Bulls

The 'Robertson 
Memorial Field House has seen 
competition of a different type 
this week — a battle between 
the Chicago Bulls and the 
Peoria Chapter of the National 
Organization for Women. 

The two teams seem to have 
reached a stalemate; both are in 
a headlock — both refusing to 
forfeit the game. 

In late 1981 Dailey was 
charged with "assault with intent 
to commit rape, assault with 
attempt to commit oral copula¬ 
tion, false imprisonment, and 
burglary with intent to commit 
rape," according to NOW litera¬ 
ture. He pleaded guilty to felony 
aggravated assault. 

Tuesday night NOW demon- 
crated before the Field House 


protesting the Bulls choice of 
players. NOW representatives 
state that "With his present atti¬ 
tude, he (Dailey) is not accept¬ 
able as a sports hero for our 
kids to look up to and emulate." 

The woman Dailey assaulted 
accused him of entering her 
room on December 21, 1981, 
and holding her against her will 
for three hours. During that 
time he allegedly forced her to 
masturbate him and attempted 
to force her to fellate him. The 
21 year old student nurse made 
an effort to phone for help 
three times, each effort was met 
with a firm grip around her 
throat. 


On June 25, 1982, Dailey was 
sentenced to three years felony 
probation, and three days later 
was drafted as first choice by

the Bulls. 

NOW states that the Bulls 
show a "callous lack of respect 
for the woman . Dailey 
assaulted," and the demonstra¬ 
tion was an attempt to force 
Bulls management to take some 
action. 

The women said these senti¬ 
ments arise from statements 
issued by Dailey to the press. 
When interviewed in the Chi¬ 
cago Sun Times and asked if he 
ever allows himself to think 
about the woman he assaulted, 
and wishes he could relive that 
night, his response was, "Basi¬ 
cally, 1 don't. I had to go 
through the situation myself, so 
I don't concern myself." 

According to NOW, the 
women were making several 
demands. "We want to be cer¬ 
tain that he does regret his 
actions and won't repeat them." 
Another demand was, "We want 
him to apologize to the woman 
he abused; we want him to 
demonstrate his regret to all 
sexual assault victims for trivial¬ 
izing this crime; we want him to 
enter a rehabilitation program 
to prevent future assaults; and 
we want him to improve the 
example he is setting for Illi¬ 
nois' young people." 

Last night Rod Thorn met 
with Peoria NOW representa¬ 
tives to discuss the issues at 
hand. 
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Walk against violence: Take back the night

"Violence is not a woman's problem, 
it is a human problem," said Dr.. Joyce 
Pandelis, assistant professor of philoso¬ 
phy, one of 86 participants in Saturday's 
Take Back the Night march in downtown 
Peoria. 

The march, sponsored by the Peoria 
National Organization for Woman 
(NOW), originated in San Fransico in 
1978 when a group of 5,000 women 
from across the country rallied through 
San Francisco's pornography district to 
protest the exploitation of women in the 
media. 

For the first time in its five-year his¬ 
tory, the walk has allowed men to parti¬ 
cipate. There were approximately 10 men 
involved in the walk. 


Equipped with picket signs and 
chanting slogans such as "Women unite, 
lake back the night," the women and 
men started at the Peoria County Court¬ 
house, and circled around the Civic 
Center. Upon returning to the court¬ 
house, a rally took place commencing 
with feminist songs supplied by Dennis 
and Rob Crumrine. This was followed by 
five short speeches from various organi¬ 
zations in Peoria and a woman in 
Springfield. 

The rally, held in the courthouse 
square, opened with Barbara Van Auken 
from Peoria NOW. She began with a 
"message you've all heard before. All we 
are trying to say with this walk is to take 
back the night, make it velvet again." 

Van Auken stressed that women 


were strong, not "victims , animals 
hunted, watched over and assaulted. We 
are not public property. The Civic Center 
is public property." 

One of Van Auken's major concerns 
(as well as that of the walk itself), was to 
make the streets safe at night. "We'll go 
to places at night - alone or in the com¬ 
pany of men or women - and we'll take 
back the night." 

Van Auken was followed by Linda 
Monley from the Outreach Coalition for 
Women Strength, which sponsors shelter 
for battered women who are victims of 
domestic violence and sexual assault. 
Her comments added to Van Auken's 
that "people need to share a better 
awareness. Rape is a very serious crime 
and a rather common one."

Sandy Figaro, of the Peoria Police 
Department enhanced Monley's speech. 
"Previously, rape was not considered a 
priority, but through marches such as 
Take Back the Night and the increasing 
number of rapes occuring throughout 
the country, the police department has 
taken a second look at rape. It is now the 
second priority to homicide." 

Figaro gave advice on preventing 
acts of violence in the con^nunity. 
Secure your home, check your car (both 
during the day and at night), if you are 
alone, cross streets when encountering a 
group, get involved in programs offered 
by the Peoria Police Department and 
Community Services. 

Some self-defense measures were 
demonstrated by Cathy Corl and two 
assistants from Chimera Self-Defense. 
They demonstrated the strength women 
can exhibit when attacked. They were 
immediately followed by Lisa Small, 
from Springfield NOW, State Task 
Force, and the Coalition ... against 

Rape. 

Small informed the crowd of the 
case of Quintin Dailey, the first draft 
choice of the Chicago Bulls, who sup¬ 
posedly sexually assaulted a San Fran¬ 
cisco woman in her dormitory room. 

Charges were pressed. Dailey took 
polygraph tests and failed. He admitted 
to sexual assault with the intent to rape, 
he pleaded guilty," Small said. 

Yet basketball fans in San Francisco, 
and now in Peoria, refused to- believe 
that Dailey was guilty. "The community 
called her a liar. There were people at 
basketball games with signs that said, 
'Bitch--you wish.' She's been in psychia¬ 
tric care since then," Small added. 

President of Peoria NOW, Flo Ben- 
net ended the speech by adding that 
there would be a picket on Tuesday at 
5:30 p.m. . outside the Robertson 
Memorial Field House regarding Quintin 
Dailey of the Chicago Bulls. (See 
featured article). The event was spon¬ 
sored by Peoria NOW, Women's 
Strength and Bradley’s Council for 
Womens Awareness.

Rape not only a 
preventive issue 

"I haven’t been raped once ... I’m not worried about it.” 

Comments such as this from men ran rampant at the 
NOW protest march that took place last Tuesday night dur¬ 
ing the Chicago Bulls practice session. The Peoria chapter of 
the National Organization for Women was protesting rape, 
violence and Quintin Dailey. 

Perhaps the issues they protested were not clear; 
perhaps the way the issues were presented was vague; or 
perhaps today’s society is blind to the violence running ram¬ 
pant through our cities.' 

It’s hard to believe that people can be blind to rape, 
murder and robbery. Murder certainly receives its share of 
attention in the medfa (who can forget John WaVne Gasey? 
or Charles Manson?), but for some reason, rape has been 
scoffed, laughed at and ignored. 

Men laugh, saying things like, "Women like to be 
raped!!” or "She was probably a tease; she was asking for it," 
or "Rape isn’t a serious crime.” 

How much pain must be endured before we realize that 
rape is a very serious issue? 

For some women it can mean the difference between 
mental health and mental instability for the rest of their 
lives. Some women never survive rape. 

The Dailey incident was one issue brought to the 
public’s attention. The fact that he could simply chalk off 
the emotions of another human being — without any regrets 
— is almost appalling. 

• Granted, both sides of the story are not clear; and 
maybe the press has made more out of the issue than they 
should have. The point is that Dailey pleaded guilty to a 
felony — sexual harrassment of a woman — and has not apo- 
ligized to society, much less the woman affected! 

How can people take so lightly an issue that should be 
regarded as a very serious social problem? 

It can be appreciated that people do not wish to dwell 
upon grave, extremely personal topics; but rape is not simply 
a personal issue anymore. It effects too many people. 

Rape is an act of violence. It does not have to be com¬ 
mitted by a stranger; it can be committed by a boyfriend, 
lover or husband. This makes rape a social issue — no 
woman is safe. 

It is time for people to open their eyes — become aware 
of the severity of the issue. It is not a topic to be laughed at 
... or kept in a closet. Rape is everyone s problem, and it’s 
time everyone gets involved, educated and concerned. 

Rape must be prevented.

I would just like to point out 
some basic facts which the Palestini¬ 
ans are overlooking. 

First of all, a group or organiza¬ 
tion does not represent everybody’s 
opinions in a population, so obvi¬ 
ously, not all Lebanese students are 
represented by the LSA. For 
example, even though the PLO is 
the "sole representative of the Pales¬ 
tinian people," there are> many 
Palestinians who do not support or 
agree with the PLO. 

Secondly, J’d like to point out 
that if the PLO would have only 
"run the civil affairs of half a million 
Palestinians living in refugee camps" 
and had contained their "military 
existence in the camps" to those 
camps, thousands of Israeli, Pales¬ 
tinian, and Lebanese men, women 
and children would be living today. 
However, the PLO Jook control 
over Lebanon and then they shelled 
and operated commando raids into 
Northern Israeli towns, killing and 
maiming women and children for 
years. 

In addition, it is true that inno¬ 
cent civilians were killed when the 
Israeli army invaded Lebanon this 
summer, but untold are the 
numbers of Israeli soldiers killed 
when they did not fire on PLO sol¬ 
diers who were shooting their guns 
from behind terrified children and 
women, being held hostage by the 
PLO.

Bradley has existed 85 years, and last 
Wednesday's Founder's Day Celebration honored 
those years. 

The University was founded in 1897 by Lydia 
Moss Bradley, and was named Bradley Polytech¬ 
nic Institute. 

Dick Sleubinger, president of Bradley’s 
National Alumni Association spoke of Lydia's 
contributions to Peoria, at the celebration. 

"She lives on in the lives of 32,000 alumni, 
5,000 currently enrolled students, lectures of the 
faculty and the actions of the administrators, M 
Sleubinger said. 

"She encourages us to overcome all obsta¬ 
cles," he added. • 

The ceremony continued with All-School 
President Nathan Martin expressing the student 
view of Founder's Day. 

Marlin spoke of Lydia's determination and 
urged everybody to use that determination to 
improve current problems at Bradley. 

Bradley president. Dr. Marlin G. Abegg 
spoke and awarded service pins to faculty 
members. Recipients of 25-year pins were Paul 
Arney, Richard Bjorklund, William Hammond, 
Art Mehl, Karl Moehl, and Beverly VonBehren. 
Thirty-year pin recipients were Ross Baron, War¬ 
ren Dwyer, Kalman Goldberg, Virginia Parrett 
and Doris Williams. Abegg received a 35-year 
service pin, and Kenneth W. Black was 
specifically honored with a 40-year pin. 


The Francis C. Mergen Memorial Award for 
Public Service was presented to Dr. John R. 
Howard. Howard was one of the founders of the 
Peoria Youth Farm, won the president's award 
from the Heart Association, and has been 
involved in the American Legion, Boy Scouts, 
Jay-cees and Lakeview Center. 

"It's particularly exciting to be awarded for 
doing something that’s just a lot of fun," Howard 
quipped. 

Dr. John C. Hitt, provost and vice president 
for academic affairs presented two awards to 
faculty members during the ceremony. 

The Award for Professional Excellence went 
to Dr. Gustav Oiling, chairman of manufacturing 
engineering, and the Putman Award for teaching 
excellence went to Dr. Joseph Emanuel, chairman 
of the industrial engineering department. Both 
were awarded a certificate ol excellence and a 
check for S500 each. 

Emanuel thanked his industrial engineering 
students in 1967-68 when he first began teaching 
at Bradiev "for putting up with the performance l 
gave that year.

Bradley commemorates 
founding, history

Bradley was formed 85 years 
ago from a dream -- a goal, and 
last Wednesday was Founder's 
Day, the celebration of that 
dream come true. 

This University began as 
Bradley Polytechnic Institute, a 
four-year academy with a two- 
year junior college. In 1946 it 
became a University with gradu¬ 
ate work and advance degrees. 

Lydia Moss Bradley, founder 
of the Polytechnic Institute, 
moved to Peoria in 1847, 
shortly after Illinois had been 
admitted to the Union. She 
came by covered wagon with 
her husband Tobias. They had 
six children, all of whom died 
before adulthood. When Tobias 
died in 1867, Lydia made it her 
life goal to establish an educa¬ 
tional institution. 

"She's got to be one of the 
most remarkable women of all 
lime," said Dr. James Erickson, 
assistant to the president ancL 
vice president for university 
relations. "She literally built this 
com munity." 

Tobias was one of the 
organizers of The First National 
Bank of Peoria, and its first 
president. When he died, he left 
Lydia with over seven hundred 
acres of land. She then 
managed this estate worth over 
half a million dollars. 

She established Bradley, and 
helped to build it into a large 
institution. She started the 
Peoria Park system, initialed St. 
Francis Hospital (originally 
called Bradley Hospital), a 
church, a children's home, and 
she served on the Board of 
Directors of the First National 
Bank of Peoria. 

"All of this was done long 
before the women's move¬ 
ment," said Erickson. "There 
must have been enormous obs¬ 


tacles for her to overcome." 

The first Founder's Day was 
Oct. 8, 1897. Lydia suggested 
Founder's Day to be the first 
Wednesday in October. 

At one Founder’s Day 
address, the first Director of the 
Institute. Dr. Edward O. Sisson 
said, "After all, a school does 
not consist of stone and mortar, 
nor of costly apparatus, but of 
human thought and love..." 

Lydia died in 1908, leaving an 
estate worth over S7 million. 
Her goal "for Tobias and the 
children" has turned into a 
seven-college University and 
her dream come true. 

"Founder's Day is a time lor 
us to pause and reflect on Mrs. 
Bradley," Erickson added, "and 
the influence she has had on 
the University, community and 
the nation." 


As part of the 86th Founder's 
Day happenings, 1970 graduate 
Gary Roberts was presented 
with the Outstanding Young 
Graduate Award. 

Roberts is an attorney for 
Covington and Burling of 
Washington, D.C., and among 
his firm’s clients is the National 
Football League (NFL). 

Because of the current NFL 
strike, Roberts spoke at Bradley 
last Tuesday on "The NFL and 
Professional Sports Today - A 
Legal and Business Perspective." 

"Our law firm has a number 
of large corporate clients," 
Roberts said, "and among those 
clients are many major sports 
leagues — including the NFL." 

He said his firm is indirectly 
involved, yet directly involved 
with the strike. 

"It doesn’t give rise to a lot of 
legal problems -- because it's 
economic rather than legal," 
Roberts stated. "We don't 
directly have anything to do 
with the collective bargaining 
aspect." 

The NFL has been su£d 65 
times in the last six years for 
anti-trust violations, but has not 
paid any money in lost law 


suits. 

"Everything the League does 
looks like a conspiracy because 
it consists of 28 separate 
businesses -- each ball club," he 
added. 

"Some of the claims are 
funny," Roberts continued. 
"One guy invented a laser gun 
to measure first downs. He look 
it to the NFL, but they didn't 
buy it from him because it had 
not been tested enough, so he 
sued. 

"Every week we gel sued by 
somebody for something,’ 
Roberts said. "We usually win, 
but it is always a couple years 
and a few million dollars later." 

Roberts leads a busy life 
defending the NFL, but he was 
busy at Bradley 12 years ago, 
also. 

He was on the debate team, 
president of Sigma Alpha Epsi¬ 
lon, class president, all-school 
treasurer, president of Omicron 
Delta Kappa leadership frater¬ 
nity / president of Pi Kappa 
Delta speech fraternity, and a 
member of Phi Eta Sigma & Phi 
Kappa Phi scholastic fraterni¬ 
ties. • 

He graduated Magna Cum

Laude from Bradley, and held a 
3.46 overall grade point average 
upon graduation from Stanford 
Law School in 1975. He has 
been working for Covington 
and Burling since 1976. 

Roberts said speaking at his 
alma mater was "a treat" and an 
opportunity to express views 
that he has in an area of public 
significance. 

"It is gratifying to come back 
and be given the red-carpet 
treatment," he added, "but it's 
embarrassing as well. 1 haven t 
been on campus for eight 
years." 
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Middle East: Part one of a three-part series

The Middle East must con¬ 
cern every American. However 
removed students at Bradley 
may feel, they can not be free 
from involvement, since Ameri- * 
can foreign policy has been and 
continues to exert a major pres¬ 
ence in the long and bloody 
conflict. 

Consequently, this article 
marks part one of a three-part 
series; a series which aims at 
exploring the origins of the 
struggle between opposing 
groups occupying the Middle 
East; a series which attempts to 
offer to its readers an unbiased 
exploration of the issues as 
presented by informed student 
leaders and faculty members. 

In 1897, in Berne, 
Switzerland, the Zionist move¬ 
ment began, as an effort to 
establish a homeland for the 
Jewish people. Historically, the 
Jews had been victimized and 
persecuted in every country 
they attempted to call home. By 
1917, with the Balfour declara¬ 
tion, the British government 
allowed Jewish immigration into 
Palestine and promised that 
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nothing would prejudice tile 
rights of Arab residents. 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, professor of 
sociology, explained the events 
which led to the establishment 
of the Stale of Israel in this 
way: "Zionism, an exlusive 
nationalist movement, appeared 
as a solution to the Jewish 
problem. The Jews appealed to 
the political, ideological and 
economic interests of the British 
and French, thus gaining their 
support. 

Following the genocide of 
World War II, in which the 
Western world remained mostly 
silent and thus guilty, there was 
even greater support for the 
establishment of Israel." 

Mohammad Mashal, a Brad¬ 
ley student and president of the 
General Union of Palestine Stu¬ 
dents (GUPS), a division of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (PLO), explained the reac¬ 
tion of the Palestinians who had 
occupied 97 percent of the land 
which was to become Israel. 

"In 1936, the first Palestinian 
revolution took place, with 
Palestinians against the British 
and the Jews. The entire coun- 
I try went on a six month strike, 
lit was a peaceful effort, but the 
British continued to increase 
Jewish immigration and to expel 
Palestinians from their land. It 
was as if you would go into 
someone’s house and kick out 
the original owner and bring in 
somebody else to live." 

Britain withdrew in 1948, and 
the Stale of Israel was esta¬ 
blished. War broke out as Arab 
armies supported Palestinian 
claims to the land. Israel won 
three-fourths of Palestine, and 
Jordan annexed the West Bank. 
More than 600,000 Palestinians 
left Israel, most to live in U.N. 
supported camps within neigh¬ 
boring Arab nations. 

Dr. Elmo Roach, chairman of 

I Bradley history department and 
advisor for GUPS, explained

the genesis of the 
Palestinian/Israeli conflict. 

"The Palestinians fled to 
camps in Jordan, Lebanon and 
the border areas of Egypt, but 
they never gave up their claim 
to return to their previous 
homes. They* lived peacefully 
and tried to get their claims 
recognized - either the return 
of their land or a form of com¬ 
pensation. After 20 years of 
frustration, the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
was born." 

"For the PLO, legitimacy has 
been a problem," Gorin said. 
"They have been perceived as 
two-legged monsters. Certainly, 
there is a portion within the 
group which has resorted to ter¬ 
rorism and I don’t justify it, but 
I’m claiming the.frustration that 
led to this is understandable 
and legitimate." 

"The establishment of the 
PLO in 1964 was to represent 
all Palestinians outside and 
inside Palestine, and to take 
care of the civil affairs of the 
people," said Mashal. "It is also 
a military group, seeking the 
liberation of Palestine from the 
Zionist, with the main objective 
a democratic secular state of 
Palestine where Jews, Christians 
and Moslems can live peace¬ 
fully." 

Bill Kaplan, president of the 
student alliance for Israel, (a 
group currently not recognized 
in an official sense at Bradley), 
countered, "The PLO is a ter¬ 
rorist group. As the latest 
example of their aggressiveness, 
they used southern Lebanon as 
a springing ground for terrorist 
activity in Northern Israel. I 
also don’t believe the PLO 


represents all Palestinians, it’s 
just that the Palestinians who 
aren’t members are frightened 
to say anything." 

He continued, "The Palestini¬ 
ans have a culture but no for¬ 
mal government. There never 
was a, Palestine. The land 
belonged to Britain and was 
given to the Jewish people." 

Kaplan explained the right of 
the Jews to own Israel. "It is a 
major part of the religion. It is a 
regular part of us. It is men¬ 
tioned as a part ol every prayer. 
It is a homeland given to us bv 
God." 

Thus, the two groups with 
nulually exclusive goals pit 
themselves against one another 
in pursuit of the same territory. 
To fight a war, or a series of 
skirmishes, the sides have to be 
armed. 

The United Stales, the USSR 
and all major powers recognized 
the Stale of Israel in 1948 as a 
part of the United Nations 
agreement. 

The United Stales, conse¬ 
quently, has supplied arms and 
economic aid to support the 
Israelis; while the USSR and 
other socialist countries support 
.the PLO by equipping and train¬ 
ing their lighters. For many 
Americans, the notion of Soviet 
support is enough to swing the 
balance of their perceptions to 
anti-PLO. 

At one point, the Jewish peo¬ 
ple did attempt to align them¬ 
selves with leftist or socialist 
countries, but were also victims 
of anti-semitism within these 
European countries. Thus they 
renounced alliances with these 
countries in favor of Western 
alliances. 

As an outgrowth of commit¬ 
ment to the establishment of 
Israel, "the United Slates 
supported Israel as a self- 
benefiting move," said Gorin. 
The US policy makers con¬ 
sidered it in their best interests 
to support Israel and thus gain 
an ideological proxy in the Mid¬ 
dle East. However, this is shift¬ 
ing, some suggest, because 
Israel is changing -- is becoming 
aggressive. 

for whatever reason the 
balance of power is shifting. 

I here is a shift against the bias 
of the Arab world. Perhaps 
because the Arab power and the 
third-world is growing stronger 
mainly, though, because of the 
importance of the Arab oil to 
the United States, and because 
of a loss of power by the United 
Stales after their involvement in 
Viet Nam. The sale of AWACS 
to Saudi Arabia is a perfect 
example of the money, and not 
sentiments." 

Let us recount the movement 
of Palestinians to the surround- 
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ing Arab countries. The thir¬ 
teenth Palestine National 
Congress met in March 1977 in 
Cairo, Egypt and elected Yasser 
Arafat as chairman of the PLO. 

It would be impossible to out¬ 
line every battle, every conflict 
which has taken place; to assign 
labels of Arab aggression, PLO 
aggression, and Israeli aggres¬ 
sion. Such an attempt would 
resemble a move by move 
description beyond the scope of 
this series. 

It becomes crucial at this 
point to discuss Lebanon. 
Lebanon is an Arab Country 
which shares its southern 
border with the northern por¬ 
tion of Israel. 

In 1973, a Civil War broke 
out in Lebanon. This war is 
confusing because the factions 
are split between Christians and 
Moslems; however, it is not 
that clear cut. Aside from reli¬ 
gious considerations there is 
also ’the question of a demo¬ 
cratic versus a leftist influence. 
Thus, there is a confusing mix. 
One finds democratic Christians 
opposing leftist Christians. In 
addition, similar divisions exist 
for members of the Moslem 
religion. Let us, for the sake of 
clarity, define the groups in 
terms of the Christians, those 
who occupied East Beirut, and 
the Moslems, who occupied 
West Beirut. 

Habib Azouri, president of 
the Lebanese Student Associa¬ 
tion (LSA) at Bradley, 
“described the cause of the Civil 
War. "The Civil War started 
after an investigation by the 
Christian leaders into the 
influence of the PLO in 
Lebanon. 1 do respect the PLO 
and their efforts in other coun¬ 
tries, but in Lebanon with 
Arafat they attempted to create 
a Nationalist stale. They broke 
the Cairo agreement by using 
weapons outside the camps. 

He continued, "The PLO is 
villainous in Lebanon. They 
gained the support of the leftists 
(Moslem) and both groups 
attempted to lake over our 
country. They lost real hope of 
gaining Palestine back and 

picked Lebanon instead. 

"We were the first supporters 
of the Palestine problem, and 
for* 13 years we never entered 
their camps, but in 1973 there 

was a fight between the 

Lebanese army and Palestinians 
at Camp Dobaih. It was then we 
discovered what was going on," 
Azouri said. 

The Lebanese constitution, 
when formulated, attempted to 
keep -a balance between the 
Chrislain and Moslem popula¬ 
tions by requiring that the 

President of Lebanon be a 
Christian and the Prime Minis- 
tLer be Moslem. 

Gorin explained the impetus 
lor Moslem revolt. "The 
Moslems were treated as a 
minority group. There was 
always a precarious political and 
social relationship, but the seri¬ 
ous conflicts are rooted in class 
and religion." 

To lie this all into the 
Israeli/Palestinian conflict, it 
must be understood that the 
East Beirut, Christian forces 
were aligned, at least in ideol¬ 
ogy, with the Israelis, and the 
West Beirut, Moslem forces 
were aligned with the PLO. 

In the next issue of the Scout ., 
part II of this series will be 
presented. It will focus upon 
those events leading up to the 
invasion of Lebanon by outside 
forces, and set the stage for part 
111, the massacre and aflcrmath. 
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Students see Founder's Day as rest 
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I leaned back, pul my feet up 
on the desk in front of me, and 
dreamed of surfing ofT the coast 
of southern California.

No, I wasn't daydreaming 
during a teacher's lecture.

Wednesday and 
all classes between 10 a.m. and 
noon had been cancelled due to 
Founder's Day. 

Founder's Day seems to be a 
mysterious event at Bradley. 
First, many students apparently 
don't know much about it. 
Second, Founder’s Day must be 
the shortest day of the year -- it 
only lasted two hours. 

Because of this, some stu¬ 
dents may have as many as two 
classes cancelled, while others 
had no cancellations at all. 
(Being an obsessive planner, I 
made certain when 1 registered 
that I had class between 10 a.m. 
and noon on Founder's Dav.)

Extra-Strength Tylenol takes seven lives

Even though there have been 
no reported cases of cyanide- 
laced pills at Bradley or in the 
Peoria area, this does not neces¬ 
sarily mean that they will not 
turn up. 

"So many of our students 
come from the Chicago area 
that it's possible for them to 
have brought some of that 
Tylenol from home," said Betty 
Hasselbacher, head nurse at 
Bradley's "Health Center on the 
main floor of Heilz Hall. 

This past week, investigators 
began searching for a "madman" 
or an unhappy employee of the 
manufacturing company who 
possibly placed cyanide in two 
batches of Extra-Strength 
Tylenol. 

The Federal Food and Drug 
Administration has uYged 
Americans nationwide not to 
use any Extra-Strength Tylenol 
capsules. 

Seven people have died from 
cyanide poisoning to date. 

"We have not had any cases 
reported here at Bradley or in 
the surrounding community 
yet," Hasselbacher said. 

The Health Center is ready to 
assist anyone who might have 
questions about the Tylenol. 

"We have had many people 


coming in and asking us about 
their Tylenol. We are helping 
them as best we can," Hassel¬ 
bacher‘added. 

Tylenol generic name is 
Acetaminophen. It consists of a 
series- of chemicals which are 
put together in a safe combina¬ 
tion to alleviate pain. There is 
no aspirin in it. 

"We, here at the Health 
Center, don't even use Tylenol. 

It is bad for the liver, and peo¬ 
ple are consuming too much 
Tylenol," Hasselbacher said. "I 
do not recommend taking 
Tylenol at all." 

Johnson & Johnson, parent 
company of Tylenol's manufac¬ 
turer, is offering a $100,000 
reward to any person who can 
give evidence that will lead to 
the arrest or conviction of the 
person or persons responsible 
for tampering with the drug. 

Peoria police stations have 
been designated as collection 
points and storage places for the 
capsules by the Illinois Depart¬ 
ment of Law Enforcement 
Agency. 

Chicago Mayor Jane Byrne, 
the metropolitan area worst hit 
by these reports, has banned 
the sale of all Tvlenol in Chi-

"The symptoms for cyanide 
poisoning are delerium, vomit¬ 
ing, convulsions and ultimately 
death from circulatory or 
respiratory failure," Hassel¬ 
bacher said. 

Other symptoms include 
cyanosis, the condition of hav¬ 
ing . one's body turn blue, 
breathing problems and 
stomach cramps. The cyanide is 
absorbed through the lining of 
the stomach and is. then circu¬ 
lated throughout the body. 

•We are using too much 
Tylenol. I recommend just plain 
aspirin. People are not aware 
that Datril and Excedrin also 
contain large amounts of 
Acetaminophen," Hasselbacher 
added. 

Out of the hurlttreds of bot¬ 
tles that have already been 
turned into police, five bottles 
that are considered to be 
suspect have been turned into 
the Peoria Police. Yet, no local 
hospital has had any reported 
cyanide poisonings. 

"If there can be any good that 
has come from this terrible 
incident, it is that people will be 
informed about Tylenol and will 
be more cautious when using 
it," Llasselbacher said.

New library policy instigated

Being stopped at the exit of 
Cullom-Davis Library by an 
obnoxious ’beep' can be a very 
embarrassing situation.

A poster stating the law in 
bold print and asking "Have you 
checked it out?" will hang in the 
library. 

"It has become apparent that 
most cases are willful. We see 
results of people taking things 
from us. Materials are often not 
available because students have 
taken them. We hope this 
(referral) will be a further 
discouragement to provide 
better service, " commented 
Betty Hendrickson, information 
service librarian.

Any student 
should expect their peers and 
the community to respect the 
library," Jones stated.

Suggestions 
from the students are always 
welcome. Jones does not 
believe the students should 
have to go to the Peoria Public 
Library to get information they 
need. The Bradley library has a 
strong collection in various 
areas and an outstanding staff 
that is eager to help. 


U-Hall elevator 
keeps breaking 


When some University Hall 
residents came to Biadley six 
weeks ago, they didn't antici¬ 
pate getting stuck in he eleva¬ 
tor; however it has happened 
live times this semester. 

"Five times in six weeks is 
not unusual," said Mike Mur¬ 
phy, director of housing. 

Of the five instances, four 
limes people were stuck, alto¬ 
gether trapping approximately 
20 students. 

People were stuck in the 
elevator as long as an hour. 

The longer waits in the eleva¬ 
tor are due to the length of time 
it takes the company to get to 
University Hall, not the time it 
lakes to gel people out, accord-* 
ing to Debra Jeffries, head 
resident of University Hall. 

Last Tuesday, the response 
tjme for the company to get to 
Bradley was 45 minutes.

The later the call to the com¬ 
pany, the longer the wail, 
Jeffries said. 

"They are not sitting in the 
office just wailing for the call," 
she added, "and after 5 p.m., 
the company is on overtime." 

Of the students at University 
Hall, few are willing to chance 
being trapped. 

"I think twice before taking 
it," said Laura Casey, who was 
stuck for an hour. '’I take the 
elevator only when necessary." 
Casey said it was a good thing 
she did not have any plans, or 
that it didn't happen during the 
day when she had classes. 

Jodi Blair, who was stuck 
with Casey said, "At first 1 was 
scared, then I thought it was a 
waste of time. 1 should have 
brought my homework."

Rodby is versatile - adapt¬ 
ing his style and instrument to suit 
the style of the song being played. 

Dan Gottlieb, the drummer, is 
also noteworthy. Again, one of the 
most frequent characterisfics is 
speed.

Oh! Calcutta has now played 
Peoria. 

The Peoria Civic Center 
Theater opened it’s doors Oct.l for 
its first Broadway play. 

Oh! Calcutta opened amidst 
much controversy here in Peoria. It 
seems a play that is partially per¬ 
formed in the nude was not very 
welcome in this part of the country. 

Oh! Calcutta has been playing 
on Broadway for 13 years. It 
opened on June 17, 1969. Since 
then it has played to over 80 mil¬ 
lion people throughout the world in 
over eight< foreign countries as well 
as throughout the United States. 

Controversy has followed this 
play wherever it has gone, so the 
reaction it received here was noth¬ 
ing new to the cast.

The cast that is currently tour¬ 
ing is a veteran group, all of which 
have extensive experience on and 
, off Broadway. Many have per- 
! formed in many of the classics of 
Broadway including Pippin, Fiddler 
on the Roof, The Sound of Music, 
Funny Girl, Fantasticks, and many 
more. Needless to say, there was 
some great talent in the Civic 
Center last weekend. 

Oh! Calcutta is billed as the 
world’s longest running erotic stage 
musical comedy, and the first act 
brought this to life. 

In "Taking off the Robe," the 
first act, the entire cast appears 
nude and then dons white robes. 
They then perform a sort, of strip¬ 
tease and each of the cast, as well 
as the backup band being intro¬ 
duced. (The band kept its clothes 
on.) 

The play consists of 13 acts 
that combine skits, comedy, music, 
and dance, including ballet. Only 
five of the acts contain nudity and 
these were not all that sleazy, but 
either funny or beautiful. The most 
outstanding was the segment called 
"One on One" where a woman 
danced a beautiful ballet totally 
nude. At first everyone was 
shocked, but soon they found 


themselves not noticing her body 
but her gracefulness and poise. 

The skits all dealt with 
society’s attitudes toward sex. They 
all satirize our modern attitudes to¬ 
ward sex. We are supposed to be 


free and open about it, but yet we 
have the same old hang-ups and 
superstitions. 

One of the best skits was "Will 
Answer All Sincere Replies" where 
we saw* a young couple who was 



trying to pep up their sex life. So 
they answered an ad in a swinger’s 
magazine, and anxiously awaited 
the arrival of the other couple. The 
young couple was visibly nervous 
and the husband reminded his wife 
not to tell the other couple where 
he worked. The couple arrived and 
as a conversation started, the 
young husband told the other man 
that he was a manager at JC Pen¬ 
ney. The veteran swinging couple 
soon asked if the young couple 
would like to see pictures of their 
children and grandchildren, and the 
evening ended with very little sex 
and a lot of socializing. 

Another very funny' skit was 
"Was it Good for You Too?" It 
deals with a very funny laboratory 
experiment where the doctor tests 
the participants of a sex act. He at¬ 
taches all sorts of wires to the cou¬ 
ple and they proceed with the doc¬ 
tor and nurses constantly butting in 
to give readings. Overall, it points 
out how de-humanized sex has be¬ 
come in the medical world where 
sex is seen as merely physical, and 
lacking emotion. 

All of the acts in the play 
were accompanied by an excellent 
musical score. It was performed by 
a four-piece band which was very 
tight and kept the play going in the 
rare moments where it dragged. 

The area that was lacking in 
this play was the singing. Several 
of the male singers were quite 
good, but I found all of the female 
singers rather amateur. They all re¬ 
lied on microphones, whereas the 
men did without. 

Oh! Calcutta is a play that I 
have wanted to see for a long time. 
Because of its controversial nature 
and the fact that it is the sixth 
longest running play on Broadway, 
I was very happy when I heard that 
it was coming to the Civic Center. I 
was glad I saw it. It was funny, 
entertaining and challenging. I 
would recommend it to anyone 
who wanted to see a good Broad¬ 
way play.

Tve got a feeling- 
I’m gonna get a lot of grief, 
once this seemed so appealing, 
now I am beyond belief." 

Elvis Costello, 
"Beyond Belief" 


Elvis Costello’s eight-album 
career that started in ’77 has been, 
to say the least, impressive. He has 
consistently improved with each 
release (one exception, Almost 
Blue, his C&W release), written 
two or three instant classics ( Trust 
and Get Happy and maybe This 
Year's Model), and has exhibited a 
lyrical talent that was a gift straight 
from heaven (or some such place). 

None of his credentials could 
have prepared even the most rabid 
Costello fan for Imperial Bedroom, 
a 15-cut lp that defines the state of 
songwriting in the 80’s. 

What is most amazing about 
Imperial Bedroom is that the state 
of songwriting today is not so 
different than say 50 years ago. 
"The Long Honeymoon," "Man Out 
Of Time," "The Town Cryer," 
"...and In Every Home," "Kid About 
It:" all carry the stamp of a profes¬ 
sional. From the careful attention 
to detail in the lyrics (Costello’s 
strongest asset up until now) to the 


orchestral embellishments of the 
melodies, these are Costello’s most 
emotional, strongest cuts yet. 

Most reviewers compare Cos¬ 
tello to Cole Porter and Rodgers & 
Hammerstein and I would chance 
to say that these are fair comparis¬ 
ons. 

But I like Costello more. Most 
of the reasoning behind*my prefer¬ 
ence of Cosielio is that 1 m growing 
up with him, which is something I 
hadn’t the chance to do with Cole 
Porter or R&H. Which is beside the 
point, since Costello works within 
the lyrical framework of these mas¬ 
ters. His sly wit and double enten¬ 
dres all create ironies at their 
height when Costello writes of fail¬ 
ing relationships, even though Cos¬ 
tello would never be as foolish as 
to limit himself to only that. He 
will characterize and give life to a 
character such as an unresponsive 
business executive & husband in 
"Man Out Of Time" and then, a few 
songs later, shift the focus to the 
shielded daughter of that very exe¬ 
cutive in "You Little Fool." 

One of the most moving lyri¬ 
cal pieces of Imperial Bedroom is 
"The Long Honeymoon," a classy, 
bluesy song about a wife’s paranoia 
when her husband comes home late 
two weeks in a row. The beautiful 
adagio piano in the background and 
the accordian add an almost un¬ 
bearable intimacy to the piece that 
heightens Costello’s anguished lyr-

Yet it is the 
melodies on Imperial Bedroom , rich 
and textural melodies fully orches¬ 
trated and embellished, that end up 
the star. Costello has never com¬ 
posed more beautiful songs. "The 
Loved Ones" may seem tongue in 
cheek during the first two verses, 
but their is a drastic change in the 
tone of Costello’s voice around the 
second chorus that shifts the accent 
from the lyrical concerns of a fami¬ 
ly celebrity to the catchy, upbeat 
acoustic strumming accompanied 
by a lilting bass line and piano. 

Which is all the more amazing 
because previous Costello lps have 
clung to every word he says » This 
allows him some room to breathe 
and feel comfortable about what he 
has to say. Gone is his angry 
young man" image from his earlier

lo solutions. She will be feeling 
pain and will want you to devise 
a solution lo relieve this pain. 
Sometimes solutions don't 
reduce, pain. The most appropri¬ 
ate answers come when the heal 
is off. Now, there is more heat 
than light. Help her reduce the 
heal by listening. Reinforce 
ideas like sharing her burden 
with parents, trusted family 
members or peers. Stay away 
from value judgements like, 
"this is a 'good' or 'bad' idea." 
Support ideas about talking to 
professionals about this prob¬ 
lem. They have more experi¬ 
ence handling these decisions 
and can be objective about 
alternatives,. such as pointing 
out advantages and disadvan¬ 
tages. She will need a strong 
support system and you can be 
an important part of it. You 
may not want to take sides with 
her feelings or the moral ques¬ 
tions, but do recommend she 
seek immediate medical atten¬ 
tion. Also, suggest consultation 
with Planned Parenthood and 
Right lo Life. But do not just sit 
and talk all the time. Get her to 
lake some action and seek out 
expert help. These outside 
groups can offer ideas so that 
she can become more aware of 
her needs and potential 
answers.

Complaints have been heard 
about the new priority seating 
system for Bradley University 
basketball at the Civic Center. 
Some say all the school wants is 
more money. 

The Bradley basketball pro¬ 
gram carries all the other sports 
finanically when football does at 
many other schools. But Bradley 
made a decision in 1970-lo drop 
its football program. Not a 
popular decision with the stu¬ 
dent body, but a realistic one. 

It has been 12 years since 
Bradley had a football team. 
And each fall students feel they 
are missing something because 
Saturday afternoons aren't 
spent in a football stadium wav¬ 
ing banners, doing cheers and 
sipping hot chocolate. 

"That's one thing when I 
came here that l didn't like 
about the school," admitted 
freshman Terry Jo Wendt. 
"That's one of the fun things 
about going to college is looking 
foward to the football games in 
the fall." 

Bradley students may miss 
interscholaslic football, but the 
athletic program in general is 
better off without it and Ath¬ 
letic Director Ron Ferguson 
explained why. 

"The cost would be insur¬ 
mountable," he said. "If you 
consider salaries for six coaches 
($60,000), recruiting 

($100,000), scholarships for 75 
players ($500,000), travel 
($200,000), plus insurance, 
medical bills and the team's 
equipment - we're talking over 
$1.5 million to have a football 
program." 

Bradley fielded its first foot¬ 


ball team in 1897 and played 
home games where the Olin 
Hall of Science is now located. 
The program survived until 
1970 when the college Board of 
Trustees decided that a pro¬ 
gram, which had 1-9 season in 
1969 and 1970. and a budget 
operating in the red, would be 
better off dropped. 

"It was too much to handle," 
said Billy Slone, head coach at 
the lime. Slone said his teams 
were forced to play an indepen¬ 
dent schedule lacking the funds 
to remain in the Missouir Val¬ 
ley Conference. Even if the 
fund were available, the Braves 
wouldn't have been very com¬ 
petitive. "We got whomped. 
Those programs were loo big 
for us," said Slone remembering 
some of the beatings his teams 
took. 

Notre Dame's enrollment is 
comparable to that of 
Bradley's, but the Irish football 
program is one of those "too big 
for us" ideas that Slone had. 
Big success. Big stadium. Big 
money. 

In 1977 Notre Dame received 
$1 million for playing in the 
Cotton Bowl - a check they 
didn't have to split with anyone 
because they weren't in a 
conference. Notre Dame got 
$500,000 for playing on telev¬ 
ision against Michigan in its 
home opener this season. 

"They have a 60,000 seal 
stadium and they pack it," said 
Slone. "Notre Dame draws. 
They have a stong alumni who 
want a winner. Everything is 
money." 

So in the long run, it doesn't 
matter where the money comes 
from - as long as it ends up in 
the right place...

Cystic Fibrosis is an inherited 
disease of children, adolescents 
and young adults.

Coach Dick Versace finished 
his race in 39:30 and promised 
he would better his time for 
next year's race, but declined to 
say how much better his lime 
would be. 

The first runner to cross the 
finish line was Ed Ricca of 
Peoria in 19:33. Deb Shaddon, 
a freshman on the women's 
cross country team, was the first 
woman to finish at 25:05. Other 
finishers from the cross country 
team were Teppe Rcnch with a 
26:21 good enough^ for third 
place in the womens 13-18 age 
group.

Reagan rallies for Michel

Peoria welcomed President . Ronald Reagan 
Wednesday night with American flags and stand¬ 
ing ovations. 

Reagan came to the Civic Center Exhibition 
Hall to pledge his support For Congressman 
Robert Michel, R - IL. 

"Bob Michel is a Congressman because he 
believes in the values of Illinois and the values 
that have built this country," Reagan said. "For 
26 years, he’s been working for those beliefs and 
for you.” , 

Michel faces an election in 10 days, and he is 
running against local Democrat G. Douglas 
Stephens. The campaign has become an interna¬ 
tional media event. 

"You see here tonight not a spectacle*. but a 
spirit, a spirit of hope and resolve," Michel said. 

"You also see here tonight a demonstration 
of faith - faith in the leadership of our President 
and the cause he has charted," he added. 

The crowd of six thousand showed it’s appre¬ 
ciation of the evening’s entertainment and the 
compliments Reagan paid Michel. 

Actor Charleton Heston appeared before the 
politicians, merely to praise them. 

"I hear a lot of you think I brought with me 


the slick 1 used to part the Red Sea," he said. 
"However, if it was that powerful, 1 would have 
brought it to pul the people in Caterpillar back to 
work. 

"These are hard times in Peoria," Heston 
added. "Reagan is signing a bill that will allow all 
stored grain in the country to be converted into 
fuel alcohol. It means a lot to farmers and tax¬ 
payers who pay to keep that grain in storage. It 
means a lot to the people of Peoria who need 
work, and Bob Michel did it." 

Heston introduced enlertainer/singer Pal 
Boone, who sang for the gathering of republicans 
about a half-an-hour. 

Michel explained his feelings on present 
unemployment and the economy. 

"We face cTifficult limes," Michel said, "but 
we have faced them before. We feel like we 
represent the backbone of this nation with one 
small business and our large industries." 

Reagan added he came to Peoria so he could 
speak directly to the people of this area, especially 
those who have lost their jobs at Caterpillar, 
Pabst and Hiram Walker. 

"Bob has told me personally," Reagan said,

Students win extra 
227 basketball seats

"Students were tired of being 
manipulated out of Civic Center 
seats," said Dave Carlson, inter¬ 
national chairman of Student 
Senate. 

Last spring, the administra¬ 
tion allocated 1725 student 
seats, however, 1952 season 
tickets were requested last week 
by students. 

Carlson, with Nate Marlin, 
all-school president, Judy 
Dixon, campus affairs chairper¬ 
son and Tom Chockrick, all¬ 
school vice-president, met with 
Dr. Marlin Abegg, University 
president on Monday to nego¬ 
tiate the 277 extra seals needed 
to accommodate Bradley stu¬ 
dents. 

"1 feel there was an apparent 
misunderstanding," Abegg said. 
"Everyone was surprised that 
1725 seats were requested, let 
alone 1952." 

"The administration said we 
’oversold’ ourselves by 227 
seals," said Carlson, "but, as far 
as last year's policy states, we 
didn’t technically 'oversell' our¬ 
selves. 

"Ron Ferguson, athletic direc¬ 
tor, said last year," Carlson con¬ 
tinued, "that if 2000 students 
wanted 'Seals, 2000 students 
would gel seals. I grant the 
administration the fact that no 
one expected 1952 seats wold 
be needed, but I was lead to 
believe that, under any cir¬ 
cumstances, students would be 
accommodated according to Jon 
Shipp’s Civic Center Ad Hoc- 
Corn millee, Ron Ferguson's 
statement and the pre-lottery 
system." 

The Ad Hoc Committee was 


formed last year, and esta¬ 
blished the lottery system for 
sealing, prices and free tran¬ 
sportation to and from the Civic- 
Center and the number of seats 
that would be allotted. Because 
of Bradley’s NIT victory last 
year, more people bought seats 
this fall that planned for. 

The 227 seats were accommo¬ 
dated, Abegg said, "in part by 
taking seals from the visitor's 
section and the Basketball Club 
seats." 

The University will suffer a 
loss of $12,965 resulting from 
the move since student season 
tickets are $10 compared to the 
$55 visitor season tickets. 

"That sum is pure conjec¬ 
ture," Abegg said, "which takes 
into consideration if we would 
sell every seal. I feel that stu¬ 
dents should be accommodated 
with seats to basketball games. 
Ron Ferguson assured Senate 
that he would do everything 
possible to gel the extra seals." 

"No one wanted to make a 
decision about getting the 
seals," Marlin said. Senate was 
"told no seals were to be had, 
but that the administration 
would 'look into the possibili¬ 
ties.'" 

The administration made the 
'possibility' a reality, much to 
the dismay of the Peoria 
community, but to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the students and Senate. 

"This is representative of the 
students," added Carlson, "who 
might have been manipulated 
out of seals." 
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Scout supports 
Doug Stephens 


Peoria is observing a daily battle between the two candi¬ 
dates for the congressional seal: Democrat G. Douglas 
Stephens, 31, and incumbent Republican Robert Michel, 59. 
The race has become an international issue, and Peoria's 
vote will be a very decisive one. ... 

Michel has represented Peoria and the 18th District tor 
26 years, and it is definitely time for some young, fresh pol¬ 
itical bloQd in Congress. Stephens is just the man to replace 
the republican wheelchair with a democratic speedrunner. 

Stephens’ primary goals are to gel the unemployed Illi¬ 
nois residents back to work and to educate the students of 
today.

"He totally ignored the fact that these new jobs would be 
for the clearly designated purpose of repairing our infrastruc¬ 
ture," Stephens added. "In fact, Mr. Michel didn’t realize that 
four bridges in Peoria County were below stale standards - 
the congressman from Cambridge, M A, had to tell him 

Last week, Michel said he is not insensitive to the 12 
percent unemployment problem in Illinois, but he added that 
it means something different from what it wouid have meant 
years ago. According to Michel, of those out of work, 52 
percent have a second or third working member of the fam¬ 
ily. 

While Michel voles to spend billions of dollars on 
nuclear warfare, Stephens’ major concern is the push for a 
nuclear freeze encompassing the country. 

Michel believes financial aid for higher education should 
be strictly funded by slate and local governments - not the 
federal government. Stephens believes that financial aid and 
student loans should be increased from all levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

Stephens is the man who will insure financial aid for 
Bradley students if he is elected Congressman to represent 
the 18th District. Stephens has been to Bradley and listened 
to student concerns five times; Congressman Michel has not 
been to his alma mater once — and he lives two blocks away.

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Students protest Reagan's Peoria visit

More than 80 students calling 
themselves the "Coalition of 
Students Against Reagan” 
marched in 40 degree weather 
Wednesday to the Peoria Civic 
Center to tell the president what 
they thought of his policies. 

Chants of "Books, not 
bombs" and "United, the people 
will never be defeated" echoed 
off buildings as the block long 
group proceeded single- file 
down Main Street. 

"We’re going to get publicity 
for people who are concerned 
about the same thing we are, 
but are afraid to speak up," 
explained Ann Calistro, of Stu¬ 
dents Against Nuclear 
Weapons. 

Calistro’s group met earlier 
this month with representatives 
of the General Union of 
Palestinian Students, the Coun¬ 
cil for Womens Awareness and 
the Progressive Student Associ¬ 
ation to draw up a list of ten 
issues they wanted to make 
public. 

As green flyers proclaimed all 
over campus, the coalition 
called for a "Demonstration 
Against Reagan," calling for 
more jobs, more financial aid, 
limited aid to Israel, recognition 
of the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization, a freeze on 
nuclear weapons and "reproduc¬ 
tive rights to all." 

Chairmen for the event, Mike 
Arney and Jack Dixon, often 
led the group in chants and kept 
the procession within the legal 
guidelines set down by the city 
police department. 

"We want to show that all 
students on the Bradley Univer¬ 
sity 


said Dixon. "Quite a few of us 
are concerned with the prob¬ 
lems of our society." 

Despite the emphasis Dixon 
and others put on the issues, an 
air of humor was present as the 
group proceeded towards the 
Civic Center. 

"We’re making it known that 
people don’t like Ronald 
Reagan, or Bob Michel or Pat 
Boone," explained David Bren- 
sen. 

"It wasn’t like the whole six¬ 
ties thing," said Carlistro. "It 
was peaceful; it was non¬ 
violent." 

The marchers did meet with 
more acceptance than argu¬ 
ment, with several drivers 
honking their horns and giving 
a thumbs up signal of support. 

"I thought that was neat," said 
Calistro. "It was like saying 
We re behind you. You’re not 
all by yourself.’" 

Several city police could be 
seen along the route. The Brad¬ 
ley security car sat at the inter¬ 
section of Underhill and Main 
until the group passed. 

Not all the members of the 
march were Bradley students. 
Jennifer Alward, a Pekin ele¬ 
mentary student, traveled to the 
campus with her father to 
march "’cause President Reagan 
is buying bombs, not books, 
and there’s no jobs." 

Also on the march were Mr. 
and Mrs. Rollin Kramer and 
their three children. They 
joined the march because they 
felt it was "better than just sit¬ 
ting back and not doing any¬ 
thing. 

"This didn’t come overnight," 
said Kramer, a ten-year

"You’ve got dawn and 
between night and day.

Kramer said he felt the blame 
for the present economic situa¬ 
tion in the'community was not 
the blame of one person but of 
many. He also cited the sanc¬ 
tions as a major problem. 

Nearing the Civic Center, 
police security tightened. Pro¬ 
testers were allowed to stand 
across from the center on Ful¬ 
ton Street. Ropes connected to 
lamp posts and fire hydrants 
served as make-shift police 
lines. 

The number of the protesters 
swelled to 150-175 as the group 
reached Fulton Street. Members 
of Jobs or Income Now, an 
unemployment group, had 
representatives present from as 
far away as Chicago and thi 
Quad Cities on the site before 
the students arrived. 

"We’re trying to let the 
president know that anyplace he 
goes, we’re going to dog his 
trail until there’s a change in his 
policies so people can go back 
to work," said Scott Marshall of 
Chicago. 

Other groups present were 
members of Peorians for Peace 
and the Illinois State University 
Newman Community who sang 
songs and held coffee cup can- y 


who wished to not to identified. 
"I think students should protest 
as often as possible." 

* The only competition the 
demonstrators had came from a 
group of Lebanese students 
from Bradley. Located just a 
few feet down the street from 
the major demonstration, the 
Lebanese Student Association 
carried large banners proclaim¬ 
ing "Lebanon Loves Reagan." 

"I don’t know why these peo¬ 
ple are against Reagan," said 
Edgar Nouhra, a Bradley stu¬ 
dent. "We’re here to support 
Mr. Reagan because he’s helped 
Lebanon very much. 

"They don’t bother me," he 
saicf, pointing over his shoulder 
to the Palestinian students 
chanting against the group. 

Police involvement with the 
group was limited to enforcing 
the barriers surrounding the 
Civic Center. As Reagan’s 
arrival approached, more police¬ 


men closed down the streets 
encircling the building. 

A large helicopter flew by 
several times, spotlighting the 
roofs of buildings near the area. 
Traffic was cleared on Madison. 

By this time, much of the 
crowd had dispersed, leaving 
only some Bradley students and 
a man carrying the ephigy of a 
hung Bob Michel. 

"We saw the policemen were 
stopping traffic and we said 
’Well, he’s got to come through 
this way,’" said Calistro. "And 
he came straight through and 
he waved to us and we had our 
thumbs down. 

"It was effective," she added. 

"There were press people talk¬ 
ing to a lot of people so 
someone’s got to know," she 
continued. "If one person can 
turn around and say "’Wow, 
these people don’t agree with 
Reagan,’ we’ve done our job."

Traveling 2000 miles to show 
his support for 18th District 
Congressional Candidate G. 
Douglas Stephens, U.S. Senator 
Edwajd M. Kennedy hammered 
at incumbent Robert Michel on 
Oct. 13. 

”1 came all the way from 
Massachusetts to hear people 
say they’re going to send Doug 
Stephens to the Congress of the 
United States,” Kennedy yelled 
to a crowd of about 500 at 
Pekin’s Mineral Spring Park. 

"After the votes are counted 
in this district Kennedy said, 
•"Doug Stephens is going to 
Congress, and Bob Michel is 
coming back to Illinois - unless, 
that is, Mr. Michel decides to 
stay in Washington on the pay¬ 
roll of one of those wealthy cor¬ 
porations that are financing his 
campaign.” 

Kennedy continued pounding 
the present Republican 
Administration. 

”1 was one of 10 U.S. senators 
who voted "NO” on the 
Reaganomic program because I 
felt it was unfair and unequit¬ 
able,” he said. 

Sometimes the Republican 


Administration says, "we’re 
really .paying the price for past 
Administrations,” Kennedy 
added, "but the republicans 
have been* in there 10 out of 
the past 14 years. 

"They tell us to be patient," 
<he said, "but being patient 
doesn’t put food on the table; 
being patient doesn't put 
clothes on the children going to 
school; and being patient 
doesn't pay the utility bills." 

Kennedy said he wished the 
press of the country would 
travel with Stephens to the 
unemployment lines here in the 
tri-city area. 

The majority of Kennedy’s 
speech was devoted to the 
endorsement of Stephens for 
the congressional seat. 

"When Doug went to school 
and college, he knew the impor¬ 
tance of education and jobs,” he 
said. "You have someone here 
who has the understanding of 
education, the funds for those 
students, and the meaning of 
jobs for those educated people.” 

As Kennedy walked onto the 
speaker’s platform, the crowd 
began shouting, "We want 


Doug," and Kennedy then led 
the chanting until Stephens 
began to speak. 

While the crowd waited for 
the famous democrat, it chanted 
various anti- republican songs, 
such as: "One-two-three-four, 
kick Bob Michel out the door; 
five-six-seven-eight, hurry 

before it’s too late!" or "Ronald 
Reagan, he’s no good - send 
him back to Hollywood." 

Though the crowd chanted, 
"Kennedy in ’84!" Kennedy said 
nothing about his aspirations 
for the presidential race. He 
spoke about Michel, and espe¬ 
cially encouraged voters to send 
Stephens to Congress in 
Michel’s place. 

Other politicians that have

CBS correspondent Dan 
Rather and President Ronald 
Reagan have ventured to Peoria 
on Michel’s behalf.

Five thousand democrats ral¬ 
lied in . downtown Peoria last 
Sunday to support their candi¬ 
date and to object to President 
Reagan and House Minority 
.Leader Robert Michel, R-IL. 

Every candidate on the Illi¬ 
nois democratic ticket appeared 
at the rally, from the guberna¬ 
torial candidate to the state leg¬ 
islative candidate. 

Major crowd pleasers were 
Adlai Stevenson, III, running 
for governor against James 
Thompson, and Doug Stephens, 
who is running against Michel 
for the 18th congressional seat. 
All the candidates spoke of 
unemployment in Illinois, and 
of improving it.

Senator visits BU for Stephens

Bradley has been campaign 
grounds for many local candi¬ 
dates. 

US Senator Alan Cranston, 
D-CA, spoke Oct. 12 at Bradley 
on the nuclear freeze. He also 
pledged his support for the 18th 
congressional candidate G. 
Douglas Stephens, who is run¬ 
ning on the democratic ticket 
against incumbent congressman 
Robert Michel. 

"So I began doing work with 
Albert Einstein," he added, "to 
begin reducing nuclear war." 

Stephens said his primary 
concern is the nuclear freeze, 
and Cranston told a crowd of 


about 40 that electing Stephens 
is a start to prevent nuclear war. 

Cranston said President 
Reagan has proposed "one tril¬ 
lion six hundred billion on the 
military in the next five years 
and that wreaks havoc on our 
economy." 

In his opinion, America has 
had severe economic woes since 
the Vietnam War. "We can’t 
balance the budget, educate our 
children, pay the bills, or build 
our homes," Cranston said. 

There have been 3,705 false 
alarms, he added, "where we 
thought there had been a Soviet 
attack on us. 

"There isn’t much time for 


careful thought — we’re on a 

razor’s edge. The president 
doesn’t comprehend the seri¬ 
ousness of this issue," he con¬ 
tinued, "and his people are hos¬ 
tile to the idea of arms limita¬ 
tion that is costly and 
dangerous." 

Cranston said he feels the 
American people can figure out 
that superiority means very lit¬ 
tle when each country can kill 
each other 15 times over. 

"The freeze means a lot if we 
can get the Soviet Union to stop 
producing weapons," he said. 
"You have to stop before you 
can start going down."

This can be 
overdone, and make the 
instructor angry, but if done 
honestly' and realistically, pro¬ 
fessors will like the student par¬ 
ticipation. 

You might also try tape 
recording lectures and listening 
to the parts you missed. This 
also helps in reviewing notes 
and studying for tests. You 
might also talk to other students 
who have had the teacher. Find 
out how they have dealt with 
the problem. Next, go to your 
instructor and talk with him/her 
privately about not understand¬ 
ing him/her. Request they slow 
down in class. If done in a spirit

down manner, they will accept 
constructive criticism and not 
penalize you in grading or oth¬ 
erwise. Put your statement in a 
way that sounds as if yOU have 
a problem understanding and 
you need his/her help. The best 
approach is to try to work out a 
problem like this with the indi¬ 
vidual involved. One duty of a 
student is to adjust to each 
instructor’s individual style of 
presentation. Some teachers 
take more adjustment than oth¬ 
ers. If adjustment becomes 
especially difficult and there is 
no improvement after trying to

President Reagan was in Peoria Wednesday trying to 

drum up support for House GOP Leader Robert Michel. This is the first 
time Reagan has devoted almost an entire day to campaigning for a 
single house member. Michel is seeking his 14th congressional term 
and is almost assured a victory. Reaganomics is not working well in 
Peoria where Caterpillar Tractor has beeij hurt by his sanctions against, 
Soviet pipeline sales. Central Illinois is reeling from heavy unemploy- 
ment with a rate of 15.1 percent. 

The' 1982 recipients of the Nobel Prize in Economic Sci- 

ence was awarded to George Stigler. a University of Chicago professor 
The Swedish Academy of Sciences in Stockholm honored Stigler for 
his studies into .Industrial Structures, and functions of markets. The 
award includes a record cash prize of $157,000. This marks the 11th 
time the economics award has gone to an American since the panel 
started giving it out 14 years ago: Stigler. who pioneered research on 
,the impact of government regulation on the economy, said he favors 
Reaganomics. 

The Commerce Department reported personal income 

for Americans rose three-tenths of one percent from August. Spending 
went up by one percent. Unemployment rose in 49 states while 20 
states suffered double-digit joblessness. The dollar was mostly higher 
against the foreign currencies. 

The hottest lead has shifted the search for the Chicago 
Tylenol murder to New York City. The FBI and scores °« police ere look¬ 
ing for James Lewis and his wife after they were sighted at a lower 
Manhattan hotel. It is theorized that Lewis blames Johnson and John¬ 
son for the 1974 death of his daughter. 

Lebanese President Amin Gemayel and President 

Reaqan reportedly made progress Tuesday toward an agreement on t e 
withdrawal of all foreign forces from Lebanon. Officials say Reagan is 
also thinking about expanding the role of the three-nation peacekeep- 
ing force in Lebanon.

ABZU6 SPEAKS ON WOMEN’S RIGHTS

"Women have always led 
women, but now they have to lead 
men as well as women," said Bella 
Abzug during her speech here Mon¬ 
day night. 

Abzug, a former Congress- 
woman, spoke as part of Women’s 
Awareness Week, sponsored by the 
Council for Women’s Awareness 
(CWA). 

Now serving as a daily com¬ 
mentator for the Cable News Net¬ 
work (CNN), Abzug spoke of .the 
Equal -Rights Amendment, her ex¬ 
periences in Congress, and women’s 
roles in society. 

"The ERA was a different and 
more inclusive thing than the 
recognition of women in the Con¬ 
stitution," Abzug said. "It’s seen as 
an all out rejection of sex discrimi¬ 
nation." 

She added it’s popular belief 
that if the ERA was passed, it 
would mean the elimination of sex 
discrimination in the U.S. 


However, she added there has 
been no fundamental change in the 
institutions of this country. 

"The ERA would raise the 
question of the priorities of those 
institutions, and would challenge 
them of being in conflict with the 
Constitution," she stressed. "It’s 
much more fundamental than peo¬ 
ple thought." 

Speaking with a thick New 
York accent. Abzug said when she 
ran for Congress, her campaign slo¬ 
gan was, "A women’s place is in 
the House." 

Abzug said when she first went 
to Congress in 1971, she lived in 
Washington D.C., and her husband 
Martin lived in New York. 

"One evening," she said, "1 
called Martin and said we were in¬ 
vited to the White House, but I 
didn’t think we could go because 
I’d been saying some pretty nasty 
things about the president, like, 
"Let’s impeach him." 


"He said to me, ’Well, we 
have to go because I want to see 
where I'm going to live when I’m 
first man.’" 

Abzug said she believes politi¬ 
cians are paying quite a bit of at¬ 
tention to women’s opinions. 

Our struggle continues on a 
much more powerful level -than 
ever before," she said. 

She cited that women are the 
workhorses of the world; but are 
receiving less than 10% of the 
world’s income, are 75% illiterate 
(worldwide), are 33.3% of the 
workers making up 66.6% of the 
working hours. 

"Women are the childbearers 
yet their right for reproductive free¬ 
dom is constantly under attack," 
she added. 

"The social philosophy doesn’t 
give a damn about people who 
aren’t in social control," she said. 

"Feminism is a vision of what 
we love and want to be."

Does anybody out there know 
who Fang is? 

He's a myth, said comic 
Phyllis Diller in a recent phone in¬ 
terview from her home in New 
York, but to many people. Fang is 
Diller’s imaginary husband and the 
source of some of her most sardon¬ 
ic humor. 

Diller will be at the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse tomorrow at 8 
p.m. treating Peoria to her innova¬ 
tive and exuberant style of comedy. 
"It’s stroking," Diller said of per 
forming live. "You can see the en¬ 
joyment on the audience’s faces 
and you know that you’re causing 
it." Diller, who’s been steadily per 
forming since her husband "pushed’ 
her into \t approximately 30 years 
ago, has just completed a film. 


Motel, and is awaiting its national 
release. 

"It’s very similar to one of Neil 
Simon’s hotel plays like California 
Suite, except this film takes place 
in a motel. It’s a sleazy type of 
thing." 

When asked whether Diller 
had high aspirations for the film 
project she said, in characteristic 
one-liner style, "Yes, for the 
director’s sake!" 

Diller seems to be very secure 
in her performing. "I went to my 
first audition and got the job. I 
haven’t been out of work since. It’s 
most unusual in this business to 
stay steadily employed. 

Diller offered some reflections 
on changes in comedy over the last 
few decades. Of course comedy’s 


changed very much. The rules to 
what you could or couldn’t say on 
TV were stringent but are now 
looser. I feel that this is in part 
caused by the sexual revolution, 
the entire unisex of the 60’s. We 
found looser morals, social mores 
and, therefore, looser comedy. Ca¬ 
ble TV pushed it even further." 

Diller didn’t criticize "looser 
comedy," but she did say that she 
keep her comedy "within the 
bounds of decency. 1 have many 
friends and perform to many audi¬ 
ences in the upper classes. You 
know, old money and very rich. 
Loose language is a great shock to 
them. They don’t want to hear 
street talk." 

Quickly, she added, "I don’t 
need to use street talk to be funny. 
In private I talk dirty." 

When I asked Diller how she 
felt being one of the best known 
and best loved comediennes in 
America, she retorted with I’m not 
a comidenne. I’m a comic. There 
are only two in America, myself 
and Joan Rivers.’ 

What about Lily Tomlin? 

"Tomlin is a comic actress. 
She does sketches, movies, has oth¬ 
er writers. The difference between 
Tomlin and Joan Rivers or myself 
is that we are responsible f<*r our 
own material. We write most of our 
own comedy and then perform it. 
Comediennes frequently change 
costumes, do dance numbers, sing." 

Diller says she likes to perform 
"the most where you make the 
most money. No, 1 lied. I find that 
where the circumstances of perfor¬ 
mance are optimum is where I like 
to perform. The audience has to be 
close to each other, facing you (the 
performer), not eating and not lit." 

Diller says she gets "no 
hecklers. You have to invite 
hecklers." 

Diller is looking forward to 
visiting Peoria; it will be her first 
performance here, and she’s looking 
forward to a sell out. She’s appear¬ 
ing in Peoria because of her alli¬ 
ance with Heidi Rotbart, a Bradley 
alumnus. "When you're on tour.

Going Out In Style

Upon first hearing, via MTV, 
that The Who would be playing at 
the St. Paul Civic Center on Oc¬ 
tober 2, I, as can be expected in 
such situations, experienced the ini¬ 
tial shock of actualization and the 
anxiety of finding a ticket. After a 
solution had been found for the 
latter, my mind was still not at 
ease. With all the adversities The 
Who has experienced throughout 
their 18-year existence, especially 
lately - the death of 
lunatic/drummer Keith Moon, death 
in a Cincinnatti concert during 
their 1980 tour, and the perpetual 
conflict between guitarist Pete 
Townshend and vocalist Roger Dal- 
trey - I began to wonder if, despite 
their successful 1982 release It s 
Hard,” they could still have a good 
concert. 

The answer began with a five- 
man band named T-Bone Burnett 
(unfortunately not a pseudonym for 
a popular English band I know to 
have backed The Who for their 
Shea Stadium appearance.) The 
rhythm guitarist/vocalist of the 
group unnecessarily announced that 
it was their show on the tour, as 
they played though a very impres¬ 
sive 30 minute set. The crowd s 
discontent was made evident 
throughout the set and eventually 
the band was literally "Who-ed off 


the stage. 

The Who took the stage after 
about a half hour break, not to re¬ 
linquish it for nearly two-and-a- 
quarter hours. Their set began with 


entire concert, Entwhistle exhibited 
his famous "stand" while emitting 
bass lines fitting of a diety. 

Following an excellent version 
of "Sister Disco," the group rocked 



the all-time classic "Substitute." 
The energy emitted by the practi¬ 
cally two-decade-old band was 
amazing as* Townshend displayed 
his famous "windmill" style guitar 
playing in the next song, "l Can’t 
Explain." 

Daltrey, clad in black pants 
and shirt with a white jacket, exhi¬ 
bited his also famous "lariot" mi¬ 
crophone swinging, while the band 
played "Dangerous" from their la¬ 
test album. 

Bassist John Entwhistle 
characterized himself when, taking 
center stage from Daltrey, he sang 
"The Quiet One." Throughout the

into two tunes from "It’s Hard 
the title track and "Eminence 
Front" - both being done with great 
care and dexterity. 

The most powerful and ener¬ 
getic song, with one exception, was 
"Baba O’Riley." From the beginning 
of the synthesizer runs to the very 
last chord, The Who had every per¬ 
son in the auditorium out of their 
seats. Especially exciting was 
Daltrey’s harmonica solo, which 
was carried out by the overpower¬ 
ing chords of Townshend and 
Entwhistle, bringing the song to a 
breath-taking close. 

The exception came late in the 
set, after the classic "Who Are 
You," when the band played a 
medley of songs from Tommy, in¬ 
cluding "Pinball Wizard" and "See 
Me, Feel Me." The full potential of 
the stage on which they played was 
revealed to the audience when 
eight huge rotating spotlights (one 
each side of the stage)created a 
Hollywood premier effect, and 
numerous very intense lights direct¬ 
ed toward the audience lit up the 
entire auditorium. 

The Who rounded out their set 
with a finale of "Long Live Rock 



and ,( Won’t Get Fooled Again 
(which were almost an anti-climax 
after the Tommy medley.) Realizing 
the lessening enthusiasm from the 
audience, Townshend unexpectedly 
jumped into a solo R&B style verse 
before bringing it to a thnnHorrms 


end with a flurry of power chords 
and jumps. 

After a lengthy break, the 
group returned to play two encores 
- "The Naked Eye" and the Isley 
Brothers’ "Twist and Shout" (made 
famous by the Beatlesjleaving the 
crowd screaming and chanting until 
the lights were turned back on. 

It became apparent throughout 
the concert that drummer Kenney 
Jones, having joined the band in 
1979 after Moon’s demise, was in 
the background (and not only in the 
sense of his location onstage.) He 
was not given any lengthy solo 
spots as the other three were, and 
was generally not the focus of at¬ 
tention though out the concert. He 
did, however, do an excellent job 
and in my mind is not an esta¬ 
blished member of The Who. 

Another rather unnoticed 
musician who performed that night 
with the band is keyboardist Tim 
Gorman, whose dexterous chords 
and backing vocals noticably 
enhanced "Baba O Riley, Won t 
Get Fooled Again" and "Cry If You 
Want." 

Possibly the only fault of the 
concert was the exclusion of The 
Who’s most popular songs, such as 
"My Generation," "Magic Bus,’ 
"You Better, You Bet," "Don’t Let 
Go The Coat," and "Athena." 1 am 
still at a loss as to why these songs 
were not performed, but since the 
songs that were performed were 
done so well, it almost trivializes 
this complaint. 

In answer to my uncertainty 
regarding the stamina of The Who, 
all indications point to the conclu¬ 
sion that if willing, the band could 
go on well into the future. This 
tour, as the band has said, is 
without a doubt, certainly, probably 
their last, maybe. If, in the course 
of time, this turns outto be true, no 
one can ever say The Who didn t 
go out in style!

Quips 
from the cast pointing out P.T.'s 
sometimes reckless ambition 
heightened the enjoyment of the 
play with insight and humor. 

One of the most touching 
points of the play was when, in a 
soliloquy, Barnum explained his at¬ 
titude towards the attractions in his 
circus. He described his oddities 
not as freaks, but as special people 
who added to the colors of our 
world. This came after the parents 
of Tom Thumb commented that 
they were glad to put him where 
they thought he belonged -- in a 
freak show. 

Barnum is a delightful, many 
colored play with all the pageantry 
and excitement found in a real live 
circus. Its Tony and long run on 
Broadway attest to its excellence. 
Unfortunately, Barnum only made a 
one night stand in Peoria, and the 
play could not gain the audience it 
Hocprv/ed.

A splendid time was 
guarenteed for all, and Beatlemania 
was just that. The group appeared 
at the Peoria Civic Center on Sa¬ 
turday, October 9, and played to. a 
sellout crowd at both performances. 

The show began by portraying 
the beginning of the Beatles’ Amer¬ 
ican tour in 1964, and ended with 
the year of the band’s breakup, in 
1970. Each stage of the band’s 
development was portrayed accord¬ 
ing to hair lengths, clothes styles 
and changing attitudes. Throughout 
the entire performance a series of 
slides was projected onto a triple 
faced screen that was set up 
behind the group. Occasionally a 
film clip would be shown on the 
middle screen that contained some 
significant event during the 1960’s. 

During the first set (1964-65,) 
the members of the group were 
dressed in the thin lapelled suits 
the Beatles appeared in on the "Ed 
Sullivan Show" in February of 
1964, and also the "over the ear" 
haircuts which were considered 
long at the time. They opened this 
set with "She Loves You" and con¬ 
tinued with "Help," "I Want To 
Hold Your Hand," "If I Fell and 
others. 

For the second set, the group 
came out dressed in the clothes 
that the Beatles wore on the back 
of the "Revolver" album cover 
which was released in August 
1966. During this time the Beatles 
stopped touring and had become 
strictly studio recorders. This set 
opened with "Yesterday" and in¬ 
cluded "Taxman," "Michelle," and 
"Got To Get You Into My Life." 

After the intermission, the 
group was ready to perform songs 
from the Sgt. Pepper/Magical Mys¬ 
tery tour era (1967.) I was 
surprised at the extreme accuracy 
with which these songs were done. 
The vocal inflections, the instru¬ 
mentals and even the horns and 
synthesizers were reconstructed 
perfectly. They were dressed in the 
flourescent "revolutionary war" 
jackets as seen on the "Sgt. 


Peppers” album which came out in 
1967. The songs performed in this 
set were: "Strawberry Fields," "Fool 
On The Hill," "A Little Help From 
My Friends," "Penny Lane," "Magi¬ 
cal Mystery Tour," "Lucy In The 
Sky," "I Am The Walrus," "Day In 
The Life" and others. However, the 
ends of both "Strawberry Fields" 
and "I Am The Walrus" were cut 
off because of their complexities. It 
should be taken into consideration 
that the Beatles were working with 
a sixteen track tape recorder at the 
end of those songs. 

The fourth and final act of the 
show was taken directly from the 
"Let It Be" session. Their hair was 
longer and the spaces between 
them increased. During this time 
the Beatles were losing their group 
cohesion, and within the next few 
months they would be disbanded. 
In this set they played songs from 
"Abbey Road." These included, "Let 
It Be," "The Long And Winding 
Road," "Hey Jude," "Revolution," 
"Get Back," and quite a few others 
from earlier periods. They ended 


the show with "Hard Day’s Night." 

Beatlemania obviously knew 
what they were doing. They had 
perfected all the performing habits 
of the Beatles. The bassist who 
portrayed Paul McCartney had the 
voice down pat and even played 
left handed. The rhythm guitarist 
who played John Lennon was a bit 
nasal but sounded and acted like 
Lennon. These two were constantly 
talking into the microphones 
between songs just as John and 
Paul did when they performed. 
The lead guitarist who portrayed 
George Harrison played introvert- 
edly, standing slightly behind the 
other two, and was very quiet 
throughout the performance - a 
very obvious Harrison trait. I was 
very impressed by the drummer 
who portrayed Ringo Starr. Some 
of the drumming in such songs as 
"Strawberry Fields," "I Am The 
Walrus" and "Come Together" are 
very difficult and precise. See it if 
you haven’t.

Nothing to Fear offers 10 
tunes from somewhere off in neuvo 
wavo left-field with pop sensibilities 
and a bit of innovation. This eight 
piece band, led by lead spazz Dan¬ 
ny Elfman, is onto something new. 
"Insects,” "Whole Day Off," "Wild 
Sex (In the Working Class) and 
the superb "Private Life" all feature 
OB’s trademarks: histrionic vocals, 
synth texturings, full horn section 
(for a funk kicker) and those 
chunka-chunka guitars. 

An immense improvement 
oyer On/y A Lad, the Boingo’s de¬ 


finesse. 

Here’s hoping Ip #3 captures 
all their spark as a tight-knit, ex¬ 
perimental pop band. 

The Roches- Keep On Doing 
(Warner Bros.)-I love the Roches, 
so I should come to this album not 
objectively, but passionately. 

It breaks my heart to say it, 
but Keep On Doing, Ip #3 in 
Rocheland, is hard to warm up to. 
Critics keep saying the Roche sis¬ 
ters eponymous Ip is their definitive 
Ip, but I’m holding out for perfec¬ 
tion. 

In the meantime, KOD is a 
holding pattern. Great tunes 
abound in The Hallelujah Chorus," 
"1 Fell in Love." "The Scorpion La¬ 
ment" and "Keep on Doing What 
You Do/Jerks on the Loose," which 
leaves us with a bit of filler, good 
material but not great. 

The Roches are consistently 
above average and oftentimes they 
border on genuis. Their harmonies 
are always inspirational ("The Hal¬ 
lelujah Chorus" is a gift) and they 
are an endangered species: folk 
singer' avec wit. Plus they come 
from N.J., which is where I’m from, 
so there’s always that sense of 
community for me to deal with. 
KOD is not a great Ip by Roches’ 
standards, but it will suffice.

Editor's Note: 

The New York Times, in an 
article titled " The Beirut Massa¬ 
cre: The Four Days ," dated Sept. 
26, 1982, by Thomas Friedman, 
examined the events of the massa¬ 
cre as they occurred from Sept. 15 
to Sept. 18. Because of the 
thoroughness of Friedman’s 
account, excerpts from official 
reports and statements will be 
used to offer our readers a guide 
to the events of the Beirut massa¬ 
cre. 

What prompted the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon? 

"The PLO had been shelling 
the northern cities of Israel 
from Southern Lebanon. Keep 
in mind civilians were victim¬ 
ized. The PLO was not attacking 
military bases. The Israeli 
government went to the United 
States and told them action had 
to be taken to secure the north¬ 
ern borders," said Lisa Behren 
of the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee (AIPAC). 

AIPAC is a national lobbying 
group. Behren was in town 
Wednesday night to give a lec¬ 
ture sponsored by Hiilel House 
of Bradley University. 

The drama began with an 
effort to diffuse the potential 
conflict. The United States, 
France and Italy entered 
Lebanon as a peace keeping 
force. 

The United States appointed 
Philip Habib as a special US 
envoy in an effort to develop a 
diplomatic solution. 

Habib worked out a series of 
plans, which included evacuat¬ 
ing PLO fighters from West 
Beirut. 

At the time of the PLO with¬ 
drawal, Israel was to withdraw 
its forces (which occupied West 
Beirut) to a point ten miles out¬ 
side the city. 

In addition, Lebanon had just 
elected a new president whose 
objective was the removal of all 
foreign influences, and to rein¬ 
state Lebanese home rule. 

President-elect Gemayel was 
assassinated after serving less 
than a one-month term. 
Gemayel had succeeded in gain¬ 
ing the support of both Moslem 


and Christian leaders in 
Lebanon. Because of this 
apparent stability, the peace 
keeping forces left Lebanon. 

As a result of the assassina¬ 
tion of Gemayel, the Lebanese 
government requested the 
return of the peace keeping 
forces. Until this was possible, 
the Israeli government opted to 
end their withdrawal, surround 
West Beirut, ' and establish a 
temporary peace keeping force 
themselves. 

' Wael Alkhairo, president of 
the Islamic Student Society 
(representing the Moslem fac¬ 
tion) claims, "The occupation 
was based on a step-by-step 
plan. It is an example of Israeli 
aggression. They wish to control 
either directly, or indirectly all 
the area from the Nile to the 
Euphrates." 

Israeli Defense Minister 
Shafon reported to the Israeli 
parliament that on Sept. 15 at 
3:30 a.m., a meeting was held in 
which a Phalangist (Christian 
groups which occupied southern 
Lebanon) "entry into the camps 
was mentioned." 

Sharon reported that at 5 a.m. 
Israeli troops began to enter and 
surround West Beirut. 

On Thursday, Sept. 16 a 
spokesman for the Israeli 
Defense Force (IDF) released 
the following statement: "The 
IDF is in control of all key 
points in Beirut. Refugee camps 
harboring terrorist concentra¬ 
tions remained encircled and 
closed. The IDF calls on 
citizens to return to normal 
activity and on all terrorists and 
other armed persons to lay 
down their arms." 

According to Sharon a meet¬ 
ing was held Thursday and, "it 
was concluded that the armed 
force of Christian militiamen 
would enter Shatila (one of the 
camps) from the south and 
west, and would look for and 
clear out the terrorists." 

After the massacre, fingers 
were pointed at Begin and 
’Sharon. At best, "poor judge¬ 
ment" was the primary accusa¬ 
tion. By reestablishing Israeli 
forces in Beirut (against the 
wishes of the Lebanese govern¬ 
ment), the Israelis violated the 


understanding arranged by 
Habib. Israeli occupation consti¬ 
tuted an illegal force. 

In response to this charg 1 e, 
the Israeli cabinet released the 
following statement dated Fri¬ 
day, Sept. 17: "Following the 
assassination of President- elect 
Bashir Gemayel, the IDF took 
positions in West Beirut in 
order to prevent the danger of 
violence, bloodshed and anar¬ 
chy, while about 2,000 terror¬ 
ists, equipped with modern and 
heavy weapons, remained in 
West Beirut, thus blatantly 
violating the departure agree¬ 
ment." 

Consequently, there has been 
an aura of confusion around the 
issue of who committed the first 
in a series of violations. 

Reports suggest that by 
Thursday evening Christian mil¬ 
itiamen had entered the camps 
with the knowledge of the 
Israeli army, who assisted by 
providing flares during the 
nightttime operation. 

Dr. Elmo Roach, chairman of 
Bradley history department, 
said, "The Israelis should have 
considered that Christian mili¬ 
tiamen had an axe to grind." 

Habib Azouri, president of 
the Lebanese Student Associa¬ 
tion (primarily a Christian 
Lebanese movement), defended 
the actions of Israel. "Israel 
came to the aid of the 
Lebanese, someone had to clear 
the mess. We're still not clear 
who actually committed the 
murders — it was probably done 
by many different groups. The 
attack and clearance had to be 
done. Lebanon suffered for 
eight years because of the PLO 
influence." 

The Israelis maintained they 
were ignorant of the murders 
taking place in the Palestinian- 
refugee camps. Critics claim 
Israel was made aware on Fri¬ 
day, but for self-serving rea¬ 
sons, delayed action. 

In an announcement made 
around noon on Saturday, Sept. 
18, an Israeli army spokesman 
said, "We do not know anything 
of these alleged massacres. 
There is no Israeli presence in 
the camps themselves. We do 
not know what is^ happening in 
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the camps, and we are trying to 
establish the facts." 

Later that evening, at around 
11 p.m., the Israeli foreign min¬ 
istry anrrounced, /’Israel con¬ 
demns the massacre. There was 
an exchange of fire between 
Israeli forces and extremist 
Phalangists, which ’ were 
engaged in the criminal acts. 
Only .thank- to the intervention 
of Israeli torces, which were in 
West Beirut, that the number of 
casualties was not much 
higher." 

On Sunday, Sept. 19, Israel 
Chief of Staff Lieut. Gen. 
Rafael Eytan announced, "We 
don't give the Phalangists ord¬ 
ers, and we're not responsible 


Lebanese, and Lebanon is 
theirs, and they act as they see 
fit. The Phalangists were 
fighting within this camp here, 
Shatila, according to their 
guidelines, if you can call them 
that, of warfare. We didh’t 
really,know what was going on. 
It was at night. It was assumed 
it was ordinary fighting. Then in 
the morning light, when we saw 
what was happening and what 
could happen further, we inter¬ 
vened quickly." 

Israeli involvement is 
currently under investigation by 
a committee established by the 
Israeli government. Part III of 
this series will focus on this 
inquest.

disappointment to me. 

Last year’s two best concerts, 
Quarterflash and the Beach 
Boys, took place during two 
other major campus events - 
finals week and fall break. 

After complaining to my 
highly placed source (who was 
sitting on a four-foot barstool at 
the time), Deep Larynx told me 
.some of the problems that 
ACBU encounters in bringing 
concerts to campus. 

"Robertson Memorial Field- 
house is a major problem. Sim¬ 
ply put, Robertson is no place 
to hold a concert. The acoustics 
are atrocious. The place would 
make Olivia Newton-John 
sound like George Burns." 

This year, though, ACBU is 
negotiating with the manager of 
the Peoria Civic Center for the 
right to sponsor concerts there. 

However, my source didn’t 
feel that location was the big¬ 
gest problem. Deep Larynx per¬ 
sonally wanted ACBU to change 
the approach it uses in bringing 
concerts to Bradley.

make it tougher for big-name 
bands to come to campus. By 
using this reverse psychology 
(Psych 103), we expect bands to 
flock to campus in ever- 
increasing numbers." 

I asked Deep Larynx why she 
thought this tactic of reverse 
psychology would work. 

"If you wanted to sell a car 
that you thought was only 
worth $300, would you ask for 
$300? No, you’d charge $1300 
(Fast Eddie’s Used Cars). 
When a person sees a car selling 
for only $300, he figures it’s a 
lemon. 

"If we make it easy for groups 
to play this campus, they will 
think Bradley is a lemon. So, we 
should make it difficult instead." 

Provided that Deep Larynx’s 
new concert policy works, 
ACBU will be in the unique 
position of having to choose 
from a number of possible con¬ 
certs. I asked my source how 
ACBU would handle this. 

"With the expected increase 
in band applications, ACBU 
would probably use some of the 
techniques the Career Develop¬ 
ment Center uses in bringing 
students and prospective 
employers together. Bands will 
be required to submit resumes, 
data sheets, and references. 

"We shall put them through a 
rigorous interview process. If 
there is a very large number of 
groups, we may have to use a 
lottery system." 

The idea I was hearing from 
Deep Larynx was quite interest¬ 
ing. However, I did wonder 
how the bands would react to 
the proposed policy. 

Since I don’t have any highly 
placed sources in the music 


industry, I tried calling some 
big-name groups. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Chicago, Journey, 
April Wine, and Flock of 
Seagulls never returned my 
calls. 

The only group I was able to 
reach by deadline was a new 
band. Biff and the Quad-dogs. 
(This is not to be confused with 
Bradley’s quad dogs - the 
mangy mutts that run loose on 
Olin and Lovelace quads, 
fighting with each other and 
spreading canine social 
diseases.) 

Biff and the Quad-dogs play 
new-wave rock, very loudly. 
Their greatest claim to fame is 
that they use 400 pounds of 
Alpo in their act.

Softball successful 
despite 4-4 record

Ii has been a long and tough 
fall break for the-Bradley vol¬ 
leyball team. After a 
heartwarming victory over 
DePaul in four games, the Lady 
Braves traveled to St. Louis for 
a live-team tournament. 


The Bradley women's cross¬ 
country team finished a disap¬ 
pointing last in the 7-team 
Midwest Classic last weekend at 
Drake University. 

The Lady Braves finished 
with a team score of 179 points. 
St. Thomas University of Min¬ 
nesota, Division II National 
Champs of last year, won the 
Classic with a team score of 28 
points, 40 points ahead of the 
second place finisher Drake. 

Tepe Rench was the first 
Bradley runner to cross the 
finish line. She finished 30th 
with a time of 20:52. Liz Ujal- 
marsson of Drake won the race 
in 17:12. 

Other BU finishes were Deb 
Shaddon (31st) in 21:03, 
Wendy Sheeran (38th) in 21:53, 


Nationally ranked Southern 
Illinois University and 
Southwest Missouri Stale were 
among the five teams participat¬ 
ing. Columbia Missouri (24-0), 
Kansas State and Bradley 
rounded out the field. 

Victories weren't as important 
as playing experience for the 


Anne Kacerovskis (39th) in 
22:00 and Debbie Kuhlman 
- (40th) in 22:31. 

"The course at Drake was a 
very lough course," said coach 
Sally Smith. "It was one of the 
toughest we've run all year. It 
was very hilly. 

"Our times should be decreas¬ 
ing faster," Smith added. Right 
now our runners have a ten¬ 
dency to run together. We don't 
have one runner right now who 
is ahead of the rest." 

The Lady Braves will compete 
in a 4-mile road race in Quincy, 
III. this weekend to prepare for 
the Oct. 30 Stale Meet at 
Eastern Illinois. "I'm hoping the 
race in Quincy will allow our 
runners to do well which will 
help them get up for the state 
meet next weekend," said 
Smith. 


Lady Braves who were up 
against some of the toughest 
competition in the Midwest. 
Bradley dropped all four games, 
but came back last weekend to 
win two games in the Indiana 
Stale Quad. 

The Lady Braves posted vic¬ 
tories over Butler 15-4. 13-15, 
15-14 and St. Joseph 15-7, 8- 
15, 17-15. 

Going into Monday night's 
home match against Illinois 
Central College, the Lqdy 
Braves had a 12-20 record com¬ 
pared to the Cougars' 14-10 
mark. 

Five game matches have 
plagued the Lady Braves all sea¬ 
son, and the ICC match was no 
exception. BU dropped their 
record to 12-21 with a 9-15, 
15-13, 15-11. 8-15, 15-2 loss to 
ICC. In the first game, Bradley 
soared to a 7-0 lead but 
couldn't hold on. The Cougars 
closed the gap to 9-8 before 
Bradley inched away with a 15-9 
win. 

The result of game two, a 
15-13 win for ICC, was as close 
as the score indicated. Neither 
team led by more than two 
points throughout the game. 
Bradley held a 12-10 lead, but 
April Deer brought the Cougars 
back in it with three service 
points making the score 13-12. 
Saudi Stein closed out the game 
with the winning service point. 

Game three ran neck and’ 
neck with Bradley inching 
toward victory serving with a 
11-9 lead. This time the ICC” 
defense came through with key 
blocks and Stacy King's agres- 
sive serving led ICC to a 15-11 
win and an 2-1 edge in games. 

BU put their act together and 
worked as a team in the fourth 
game. Although slipping behind 
at 7-4, BU lied the game at 
seven before running away with 
a 15-8 win. Leah Palisch pro¬ 
vided the winning kill for the 
Braves, setting up a decisive 
fifth game. 

Signs of a previous match 
against LIU were present, and 
the results were the same as 
Bradley only managed two 
points in the fifth game. ICC 
took a 5-0 lead and and coasted 
to the 15-2 win. 

Freshmen Stacey Besjak and 
Carrie Brigham had 12 and 11 
service points and co-captain 
Sandi Kasting added 16 kills 
and nine block for the Lady 
Braves who travel to Quincy 
College on Tuesday. 


A 4-4 record and a last place 
finish in the SIU-Cyrbondale 
tournament might not indicate a 
very successful fall softball sea¬ 
son for the Lady Braves, but 
first-year coach Clint Wilson 
wasn't disappointed. 

"It accomplished everything I 
wanted to. It gave me an idea of 
the kind of material I have and 
the gave the girls a chance to 
get used to my philosophy," he 
said. 

The Lady Braves traveled to 
the Carbondale round-robin 
tournament and beat the even¬ 
tual champion, the University 
of Missouri-Columbia 1-0. 
Bradley lost its next three 
games including a 7-1 decision 
to Illinois Stale. "We ran out of 
gas in our second game against 
1SU," Wilson said, noting the 
team practiced only 10 days 
before the first game. "Maybe 
we weren't in as good condition 
as some of the other teams." 

The Lady Braves later swept a 
doubleheader from St. Ambrose 
in the only home games of the 
eight-game season. The 4-1, 4-1 


victories were the first games 
played for left fielder Terry 
O'Brien, who missed the Car¬ 
bondale tournament because of 
spraining ankle. "We looked 
good for having five or six star¬ 
ters who never played together," 
she said. 

St. Ambrose split a double- 
header winning 7-6 and losing 
2-0 when Bradley made the 
return trip to Davenport, Iowa. 

Freshman pitcher Kim 
Rosen bohm finished the fall 
season 3-1, her loss was against 
ISU. Pitcher Melinda Daniels 
was 1-3. Baiting averages 
haven't been totaled from the 
last two St. Ambrose games, 
but Carol Mocbring hit over 
.400 while Julie Schroeder aver¬ 
aged .333.

Although the St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals won the 1982 World Series 
on Wednesday, World Series 
fever abounded in both cities.

Everett Bell, a student at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Edwardsville, added, "I haven't 
slept in over 40 hours, but I 
don't care. I'm having a great 
time." 

Peopie were also . having a 
good time just before the 
games. A stroll around Busch 
Stadium revealed many tailgate 
parties.

Another facet of the World 
Series is beer. In fact, this 
year's Series, which has been 
dubbed as "The Suds Series," 
among other names, has prob¬ 
ably set a record in beer sales.

BU student raped: 
it's an issue, too

Monday at 11 p.m., a Bradley stu¬ 
dent was repeatedly raped while on her 
way home from one of the dorms, at the 
intersection of Moss and Garfield, 
according to Peoria Police reports.

After .she denied this 
request, she escaped, and ran to the 
home of a friend on West Moss. 

According to the Peoria Journal Star , 
he continued to approach her even as 
"she was ringing on the doorbell for 
help." The incident occurred within an 
hour and a half. To date, the rapist has 
not turned himself in, as he told the vic¬ 
tim he would, and the police are 
currently searching for him. 

"Rape is the universal crime against 
women," states a pamphlet distributed by 
WomenSlrength. "A sexual attack on a 
woman...committing a sexual act against 
the woman's will, brought about by 
threat or the use of force." 

National statistics on rape show a 23 
percent increase in reported rapes in the 
past five years. 

Sergeant Paul Hibser of the Peoria 
Police Department believes that the 
increase of reported rapes does not 


necessarily prove an increase in rapes; 
rather, it shows an increasing number of 
women reporting these incidents. 

It is estimated that for every one 
rape committed and reported, ten occur 
which are never reported. 

Embarrassment, fear the rapist will 
return and cause them further harm, or 
husbands and boyfriends deny women 
the choice of reporting what has hap¬ 
pened are all causes of this dispropor¬ 
tionate ratio. 

Rape is a class X felony, second 
only to murder. It is punishable in much 
the same ways as homicide. 

Myths & facts 

Myth: " Women are raped by strange 
men in dark alleys ." 

Fact: Most rapists are trusted friends 
or acquaintancess (boyfriends and hus¬ 
bands are included in this category); 
and over 1/2 of reported rapes occur in 
the victim's home. 

Myth :" Rapists are impulsive and motivated 
by unconfrollable desires." 

Fact: Over 70 percent of all rapes are 
planned. The victim and place are pre¬ 
viously decided upon. 

Myth: " Only women with bad reputations

Lights out

A steam leak Monday night 
caused the fire which resulted in 
the loss of heal and light in 
nine buildings. 

According to Red Hall, 
maintenance head, a primary 
electrical feed, which services 
seven of the eight buildings, 
was about 18-20 years old. 
The line got a short in it and 
caused a fire in the basement of 
Baker Hall. 

"We had a steam leak outside 
Baker Hall," he said ’ll is a 
good assumption that this con¬ 
tributed to the fire." 

The fire was contained in the 
basement, but the smoke was 
not. The building was smoke- 
filled because the fire caught 
some light defusers, which were 
a non-flamable plastic. 

Until 4:00 p.m. on Tuesday, 
electricity and heal were una¬ 
vailable for the following build¬ 
ings: Baker, Bradley, the Field 
House, Holmes, Jobst, 
Lovelace, Morgan and West- 
lake. The crucial effects were 
on WCBU and the computer 
center. 

"It was a serious inconveni¬ 
ence," said Marion Frobish, 
director of the computer center, 
"especially since so many people 
demand the use of the com¬ 
puter." She said that two hours 
after the power was restored, 
the computer was in working 
condition. 

Many classes were held 
despite the difficulties, however, 
many were shortened or can¬ 
celled. 

"Classes in rooms with win¬ 
dows were held, and those 
without, weren’t," said Harold 
Ratcliffe, Assistant Dean of the 
College of Engineering. 

Labs weren’t held if they 
needed power. "One class this 
morni g was talking theories 
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on campus 

rather than punching buttons." 

Bradley called in the Central 
Illinois Light Company 
(CILCO) and A. R. Taghan 
Escavating to repair the power 
and steam lines. 

When the power line broke, it 
blew too fuses, requiring a new 
transformer to be installed by 
CILCO. 

"We also put in a new cable 
that stretched from Baker to 
Morgan," said Darrel Peters, 
CILCO employee, who was in 
charge of the expedition. 

"The steam leak made the 
cable fail," Peters added, "and 
the cable belongs to Bradley." 

The excavating company had 
to replace the broken steam 
line. 

"It’s a common occurence," 
A. R. Taghan said. "The steam 
line broke. We dug it up and 
replaced a section of it." 

Total cost for the repairs is 
presently unknown, according 
to James Koopman, Vice 
President for Business Affairs at 
Bradley. 

"Part of it will be covered (by 
insurance)," Koopman said, 
"but they didn’t get done until 
after 5:00 p.m., and I can’t tell 
until we gel the bill."

Peoria rapes 


The Peoria area, the area under the jur¬ 
isdiction of the Peoria Police Depart¬ 
ment, was victimized, by 81 reported 
rapes in 1980. 

As of Wednesday, police reports 
reveal 82 rapes have been reported this 
year, 26 of which are unfounded (mean¬ 
ing that rape has not been proven, or the 
incident was not a rape). Of these 26 
unfounded rapes, eight may be attri¬ 
buted to two men who have not as yet 
been apprehended. 

Close examination of these reports 
reveal 10 reported rapes have occurred 
in the Bradley area, three of which have 
been unfounded: There has been one 
rape reported on campus in the past 
three years, involving one of the frater¬ 
nities. 

Another area of concern to the 
Peoria Police Department is Northwoods 
Mall, especially the parking lots, where a 
high number of abductions occur. 


A power kick 

Rapists do not rape for the sexual 
fulfillment many people believe they 
gain. Rape is an act of violence, an 
expressed need of the rapist to control 
and humiliate women, said Hibser. 

A high percentage of rapists were 
victims of child abuse; many were sexu¬ 
ally abused when young, he added. 

Rape, and rapists, are not preju¬ 
diced. It occurs in every age group, race 
and income bracket. The men lend to be 
young, more than half are under 25 
years of age; three of every five rapists 


"are married. 

"Sex is only used as a symbol, tool 
or mechanism to deal with this ne^grto 
control, to dominate the 'woman," Taid 
Dr. Bernard Zanl, Bradley sociology pro¬ 
fessor, specializing in criminology. 
"Females must be put down, to prove 
(the rapist's) masculinity...women are 
the easiest scapegoat" 

Some men rape because they are 
searching for sex role identity. For 
example, a young boy, raised without a 
father, and with many sisters, may grow 
up psychologically homosexual, simply 
because their has been n'o male sex role 
model, Zanl added. As a result, he feels 
compelled to prove his masculinity to the 
world — and he feels hatred towards the 
women who have made him feel this 
way. 

According to Ll. Stenson, in charge 
of the Detective Bureau of the Peoria 
Police Department, "Convicted rapists 
are still rapists...they are repeated 
offenders. Many convicted rapists, when 
released from prison, rape again. The 
psychotic personality of a rapist will con¬ 
tinue to rape." 


Be careful 


"Snakes know fear," Zanl said. In other 
words, don't show fear because fear is 
easily recognized by rapists, robbers and 
anyone looking to do harm. 

Women are not chosen randomly; if 
the rape is not premeditated, chances are 
the rapist is searching for someone he 
can easily control. 

If a girl finds herself walking alone, 
in a frightening area, it is extremely 
important not to show this fear, Zanl 
added. 


Hibser and Stenson emphasized that 
women should use sense. "Don't walk 
alone — get an escort, -or walk with a 
friend; park and walk.,in lighted areas; 
always lock your car -doors, and apart¬ 
ment or dorm doors." 

Hibser offers this, advice, "Yield to 
the superior force. If the rapist is armed 
it is safer not to fight him, unless you 
are positive you know what you are 
doing." 

Stenson added, "We (the Police 
Department) would rather go to court 
for a rape trial than a murder trial." 

It is not clear how the judicial sys¬ 
tem can help control the incident of 
rape; many rapists are not rehabilitated 
upon their release. In Germany, a 
rapist's first offense is strict fines or 
imprisonment; their second offense 
results in the choice between castration 
and time in a mental institution or life 
imprisonment. 

There are multiple ways of present¬ 
ing rapes. WomenSlrenglh makes these 
suggestions: vary your routine daily 
(don't always walk the same route, 
etc..); avoid dark areas; plan your route 
before you leave, and be sure it is 
lighted; carry a whistle or something that 
will attract attention if you find yourself 
in trouble; keep your arms free in case 
you have to defend yourself; wear 
clothes that allow freedom of movement 
(avoid high heels, long dresses, etc...) 
and don't accept rides from people you 
don't know. 

Stenson provides women this advice: 
If you or a friend are raped and choose 
not to report it to the police, at least 
contact a women's organization. They 
can provide you with help and counsel¬ 
ing. It is also recommended that you at 
legist have a description of the rapist for 


the police so they can begin searching 
for patterns and hopefully apprehend the 
rapist. 

If you choose to report the incident, 
which is beneficial not only to yourself 
but to society, you can expect a rough 
time. 

Go to the hospital, or police station, 
as you are when you've been raped. (It 
is suggested that a female companion 
accompany you for support). It is best 
to go immediately. The police will need 
evidence: 

1. Of a sexual act having been per¬ 
formed (semen on the clothing). 

2. Proof of Force of violence having 
occured — photos will be taken of 
bruises and cuts. 

3. Proof of resistance verbal and/or phy¬ 
sical. 

The court experience is not pleasant 
either. As in many criminal cases, the 
legitimate victim, the person attacked, 
loses all her rights in order to protect the 
accused. The defense will attempt to 
discredit the testimony in any way 
possible. 

A complete recollection of the 
victim's actions, the rape itself, and the 
events leading up to the assault will be 
reuuired.

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THE MIDDLE EAST: Part three of a three part serjes

The massacre in Beirut 
brought reactions from all parts 
of the world. Because of uncer¬ 
tainties about events, some 
world leaders questioned what 
happened; others assigned 
blame and pointed their fingers 
accusingly. Israeli Prime Minis¬ 
ter Menachem Begin called 
placing Israel responsible for the 
massacre a "Blood Libel, 
adding, "no one has to preach 
to us ethics and respect for 
human life." 

Immediately after the massa¬ 
cre, President Reagan sent 
troops back to Lebanon. The 
peace keeping force was 
comprised in part, of US 
Marines, and was requested by 
the Lebanese government. 
Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel has requested that the 
US expand the size and role of 


the international peace keeping 
force in Lebanon. Gemayel 
would like more aid in facilitat¬ 
ing the withdrawal process of all 
foreign forces. Reagan has not 
committed the US to further 
involyement, but is still consid¬ 
ering expansion and monetary 
aid in helping to rebuild 
Lebanon. 

Reagan and Gemayel have 
agreed, however, that Israeli 
and Syrian troops are to be out 
of Lebanon by the end of this 
year. 

Meanwhile, in the United 
Nations, there has been a call 
from a majority of the OPEC 
nations for the expulsion of 
Israel. Iran has challenged 
Israel's right to sit in the UN 
General Assembly, and has 
called for a vote to suspend the 
Jewish slate. The Iranian move 
cqme after Arab and other 
Islamic countnesji^dJh£ M Soviet 
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Unitfri collectively ’ expressed 
reservations about Israel's seal¬ 
ing. 

The letter of reservation was 
signed by 43 UN delegations, 
and claimed that Israel was not 
"a peace loving member slate." 

Jane Kirkpatrick, US 
representative to the UN, 
asserted that if Israel were 
forced out, the US would also 
leave, voluntarily. In addition, 
the US threatened to withhold 
$149.9 million that it still owes 
on its 1982 UN dues. 

Iranian Ambassador Rajaie 
Khorassani promised that his 
country and Libya would make 
up for any US funds withheld, 
should Americans quit. 

Back in Lebanon, the 
Lebanese army arrested hun¬ 
dreds of people. Some were 
deported; all were questioned. 
This round-up was part of a 
government crack-down on 
PLO remnants and leftist militia 
in the Moslem sector. It was an 
attempt to reassert control over 
the war-lorn country, and was 
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There has been 
of discussion about the role of 
the press as a shaper of atti¬ 
tudes about Israel. A recent poll 
in Newsweek showed sympathy 
for Israel at an {ill-lime low 
point. 

Lisa Behren of the American 
Israel Public Affairs Committee 
(A1PAC) claims, "Israel has 
been treated unfairly by the 
American press. Many reporters 
got their information directly 
from sources within the PLO. 
Lately, there has been a strong 
current of anli-semiiism sur¬ 
rounding Israel and its role in 
the invasion of Lebanon." 

On the other hand, Patrick 
Bellegarde-Smilh, associate pro¬ 
fessor of international studies at 
Bradley, said, "Israel has been 
treated very kindly. The press 
has been so pro-Israel that 
when it attempts to become fair 
it is seen as favoring the Arab 
position." 

Bellegarde-Smith also 

explained that in assessing the 
rights of any particular group to 
the land now called Israel, "con¬ 
clusions are based on points of 
departure from the historical 
process." 

Alan Gaisky, associate dean 
of Bradley's graduate school, 
and advisor for Hillel House, 
said, "This particular coverage 
was not as objective as it should 
have been, but this has not 
necessarily been the case in the 
past." 

There is currently an internal 
investigation into the Israeli 
participation in the massacre. It 
has been suggested that the US 
was a major force behind the 
investigation. An investigation 
has been designed to assess the 
truths that lie behind the uncer¬ 
tainties. 


gation currently underway in 
Israel. "Jews all over the world, 
as well as other concerned 
citizens of democratic countries 
support the idea of an investiga¬ 
tion. It only emphasizes the 
democratic forces at work 
within the Israeli government." 

The Associated Press released 
a story this week which covered 
the investigative commission's 
first public session. The facts 
reported below are based upon 
this AP account. 

Defense Minister Ariel 
Sharon look responsibility for 
allowing Christian militiamen 
into the Palestinian refugee 
camps. He also claimed that 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin knew nothing about it.

Sharon said his first inkling of 
a slaughter came when Eytan 
phoned the night of Sept. 17 
and said, "They over-did it."

I am currently a junior at 
Bradley, but have been plagued 
by this problem for about six 
years now.

Bulimia, 
and is embarrassing to write and 
talk about. I’m not considered 
overweight by friends and fam¬ 
ily, but I always feel so FAT. I 
am constantly obsessed with 
food, dieting, eating, etc. Is 
there anything that can be done 
to get all this "weight worry" off 
my mind? Does this problem 
mean I’m psychologically ill? 
What exactly am 1 doing to my 
body by this gorgingpurging 
behavior? Please respond eithei 
confidentially or in your 
column. Thanks so much for 
your time. Signed: A student 
with fat on the brain. (I'm 
really not trying to be funny...I 
just didn't know how to sign 
this.) 


Dear "Fat on the Brain", 

Yes, there is something you 
can do to get all that "weight 
worry" off your mind. Usually, 
it can be treated very success¬ 
fully. This is especially true 
because I sense you have a cer¬ 
tain urgency and commitment 
to change . There is a division 
of opinion on how to deal with 
Bulimia. Some consider it more 
of a "psychological" problem. 
Others feel it is a "medical" 
issue. Bulimia usually begins in 
adolescence, and occurs 
predominantly in females. 

Bulimia consists of episodes 
of binge eating, consumption of 
"high-caloric food, easily ing¬ 
ested self-induced vomiting 
repealed attempts to lose 
weight, awareness that eating 
patterns are abnormal, fear of 
not being able to stop eating 
voluntarily, a depressed mood

and self-depreciating thoughts 
following eating binges. 

Are you psychologically ill?. JU 
don't know what the tefnl 
"psychologically ill" means. It is 
too broad or general of a con¬ 
cept to answer "yes" or "no". If 
your behavior matches most of 
the above symptoms, 1 v^ould 
say you have a serious that is 
interfering with your happiness, 
confidence and effeliveness. 
And, that's reason enough to 
seek immediate help. It can be 
successfully treated. 

Your third question asks what 
you are doing to your body by 
the gorgingurging 

cycle. If you are spending a lot 
of time each day binge eating 
and inducing vomiting, you 
create electrolyte imbalance and 
dehydration. The amount of 


damage also depends on the 
kind of food you binge and 
vomit. According to Dr. Gross 
of our Health Center, excessive 
purging can cause loss ol potas¬ 
sium, irritation of the bowel lin¬ 
ing from harsh laxatives, and 
imbalance in digestive secre¬ 
tions. Severe mineral imbalance' 
can cause sudden death. 
Weight gain can put pressure on 
the heart and raise blood pres¬ 
sure. Ealing a lot of fatty foods, 
over lime, can cause hardening 
of the arteries and block blood 
flow. However, the weight 
fluctuations of Bulimia are 
never so extreme as in anorexia 
nervosa as to be life threaten¬ 
ing. 

So, the current question is: 
"Should you see a psychologist 
or an internist?" If you will con-

The best thing about the 
music of P.D.Q. Bach is everything. 

Although many critics believe 
the music of P.D.Q. Bach to be 
inept, dissonant and generally bad, 
Professor Peter Schickele and his 
cdhorts have documented the life of 
P.D.Q. Bach and its vast impor¬ 
tance in the history of classical 
music in'a two-hour show entitled 
The Intimate P.D.Q. Bach. 

• The Civic Center Theatre was 
the host to Professor Schickele’s 
lecture, slide show and concert 
spanning the history of Bach’s life 
which enthralled the fullhouse audi¬ 
ence with selections of Bach’s most 
ambitious music. Schickele, with 
keyboardist David Oei ("Wee") and 
Bargain, counter tenor John, Fer- 
rante, performed Bach’s highly 
touted Sonata "Abassoonata 'in F 


Major for bassoon and piano, selec¬ 
tions from Twelve Quite Heavenly 
Songs, a song cycle of the Zodiac, 
"Goldbrick-' Variations for piano, 2 
hands, and the grande finale, Han¬ 
sel and Gretel and Ted and Alice, 
an opera in one unnatural act. 

Schickele, a well-known 
"musicalologist", offered priceless 
comments on each of the selections 
performed plus some useful insights 
on Bach’s inspirations for his 
music. The show ran relatively 
smoothly, except for a few lighting 
problems on the -part of the Stage 
Manager, William Walters," who 
walked back and forth across the 
stage during the performances and 
mildly distracted the audience. His 
major faux pas came when Oei, the 
’ virtuosouso" keyboardist, needed a 
special light so he could read his 


music during the " Goldbrick " 
Variations/fl. Walters intentionally 
blew out three fuses, and finally 
blew up the podium before getting 
Oei the light he needed. 

By this time, Oei had finished 
playing the piece. 

Twelve Quite Heavenly Songs 
(Arie Proprio Zodicale) featured, 
among other things, the Zodiac 
signs of Aries and Leo, Leo being 
the best of the twelve movement 
cycle. The "Leo" cycle told the tale 
of a little bird frightened to death 
by a lion. "He died of Roar-shock," 
sang Schickele and Ferrante! 

The ambitious opera. Hansel 
and Gretel and Ted and Alice, 
delighted the entire audience. It 
was easy to see why critics have 
had so many problems with Bach 
during this number, yet it is unmis¬ 


takably that Bach was influential in 
forming the avant-garde opera ex¬ 
isting now in the later half of the 
20th Century. 

Overall, The Intimate P.D.Q. 
Bach is a must-see for music lovers 
and music haters, as well as scho¬ 
lars and laymen alike. 

(In case you haven't caught 
on, this is a joke review. P.D.Q. 
Bach is the ficitious character of 
Peter Schickele and the show, The 
Intimate P.D.Q. Bach is a take-off 
on classical music and its 
stuffiness. The show is well-worth 
seeing. There were people in the 
audience who had seen it three or 
four times and I must admit that 
they are on the right track. The 
show is spontaneous, enigmatic, 
magical, and probably the funniest 
humor to come down the road in a 
long time.)

Boy meets girl. The classic 
yarn takes many shapes and forms. 
ACBU and Daedalus Productions 
presented one version Tuesday 
night. 

"The Fantastics," was deemed 
in the program as ’the most suc¬ 
cessful musical, show in theatre his¬ 
tory.’ This reviewer saw it as a fine 
performance of a down-right silly 
play. 

"The Fantastics" is a musical 
that revolves around a series of 
suppy love songs, simplistic roles 
and a predictable script. I feel "The 
Fantastics" should be deemed as a 
musical melodrama. Yet this whole¬ 
some and "childish, not childlike" 
play had some useful ideas, if you 
could look through the superficial 
set and see the real meaning. I feel 
that the real meaning relates to the

desires. 

First, let’s gather the essen¬ 
tials. A boy and girl fall in love 
despite a wall that their fathers set 
up to keep them apart.

If you can’t recall, it’s "Py- 
ramus and Theisbe," or, for you 
Shakespeare fans, "A Mjd Summer 
Night’s Dream." 

Now for the twist. The fathers 
are actually collaborating behind 
their children's backs to get them 
married. So to really make things 
look good the fathers hire actors to 
portray bandits and stage a "rape" 
(an attempted kidnap of the girl). 
Low and behold, the boy makes a 
gallant rescue that cues on a "Hap¬ 
py Ending." 

But even this play goes on. 
After the pomp and passion of the 
night before, the two realize the 
boredom and pain of everyday life. 


So each makes tracks to find what 
life is all about. The boy strives for 
the hardship of life. The girl 
befriends her (assailant) romantic 
bandit and sees the world through 
a rose-tinted mask. Naturally, the 
boy and girl end up with each oth¬ 
er in the end. 

As for the cast, my praise goes 
to Robbie Me Neill (the boy) for 
vocalization, Chiara Peacock *(the 
girl) for producing such a radiant 
persona, John Cruze (the narrator) 
for charisma and Paul Fegan (the 
old actor) for being what I saw as a 
classic "old actor." Also a line must 
be devoted to Deena Kaye, musical 
director/pianist, and harpist Jen¬ 
nifer Hoult for strong musical sup¬ 
port. 

"The Fantastics" seems to me 
like the type of play that should 
stay on the high school circuit. The 
play just didn’t justify the talents of 
the actors. 
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Rainmaker Fabulous: 

Performance Flawless

When six students and a pro¬ 
fessor get together and perform a 
play, they usually do an "OK" job. 
But last week’s Rainmaker, which 
was performed in the Hartmann 
Center, was fabulous ...simply fabu¬ 
lous. 

Plays generally don’t come 
across as emotionally as Gone With 
The Wind, however the Rainmaker 
'was such an emotional performance 
that tears were often an inevitable 
reaction. 

The story opens with the Cur¬ 
ry family, a common family trying 
to struggle through the Great 
Depression. They owned a farm, 
and the drought i.s killing their har¬ 
vest, 'cows and income. Although 
that is a consideration in the family 
problems, the primary concern of 
the father and two brothers is to 
get Lizzie married off. 

But, Li?zie (played by Margie 
Kestner) has no self-confidence, and 
difficulties ensue from there. 

Lizzie’s father, H.C. (played by 
philosophy professor Brendan Lid¬ 
dell) and brother Noah (played by 
John Hansen) send Lizzie away to 
stay with a family for awhile...a 
family with bachelor sons. Although 
she realizes why she’s being sent on 
the trip;, she goes any way...almost 
knowing 'she’ll come home empty 
handed. Her brother Jimmy (played 
by Tim Clue) sits with H.C. and 
Noah before her return, and 
discusses the importance of "marry¬ 
ing her off." 

H.C. is a loving father, and he 
believes Lizzie will get married 
when the time is right, however, 
her brothers feel that th&t time is 
now. Lizzie is a very intelligent 
woman, and her intelligence often 
frightens away the men. . So, H.C. 
and the two sons venture into town 
to invite the deputy sheriff, File 
(played by Greg Dolph) to dinner. 
File catches on immediately, but 
because of a bad experience with < 
previous marriage, he declines the 
offer because he "doesn’t want to 
get married." 


Lizzy, having prepared an ex¬ 
tensive dinner for File, is crushed 
by the rejection, and as the family 
gets riled up, Starbuck (Brad 
Johansen) shows up: the rainmaker. 
Actually, he’s a con man who takes 
the money of poor farmers while 
pledging to bring rain. Act I ends 
with H.C. agreeing to pay the 
$100, and Starbuck joining the 
Curry’s for dinner. 

The play has no bit parts - 
only leads, and each lead was done 
with the talent of a professional. 
Liddell portrayed H.C. as the type 
of father everybody wants to have. 
He’s loving, and he gives proper 
freedom to his children while still 
encouraging them. Noah is the son 
who runs the family, and who feels 
he has to look out for everybody. 
Hansen, playing the hard-ass of the 
family, did an outstanding job and 
conveyed the part with extraordi¬ 
nary talent. It’s not easy to play the 
boss. Clue turned Jimmy into a 
vivacious and exciting family 
member who was so insane he kept 
the family sane. Kestner’s Lizzy is 
an emdtiional woman, and every 
emotion was passed along to the 
audience, and felt and understood. 
Dolph as File is the piece that 
makes the puzzle complete because 
his lonliness and emotional prob¬ 
lems create a familiar air with the 
audience. 

The second and third acts 
center around Lizzy and Starbuck, 
and their relationship. Starbuck 
convinces Lizzie that she is a pretty 
woman, and that she is desirable, 
and though he can’t stay, he gives 
her the self-confidence she so 
desperately needs. Starbuck is a liar 
and a thief, and he still turns out to 
be the good guy in the play. 

The sheriff (Scott Beecham) 
and File let Starbuck go. because of 
the transformation they saw in 
Lizzie’s personality. Lizzy, in the 
end, winds up with File, and Sta;- 
buck leaves; but when he leaves, 
rain comes. 

Johansen, playing the arrogant

with the build up both gradual, and 
well done. Corea’s mellow but 
livelier-than-the-beginning piano 
work gives your ears a stepping 
stone for the next musical phrase. 
Paco DeLucia does the body work 
/for the song on guitai. Paced a bit 
faster than the piano that precedes 
it, DeLucia plays quickly and clean¬ 
ly- 

The next selection, entitled 
"Yellow Nimbus," has more of a 
Latin flavor, aided by the hand 
clapping accompaning the guitar. 
But, this piece lacks the undiluted 
intensity of Spanish music. 

Classically Corea, there is a 
resistance to the structures of 
firmly enforced time and repitition 
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in the music but it remains clean, 
and very professionally done. 

"Duende" comes across short, 
but definately stands as a mood 
piece, featuring the alto saxophone 
of Leo Konitz. It’s slow, and while 
not exactly seductive, it does have 
an allure of its own. Carol Shive 
works with the violin that gives it a 
dramatic romance that can keep 
you involved trying to pinpoint the 
reason for your attraction to the 
melody. You are not obligated, 
however, to sit and ponder the 
notes and the mood they create. 
With Greg Gottlieb on cello and 
.Bob Magnusson on bass, "Duende’ 
is enjoyable all by itself or with 
perhaps white wine and company. 

Side two begins with "Compa- 
dres," a very contemporary sound 
on the l.p. Work with synthesized 
keyboards from the beginning are 
what give that impression. Loaded 
with quality performers, "Compa- 
dres" boasts the greatest number of 
familiar names of the songs of the 
album. 

"£stancia" opens with congas 
and bongo drums and a faing syn¬ 
thesized keyboard that caressed 
something that runs up and down 
your spine. The melody sees that 
underlying caress transferred to a

slightly heavier sound. The whole 
composition is free standing and 
very free spirited. The musicians all 
sound as if they are enjoying them¬ 
selves, making it come off almost 
like a glorified jam session. The 
playing all seems to be done with 
dancing fingers (which, incidentally, 
go much faster than dancing feet). 

"Dance of Chance," the last of 
"Touchstone’s" magic, has A1 Vez- 
zutti manning the trumpet, Steve 
Kujala handling tenor sax and flute, 
Acuna on drums and Carlos 
Benavent on bass. 

The brassiest of the music on 
the album, "Dance of Chance" is 
grounded on a bass line that makes 
it smolder on the turntable. While 
the flute work lightens it up some 
just by the nature of the instru¬ 
ment, it does not counteract the 
mood! Instead it compliments it 
with an equally sophisticated melo- 
dy. 

The entire song demands at¬ 
tention and evokes curious interest. 
There is more repitition of patterns 
and whole measures, but it comes 
in place pleasantly different from 
the ones you might expect. 

In general, the album is an im¬ 
pressive show of Corea’s talent and 
taste in musicians. His quality and 
style are consistent with the reputa¬ 
tion he’s established for himself. A 
perfect appetizer (or desert!) for his 
concert on the 14th.

Captain Beefheart

CAPTAIN BEEFHEART & THE 
MAGIC BAND- Ice Cream For 
Crow- (Epic/Virgin)-Captain Beef¬ 
heart (aka Don Van Vliet) is one of 
those enigmatic songwriters who 
have been highly touted by critics 
for years. So it should come as no 
surprise that critics are falling all 
over themselves (how gauche) to 
praise Ice Cream For Crow. 

I love the Cap’n as much as 
the next elitist critic, but let me tell 
you a few things about Crow. .It 
isn’t as good as Doc at the Radar 
Station, which is a Beefheart clas¬ 
sic, and Beefheart’s voice sounds 
strained and tearing at the seams. 

There are many good qualities 1 
to Crow. The first is Beefheart’s 
newfound reliance on catchier 
melodies and less dissonance than 
usual. The title tune and "The 
Host The Ghost The Most Holy-Q" 
are downright exuberant. Yet "’81’ 
Poop Hatch" is wasted breath and 
bad poetry simultaneously and 
"Hey Garland, I Dig Your Tweed 
Coat" is almost embarrassing. 

So the scoop on Ice Cream 
For Crow is that it may be interest-' 
ing to non-Beefheart lovers, but for 
long time addicts, it is only one 
scoop of vanilla when two scoops 
of Fudge Royale is so much more 
exciting. (Sorry for the bad meta¬ 
phors, 1 couldn’t resist!). 


KATE BUSH- The Dreaming- (EMI 
America)- 


With a kiss - I’d pass the key, 
and feel your tongue 
teasing and receiving, 
with your spit still on my lip -- 
you hit the water... 
...everybody thinks you'll

And so we are brought to the 
central theme of Kate Bush’s The 
Dreaming. This is Bush’s fourth 
release, her first American release, 
since her major work, The Kick In¬ 
side. 

Bush has come a long way 
since then. After spending three 
years perfecting her vision of ro¬ 
mantic love in an automated world, 
Bush has created an intriguing al¬ 
bum and vision of escapism. Bush 
has also tackled < some interesting - 
subjects on her new lp: third 
worlds ("Pull of the Pin"), domestic 
rape ("Get out of My House"), and 
she has created a dreamy, surreal 
ip. 

The strength of The Dreaming 
lies in its very surreal qualities and 
Bush’s voice, a voice that can bare¬ 
ly be described accurately. Her 
upper register notes are reminiscent 
of opera sopranos, but Bush’s voice 
is also gritty enough for rock and 
roll and graceful enough for show- 
hall music. The best tune, 
"Suspended in Gaffa," has a waltz¬ 
like tempo and textural synthesizers 
for that odd mixture of old and 
new. Bush’s music may be steeped 
in traditionalisms of her native 


country, England, but her lyrics are 
very much experimental. The title 
tune,, for example, is a series of dis¬ 
jointed images presented as a 
dream. It’s often very incoherent, 
but part of the fun with Bush is 
figuring her out. Her lyrics on The 
Dreaming are often obscure, but 
hint at different levels of. meaning. 
A friend pointed out that "Some¬ 
where in Gaffa-" was a religious cri¬ 
ticism on the all mighty power of 
the church and atoning for sins in 
the eyes of God. I had enjoyed the 
song up till then, but now I feel I 
understand it more. When Bush 
confronts God with "Not Until I’m 
ready for you," it is a startling mo¬ 
ment from a woman taking control 
of her life and responsibility for her 
sins. 

Which is part of the reason 
"Get out of My House," the con¬ 
cluding tune, is so effective in its 
depiction of domestic rape. Bush is 
taking responsibilities for her ac¬ 
tions. not the actions of her 
husband/lover who is violating her 
territory: 


This house is full of m-m-my mess, 
This house is full of m-m-mistakes. 
This house is full of m-m-madness. 
This house is full of, full of, 
full of, full of fight... 

GET OUT OF MY HOUSE!!! 


Although at times The Dream¬ 
ing obscures itself to the point of 
disinterest ("Leave it Open"), it is 
for the most part an album of sub 
tie and intricate themes seen 
through the eyes of a prodigy (she 
began recording at 16) growing up 
in public.

McCullough’s 
Mixed Reading 


The Hartmann Center was the 
site Monday for a poetry reading by 
Ken McCullough. McCullough 
kicked off Fall Arts week by lip- 
synching and gyrating to "All 
Shook Up;" a novel way of loosen¬ 
ing up the audience at a poetry 
reading. 

McCullough, who is also a 
producer and a script-writer, read 
various selections of his work. It 
was met with a mixed reception. 
It’s hard to be fair to a poet on the 
strength of his reading, and it is 
doubly frustrating in McCullough s 
work because most of the pieces he 
read were long and involved, very 
dense and image-filled poetry. 

By far, the most successful 
pieces were the two about 
McCullough’s son. The first, Tak¬ 
ing the Train to See You," was 
especially fascinating with its image 
of the son as a chameleon to the 
father, and the subtle, disturbing 
line "My life by now should show 
me some respect." Also of note was 
McCullough’s "Sanctuary," the 
second son poem, and the brood¬ 
ing, ominous "Taking Up the Trail, 
which McCullough admits has 
"more breathing room' than his 


other poetry. 

"Taking Up the Trail” utilizes 
the best aspects of McCullough’s 
work: the intricate detail to nature 
and man’s plight within the boun¬ 
daries of a restricting Mother Earth. 
"My life waits for me to catch up," 
says McCullough in a telling line, 
as he intimately describes the spiri¬ 
tual climb of a man. 

It’s hard to be fair to 
McCullough’s work when it’s read 
out loud, but I would advise grab¬ 
bing a hold of his latest work, 
Creosote. McCullough is also in the 
process of a novel, untitled as of 
now, but it shows much promise. 
The passage he read on Monday 
was a fascinating account of a 
man’s self-imposed isolation within 
a Mantra circle on top of a moun¬ 
tain, and the incident described is a 
spiritual tug of war with a snake¬ 
like creature that disturbs the man’s 
isolation and meditation. 

McCullough is a .promising 
young poet and novelist and an eye 
should be kept on him in the fu¬ 
ture. He may yet prove to be an 
essential talent in poetry and 
fiction.

U.s. Republican Leader, Howard Baker of Tennesse.

million to aid m the clean-up of the nation's largest hazardous waste 
dump in Seymore. Illinois. The companies will not be held liable for 
any soil or groundwater contamination at the 14-acre dump. 

The population of mainland China has topped 1 billion, 
compared to second-ranked India's estimated 700 million.

When they talk, people some¬ 
times have trouble understand¬ 
ing. When they run, people 
understand perfectly because 
slop watches all over the world 
speak the same language. 

"Some people, especially girls, 
think you are putting them on," 
said English runner Basyl Mar¬ 
tyniuk, a member of the Brad¬ 
ley cross-country team. "This 
one girl asked me to say ‘The 
Beatles' for a quarter of an hour 
- she just couldn't believe it. 
But most people say they like 
the accent." 

The other half of the English 
duo is Charles Perkins, a 5-10 
144 pound junior from Red- 
ditch, England. Perkins hasn't 
been able to escape comments 
about his use of the English 


language. "A lot of people can't 
understand me. They listen to 
your accent instead of to what 
you're saying," he said. "They 
say they understand, but maybe 
they are just being polite." 

On the cross-country course 
Martyniuk and Perkins let first 
place finishes and impressive 
limes do the talking. Perkins, 
who averaged 100 miles a week 
when running for the Tipton 
Harriers in England, finished in 
first place in the Western Illi¬ 
nois dual meet Sept. 18. The 
fastest lime for this 22-year old 
in a five-mile course is 25:20. 

Martyniuk was sidelined on 
coach Jake Scoof's team for 
three meets because of a bad 
foot. He did, however, finish 
second for the Braves at the Illi¬ 
nois Intercollegiate meet in 
Charleston on Oct. 16. The 24- 


year-old freshman from 
Gloucester, England consulted a 
specialist in Chicago and said 
his injury may be the result of a 
broken bone that didn't heal 
properly. 

"He wasn't in very good 
shape when he came here," said 
Schoof. noting that "Bas" look 
last year off from running. "I'm 
not so sure he's as talented as 
Charlie, but I think if he was 
running up to his ability, he'd 
be in our lop four." 

A 1-3 dual meet record indi¬ 
cates the Braves have been 
struggling this season. Adjust¬ 
ing to the American way of life 
for these two outgoing chaps 
has been a struggle also. 

"There seems to be a lot 
more to do in England than 
there is to do here," said Per¬ 
kins. "It's difficult to get away 
on weekends because we race 
on weekends, but we've been to 
a football match in Champaign. 
We want to take a look and see 
what's here." 

"Peoria is a bit quiet," said 
Martyniuk. "But the people are 
generally very, very friendly." 
Among those people is assistant 
cross-country coach Ed McGraw 
who Martyniuk described as "a 
great bloke." Martyniuk also 
said he and Charles often go to 
teammate Phil Lockwood's 
home when they become 
homesick. 

The Lockwood family moved 
from England 17 years ago and 
now live in Morton. "It's like a 
second home, really," said Per¬ 
kins, "They helped us settle 
down a lot quicker when we 
first came over here." 

The Englishmen also had a 
problem adjusting to running 
under the hot sun of August 
and September. "In England 
there is no humidity and the 


temperatures don’t get much 
higher than 70. If it gels into 
the 80's you have headlines in 
the paper ‘London sizzles,'" 
said Perkins. 

Martyniuk and Perkins found 
out about Bradley through a 
professor at Northern Illinois 
University, who's also from 
England. Professor Glenn 
Latimer used to run in the Tip- 
ton Harriers with Perkins. 

Martyniuk is an International 
Studies major and plans on 
slaying in the United States to 
find a job this spring because 
the unemployment rale in the 
U.S. is "low." "It's 15 percent in 


England, he said. Martyniuk 
speaks five languages and would 
like to find a job as an inter¬ 
preter. 

Perkins is a geography major 
and will slay at Bradley until he 
receives his degree. He hopes to 
get home for Christmas and will 
also stay in Peoria4his summer. 

Martyniuk doesn't know 
when he'll get home - plane 
fare one way is $500 - but when 
he does he doesn’t want any 
American influence to have 
rubbed off. "1 told my friends if 
I come back with an American 
accent 4|p were to kick me 
ass!"

There have been several 
bright spots for the Lady Braves 
tennis team this fall season. An 
11-8 record indicates a winning 
season, but the matches against 
Western Illinois shows how the 
team has progressed. 

The Lady Braves dropped 
their opening match to Western 
9-0 on September 8. When the 
two teams met again on Sep¬ 
tember 23 the Westerwinds won 
5-4. A third contest on October 
16 was cancelled for no 
apparent reason. "I think it was 
because they knew we would 
beat them," said senior Laurie 
Evans. 

One match remains for the 
team which host Illinois Univer¬ 
sity and Eastern Illinois at the 
Peoria Racquet Club on 
November 13 tentatively at 
noon. The team is not 
scheduled for any postseason 
play, but they have been 

invited to the Notre Dame Invi¬ 
tational Tournment over Christ¬ 
mas break. 

Other bright spots for the 
Lady Braves has been the play 
of freshman Lisa Petit and 
Evans. Petit moved from the 
number six singles to number 
five singles after winning a chal¬ 
lenge match against a team¬ 
mate. 

"1 think I've learned a lot 
more from our coach," said 
Petit. "I've learned more in the 
last three months than I have in 
two years. He (coach Mike 
Price) told me you have to be 
patient and consistent to win." 
Petit has an individual record of 
13-5, five of those wins 
recorded in the number five 
singles slot. 


Evans, who has owned the 
first singles position for four 
years, has a 11-7 record. "We're 
having challenge matches now 
to let the players know their 
postilion could be threatened. It 
keeps us in our game shape and 
makes us work hard year- 
round." 

The Lady Braves will practice

The St. louis Cardinals’ 
theme for the 1982 season was 
"It’s a celebration." Never was 
this more appropriate than the 
night of Oct. 20 when the Car¬ 
dinals won the World Cham¬ 
pionship by defeating 
Milwaukee in the seventh and 
deciding game of the World 
Series, 6-3. 

At 10:17 p.m., when Bruce 
SuUer of the Cards struck out 
the Brewers' Gorman Thomas 
for the final out, Busch Stadiurr 
erupted and in all of St. Louis 
pandemonium reigned. It was a 
wild celebration for a city that 
had waited 15 years for a cham¬ 
pionship. 

Despite the efforts of police 
officers, horses and dogs, 
thousands of fans poured onto 
the field following the final out 
The Cardinal players were 
mobbed as the fans swarmed 
the infield, hoping to pluck off a 
cap or two, or even touch the 
players. 

After the players retreated to 
the clubhouse, the fans contin¬ 
ued to ran and dance on the 


field. Some fans went so tar 
they bent down and kissed the 
turf. There were tremendous 
battles for the bases as fans 
slugged away to see who would 
cart off second base. Many fans 
were content with dirt from the 
infield, while others ripped up 
strips of astroturf. 

The madness outside of 
Busch Stadium was no less than 
the chaos taking place inside. 
As fireworks lit up the sky, peo¬ 
ple paraded around the stadium 
in ecstasy. Fans climbed statues 
and streetlights, screaming 
themselves horse, but all under 
the backdrop of hundreds of 
honking horns. The burning of 
Brewer pennents also seemed to 
be a very popular activity. 

Downtown St. Louis became 
a scene of a huge street party. 
Total strangers exchanged 
countless "high fives," shouting 
"We're number 1.” The mad¬ 
ness continued into the night. 

"I’m going to savor this for as 
long as I can," said one fan. 
"This is a dream come true for 
me." Some spectators, while not 
as wild as many, tried to be 
calm and put the event into per¬ 


spective. 

"1 just witnessed the biggest 
thing in all of the world of 
sports - the seventh game of 
the World Series," said Dan 
Shannon, 29. "And to top it off, 
our team won the World Cham¬ 
pionship. Boy, am I going to 
enjoy this!" 

And there was more celebra¬ 
tion the next day as St. Louis 
held a parade for its World 
Champions. More than 200,000 
people, enough to fill Busch sta¬ 
dium four times, jammed the 
parade route. The parade had 
everything, including the 
players, of course, who rode in 
open cars and in the back of 
pick-up trucks. 

Fans surged foward to get a 
glimpse of their heroes, and 
players even led cheers along 
the parade route. St. Louis 
Mayor, Vincent Schoemehl 
spoke to the crowd from a 
reviewing stand, saying, "1 hope 
we never gel over it. This is 
something we’ll remember for 
the rest of our lives." 

"For all of you," Schoemehl 
told the crowd, "this days for 
you."

For the second year in a row 
Delta Upsilon reigns as All- 
University intramural football 
champion by virture of their 
27-7 victory over PIKE on last 
Saturday. 

The DU passing game was led 
by Dave Verseman. DU’s John 
Stanley summed up the secret 
to his teams’ success best when 
he said: "We’re small, but were 
quick." In particular the quick¬ 
ness of receiver Kevin Nelson 
as Verseman consistantly found 
him open on deep patterns 
Mixing in a number of passes 
up the middle to Scott Graham, 
and sweeps to John Stanley, 
DU was able to move the ball 
almost at will against the PIKE 
defense. 

DU opened the scoring early 
in the first quarter as Nelson 
made a diving grab off a 45-yard 
pass from Verseman to put DU 
on top 6-0. The Ducks upped 
their lead to 13-0 midway 
through the second quarter 
when Verseman hit Stanley on 
a five-yard scoring pass, which 
was set up by a long pass to 
Nelson. Graham added the 
extra point from Verseman. 

DU hung onto the 13-0 half¬ 


time lead as defensive line¬ 
man Larry Weinzimmer put on 
a pass rush that kept PIKE 
quarterback Bill Lundy on the 
run. 

The count was upped to 19-0 
early in the third quarter on a 
touchdown pass from Verseman 
to Kevin Fredrick, again set up 
by a 50-yard pass play to Nel¬ 
son. Joe Fiss scored the extra 
point on a pass from Verseman 
to make it 20-0. 

PIKE got on the board mid¬ 
way through the fourth quarter 
on a 35-yard scoring strike from 
Lundy to Dave Crane. Lundy 
passed to Glen Brettner for the 
extra point making the score 
20-7. 

DU closed out the scoring 
when Verseman found Kevin 
Nelson down the sideline on a 
45-yard scoring play. Ted Dubbs 
grabbed the extra point from 
Verseman to make the final 
score 27-7. 

"My offensive line gave me 
all the time in the world," said 
Verseman. Nelson revealed how 
he got open on the deep pat¬ 
terns. "I was running out and up 
patterns and the defensive 
backs were taking the sweep 
fakes," the wide receiver said. 

As chants of "DU, DU" could

Sigma Nu made the score 
18-0 on a perfectly executed 
screen pass from Brennan to 
Jeff Bland for 65 yards. The 
Sigma Nu defense was spear¬ 
headed by Jim Bilandi who 
recorded three sacks. Steve 
Greenlee intercepted two 
passes. The Dark Moon cap¬ 
tured the the Men’s C Division 
title edging the Wyckoff War- 
sters 25-19 in overtime last 
Sunday. Quarterback Fred Mac- 
ciochocci threw to Ted Banks 
for a touchdown that tied the 
game 19-19 with 30 second left 
to play in regulation.

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Tuition, room-and-board 
may skyrocket 


A tuition increase of 10 to 12 
percent and a room-and-board 
increase of 15 percent may be 
instigated next fall, according to 
Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg. 

"Those were the parameters 
we asked the Board of Trustees 
to approve,” Abegg said, "and 
they have given us approval to 
consider that." 

All School President Nathan 
Martin proposed to the Student 
Senate that the hike is due to a 
possible Si50,000 deficit because 
of a decrease in students and an 
increase of energy cost. Martin 
represents students at Board of 
Trustees meetings. 

Abegg said the exact increase 
is "yet to be determined," and 


he plans to discuss the increase 
with a student Communications 
Council. 

The council is made up of 15 
student leaders who meet . 
monthly to discuss University 
and student issues. 

"We won't know until we 
look at all of the ramifications 
of the budget and get student 
input," Abegg added. 

Currently, students pay $2295 
per semester for full-time tui¬ 
tion, and $1088 for room-and- 
board. With a 10 percent 
increase, tuition would go up to 
$2524.50, and a 12 percent 
increase would be $2570.40. A 
15 percent room-and-board 
increase would cost students 
$1251.20 per semester.

Republican Governor James 
Thompson and Congressman 
Robert Michel, R-IL, were both 
re-elected to their respective 
offices, but won only by small 
margins. 

Thompson defeated Demo¬ 
crat Adlai Stevenson by only a 
few thousand votes. The final 
tally was almost 24 hours late 
because of uncounted votes in 
over 200 precincts in Cook 
County due to computer prob¬ 
lems. 

Closer to home, in the 18th 
Congressional District, Douglas 
Stephens lost to Michel by 
6,121 votes. 

In other state contests. 
Democrat Neil Hartigan 
defeated Republican incumbent 


Tyrone Fahner for Attorney 
General; Republican Jim Edgar | 
beat Jerry Consentino for Secre¬ 
tary of State; Democratic 
Roland Burris defeated Republi¬ 
can Cal Skinner for Comp¬ 
troller; and Democrat James 
Donnewald barely beat Republi¬ 
can John P. Daily for Treasurer. 

Democrat Lane Evans, 
Congress for the 17th District, 
defeated Republican incumbent 
Kenneth McMillan. 

On the Bradley campus, 
according to Mark Wojick, 23rd 
precinct ward committeeman, 
166 votes were cast, which was 
sixteen times better than the 
primary votes. 

"Earlier this year," Wojick 
said, "there were only 10 stu¬ 
dents who had voted."

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Tuition hikes 
must stop 

Bradley is understandably upgrading its standards, but 
each year the standards are upgraded with dollar signs more 
than ACT and SAT averages. 

Proposed tuition increases for the 1983-84 school year 
are 10 to 12 percent, and room-and-board is subject to 
increase 15 percent. 

Most simply put: Bradley students can t afford it. 

Granted, Bradley has been caught in the statewide prob¬ 
lem of skyrocketing electric bills, and these increases weren’t 
budgeted for; therefore, this year, Bradley is experiencing 
close to a $150,000 deficit. That money has to come from 
somewhere, so guess who’s footing the bill? 

This fall, tuition went up 12.5 percent, and room-and- 
board went up 11 percent. It looks like tuition may not 
increase as much: as it did this year, but room-and-board is 
really taking a leap skyward.

Enforcing the "sophomore rule" and keeping sopho¬ 
mores as well as freshmen on campus really doesn’t solve 
too much, considering fewer and fewer students will be able 
to afford Bradley in the years to come because of the 
expenses. 

Reaganomics doesn’t help either, seeing as Congress is 
constantly cutting financial aid to students whose parents 
don’t make enough money to put their kids through college. 
The belt has to be tightened somewhere, but college students 
are the leaders of tomorrow and'without funding, there will 
be no leaders. Then where will the Congress of the United 
States be? Where will President of the United States be? In 
the unemployment line because of no education, that s 
where they’ll be. Education is the country’s best and most 
worthwhile investment, and if nobody’s investing in it, no 
capital will come out of it. 

Students need help. Not everybody is rich, and not ever¬ 
ybody is smart enough to get academic scholarships. It’s not 
that easy to get financial aid. It seems to defeat the purpose 
to cut financial aid and raise tuition. 

Bradley may be on the lower end of the private colleges, 
cost-wise, however, that doesn’t mean Bradley is in a head¬ 
strong race to be the most expensive. Why can’t Bradley 
remain on the lower end? 

Students aren’t coming back in the fall because they 
can’t afford it, not because they don’t like it here. Parents 
can’t afford it, students can’t afford it...Bradley can’t afford

Despite Democratic gains in Wednesday's election. 
President Reagan reportedly will not compromise on his economic prin¬ 
ciples by changing his policy. The election results were what was 
expected; two dozen additional House seats were captured by the 
Democrats, but Republicans retained control of the Senate. 

Proponents of a joint US-Soviet freeze on production 
and deployment of. nuclear weapons are claiming a victory. 
Wednesday's election revealed approval by almost every state that bal¬ 
loted on the proposal. 

Ballot counting was delayed by computer prob¬ 
lems in Chicago. The results showed a Democratic control of both 
chambers of the Illinois General Assembly. 

Authorities are making little progress in finding Kevin 
Masterson. a suspect being sought for questioning in the Chicago 
Tylenol deaths. 

The Christian militiamen will cooperate with the 
Lebanese troops being deployed in East Beirut, but they will not lay 
down their arms until ordered to do so by President Gemayel. Report¬ 
edly, American marines will join the Lebanese soldiers. This appears to 
be Lebanon’s first real effort to regain control of the Christian sector of 
Beirut. 

Gunmen stormed the Turkish Consulate in 

Cologne. West Germany Wednesday. After wounding an unknown 
number of people, the gunmen released about 30 captives, but still 
hold the Consul-General- and others. The attackers are believed to be 
opponents of Turkey's military regime. 

House Minority Leader, Robert Michel narrowly sur¬ 
vived a tough election challenge from Doug Stephens. Michel does not 
attribute this victory to Pjesident Reagans visit to Illinois.

Seniors solve corporation problems

Solving the problems of a 
multi-million dollar corporation 
has been the task of three Brad¬ 
ley Industrial Engineering 
majors. 

Seniors Rich Gargas, John 
Martin, and Ron Seelye are pro¬ 
ducing a computer program to 
solve and improve a problem 
with delinquent orders at the 
Sundstrand Corporation, a com¬ 
pany which builds generators 
for electrical aircrafts for Boe¬ 
ing, the government, among 
others. But Sundstrand is 
behind as much as two years in 
filling orders for some custo¬ 
mers. 

"They called us in because of 
a problem with delinquent ord¬ 
ers," Gargas said. 

The. computer program will 
simulate one of the production 
lines at Sundstrand. The com¬ 
pany is a job shop, meaning it is 
a "make to order" company," 
Gargas said. 

"Sundstrand wanted us to do 
a simulation on day one," 
Seelye said, "but we didn't think 
it was the way to go. We liked 
at the alternatives, and decided 
in the end that the simulation 
was going to be part of our pro¬ 
ject." 

Seelye said the problem 
definition is always the first step 
in any problem solving situa¬ 
tion. "It takes a while when they 
are talking one language and 
we're talking another." 

In September, the trio toured 
the shop to become familiar 
with it. Last Tuesday, they 
spent the day in Rockford 
developing a procedure to solve 
problem. 

"They have a figure on 
missed sales amounting to $30 
million," Gargas said, "because 
of missed due dates." 

The project is divided up so 
each person plays a significant 
part in the production. Martin

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determined the input and data 
for the computer, Seelye writes 
and programs the computer 
simulation, and Gargas analyzes 
the program's output and 
prepares the reports. 

The entire project is done as 
part of IE 401 - a four hour 
course designed to put the stu¬ 
dents to work in the "Teal 
world." 

Dr. Joseph Emanuel, chair¬ 
man of the industrial engineer¬ 
ing department, said the pur¬ 
pose of the senior project is to 
give the students some real 
world projects before they get 
out on their own. Here at Brad¬ 
ley, he said, "they still have the 
faculty guidance." 

"Schools with similar courses 
don't have the degree of faculty 
participation Bradley does, nor 
do they tackle the same level of 
projects," Emanuel said. "We 
are at a level the is consistently 
higher than most that I have 
heard about. We put more 
effort into it." 

Emanuel added that one thing 
unique about this particular 
Sundstrand project is the dis¬ 
tance the students and the com¬ 
pany have to travel to get 
together on one project. 

"It's always been within driv¬ 
ing distance in the past," he 
said, "but the students are being 
chauffered around, which us 
unusual for college students." 
The three students are flown 
back and forth from Rockford 
on a company jet. 

"The University benefits from 
the senior projects, as well as 
the students," Emanuel said. 

"We have never asked any¬ 
body for a penny," he said, "but 


we finally started asking com¬ 
panies for money, and that 
money goes back into the IE 
department and the senior pro¬ 
jects." 

He added that the money is 
used to purchase computer ter¬ 
minals, IE equipment, etc. All 
costs of the projects are taken 
care of. 

Senior projects are currently 
going on at CILCO, the Neuro¬ 
logical Association, TP&W Rail¬ 
ways, as well as at Sundstrand. 

"The senior project is a great 
program and this school is way 
ahead of others in terms of me 
way the senior projects work," 
Gargas said. "Students are 
really getting hands-on experi¬ 
ence, and it makes the 
transition easier." 

According to the teams' mid¬ 
term status report, the purpose 
of the project is to develop an 
economic model relating 
machine utilization to in-process 
inventory. 

Once the program is com¬ 
pleted, it can be used to com¬ 
pare various policies. Such poli¬ 
cies may include adding 
machines to work centers, 
changing the priority system, or 
using different lot-sizing tech¬ 
niques. The relative costs per 
housing will be the will be the 
comparative factor. The com¬ 
puter program will simulate 
according to the constraints of 
Sundstrand queue logic. The 
program cannot take into 
account variations from those 
constraints. The goal is to simu¬ 
late, as best as possible, the 
exact situation on the shop 
floor.

Martin discussed Board meeting 


How to ease an expected 
increase in student costs was 
the major topic of discussion at 
the Student Senate meeting 
Monday afternoon. 

Nathan Martin, all-school 
president, reported that at the 
Board of Trustees meeting last 
week, the possibilities if a 10 to 
12 percent tuition hike and 15 
percent room and board 
increase were discussed. Martin 
also said that the board is antici¬ 
pating an $150,000 deficit for 
this year. Martin emphasized 
that the figures were only prel¬ 
iminary. "The final draft is yet 
to come," he said. 

Martin stated that he felt the 
position of Senate should be to 
present alternative ways of sav¬ 
ing money so student costs 
would not increase drastically. 
"They have to gel the money 
somewhere," Marlin said. 



Conserving energy in univer¬ 
sity buildings, especially in dor¬ 
mitories, was the main way 
money could be saved. The 
expected increase in CILCO 
rates was noted as one of the 
major factors for the possible 15 
percent increase in room and 
board. Campus Affairs and 
Communications committees 
will be addressing the issue in 
upcoming weeks. 

In her academic affairs report, 
•Mary Deakin outlined courses 
that will be counted towards the 
new General Education require¬ 
ments in math and computer 


usage skills. Next year’s .fresh¬ 
man will be affected by the new 
requirements. She said that her 
committee is looking into the 
possibility of more one hour 
classes and will be investigating 
complaints surrounding testing 
in Nuemiller Chapel. 

Judy Dixon, chair of the 
campus affairs committee, 
reported that 1,264 students 
have already collected their bus 
passes for basketball games. 
Dixon said that students may 
purchase tickets for the River 
City Shootout November 16 
through 19. 

Dave Verseman, senate 
treasurer, reported that SABRC 
has concluded proceedings for 
funding appeals. Approximately 
$20,000 has already been allo¬ 
cated to campus organizations, 
leaving some $14,000.

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NBC commentator speaks on wars, fights

Felipe Luciano kicked off 
Latino Week with a spirited 90 
minute talk on the Black and 
Latin American minority in the 
US. He especially emphasized 
their participation in TV and 
radio media as a means of 
acquiring political recognition 
and power. 

After quoting the high unem¬ 
ployment rates amongst Blacks 
and Puerto Ricans in New 
York, Luciano, who is an NBC 
reporter and winner of the cher¬ 
ished Emmy and Silurian 
awards, went on to describe the 
cultural renaissance place 


amongst the Latinos and their 
strengthening alliance with 
Blacks. "Latino Week is an 
example of the Latino pride that 
is emerging all over the nation," 
Luciano said. 

Luciano pointed out that prior 
to the Sixties, there were few 
Black or Latino faces on TV 
and radio networks. It was only 
after the Black riots of 1964 and 
1967 that the media focused its 
attention on the plight of the 
minorites because "it was a hap¬ 
pening thing." Following the 
riots, however, the media 
offered "a cultural answer to a 
political question" by introduc¬ 
ing Blacks and Latinos into 


their system. 

This change, Luciano pointed 
out, did not happen overnight. 
It was a long and bitter struggle 
of which Luciano himself was 
an active participant. He has 
had broken bones and stitches 
in his head to show for his part 
in the action. 

Luciano contended that the 
hiring policies of radio and TV 
networks have been racist and 
discriminatory. Quoting an 
example, Luciano pointed out 
that it had taken "one year of 
manipulation and negotiation to 
get Max Robinson the position 
of newsreader on ABC,‘ because 
the network did not want a

a much longer period of time," 
against Latin Americans who 
live very unlike their Western 
counterparts. 

Bunker went on to contrast 
the Western, capitalist 
economies where land, labor 
and produce were sold for profit 
to the Latin American 
economies where individuals 
toiled, and tilled their land to 
subsist on their own produce.

The dominant position occu¬ 
pied by coffee on the interna¬ 
tional market after 1870 
seduced capitalists into invest¬ 
ing in large scale farming, and 
peasants became landless.

Bunker points out, "many 
peasants became unemployed."

Contraception. 

Abortion. 

These two topics are not.only 
controversial, but are currently 
under attack from organizations 
across the country. 

"New Right" foundations are 
presently attempting to force 
the federal government to pass 
laws or amendments to prevent 
these issues from successfully 
continuing. 

According to Faye Wattleton, 
President of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of 
America, Inc., "Laws have been 
passed in Missouri, Ohio, Indi¬ 
ana and other stales, that place 
burdensome restrictions on the 
right of the individual to choose 
when - or whether - to have a 
child....these laws could mark a 
return to the dark days of 
dangerous back alley" abor¬ 
tions." 

Pressure on Planned Parent¬ 
hood is not coming strictly from 
forces outside the government. 
The General Accounting Office, 
IRS and other federal agencies 
are presently subjecting several 
of Planned Parenthood's 188 
chapters to a "series of repeti¬ 
tive and abusive federal audits," 
Wattleton added. 

The Department of Health 
and Human Services (IIUS) is 
proposing a new regulation that 
would require Planned Parent¬ 
hood to inform parents when 
prescription contraceptives have 
been prescribed to minors. 

Because Planned Parenthood 
has vowed inn to comply with 
the outrageous "squeal rule' if it 
takes effect, we are if} danger of 
losing millions in federal sup¬ 
port vital to our clinics. Wattle- 
ton continued. 

In 1980 there were approxi¬ 
mately 1 million teenage preg¬ 
nancies. According to Beverly 
Evans, the 

Information/Education Coordi¬ 
nator for Planned Parenthood in. 
Peoria, if these laws are passed, 
that number will increase 
dramatically." 

Planned Parenthood does not 
encourage young people to have 
sexual intercourse, but feels* 
that these same young people 
should not be punished for 
making a mature decision. We 
encourage parental involve¬ 


ment, but many young people 
come to us for discretion...we 
think that law (requiring parent 
confirmation) would hurl 
teenagers," Evans said. 

Current statics at Planned 
Parenthood show that approxi¬ 
mately 35 percent of all their 
clients are 19 years of age or 
younger. This figure can be bro¬ 
ken down further to show that 
21 percent are 18 or younger, 9 
percent are 18, and 12 percent 
are 17 or younger. 

These "New Right" attempts 
To restrict personal decisions of 
abortion and contraception may 
not be as conservative as they 
appear, due. To the predicted 
increase in pregnancy among 
teenagers. 

"I strongly disagree with these 
attempts...it is not realistic to 
expect minors lo slop having 
sex. If these laws are passed, 
many teenage girls will be 
unprotected, resulting in more 
unwanted children," Carl 
Bridge, an MBA graduate stu¬ 
dent at Bradley said. 

Bridge spoke at the 
"Slress/Birth Control" session 
last Wednesday night, "The 
movement is unrealistic," he 
added. 

Bradley women have 
expressed varying opinions con¬ 
cerning these topics. The 
women's ages ranged from 18 - 
20. They have all requested that 
their names be withheld. 

I think that if they don't give 
the young people information, 
they will gel it from outside 
sources." 

I don't necessarily agree with 
real young teenagers being on 
contraceptives, but 1 would 
rather see them on that than 
pregnant, because most of them 
would be afraid lo go lo their 
parents." 

"Well...personally, I don't 
think the government should be 
able lo tell them (women) 
whether they can or can not 
have access to birth control 
information." 

"Some methods of birth con¬ 
trol are dangerous and the 
government has the right lo 
regulate things that are 
dangerous. It is required for a 
minor lo have parental permis¬ 
sion to gel her ears pierced, but 
she can gel an abortion without, 
parental consent."

gratory Birds), in which he com¬ 
pares himself to them. 

Between songs his casual ex- 
j changes included many jokes, most 
of them in .French, but his is not a 
musical comedy act. In fact, like his 
voice, many >of his ideas are earth¬ 
quaking, such as "Monsieur, vas-tu 
ouvir les yeux?" (Sir, when will 
you open your eyes?). It was 
presented in the form of a game 
song in which the audience sang 
along. Yet it was also a cry for a 
renewed sense of what we are do¬ 
ing to our environment. 

Concerning melodies, my 
favorite had’to be "A la Source," a 
song about a voyage up the Ama¬ 
zon River, for which Mr.' Yvart used 
his phase shift pedal, which made 
the notes quiver dreamily and 

hpmntinnln Hie tgrhninno in- 


delicate and tricky picking and 
highly skilled sliding and blending 
from c hord to chord. 

He dedicated one song to Dr. 
Martin Luther King, which showed 
his heart-felt and profound respect 
for this great man and his dream of 
equality among all men. 

Mr. Yvart greated encouraged 
audience participation, asking the 
audience to join him or respond 
along on respected passages and 
choruses. This allowed the crowd to 
identify even more closely with his 
music. Such was the case in the 
last song before his encore, "Ohe, 
Ohe, du bateau," in which he and 
the audience simulated two ships 
calling, "Ship ahoy!" back and forth 
to each other. After a standing ova¬ 
tion, he returned to ^repeat the 
chorus even more rousinolv. and 


the audience called, "Le Temps des 
Cerises" (The Cherry Season), 
which was almost a lullaby. 

It is difficult to compare 
Jacques Yvart to other musicians, 
although Cat Stevens could be re¬ 
garded as a distant musical relative. 
Let it be known, however, that the 
man has an extremely distinctive 
style, character, and a feeling for 
his country’s music which inspires 
and affects the listener. His profes¬ 
sional musicianship and ability to 
entertain, set him aside as a high 
quality performer. He has six al¬ 
bums to his credit, one of which is 
a live collection recorded on 
several American college campuses. 

I believe that Jacques Yvart is a 
new age minstrel for the 1980‘s 
and beyond.

Magazine- After the fact- (I.R.S.) - Magazine are a little known band who 
will have a subtle yet long lasting effect in the music world. Beginning as 
an experimental new wave band in the late 70‘s, Magazine’s phenomenal 
progress within the limitations of avant-garde pop impressionism over the 
course of five albums and this compilation puts them in line for historical 
representation of underground music movements and as forerunners of mu 
sical impressionism in the 20th century. 

After the fact, I.R.S.’s compilation Ip, hits upon Magazine’s keynote 
cuts throughout their five albums, plus offers many never-before-released 
in America tunes for collectors. Although it’s foolish to assume that any 
single lp can definitively represent an artist or band’s history, After the 
fact could have at least tried a little harder with the few previously 
released selections to represent the band in a better light. 

Key songs from each of the five albums are included (with the excep¬ 
tion of P/ay, their single-sleeve live Ip). Shot By Both Sides' represents ' 
the first Ip, Real Life, "Rhythm of Cruelty" represents Secondhand Day¬ 
light, "A Song from under the Floorboards' represents The Correct Use of 
Soap, and "About the Weather" epitomizes Magic, Murder and the Weath- 


Instead of getting a rich and decisive collection exhibiting the variable 
musical elements of Magazine and their subtle, ironic lyrics, we get an al 
bum full of hits," not huge radio songs, but Magazine’s most airplayable 
cuts. Sure, "Shot By Both Sides" and A Song from under the Floor 
boards" deserve to be on this Ip, but "The Light Pours out of Me' is al¬ 
ready on two albums, and "About the Weather' has been released in two 
seperate forms. Lovers of Magazine, whom this lp is practically designed 
for, already have these songs. 

A few key cuts could have been added. ' Philadelphia,' ’ Vigilance,' 
the live version of Give Me Everything and My Tulpa. These songs 
would have represented Magazine’s history better than some of these 
selections included on After the fact do. What is important about Maga¬ 
zine barely seems to be touched here. 


Their lyrics were cutting, not in the sense that they were owing and 
ranting about injustices, only in the sense that they cut to the heart of the 
matter without forsaking poetic lisence or imagination. They not only 
defined a philosophy through images and actions over the period ot five 
years, but they also demonstrated that philosophy in music. If it could be 
capsulized, one might say that Magazine represented more personal aspects 
of existentialism while also reaching into essayist John Ruskin’s bag of 
treats for a little of the grotesques of life. Permafrost, from either 
Secondhand Daylight or live on Play, is a perfect example. 

What we are left with on After the fact is a collector’s item, a bag (if 
mixed treats and tasty tidbits from the band’s obscure past. Singles, pro 
motional versions of older songs and some very plain stuff that wasn't 
g r eat enough to be on Magazine’s other lps are what you get to scrutinize. 

By far. 1 Love You, You Big Dummy is the epitome of After the 
fact. The song, an old Captain Beefheart tune, is an hysterical raver. 

Most of the songs on After the fact are good songs, if not great, and 
for anyone who knows Magazine this album would complete the record 
collection. Yet the problem is that no one knows who Magazine are. I ry 
ing to please both the connoisuer and the part time record consumer is a 
foolish financial move on the record company’s part. Magazine, regardless 
of whether they exist as a band or not any longer, should be exposed to 
the public, especially if they are considered by critics and music lovers 
alike to be essential to the future of pop music. And Magazine are essen 
tial. 

A verse from A Song from under the Floorboards should be an ap 
propriate ending for this article: 

’ i am angry, 1 am ill and I’m as ugly as sin. 

My irritability keeps me alive and kicking, 

1 know the meaning of life, it doesn’t help me a bit, 

1 know beauty and 1 know a good thing when 1 see it. 


Magazine is a good thing. How much will it take to make more peo 


pie see it?

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Gillette brings flute new sounds

More than a month of eayer 
anticipation for music fans was well 
rewared Sunday night when Nancy 
Gillett. flutist and member of the 
Bradley music faculty, performed in 
the Hartmann Center Mrs. Gillett 
was accompanied by hei husband. 
Grant Gillett. bassoonist, and Kris 
tin Stewart, pianist. 

The concert was the second in 
the Music Scholarship Concert 
Series, which features Bradley 
musii inns, throughout the course of 
this academic year. 

The repertoire ranged from the 
Baroque to the modern, displayed 
many styles and techniques of flute 
playing, and ran the gamut of 
moods and emotions. Kristin 
Stewart blended well with Mrs. Gil 
lett, providing constant support and 
richness of sound. 

Mrs. Gillett began the perfor 
mance with Sonata in F Major, by 
Anna Amalia. Princess of Prussia, 
who lived in ihe eighteenth centu 
ry. She used a differeent kind of 
flute than usual for this stately 
Baroque piece. It looked much like 
a wooden recorder, but she played 
it like a flute. Kristen Stewart ac 
• 'ompanied her on harpsichord. 

The piece contained three 
movements, which were varied in 
tempo but unified in that they all 
had very steady rhythm and were 
in a bright, major key. To perform 
this type of music takes much 
aplomb. 

A typical flute and a piano 
were used for a selection from the 
Romantic period, Theobald 
Boehm s Grande Polonaise, opus 
16. This piece was charaterized by 
several tempo changes, shaded 
dynamics which sublty moved from 
soft to loud and back .v* : uno 
many rapid chn*" 4 ..unges. 

b*. «yiie section her melody line 
zoomed up and down, and later in 
the piece she practically played two 
parts at once, for she shifted so 
quickly to and from the upper part 
of her range and the lower that it 
sounded like two instruments, one 


high and one low. were playing 
simultaneously. Ihe piano inter 
ludes in this piece were quite love 
iy and held much character them 
selves. 

Grant Gillett joined in for 
Beethoven’s Trio in G Major, ad 
ding a new and exciting dimension 
to the evening with the contrasting 
ranges of the bassoon and flute. 
The three sections of this composi 
lion contained many different types 
of musical ideas and feelings. 

In the first section. Allegro, 
the three musicians often played in 
unison or simple but pleasing har 
mony. and the flute and bassoon 
sometimes echoed each other. 
Gillett’s bassoon line remainied in 
the tenor register for much of this 
piece. 

The Adagio section was natur 
ally slower and peaceful, ending in 
almost undeclared fashion. 

The final section. Thema an 
dante con variazioni. was very en 
joyable to watch and hear. Listen 
ing to the same theme over and 
over may sound boring, but when it 
is presented in many different dis 
guises, it is anything but dull. In 
this case the subtle melodic and 
rhythmic changes in each variation 
challenged the listener to recognize 
the original thread of the theme in 
terwoven with different fabrics. 

To start the second half of the 
concert, Mrs. Gillett played a solo 
piece without accompaniment. John 
La Montaine’s Sonata, opus 24, 
for flute solo, a twentieth century 
composition. Eerily beautiful, the 
piece was a departure from the 
traditional major minor sound 
present in most music. 

The melody had many strident 
leaps and runs, and at one point, 
during the section called Introspec 
tive. the volume and pitch rose to a 
piercingly shrill din. 

Other sections were called 
Questioning, Jaunty, and Rakish. 
The uneven, highly flexible tempo 
and untamed melody kept one 
guessing about what would come 


In order to balance this highly 
abstract material, .provide colorful 
contrast and show eclectic tastes. 
Mrs. Gillett followed with another 
composition by Theobald Boehm. 
Souvenir des Alpes. Andante Can 
tabile. opus 27. accompanied once 
again by Kristin Stewart’s compli 
mentary. precise, and lively piano 
playing. Ihis piece, in contrast to 
the (me before it. was major 
sounding, harmonious and quite 
recognizably melodic. 

The evening came to a close 
with Sonate en Concert by Jean 
Michel Damase. another twentieth 
century composer. Consisting of 
seven short sections, it sounded 
slightly jazz influenced. The music 
of the piano and flute gave one a 
sense of freshness, tenderness, 
cheer and hope. 

In the Intermezzo section. Mrs. 
Gillett’s flute sounded like a little 
bird singing. Aria was slower and 
set i mood similar to that which 
one feels while listening to a gentle 
Moody Blues song. In Gigue. the 
pace built up to a frantic stream of 
notes, and then the music peaked 
and ended decisively, appropriate 
for the brilliant display of musical 
energy which it completed. 


Before this concert I had al 
ways considered the flute somewhat 
fragile and limited in its expression 
when compared with the trumpet 
or the violin, but this concert 
helped me to see both the great 
versatility and power of the flute as 
a solo instrument. 

Nancy Gillett surely proved 
herself a technical and spiritual 
master of her instrument and creat 
ed much to be appreciated and en 
joyed It is hoped that we will be 
hearing her talent in the near fu 
ture, as well as that of other musi 
dans who will be performing 
throughout the rest of the Music 
Scholarship Concert Series. Next 
on the bill is do Ann Racquet Sims, 
soprano, on February (>.

IN EUROPE PROGRAM

This summer, 30 students,* 
primarily from Bradley, will be 
spending approximately six 
weeks in Europe while earning a 
total of 12 credit hours. 

Dr. Elmo Roach, chairman of 
the department of history, along 
with Dr. Joyce Pandelis, of the 
philosophy and religion depart¬ 
ments, and Dr. Bernard Zant, 
professor of sociology, will be 
accompanying the students on 
the trip. Roach has been doing 
this with the department of his¬ 
tory since 1969, and Pandelis 
went for the first time last year. 

"This is a 12 credit hour gen¬ 
eral education summer semester 
in Europe," Roach said. 

The basic itinerary will 
include spending one week in 
London, England, one week in 
Paris, France, three weeks in 
Grindelwald, Switzerland, three 
days in Amsterdam, Holland 
and three days in Brugge, Bel¬ 
gium. 

Roach said, "Any major can 
apply, it's general education. It 
should be especially emphasized 
that it is for all majors." 

Nine of the 12 credit hours 
will be earned in Europe. When 
the group is in Switzerland, they 
will take a three hour course in 
philosophy that will be taught 



by Pandelis. 

"The important thing," Pan¬ 
delis stressed, "is that there will 
be close interaction between 
students and faculty rather than 
just a rigid lecture classroom 
atmosphere." 

When the group is in London 
and Paris, they will study three 
credit hours worth of sociology 
under the direction of Zant. The 
course will deal with compara¬ 
tive criminal justice, and the 
students will be studying the 
theories of the criminal justice 
systems in London and Paris. 

The third of the courses will 
be taught by Roach. He will be 
emphasizing the cultural history 
of Europe with special emphasis 
on the evolution of European 
architecture. 

"We will be studying architec¬ 
ture as it is a reflection of the 
times," Roach said. 

"The last three credit hours 
will be earned through indepen¬ 
dent sludies after the group 
returns from Europe," Pandelis 
said. "A student may pick up on 
a theme and say, 'Hey, I'd like 
to deal with this further' and he 
can discuss it with one of us 
and elaborate on it." 

Pandelis and Roach also view 
the trip to Europe as an oppor¬ 


tunity to grow as a human 
being. 

"1 view it as a maturing 
experience. I mean, the self- 
confidence you gain from it, 
and the cultures you come in 
contact with," said Pandelis. 

The group will be leaving 
Peoria June 6 and will return 
around July 15. The cost will be 
$2995. This includes round-trip 
airfare, 12 hours of Bradley tui¬ 
tion, transportation, accorhfno- 
dations, and breakfast. In 
Switzerland, all three meals are 
provided for. 

A brochure will be circulated 
to Bradley students the week 
prior to Thanksgiving. For 
further information, contact 
either Roach, Pandelis or Zanf.

Lindeman, a recreation major 
from Maine West High, hit nine 
home runs, had 42 RBI and 
baited .433 in the fall.

An art major from LaSalle 
High School, Bob Windy has 
played regularly for three years 
in the Bradley outfield.

Lindeman and DeButch led in 
stolen bases with eight. As a

There’s a new sport in town.

Patrick’s 
father is Lynn Patrick and his 
grandfather Lester Patrick both 
are in the NHL hall of fame. 
Patrick, 32, played for three 
NHL teams himself, in addition 
to US World and National 
teams. 

What Patrick has brought to 
the Prancers is top-notch defen¬ 
sive hockey along with the wide 


open style played in Europe. 

"Patrick has us playing funda¬ 
mental hockey,” said the Pranc¬ 
ers’ top scorer, center Rob 
Davies. "People should like our 
style and by winning and play¬ 
ing that way, people will come 
out to see us."

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Lovelace cafeteria may close to sa ve m one y 
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Lovelac^afeteri^^onsidere^he one cafeteria on campus with a comfortable atmoi 

residents object highly to the possible closing of that cafeteria.

Eighty-five Lovelace Hall 
residents showed their disappro¬ 
val of a possible closing of their 
cafeteria Wednesday, as they 
• went to the administration 
building to speak with Dr. Tho¬ 
mas Huddleston, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs. 

Currently, the administration, 
especially James Koopman, vice 
president for business affairs, is 
deciding whether to close the 
cafeteria for next semester in 
order to save money. 

Not only did the students 
approach the administrators, but 
they handed Koopman a peti¬ 
tion with 816 signatures on it. 

"We're taking a look at clos¬ 
ing Lovelace,” Koopman said in 
an Inter Dorm Council (1DC) 
meeting open forum Wednes¬ 
day, "but the decision will be 
made on logic, your (student) 
input, our input, and dollars 
and cents. A final decision 
hasn't been made, and a peti¬ 
tion won't sway the logic.” 

Closing the cafeteria, Koop¬ 
man said, would save the 
University about $40 thousand 
in one semester. 

The savings would come 
"mainly from employees,” 
according to Housing Director 
Mike Murphy. "They have a 
complicated system because of 
their union; seniority deter¬ 
mines lay-offs and shifts." 

Bradley Business Manager 
Ken Goldin said he suggested 
the Lovelace cafeteria closing be 
looked at as a cost-cutter. Mur¬ 
phy said it is because the 
cafeteria is the smallest on 
campus, and its equipment is 
the oldest. 

As each spring semester 


begins, Murphy estimated a 
drop of at least 200 students, 
and Lovelace cafeteria feeds 
around 200 for lunch, so Mur¬ 
phy said that would even out 
next semester, were the 
cafeteria to close. 

Murphy said meetings have 
been held on this issue because 
the University's electric bills 
have skyrocketed with the 
recent Central Illinois Light 
Company (C1LCO) increase. 

"We're at a question of 'How 
hard is the winter going to be?’” 
Murphy said, adding that 
CILCO bills are higher this 
winter, and must be accounted 
for there, too. 

When the Lovelace residents 
heard of the issue at a Student 
Senate meeting Monday, 
resident Russ Chadwick decided 
to do something about it, and 
he organized the other residents 
to express their opinions collec¬ 
tively to the administration. 

"Closing the cafeteria would 
isolate us from the rest of the 
campus," Chadwick said. "It's 
the only cafeteria on campus 
that actually looks like a 
cafeteria. We wanted to give 
them a list of grievances, and 
maybe give them some sugges¬ 
tions on how they can save 
money elsewhere.” 

Wednesday afternoon, the 85 
residents and concerned stu¬ 
dents arrived at Swords Hall to 
speak with Huddleston. The 
meeting was immediately 
moved to Olin 181 to house 
everybody. 

Huddleston told the students 
that a decision will be reached 
by December l, and he assured 
them they would definately 
have input. 

"I’d rather eat in Lovelacp 



cafeteria than any other," Hud¬ 
dleston said. 

Lovelace resident Brian 
Schooley spoke often about 
housing contracts and foresight. 

"When I signed the contract 
for a full year, I expected to eat 
in Lovelace," Schooley said 
"We’re saying, we want you to 
buy us another semester." 

Trh talking about foresight," 
he continued "We used 
foresight to live here, and 1 
think the University could have 
used a little more foresight in 
this situation." 

Huddleston expressed that he 
fell there has been a problem 
with miscommunication con¬ 
cerning "who was going to do 
what and what was going to. 
happen." 

An hour later, about one 
hundred students crowded the 
Student Center Ballroom to 
address their questions during 
the 1DC open forum. Adminis¬ 
trators present were Koopman, 
Huddleston, Goldin, Murphy 
and Bob Byczynski, director of 


food service. 

Many of the concerns 
expressed at the open forum 
were similar -to those asked of 
Huddleston earlier that day; 
however, more students and 
administrators were present. 

Lovelace resident Brett E. 
Cloud told the forum that he is 
particularly concerned about the 
possible closing because he is 
handicapped. 

"To eat in another builing 
would be very inconvenieni 
during xoocl weather," Cloud 
said, "andj in bad weather, it's 
virtually impossible. 

"1 don't know what I'm going 
to do if 1 even have to move 
somewhere like Geiserl because 
then my classes will be so far 
away," he added. 

Huddleston told the group he 
thought the administrative pro¬ 
cedures were handled improp¬ 
erly. 

"1 think all of us in this room 
would agree that the way it was 
handled was not appropriate," 
Huddleston said. 


The residents presented Hud¬ 
dleston, Goldin and Murphy 
with written complaints so they 
could carry the days input with 
them into their meetings. 

Lovelace Head Resident Jeff 
Cook said he thinks the men 
are well-founded in their 
feelings about the convenience 
factor. 

"A lot of the guys that 
planned living their whole year 
here did that because of the 
cafeteria," Cook said, "otherwise 
they may have gone somewhere 
else." 

"I can see the administrators 
point of view," Cook added, 
"these are hard times for every¬ 
one across the country, but I do 
feel other alternatives could 
have been looked at." 

He also said that the residents 
are very concerned, "they just 
want to be heard." 


Senate committee investigates security

Lack of communication is being blamed for 
increasing student fears of crime on campus, 
according to Ben Hershey, chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate ad-hoc security committee. 

"Students don't know what is going on," 
complained Hershey. "They keep hearing rumors 
and security isn't confirming or denying them." 

Hershey blamed the communication prob¬ 
lems on the campus security office in general, and 
director Dave Baer in specific. 

"If you go in to see Dave Baer, he says to put 
it down in writing," said Hershey. "Usually you 
don't know if it's solved." 

Baer said such information on continuing 
investigations was confidential and not available 
for general viewing. 

"I will not show that information," Baer said. 
"I don't show police reports to everybody and 
their brother." 

"I don't mind sitting down with any students, 
but when I discuss it, it's going to be in an open 
manner," Baer continued. "I'll stand behind my 
nine years here." 

Hershey said that he wished to know of no 
specific names involved in continuing cases, just 


the progress of security in handing the problems. 

"What we're trying to gel at is if this problem 
is occuring on campus ajid if it gels solved, just 
pul it in the paper — not with the names, just that 
it's been solved," Hershey said. 

"It would help the fears of people," continued 
Hershey. "It would give piece of mind to some 
people." 

The communication problem appears to be 
compounding other areas of the committees 
work. Several of the items cited by Hershey were 
explained differently by Baer. A few examples 
are: 

-Hershey claimed the department had been 
budgeted for the purchase of a new squad car for 
the last three years. Baer stated that a car had 
been budgeted for this year, but because of dec¬ 
lining enrollment and the subsequent budget 
cuts, the department opted to use the present car 
for another year. 

Hershey said the establishment of an all-campus 
escort service was being proposed, with the 
screening of an applicant to be done by.campus 
security. Baer said he knew of no plans_tqj|£E&gj2___ 


the applicants. 

--Hershey said the ad-hoc committee wants better 
control of the Tul’s tomb area following the 
disco's closing. Baer said such control was the 
city’s job. 

Baer went on to blame that inconsistency 
from term to term in the Senate is a major cause 
of the communication problems, and suggested 
better transfer of power and continuing concerns 
as aids in pinpointing the areas needing attention. 

"When the Senate makes the proposals, then 
they need to pass that on to succeeding members 
of the Senate," said Baer. "Usually every other 
year it goes one way or another." 

"It gels rather farcical," Baer added. 

Hershey had a more positive assessment of 
the situation, stating that several of the 
committee's proposals are being considered. 

"You've got a lot of wishy-washy people," 
said Hershey, "but so far it’s been I don't know 
of it."

It has finally come to the University's attention that the 
most desired cafeteria on campus may be closed for 
economic reasons. The administration, particularly James 
Koopman, vice president for business affairs, keeps saying 
the decision is not final. Before that final decision is made, 
the administrators directly involved should continue a 
thorough investigation considering all possibilities of keeping 
the cafeteria open. 

The problem, which was voiced by the Lovelace 
residents concerning their cafeteria, is the students directly 
involved weren’t notified. It was in effect kept a secret, and 
the residents were obviously upset. 

Even though it was kept a secret, secrets are meant to 
be broken, and the students found out about it. However, 
those dorm student representatives (the Inter Dorm Coun¬ 
cil) did not approach. The problem is they just let cook until 
it burned. 

John Bratyanski, IDC president, said in Wednesday’s 
IDC meeting, that he had found out about the possible clos¬ 
ing last Friday. Bradyanski should have immediately 
approached Mike Murphy, housing director, or Dr. Thomas 
Huddleston, associate provost for student affairs, and found 
out what the hell was going on. But he didn’t. Later in the 
same IDC meeting, Bratyanski said he just found out "two 
days ago," and had no time to respond! IDC gave the open 
forum "15 minutes," limiting its own people from discussing 
the issue. How long does it lake to go see Tom Huddleston? 

But, Tom Huddleston could have contacted Bratyanski 
about the issue, and gotten feedback early from the students, 
and Wednesday’s uproar would have been avoided. But 
Huddleston didn’t. If he had, IDC would have known, 
Lovelace residents would have known, and it could all be 
standing on better grounds. When IDC hears about possible 
major disruptions in any dorm, rumor or no rumor, the 
president should approach Huddleston and find out exactly 
what’s going on, then voice the opinion. 

Where was Student Senate when this entire thing was 
going on? It was discussed in a Senate meeting last Monday; 
however, no action was taken. If administrators tell students 
to wait, students should move! Senate, as well as IDC, is 
supposed to represent students, and Senate too did nothing. 

In the IDC meeting, Koopman said that in order to bal¬ 
ance this year’s budget, he has had to trim $250,000. But 
that is the estimation of the increase in Bradley’s electric bill. 
Why does money need to be saved NOW? Why can’t stu¬ 
dents in Lovelace wait another semester before their kitchen 
is taken from their house? 

The blame of negligence in the handling of this issue 
lies with the administration and with the students who knew: 
IDC and Senate should have been on top of it early, because 
the secret did slip out. And, it never should have been a 
secret in the first place. 

Before the final decision is reached, all student input 
should be deeply considered. The students are the ones who 
will have to live in the dorms ... and just visiting the dorms 
can’t constitute the actual living experience. Students do 
have feelings, and those feelings have been expressed. The 
administration should look at the feelings of the students as 
the primary consideration.

Rape 

Dear Editor, 

On behalf of the Council for 
Women's Awareness (CWA) we 
would like to thank the Scout for its 
coverage of an important issue - 
rape - both before and after the rape 
of a Bradley student. 

We, however, would like to add 
some comments about rape. It 
sometimes is not easy to promptly 
report the traumatic experience of 
rape like the Bradley victim did. The 
treatment rape victims receive from 
police, friends, relatives, defense 
attorneys and judges may add to'the 
uneasiness. It is hard for people who 
have not been through the trauma 
of rape to understand the rape 
victim’s anguish. 

Whereas the victim of the rape 
reported in the Scout did not know 
the attacker, "acquaintance rapes," 
(including social rapes, dale rapes, 
spouse rapes, incest), are the more 
frequent type, both in general and 
on this campus. They, also, often go 
unreporled for a number of reasons. 
It is hard to report a boyfriend, 
cousin or brother to the police. 

The Scout, in our opinion, did 
attempt to cover this often over¬ 
looked type of rape in the editorial 
which was explained as a "satire." 
But the editorial was an unrealistic 
portrayal of a rapist, who appeared 
insane. We also think the editorial 
was in poor taste, because the satiri¬ 
cal manner in which it was dealt is 
of little or no comfort to the rape 
victim. We understand that the 
Scout meant well, and that the edi¬ 
torial was presented for its dramatic 
effect. Still, in our concerned opin¬ 
ion, we feel that the attempt did not 
succeed; rather, it appeared to make 
light of a serious situation. 

Unfortunately, making light of 
this subject is quite common among 
our age. On Oct. 19, CWA spon¬ 
sored a rape prevention seminar, 
and only 12 people attended. On 
Oct. 25, a rape occurred. 

CWA will be sponsoring more 
of these seminars, and we hope 
more people will choose to benefit 
from them.

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,4 s one of the thirteen children 
in the small town of Alliance, 
Nebraska, Martin G. Abegg never 
suspected that he would someday 
be the president of a private

This month, A begg begins his 
12th year as Bradley's seventh 
| president. 

At the time he first moved into 
ithe president's office, the Univer- 
j sitv was still reeling from the 
tumultous 60's. Bradley and 
Abegg faced financial difficulties 
| und declining enrollment. 

The University has stabilized 
I under the leadership of President 
| Abegg. 

Thirty-five years ago. he began 
I his ascent to the presidency as a 
I student at Bradley, receiving a 
degree in general engineering. 

1 Abegg then accepted a temporary 
I position here as an instructor. 

He took some time off to obtain

^engineering. Eventually, he 
I became department chairman and 
I then dean of the college oj 
| engineering. 

Abegg's Bradley colleagues con- 
I sider him a team leader who is 
I always approachable. They also

But who is Martin G. Abegg?

We’re too tuition dependent 
and 1 don’t think that kind of a 
situation is healthy. 


SCOUT: Do you look for a 
situation like Notre Dame has - 
very strong alumni giving? 


ABEGG: It’s probably been 
four or five years no^. Bui we 
do have an accumulated deficit 
which we have about paid off. 
Hopefully we can find a way 
this year to complete that. But 
‘looking ahead the next few 
years, the concern I have is that 
we know we are going lo face a 
declining pool of 18-24 year old 
students. Therefore, we’ve got 
to either find ways of enlarging 
our share of the pool, or 
affecting the economies within 
the institution. While we can 
continue to program tuition 
increases, we never reach a 
point where we can do some of 
the things that I think need to 
be done.

Speaker

Though he did not add res 
the question, "Why Blacks Ki 
Blacks?" Dr. Alvin Poussainl 
did have a lot to say aboil 
racism. Poussainl spoke Tuesl

Poussainl, born in Harlem, 4 
an Associate Professor <1 
Psychiatry and Associate Deal 
of Student Affairs at 
Harvard Medical School.

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Braves, City of Peoria Celebrate 


At approximately 10 p.m. on 
the east coast last March 24, 
junior guard Barney Mines 
banked in a reverse layup for 
the last two points in the final 
game for the Bradley Braves last 
season. But unlike other years, 
the points capped off a victory 
and started a celebration which 
would ring through the night 
from Madison Ave. in New 
York to Main St. in Peoria. 

The victory, a 67-58 defeat of 
Big 10 foe Purdue, crowned the 
Braves of Dick Versace cham¬ 
pions of the 45th NIT and 
allowed them to not only show 
the NCAA tournament selec¬ 
tion committee it had made a 
big mistake by not choosing the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
champions, but it also kept the 
NIT crown in the Valley (Tulsa 
won in 1981). 

The Braves had proven their 
point in a big way by defeating 
American, Tulane, Syracuse 
and then, in the media capital 
of the world, Oklahoma and 
Purdue by an average ot 13.3 
points per game - a feat which 
had not been accomplished 
since the days when the NIT 
field had half as many entrants. 

’’The victory is sweet,” said 
Versace, who guided his Braves 
to victories in 20 of the team's 
final 24 games and an overall 
record of 26-10. ”This team and

mark) had they won so*many. 
The victory gave the school, an 
coast-to-coast travel (including 
Hawaii), a league champion¬ 
ship, a public humiliation and 
finally, five NIT win, were 
champions.

Not since 1950-51 had the 
Braves played so many games, 
and not since 1959-60 (an NIT 
championship year with a 27-2 


dverall record of 21-11 in NIT 
competition and the title lied 
BU with St. John's of New 
York for the most ever, four. It 
was the eighth time in 14 
appearances that the Braves had 
reached the final four of this 
tourney. 

In the NIT, nine of the 
Brave’s 10 players shot over 50 
percent from the field for five 
games while the five starters all 
averaged in double figures. 
Willie Scott, the 5-11 point 
guard, led the squad with 66 
percent shooting accuracy 
averaging 14.2 points and 7.4 
assists. Scott was named to the 
five man All-NIT team, while 
teammate Mitchell Anderson 
was selected as the tourney's 
Most Valuable Player. 

The Braves won the final two 
games without freshman Voise 
Winters who injured an ankle 
during a team practice the night 
before the Oklahoma game. 
David Thirdkill compensated by 
shutting down both David Little 
of Oklahoma and Keith Edmon¬ 
son of Purdue with top notch 
defense and the team recording 
stCciIs 

For the 2,000-plus Bradley 
fans who cheered the team on 
in New York's Madison Square 
Garden, it was an unforgettable 
experience. The Braves, after 36 
games, 14 overtime periods. 


The new Versace: The mellow fellow 



Held coach Dick Versace

Perhaps it’s just a sign of 
acceptance, but Dick Versace no 
longer appears to be the glib, 
outspoken man who predicted 
valley honors and national titles 
within days of being named 
head coach of the Braves. 

Last year’s Versace was a 
man who calmly called to his 
players from his courtside 
perch. The battles with the 
officials decreased; the loud out¬ 
bursts off the court subsided. 

It was enough to make an 
avid sports fan ask "Is this the 
guy who said "I'm an Italian 
who wears his heart on his 
sleeve?" Was this the man 
Jerry Klein of the Peoria Jour¬ 
nal Star compared to a knight of 
the realm, "gauntlet flung, 
charging onto the floor to do 
battle with implacable referees"? 

For 'some reason, that 


description doesn't seem to fit 
anymore. The sports informa¬ 
tion department’s words of 
"volatile" and "pugnacious" 
seem to speak of a different 
man. 

The 1982 Dick Versace seems 
more mellow than the 1979 pro¬ 
duct. 

"I don't think it's fair to judge 
what you saw in the first year as 
the definitive and final state¬ 
ment of who Dick Versace 
was," said Versace following a 
long pause. 

"That first year I had to set a 
goal of what was the most 
important, single aspect of 
effective change," explained 
Versace. "I felt that me getting 
in charge of things was more 
important." 

"It was more important than 
the number of wins, the 
number of losses -- more 
important than if I was winning 
a popularity contest with the 
die-hard Bradley fans, with the

alums, with the administration 
or anybody," he added. 

"It was more important than 
anything else that 1 take con¬ 
trol, and that’s what I did," Ver¬ 
sace continued. "Everything 
else became kind of secondary." 

"Once I got in control, I could 
begin to operate in the manner 
which would be, 1 would say, 
more efficient for the eventual¬ 
ity of what we achieved," he 
said. 

"So now I’m in control of 
every aspect of the program," 
said Versace. "Now I’ve gotten 
the program elevated to modern 
times, and we're not only where 
other schools are, we’re ahead 
of them." 

"All the areas that I once fell 
were important to me to con¬ 
trol, at least in that first year, 
really I can gel accomplished 
through my normal channels. 
So I’ve sort of let go." 

"Really, the guy you're seeing 
right now is more the real Dick 
Versace," he smiled. 

At times, it gets hard to see 
him - physically hard. He sits 
behind a desk covered with 
oriental sculptures, miniature 
airplanes and a towering trophy 
Bradley received for winning 
the Valley last year. 

The trophy isn't gawdy, 
though; it is but a single 
element of the office's entire 
decor. The shelves are filled 
with plaques and the walls are 
doited with posters extolling the 
virtures of Versace's endeavors. 

Even the phones here are 
answered with the catch phrase 
"Bradley Basketball, a cham¬ 
pionship program." 

"It's a world that continues to 
turn," said Versace. "It doesn’t 
stop; you don't gel off. You 
just continue to turn and do the 
best you can with what you 
have. 

"You go in the recruiting and 
hopefully fill some areas," he 
continued. "You avoid injuries 
and when it s s time to play a 
game, you put five guys out 
there and you do the best you 
can. 

"One of the things 1 see is 
that they're all pretty good 
offensive players. You can't 
control the game with pure 
offense, so we're going to see if 
we can strengthen our defense," 


he added. 

The new rule establishing a 
three-point shot isn't seen by 
Versace to have much of an 
impact on the game. 

"We're not going to make any 
major concessions to the rule," 
Versace said. "1 think it may 
change strategy late in the game 
or force a coach to make a cou¬ 
ple of decisions, maybe in the 
heart of the game, if a kid hits a 
couple of three-pointers." 

Versace criticized the NCAA 
decision to limit recruiting as 
making it difficult for the hard 
working schools to compete 
with what he called the "elite". 

"The elite recruit subliminally 
through the media, and it really 
isn't too subliminal,” said Ver¬ 
sace. "The people on the com¬ 
mittee are from the schools that 
are the elite. 

"They found the recruiting 
was distasteful, uncomfortable, 
and hard work," Versace contin¬ 
ued. "So they just ruled the 
way that was not distasteful, 
uncomfortable, or hard work to 
them. 

"It's just a rich gel richer 
situation," concluded Versace. 

The NCAA snubbing of 
Bradley last year still bothers 
Versace, though he’s now more 
reserved in his comments. 

"The only statement I'll make 
is that it was an honor and a 
pleasure and a priviledge 4o play 
in the NIT," said Versace. 

"But I also feel we had a team 
that could've been in the final 
four last year." 

When Versace signed his 
recent three-year contract with 
the University, some observers 
wondered why his boot heels 
weren't a wandering after four 
years at Bradley. 

These observers cite the fact 
that Versace has never lived 
anywhere for more than four ] 
years, with his fifth year in 
Peoria breaking that cycle. 
Despite his 18 year record of| 
290-105, the figures have been ■ 
accumulated at four different 1 
schools. 

"I think we're a pretty well 
oiled machine right now," said 
Versace. "I am thinking of 
other things." 

"It's really a compliment to 
Peoria that I've stayed here the 
longest of any place." 
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Bradley Braves season prospectus 

Leadership will be needed from backcourt 


It was during the NIT when 
the Bradley Braves were sir Lil¬ 
ting through the Big Apple rid¬ 
ing a wave of hot shooting, blis¬ 
tering last breaks and playing 
the type of defense that earned 
them the 451h National Invita¬ 
tional Tournament champion¬ 
ship. * 

But lime has marched on for 
coach Dick Versace and his 
Braves. The careers of Mitchell 
Anderson, David Thirdkill and 
Donald Reese are over and the 
remaining members must start 
again. 

The team will start the 1982- 
83 season with the same con¬ 
cepts and theories which 
enabled them to be a dominant 
team in the Missouri Valley 
Conference over the past three 
seasons: team defense, a discip¬ 
lined offense and a never-say- 
die altitude. 

That combination has earned 
the Braves two league titles, a 
league tournament champion¬ 
ship, an NCAA appearance, an 
NIT championship and a 70 
percent winning percentage 
since the end of the 1979 sea¬ 
son. Noone else in the Valley 
can match that record or the 
Brave's 67 wins in the past 
three seasons. 

Spearheading the 1982-83 
attack will be Willie Scott, an 
All-NIT selection and probably 
the quickest player in the 
league. The 5-11 point guard 
averaged 8.1 points per game 
last seson. He nearly doubled 
that mark in live NIT games 
and set the BU season assist 
record with 222. Twenty of 
those assists were against Indi¬ 
ana Slate in the Valley's post 
season tournament. His running 
mate, Barney Mines, will be 
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back as well as Tddic Mathews, 
the third senior guard on the 
team. 

The other two returning let- 
lerwinners can be found up 
front - sophomore foward Voise 
Winters will own one starting 
spot while the other two front 
line positions are up for grabs. 
Winters, who averaged 6.6 
points a game while shooting 45 
percent from the field, was 
another late bloomer in the 
Braves' title season. His 18 
points helped Bradley defeat 
Tulsa on the regular season's 
final day last February. He fol¬ 
lowed that up with a career high 
23 points against Indiana Slate 
in round one of the league's 
post season tournament. 


Winters was shooting 57 per¬ 
cent from the field in the three 
NIT games before suffering an 
ankle-injury. 

Anthony Webster, like 
Winters a 6foot-7 sophomore 
loward, will see a lot of playing 
time this season. In all. with the 
graduation of three seniors, plus 
the tranfer of Fddie Harris and 
Kerry Cook signing a profes¬ 
sional baseball contract. Versace 
will only have 36 percent of his 
scoring and 27 percent of his 
rebounding return. 

But that's where the new 
blood comes in. Booker John¬ 
son, a 6-5 JUCO All American 
from Three Rivers Community 
College, and CJreg Willie, a 6-4 
guard from Oak Iliil Academy, 


are talented enough to step 
right in and start. Roosevelt 
Davison, a 6-4 foward out of 
Florida's Brevard Junior Col¬ 
lege, is not far behind. 

Another Oak Hill Academy 
grad, 6-7 Franz Smith, will back 
up the front line, and 5-11 
speedster Melvin Harden, out 
of Pratt Junior College, will 
back up Scott and Mathews at 
the point.

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The question in the Missouri 
Valley Conference this year is 
how to top last year.

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Say goodbye to the field house

Robertson Memorial Field 
House has now become the 
place Bradley used to play 
basketball, a sad, but realitic 
fact to long-time Bradley fol¬ 
lowers. 

The Famous Five," the 
point shaving scandal and a 73- 
57 victory over Houston in Dec. 
of 1949 mean little to Bradley 
students currently on campus. 
In fact, these events in Bradley 
basketball history happened 
before most of today's students 
were born. 

The students, however, were 
able to relive a small part of the 
33 years spent playing basket: 
ball in the field house by 
attending the games, listening 
to the deafening crowds and 
watching the Braves win. 

Although the Bradley pro¬ 
gram has outgrown the Held 
house, the memories of All- 
Americans Chet Walker, Bobby 
Ford, Gene Melchiorre, Roger 
Phegley and Mitchell Anderson 
will live on... Civic Center or 
not. 

"You know, I'm kind of glad 
l missed the Civic Center," said 
Anderson, in a .Journal Star 
story last year. I liked playing 
in the field house - the noise, 
the fans right there on top of 
iyou." 

It was for those reasons that 
Anderson mentioned and an 
opportunity to attract higher 
‘caliber teams that prompted the 
building of the S56 million 
downtown arena. It was inevit¬ 
able the Bradley program would 
outgrow the field house. Popu¬ 
larity in the program has grown 
constantly in the teams * 80- 
year history. In the 1980-81 sea¬ 
son, Bradley sold out in every 
one of its 14 home games. 


Marshall H. Lipkin, a 1958 
graduate of Bradley, has been a 
theater seal ticket holder the 
past 17 years Lipkin said the 
transition should be an enjoy 
able one for the fans. "We 
enjoyed all the games in the 
field house, but the Civic 
Center will give more people a 
chance to see the games, he 
said. The Civic Center's 10,400 
seats will allow 3,000 more fans 
to see the games than the field 
house. 

The program may be bigger, 
but trying to convince former 
coaches and players it's better 
would be fruitless. Joe Slowed, 
a former Bradley Coach, has as 
many memories of the field 
house as he has traffic tickets. 

Slowed's career behind the 
Brave's bench spans 13 seasons 
and 197 victories. Wins over 
Cincinnati when they had Oscar 
Roberslson and Louisville the 
year they made it to the NCAA 
semi-finals, were the first 
Slowed mentioned. Slowed 
coached longer than anyone in 
the field house and said the 
move to the Civic Center will 
be an adjustment for every 
Bradley fan. 

It's something I think most 
schools have to go through at 
one lime. You have to make 
your own tradition," he said. 
"It's a bit unfortunate for the 
students moving the games off 
campus again. We'll just have to 
establish a new tradition in a 
new surrounding," said Slowed. 

It was in the field house the 
coaches Slowed, Chuck Ors- 
born, Forrdy Anderson, Bob 
Vanatta and Dick Versace pro¬ 
duced teams the won 387 of 
485 games since 1949. 

In that year construction of 
the field house began. An air¬ 


plane hanger was backed up 
against another hanger that was 
already on campus. A few 
months later, Bradley opened 
it's first field house season with 
a 73-57 victory over Houston. 
The building was named after 
A.J. Robertson who was coach 
and athletic director at Bradley 
for 28 years. 

There has been only one los¬ 
ing season in the field house in 
the 1954-55 season, but that is 
greatly outweighed by the suc¬ 
cess Bradley has had, including 


a 46-game home winning streak 
from 1957-60. 

C huck Buescher played in the 
1966-67 season when the 
Braves went 17-9. Buescher 
later became an assistant under 
Slowed making him one of the 
few people who can claim to 
have played, been a coach and a 
fan in the field house. 

"I guess it (the downtown 
move) was necessary because of 
the magnitude of Bradley 
basketball. You can't play in a 
facility that is a hinderance,* 


said Buescher. I'm really going 
to miss it. 1 think the fans will 
miss it as much as anybody. 

It's true that the Braves will 
be able to attract better teams 
and allow more fans to watch 
the games. The Peoria com¬ 
munity has it's top notch facility 
and Bradley opponents won't 
have to lace the pit" anymore. 
But moderi/alion may not be 
able to replace 7.300 closely 
knit fans or the Brave's reputa¬ 
tion of consislantly turning back 
the best teams in America.

The Peoria Civic Center, the 
home of the Bradley Braves is a 
large, clean, beautiful and 
modern facility. It seals approxi¬ 
mately 5,000 more fans than 
Robertson Memorial Field 
House. It has a fancy new 
scoreboard with cute little elec¬ 
tronic cartoons. 

The arena can be used for 
hockey .(it is the home of the 
new Peoria Prancers), rodeos, 
concerts, circuses in addition to 
its use for basketball games. 
Those who have been to 
Chicago’s Rosemonl I lorizon 
might notice the similarity in 
miniature. 

But it's going to take some 
getting used to. 

For one thing, this place has 
a primary flaw. When it was 
designed the scoring tables and 
team bench areas are on the 
same level, as the court. Some¬ 
one forgot to tell them to raise 
the floor (or lower the rest of 
the stadium). 

My point is the field house 
was known among the sophisti¬ 
cated basketball colleges as the 
pit." The pit is simply an arena 
where the home team doesn't 
lose much. Between 1949 and 
1982, Bradley won 399 game 
there. 

The Braves, of course. 


couldn’t have won 399 games in 
any stadium if they hadn't pro¬ 
duced good teams. But they had 
ihe pit going for them - a sixth 
man who played for 33 years. 
The shape of the old. airplane 
hangers allowed some 7,300 
people to make an incredible 
amount of noise. Opposing 
teams had to be scared to death 
Of falling off' the floor and into 
the laps of some of those 7,300 
hostile fans. 

The old building had charac¬ 
ter. It didn’t die hard, or at least 
the 1981-82 Braves wouldn't let 
it. Because of the ups and 
downs of the squad during the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
Tournament, coupled with their 
success in the NIT, the final 
game in the field house never 
seemed certain. The fate of the 
field house, however, was cer¬ 
tain last March when the Braves 
beat Tulane on their way to an 
eventual NIT title. There was a 
hominess about the place that 
everyone appreciated.

Barone says backcourt will 
be Braves 'strength

Within most basketball pro¬ 
grams at colleges and universi¬ 
ties across the country, the 
coaching staff is structured 
around one head coach and a 
couple of assistants who deal 
with recruiting. 

Thai's not the case at Bradley 
University. That’s because of 
the instrumental force that 
associate coach Tony Barone 
plays in working with head 
coach Dick Versace. 

Barone coordinates work 
within the program at every 
level including recruiting, prac¬ 
tices, scouting and business 
operations. Versace calls Barone 
"the organization man." 

Dick and 1 work very close 
together on all avenues of the 
basketball operation," said 
Barone. "We're working hand in 
hand on the majority of the 
things that go on within the 
program and that’s why l m an 
associate with him." 

Barone’s job, Tioweyer, 
doesn't deal with just organiza¬ 


tion. His input is very valuable 
during games also. "Dick and I 
will bounce things off each 
other on the bench quite a bit. 
He's willing to allow me to offer 
suggestions, and then if he likes 
the suggestion, use it. 

"Dick does not have the ego 
that most head coaches have 
when it comes to credit as far as 
who designed this and who put 
this in," said Barone. "The bot¬ 
tom line for our basketball pro¬ 
gram is that we're successful. 
And as a group of coaches, we 
work for that particular goal. 
Dick is probably the best coach 
in the country at being willing 
to allow his assistants to do a 
lot of work." 

Barone has been successful in 
basketball for a long time. In 
high school, he was an All-Stale 
selection at St. George in 
Evanston, III. His high school 
career earned him a scholarship 
to Duke University, where he 
was an academic All-American 
and captain on the basketball 
team. While at Duke, the Blue 
Devils placed 3rd in the NCAA

finals and won two NIT crowns. 

Barone joined Versace at 
Bradley for the 1978-79 season 
after 11 years of previous 
coaching experience. That 
included slops at St. George and 
Chicago Gordon Tech as assis¬ 
tants. He was the head coach at 
Ml. Carmel and St. Rita in Chi¬ 
cago for two and four years 
respectively, plus three years as 
an assistant as Duke. 

With Barone's coaching suc¬ 
cess, there's no doubt a head 
coaching job at a university 
looms ahead for him. "It's time 
for me to look at a number of 
opportunities," said Barone. 
"I've been offered some in the 
last couple of years and really 
haven't pursued them. But now 
I think it's lime that 1 start 
looking into some of those 
options." 

But for now, Barone’s major 
concern is the 1982-83 edition 
of the Braves. He feels that 
this year's team will have a 
tremendous backcourt, but that 
the front line is questionable. 

"It's going to be a rookie 
team from the standpoint of our 
backline, even though Voise 
(Winters) contributed a great 
deal last year. He's the only 
experienced guy we have there. 

"Our guard situation is out¬ 
standing. I think that Willie 
Scott, Eddie Mathews and Bar¬ 
ney Mines are going to be'three 
| of the finest guards on any team 
! in the country," said Barone. 

"It's a different situation than 
we've had here because nor¬ 
mally we've had veteran back- 
lines and our guards have 
filtered in and out. Now our 
guards are going to be the 
strength of the team with the 
backline having to develop,” he 
said. 

Building this year's team back 
into a champion will require a 
lot of hard work between the 
coaches and the players. But 
that's the part of the job Barone 
enjoys most. 

"The thing I enjoy most is the 
closeness that can develop 
between the players here at 
Bradley and the coaches. 1 like 
the practice sessions a lot 
because at that lime you're 
really coaching," he said.

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Cafeteria decision to be made soon

Lovelace residents may have 
to wait a few weeks for a final 
decision on what will happen to 
their cafeteria. 

James Koopman, vice 
president for business affairs, 
said he would be derelict in his 
duties if he didn't look into 
alternatives to closing the 
cafeteria, and a definite decision 
has not yet been made. 

Tuesday evening Koopman 
held a meeting with various stu¬ 
dents and administrators to 
decide which alternatives were 
the most applicable. 

Students present at the meet¬ 
ing were: Nathan Martin, all 
school president; John Bratyan- 
ski, president of Interdorm 


Council; Jeff Cook, Lovelace 
Head Resident; Gabe De Mat- 
leo, Lovelace Assistant Head 
Resident; Brian Schooley, 
Lovelace resident; and Mark 
Konke, president of the 
Lovelace-Sisson dorm council. 
Administrators present were: 
Koopman, Ken Goldin, busi¬ 
ness manager; Mike Murphy, 
director of housing; Dr. Tho¬ 
mas Huddleston, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs; and Ed 
King, director of residential life 
and student judicial system. 

Koopman had derived four 
alternatives to closing the 
cafeteria, and said he was look¬ 
ing at all five alternatives, one 
of which is closing it. 

"Any decision we make will 
affect the entire dorm system," 
Goldin said. "Had we commun¬ 


icated it better, it might have 
been accepted; I'm not sure we 
can make up the money Mr. 
Koopman's set up." 

Koopman said the University 
definitely has a financial prob¬ 
lem. "I don't think Lovelace 
cafeteria should be penalized in 
and of itself," he said. "Sure I'd 
like to find $150,000, but the 
doors of the University aren’t 
going to swing shut June 1 if we 
don’t." 

Of the five alternatives, the 
students at the meeting said the 
second was the best: stating that 
the cafeteria would serve a full 
breakfast, a full lunch, and no 
dinner. 

"The residents want full 
meals," Cook said. "They’d 
rather give up dinner mainly 
because most of their classes 


center around breakfast and 
lunch. They’ve planned their 
lives around eating there." 

Schooley said that many 
engineering and business majors 
like to eat early meals there 
because Lovelace cafeteria is 
closest to those academic build¬ 
ings. 

"I’m just trying to think of a 
convenience factor," he said. 

Huddleston said if the 
cafeteria closes in January, 
there is a possibility it would 
re-open in August; however, its 
equipment is loo old to work 
much longer, so it would have 
to be replaced. 

"There is no decision on 
Lovelace for next year," Goldin 
said. "Around August we’ll 
make our recommendations to 
the University, and those will 


go to the proper administrators; 
but it has definitely not been 
settled." 

Martin expressed concerns 

that the rest of the students on 
campus don’t really care about 
the cafeteria closing, but other 
students on campus eat there. 
Cook and Schooley both 
decided to present a question¬ 
naire to Lovelace residents and 
students who eat in the 

cafeteria. 

The administration will wait 
on its final decision until the 
results of the questionnaire are 
in. Should the cafeteria close in 
January, Koopman said the 

space would probably be used as 
a study facility. 
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Because so many showers aren't working properly. Shea Manning, Don Washburn, Gokhan Cuceloglu, Mike 
Pierce and Brad Ross are forced to take their turns in the only working shower. 


Finally getting his turn in the shower, Mike

Waking up on a Saturday morning, a 
student ventures into the dorm bath¬ 
room, and upon seeing the conditions, 
wants to turn right around and walk back 
out. 

Upkeep of dorm bathrooms has 
been a.problem this semester and in the 
past, but Housing Director Mike Murphy 
, said those bathroom problems are about 
to be taken care of. 

"Two bathrooms in Williams will be 
re-done over Christmas," Murphy said, 

I at the cost of about $23,000 to.$25,000. 
We’ll also be replacing a great deal of 
piping in those showers." 

Many complaints have come from 
the floors in Williams Hall which have 
old bathrooms that have not been reno¬ 
vated since the building was built in 
1965. 

Last Christmas the two bathrooms 
on Williams 2 and 3 were re-done, and 
"everybody was pleased with the renova¬ 
tions," according to Bonnay Webster, 
I Head Resident. 

Webster sighted part of the problem 
^ as student negligence. 

"When the housekeepers come in 


the next day," Webster said, "it may be a 
mess. How much is part of the students 
control? It’s their responsibility to help 
keep it up." 

Williams Assistant Head Resident 
John Nesler lives on Williams 4 where 
most of the complaints have come from, 
and said there has been flooding into the 
hallways in the walkways between the 
two sides of the floor. 

"It’s constant standing that comes 
up between the tiles," ' Nester said. 
"Water occasionally stands in front of the 
showers, and it’s been a problem since 
last summer. * 

"The residents have been okay all 
semester on both sides," Nester contin¬ 
ued. "It’s been quite a few years since 
Williams was closed down to do neces¬ 
sary work. It’s time for Williams to get 
looked at." 

Heitz is another residential hall on 
campus that is having real problems. 

"Construction-wise, Heitz is the 
worst," Murphy said. 

According to Heitz Head Resident 
Regina McNally, the bathrooms have 
"deteriorated," and "it would be nice if 


we could gel them done over." 

Heitz ground floor Resident Advisor 
Don McKenna said the men’s bath¬ 
rooms "just look pretty bad." He added 
that there’s always a puddle around the 
faucets and there’s always a leak in front 
of the showers. 

"We’ve called maintenance," 

McKenna added, "and the residents have 
complained a lot. But now they've 

decided to sit back and slick with it. 

They've seen the plumbers working. 

There isn’t a shine to the floors anymore 
-- they look dirty." 

Murphy said the Heitz floors have 
just been worn down. 

"I know Heitz Hall is waxed and it 
still looks horrible," Murphy said. "Heitz 
Hall has to have all floor and ceiling tiles 
re-done, and the lighting has to be done. 

"If a bathroom is done at an esti¬ 
mate of $25,000," he continued, "we’re 
talking maybe a quarter million to do all 
those bathrooms." 

Murphy cited Harper as another 
dorm with varied bathroom problems. 
"The shower bases need to be ground 
down and sealed properly, some of the 
stall doors are gone, and they lose a lot 


of globes in the men’s bathrooms." 

Jim Martin, Harper/Wyckoff Head 
Resident, said he hasn't heard too many 
complaints from the residents. "The 
housecleaning is a lot better than it was 
last year, though." 

Geiserl and University Halls have 
bathrooms that are primarily in good 
shape, Murphy said, and the bathrooms 
in the new dorms have primarily stayed 
nice. 

New bathrooms have been put in 
Lovelace, Sisson and Wyckoff, and Mur¬ 
phy feels the model is fine and he plans 
to use the same bathroom model in Wil¬ 
liams and Heitz. 

He added that bathrooms are an 
important part for students. 

"In the dorms, they’ve got their 
rooms, a hallway and a bathroom," Mur¬ 
phy said. "The questions we constantly 
ask are: 'Was the bathroom decent to 
start with?’ and 'How do we keep it 
decent?’"

Senate discusses Scout

There was a motion later in 
the meeting to write a letter to 
the appropriate administrative 
officials, urging them to con¬ 
sider other alternative cost cut¬ 
ting options as strongly as they 
view the Lovelace cafeteria clos¬ 
ing. This passed unanimously.

Dear "dying to get even," 

No, don't tell the RA just 
yet. From your letter I assume 
you have not been talking to 
your roommate personally. She 
is the place to start. It's hard 
sometimes to share concerns 
because we don’t want to hurt 
or let the other person think we 
are rejecting them or are angry 
aj. them. Building solid, close 
and working relationships takes 
continual feeding and watering. 
The RA can act as a moderator, 
but later. Begin with one subject 
at a time - the cat. Tell her for 
health reasons you must ask 
that she give up the cat. Don’t 
try to punish or try to get even 
with her. That only leaves her 
in control. You want to be in 
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control. The assertive person 
speaks up about their needs and 
wants.

Not having a six fooler on 
the 12-man roster may haunt 
Stowell's team as they, begin 
their first NCAA Division I sea¬ 
son, but "we're not going to 
play anybody and believe we 
can't win..." 

"We're mainly going to be 
playing better teams so we've 
got to make sure we get the 
position because we don't have 
the height," said senior center 
Roxanne Grabow. At 5foot-ll, 
180 pounds, Grabow is the big¬ 
gest player on the team.

Swim team drops 
first match

Two first place finishes by 
Rick Velde and one by the 400 
meter relay team were not 
enough as the Bradley swim¬ 
ming team lost the first meet of 
the season last Sat. to the 
University of Missouri 71-42. 

Velde captured first place in 
the 50-meter freestyle with a 
time of :21.7, and the 100- 
meter freestyle in :47.9. The 
relay team of Velde, Jim Burke, 
Mike Murray and Ray Perisin 
won the 400-meter freestyle 
event in 2:11.6. 

Having an opener with Mis¬ 
souri demonstrates how far the 
Braves have come in recent 
years and where they are 
headed. "We don't swim the 
Illinois Privates anymore," said 
swimming coach Jim Sprink, 
owner of a 150-123-1 record in 
23 years at Bradley. "It simply 
wasn't challenging enough. 
We've dropped some schools 
off our schedule and added Mis¬ 
souri and Western Kentucky 
because we want to step up in 
class a little." 

Improving the program has 
been even a bigger goal for the 
team since_ 1976 when the 
campus built a pool of its own. 
Since then, Bradley has won 55 
of 67 dual meets against some 
of the best competition in the 
midwest. 

"We're starting to get the best 
swimmers in the state now," 
said Spink. "1 used to think that 
if we only got the two best 
swimmers in Peoria each year, 
that we'd be okay. And we did 
with (Eric) Peterson and (Bob) 
Ruble and now with Rick Velde 
and Burke."

Cooper

The Bradley Braves' prospects 
for the 1982-83 season were 
dealt a severe blow with the 
announcement Tuesday that 
freshman center Pierre Cooper 
would be sidelined for the 
second year in a row, and possi¬ 
bly for his basketball career. It 
comes as a result of a 
recurrence of a blood clot in his 
leg, something which kept him 
out of action last season. 

The cause of last year’s injury 
was a mystery. Following the 
formation of a blood clot in his 
upper right thigh came two 
smaller clots, which broke off 
and entered his lungs. That plus 
an additional clot which formed 
in the same leg, kept Cooper 
hospitalized, for almost two 
month last year. 

But Cooper, who was 
redshirted last year, seemed to 
be making a remarkable come¬ 
back. On Dec. 4, however, 
another clot formed in his leg 
sending him back to the hospi¬ 
tal. 

This year there may have 
been an apparent cause when 
he was accidently kicked in his 
leg in practice a few days before 
the clot formed. Regardless of 
the cause, the incident casts a 
dark shadow over whether 
Cooper can ever play basketball 
again. 

As of now he will not be 
playing, ’ll was Pierre's choice," 
said Bradley head trainer Char¬ 
lie Davis. "That’s all I know 
right now." 

Cooper, who has been 
described by coach Dick Ver¬ 
sace as one of the "keys" of this 
year's team, was being looked 
to fill a gap left by Donald 
Reese. Cooper's decision not to 
play my force Versace to move 
Voise Winters to foward to 
center. 


Anthony Webster is another 
possibility, but the Braves will 
probably play three fowards and 
have no true center. 

The Braves first game is 
over Thanksgiving break on 
Nov. 27 at 8:05 in the Civic 
Center against Loyola.

A Bradley woman awoke last 
Saturday finding a man holding 
a lit match. She was in her Wil¬ 
liams dorm room asleep at 5:15 
a.m. 

She yelled, v What are you 
doing in my room?" and he fled 
to the women’s bathroom. She 
immediately called security. 

■ "Security soon called me 
back," she said, "and said they 
had caught the guy. 1 told them 
that was impossible because I 
could see the guy peeking his 
head out of the lady’s room 
every once in a while. They 
came over, finally, and found 
him hiding in a shower stall." 

Apparently, the intruder had 
tried several other doorknobs 
before finding her door 
unlocked. She added that some 
main doors are easily accessible. 

Charles Powley, 19, of 2908 
W. Kenwood, who is not a 
Bradley student, was eventually 
arrested by security and charged 
with trespassing; however, the 
state’s attorney’s office officially 
charged him with disorderly 
conduct. 

The charge read that he did 
knowingly and without authority 
enter the residential dorm 
room; and did it in the early 
morning hours, in such an 


unreasonable manner as to 
alarm and disturb her and pro¬ 
voke a breech of the peace. 

According to the state’s 
attorney’s office, Powley has no 
previous record, he is presently 
bonded out of jail and he’s 
scheduled to appear in court 
Dec. 22. 

"He had no business being in 
her room, or in the dorm for 
that matter," said Dave Baer, 
security director. 

Sometimes, Baer added, a 
student will go out of a dorm 
door, and for convenience will 
place a piece of paper or a stick 
in the doorway. 

"People are going in those 
doors and stealing things," he 
said, "and lately it’s been a 
problem, especially the last 
three weeks." 

Baer highly encourages stu¬ 
dents to make sure they lock 
their doors at all times and they 
check that the main door is 
closed and locked at night. 

Housing director Mike Mur¬ 
phy said the problem is more 
one of trouble with doors that 
won’t latch properly than doors 
being broken into. 

"I would like to replace the 
doors in Williams on the 
University Avenue side, and 
we’ve replaced so man y doors 
in the past three or four years," 
Murphy said.

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Job-seekers face problems

Bradley’s job-seekers are facing particularly 
difficult times these days. 

"Anyone who gets a plant tour is doing well," 
said Tom Smith, director of the career develop¬ 
ment center. 

According to Smith, offers are down 17 per¬ 
cent nationwide and on-campus interviews are 
down 19 percent at Bradley. Even the technical 
majors — engineering, computer science, business 
— are feeling the downturn. 

"It’s a rude awakening for students in techni¬ 
cal areas who may have been expecting to. get 
many offers," Smith said. 

In a specific example, 65 companies inter¬ 
viewed 50 electrical engineers at Bradley last year. 
"This fall, we had fewer than three dozen com¬ 
panies looking for EE’s," he added. "It's really 
bad." 

December graduates readily agree, some to 
the point of exasperation. 

"I’ve worked, summer or Co-op, for three of 
the largest companies in the country, my GPA is 
over 3.5, and I’m getting rejected. What are com¬ 
panies looking for?" asks a perplexed engineering 
graduate. 

John Martin, a candidate for a BSIE, has 
grown accustomed to receiving rejection, or 
"flush" letters. "I’m up to 33 now," he said. 

"Two companies even sent me multiple 
rejection letters — three from IBM and two from 
Eastman Kodak." Martin explained that his 
resume was probably sent to different depart¬ 
ments in these companies and "each got to flush 
me in turn." 

Although getting rejected, Martin is following 
Smith’s advice to students actively pursuing a job. 
"You’ve got to mount a very aggressive letter or 
phone campaign. You will probably be more 
effective if you target your cover letters to that 
company only," Smith said. 

Martin sent out about 55 letters and was a 




little disappointed that over 20 companies never 
got back to him. "I guess some companies didn’t 
even have the decency to send a rejection letter," 
he quipped. 

Despite the tough times, December gradu¬ 
ates still have occasion to smile during job hunt¬ 
ing. One job-seeker boasted that he had received 
the ultimate in rejection letters — from a com¬ 
pany he had never contacted. 

"I never interviewed with them, applied to 
them or sent them my resume. When I got the 
flush, I thought, "Boy, this company really 
doesn’t want me.’" 

Job-seekers also kid about the non-commital 
company responses. "It’s not a rejection, and it’s 
definitely not an acceptance. The letters seem to 
say, ’We don’t quite know what to do with you.’" 

Students who are finally invited to companies 
for plant tours have their own battle stories to 
tell. 

One company’s representatives forgot to 
meet an applicant at the hotel he was staying. "I 
waited and waited, and no one showed up. I 
finally had to call them." 

To make matters worse, the same applicant 
left his top coat at the plant when the tour was 
over. His hosts had rushed him into a cab so that 
he could catch his departing plane. The company 
sent the coat back the next day. 

On another plant tour, a Bradley engineer 
flew to Dallas, Texas, for a day of interviews at 
Texas Instruments. The company had reserved a 
rental car for him in advance. Upon arriving at 
the Avis counter, the applicant discovered he had 
left his driver’s license in Peoria.

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Foreign students enrollment down

Foreign students do not make 
up the majority of enrollment in 
the United Stales, but they do 
comprise a substantial percen¬ 
tage. According to Wallace Edg- 
erton, president of the Institute 
of International Education, 
there are 326,299 international 
students enrolled • in 2,454 
American colleges. That is 2.6 
percent of the total US college 
population of 12.4 million. 

In the 1982 academic year 
there was a 6 percent gain over 
the previous year's enrollment. 
Compared to the past 6 years, 
the rate of increase has slowed, 
w This is partially due to the 
decline of Iranian students from 
47,550 in 1981 to 35,860 in 
1982. Iranian students were 
here in the largest numbers in 
1980 when they were 20 percent 
of all international students.

They now represent 11 percent. 

According to Edgerlon, over 
80 percent of foreign scholars 
come from the less developed 
nations. Following Iran in 
numbers of American educated 
are Taiwan, Nigeria, Canada, 
Japan, Venezuela, India, Saudi 
Arabia, Malaysia, and Hong 
Kong. The Asian nations have 
consistently sent the most stu¬ 
dents to the US, followed by 
the Middle East and Europe. 
South America has been declin¬ 
ing in its percentage. 

Students from OPEC nations 
made up 29 percent of all 
foreign students in 1982, a 
decrease from 33 percent in 
1981. 

"The pattern will remain con¬ 
stant - probably through the 
next decade, especially with the 
OPEC countries. They have the 
money and the resources," 
slated Dr. William Walker, pro¬ 
fessor of English and foreign 
language at Bradley University. 
"Several years ago, the Iranian 
students were the largest group 
of foreign students at Bradley. 
Changes, especially political 
events, have caused the 
decline," said Walker. 

International students at 
Bradley come from 35 different 
countries. Arabic and Spanish 
speaking students make up the 
largest portion of the total. 
Panama, Columbia and 
Venezuela are the lop three 
Spanish speaking groups and 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia, Lebanon 


and Kuwait comprise the top 
four Arabic speaking groups. 

Engineering has drawn the 
largest number of foreign stu¬ 
dents nationwide (23 percent), 
and at Bradley as well. Along 
with the highly technological 
areas, business and computer 
science have attracted students 
to Bradley, again paralleling the 
national trend. Walker adds that 
there are quite a few interna¬ 
tional students in the Academic 
Exploration Program. 

Walker cited three reasons 
why foreign students come to 
the United Slates for higher 
education, "Number one: there 


are inadequate facilities at 
home. Number two: many stu¬ 
dents feel they can gel a better 
background in high technology 
from US schools, and number 
three: for personal growth — 
especially graduate students." 

Most of foreign students at 
Bradley find the facilities more 
than adequate, said Walker. 
They choose Bradley for space 
availability, for its reputation, 
and because agencies in their 
home countries recommend 
Bradley. Also, the size of Brad¬ 
ley affords professor/student 
interaction. Bradley is small 
.enough to give foreign students 


an identity. 

"Individual attention makes 
the difference," said Walker. 

Most foreign students at 
Bradley are family sponsored, 
with a few having government 
scholarships from their home 
countries. Bradley does not give 
financial assistance to foreign 
students. 

there are 362,299 interna¬ 
tional students in the United 
States receiving higher educa¬ 
tion. It is predicted there will be 
one million foreign students by 
the end of the I980's, an 
increase of 400 percent.

Haussler Hall. This time has 
been set aside for graduates and 
parents to meet informally with 
the dean and faculty members 
of the seven departmental col¬ 
leges. 

At 9:15 p.m., the students 
will be assembled into a line of 
march, in order of their gra¬ 
duating college. 

The schedule continues at 
9:45 a.m. with the students 
moving from Haussler to the 
Field House for the beginning 


of Commencement. 

After the Commencement, 
the students will move back to 
Haussler Hall to meet with their 
parents and friends. 

All graduating seniors are 
required to wear a cap and gown 
at the Convocation. These may 
be obtained in Room 118 of the 
Student Center Dec. 6 or 7 
from 9 a.m. to noon, and from 
l p.m. to 4. Rental cost for the 
cap and gown is $8.75.

Off The Racks 


The John Lennon Collection 

(Geffen records): For the average 
listener this compilation provides a 
fine overview of Lennon s solo 
works with an emphasis on hit sin¬ 
gles. Six of the selections already 
appear on the 1975 release Shaved 
Fish, and six more come from 
Lennon’s final LP, Double Fantasy. 

Of his seven songs on that LP 
(seven more were Yoko Ono com¬ 
positions) only Cleanup Time is 
missing on The John Lennon Col¬ 
lection. Lennon diehards might also 
complain about the overlooking of 
even a single track from Live Peace 
in Toronto and Sometime In New 
York City. Only one track, "Love," 
appears from John s finest effort, 
John Lennon/Plastic Ono Band. 
The cassette version of Collection 
offers two extra cuts, "Stand By 
Me" and "Happy Xmas (War Is 
Over)." (Note: front and back cover 
photos were taken on Dec. 8, 
1980, only a few hours before Len¬ 
non was murdered. He’d just gotten 
his hair cut the same style he’d 
worn it 20 years earlier.) 

20 Greatest Hits The Bea 
ties (Capitol records): The only 
redeeming reason for yet another 
collection of previously released 
Beatle hits is that four songs here 
had never been issued in true 
stereo on U.S. LP’s. "I Want To 
•Hold Your Hand," "l Feel Fine," 
"Penny Lane" and "Hello Goodbye 
had only been available on these 
shores in mono and/or electronical¬ 
ly reprocessed stereo versions. 
Each, though, have been available 
on import pressings for years. For

true Beatles fans, who listen to 
American Beatle LPs only, these 
stereo versions will offer a notice¬ 
able difference. There are, however, 
many more Beatle songs that 
haven’t been available in stereo in 
the U.S. A whole LP of these supe¬ 
rior versions would be worthwhile, 
this LP isn’t. (Note: Until the 
release of Reel Music earlier this 
year, "A Hard Day’s Night" and 
"Ticket To Ride" had never ap¬ 
peared in true stereo in the U.S.) 

Absolutely Live Rod Stewart 
(Warner Brothers records): Rod has 
gone to the trouble of informing 
the listener via the liner notes that 
this LP has no overdubs, the crowd 
noise was not tampered with, thus 
the LP is "absolutely live, unlike 
most live albums." What he failed 
to tell us was that the records two 
new songs "Guess I 11 Always Love 
You" and a cover version of "The 
Great Pretender," were studio 
recordings with cheering added to 
simulate a live performance. Most 
likely, these songs were left over 
from the Tonight I’m Yours ses 
sions. Rod also neglects to inform 
that "Sailing" and "1 Don t Want To 
Talk About It" were recorded dur¬ 
ing the Foolish Behavior tour with 
a different set of musicians. 

Too many of the songs on Ab¬ 
solutely Live are hindered by sing- 
alongs, especially "Maggie May, 
"You’re In My Heart" and 
"Tonight’s the Night." "Stay With

Gone Troppo- George Harris¬ 
on (Dark Horse records) : Harrison’s 
last offering Somewhere In Eng¬ 
land, was a. disappointment; Gone 
Troppo is worse. Each of George s 
last three LPs beginning with 
1979's George Harrison, have had 
fewer and fewer highlights than 
past efforts. Gone Troppo isn t a 
miserable album, it s just boring. 
Only "Wake Up My Love," the sin¬ 
gle, "That’s The Way It Goes" and 
"Mystical One" are top-notch. The 
remaining seven cuts are tolerable, 
but forgettable. Even Harrison s 
most tedious LPs, Extra Texture 
and Living In The Material World, 
had more to offer. John Lennon’s 
death inspired McCartney’s best 
work in years on Tug of War, but 
it sure didn t have an affect on 
George’s work. 


Long After Dark Tom Petty 

and the Heartbreakers (Backstreet 
records): Petty’s latest may be 
more consistent than his last out¬ 
ing, Hard Promises, but lacks stan¬ 
dout cuts. Nothing here compares 
with "A Woman In Love" or "A 
Thing About You." There’s only 
one ballad this time out and no 
wimpy duets with Stevie Nicks, but 
something is lacking. 

Petty is definiteFy suffering 
from an acute case of REO 
Speedwagon disease; all of his 
songs are starting to sound alike, 
both in overall guitar sound and 
chord structures. Only the ballad, 
"A Wasted Life," is an out-and-out 
stinker, though. Petty fans will 
probably drool at the mouth over 
Long After Dark unless they’ve 
discovered what I have.

LSA has speaker

The Lebanese Students’ Association, in con¬ 
junction with the IAO, presented a talk by Mr. 
Alfred Mady on the "Lebanese Situation." Mady 
is the executive director of the Lebanese Infor¬ 
mation Center in Washington, DC. as^vell as the 
advisor on foreign affairs to President Amin 
Gemayel. 

^ Referring to the power struggle between the 
PLCL the Syrians, and the Lebanese forces, Mady 
said the fighting has left, in the past eight years, 
"10,000 Lebanese dead, 30,000 orphans, and 
500,000 refugees." All through his speech, he 
constantly stressed Lebanon’s right to total 
sovereignty. 

Pointing out that the West had ignored 
Lebanon’s importance in the Middle East, Mady 
said, "Between 1972 and 1982, the Kissinger plan 
was applied which involved containing all the 
problems of the Middle East, on a smaller scale 
in Lebanon." This plan backfired and "problems 
overflowed into the other Gulf states." 

Of President Elect Amin Gemayel, Mady 
said that "For the first time in Lebanese history, 
the people who are leading the fight for 


sovereignty have a representative in the govern¬ 
ment. There was evidence to show that the assas¬ 
sination of Bashir Gemayel was organized by 
Syria." 

Switching to current events, Mady said that 
the Lebanese government was negotiating with 
the Israelis, the PLO, and the Syrians to pull out 
of Lebanon. 

Asked about the location of a new Pales¬ 
tinian homeland, Mady felt that it should be 
situated between the West Bank and Gaza 
regions. 

Of the Palestinian massacre, he said that the 
Lebanese government was conducting an investi¬ 
gation. Mady claimed, "We had nothing to do 
with it." 

While Mady was answering questions on the 
PLO, an ethnic dispute developed between some 
Lebanese and Arab students. "Let us not export 
our fighting," Mady said to the students. 

Although the subject was per se very sensi¬ 
tive, Mady painted succinctly the picture of a 
country which has long been part of a war that it 
did not at all want.

Prancer goalie deserves his top billing

He lives the life of a profes¬ 
sional athlete. His efforts are 
rewarded with a comfortable 
salary, the opportunity to travel 
and play the game he loves. As 
goalie on the Peoria Praneers 
hockey team, Paul Billing can 
think of nothing he'd rather do 
at night than stand in front of a 
net and knock down pucks trav¬ 
elling at up to 100 MPH. 

A good looking redhead with 
an abundance of hair on his 
chest. Billing is in good spirits 
whether the Praneers win or 
lose. Lately, the Praneers hav¬ 
ing been winning closing in on 
the top spot in the Western 
Division in the 1HL (Interna¬ 
tional Hockey League). 

Billing faces an averages! 35 
shots a game. His small 5-tool- 
7, 165 pound frame allows him 
to move quickly and cleai the 
puck to his defensemen. "Over 
35 shots and it's a pretty busy 
night, and we've had a few oi 
those," said Billing. 

"It doesn't hinder you," said 
Billing about his size. "But I’d 
love to be 6’0 to cover more net 
and not have to move around 
as much." 

’ 1 don't think his size makes 
that much difference,” said 
Prancer coach Glenn Patrick. 
"You just have to slop the puck. 
He can stop the puck with his 
toe - as long as he slops it." 

Billing has been stopping 
pucks with all parts of his body 
since he • was seven years old. 
He has been playing organized 
hockey for 15 or his 22 years 
and is now eyeing a spot in the 


Billing battles against kalamazoo 
the net. 

New York Rangers organiza- 

After growing up in a suburb 
of Windsor. Ont., Billing went 
to St. Louis University. The 
hockey program was dropped 
after one year, so he transferred 
to U.S. International College in 
San Diego and played Division 1 
hockey for three years. 

Billing travelled often while 
playing for the west coast team, 
but he's on the road more now 
than ever with the Praneers. A 
nine-month season means a lot 
of bus rides. Billing has 
discovered the importance of 
preparing psychologically be!ore 
all of the Praneers' 84 games. 

"Some of the bus rides are as

long as eight hours,” he said. 
"With a goalie the psychological 
part plavs a big role in your 
game. I just sit down and think 
about all the positive things I 
have to do.” 

Billing strives for consistency, 
something he said makes the 
difference between an average 
goalie and a great goalie. To 
insure he reaches that level. Bil¬ 
ling skates year round. ”1 run a 
little bit although I'm really not 
a runner. 1 work a lot on hand- 
eye coordination by juggling, 
he said, scratching on his day 
old beard. 

When practices start alter a 
summer break. Billing finds 
himself training as hard as the 


other Praneers because goalies 
have to skate as well as the 
right wingers or centers, "in 
practice you skate with all the 
lines. Your skating has to be 
developed for balance in the net 
and your position will improve," 
he said. 

Billing takes the responsibility 
of preparing himself mentally 
and physically for the game, 
and the Praneers prepare him 
with the proper equipment - 
over $1,000 worth. "Hockey is a 
very expensive sport," said Bil¬ 
ling giving his $200 hockey 
pants a tug upward.*The pads 
that protect his legs cost $600, 
while gloves run $200, not to 
mention skates. 

When Billing goes onto the 
ice for the Praneers he is ready 
for whatever type of shot 
(rebound, tip-in, slapshot) that 
the opponent fires his way. The 
shot that Billing has the 
toughest time handling? "The 
one that goes in the net," he 
said. 

The bumper sticker on the 
Prancer's dressing room door 
reads: "Peoria Prancer profes¬ 
sional hockey - the fastest game 
in town." It's the town that has 
been the biggest concern for the 
Praneers this season. The team 
averages 2,400 fans a game and 
needs 3,500 to keep hockey 
alive in Peoria. 

Ticket prices aren't much 
incentive for Ians, but Billing 
said the way to gel people 
interested is by winning. "We 
have a different team than we 
had in the first three games of 
the season," he said, noting the 
addition of two defensemen.

The Praneers have gotten off 
•to a slow start, but Billing is 
determined to do his part and 
keep the hard, black puck from 
entering the four by six span of 
open net behind him. 

"It's a satisfying and challeng¬ 
ing position. A lot* of times 
you're either the hero or the 
bum. You have a lot of one- 
on-one opportunities and 1 
enjoy that," he said. 

If Billing enjoys making the 
good plays as much as Peorians 
enjoy watching him, he could 
have a long, welcomed stay as 
the Praneers' goalie.

Mathews was given the ‘T’ 
for allegedly slapping the ball to 
the floor. The Bisons took the 
lead for good on Derek 
Carrarciolo’s tip-in shot with 
three seconds to go. 

Voise Winters led the Braves 
with 18 points. Barney Mines 
had 17. 

"I can handle this kind of 
thing - it happens in this busi¬ 
ness," said Brave’s coach Dick 
Versace in a Journal Star story. 
"But I feel bad for these kids." 

The Bradley Braves opened 
the 1982-83 season last week. 

The NIT champions 
opened Bradley basketball at the 
Peoria Civic Center on an 
upnote, knocking off Loyola 
90-82. Two nights later the 
Braves fell to Murray State 90- 
67. 

The opener paired off two 
quick teams and the Braves and 
Ramblers played run-and-gun as 
promised. The 10,401 fans saw 
Loyola’s Andre Battle make the 
first Civic Center basket. The 
Brave’s first bucket was credited 
to Winters. 

Winters, who started at 
center, made a few more 
baskets in a first half shooting 
spree that left him with 16 
points. His points helped the 
Braves achieve a first half tie at 
38-38. 


Rookie. junior college 
transfers Booker Johnson and 
Roosevelt Davison started for 
the Braves and scored 10 and 
nine points respectively. 

Veteran guards Willie Scott 
and ‘Barney Mines were the 
other two starters and took the 
game into their own hands in 
the second half. Scott, whose 
first half passes were a little too 
quick for the Braves’ newco¬ 
mers, were on target in the 
second half. 

"We had to slow Willie 
down," said Bradley coach Dick 
Versace. "Willie is a phenome¬ 
nal player, he really is. it wasn’t 
that he was throwing bad 
passes, but our philosophy is 
that a good pass is a completed 
pass." 

Scott had 19 points and 
Mines 26, many of which were 
from the free throw line where 
the Bradley guards combined 
for 25-29. 

After pushing their season 
record to 1-0 the Braves 
travelled to Kentucky to face 
Murray State, a preseason 
favorite in the Ohio Confer¬ 
ence. 

The Racers 23 point victory 
marked the seventh straight 
time the Braves have fallen to 
MSU. Murray State’s jinx this 
year was in the form of foward 
Glen Green who netted 31 
points and 14 rebounds. 

The Braves seemed to lose 
their poise in the second half, a 
problem that may be attributed 
to the 30-second clock and 
three-point goal used for the 
first time. Bradley tried to erase 
an eight-point second half 
deficit and as a result got deeper 
into trouble.. 

"We didn’t get it done at key 
times in the game and then we 
just collapsed," said Versace. 
The Braves were led in scoring 
by Winters with 16, Davison 
and Anthony Webster had 12 
each and Franz Smith added 10.

Student Senate President 
Nathan Martin started the* first 
meeting of the Spring semester 
Monday afternoon in the Stu¬ 
dent Center Ballroom with the 
announcement of a possible 
administrative proposal to move 
the student section at Bradley 
basketball games to the corner 
of the Civic Center arena for 
next year's season. 


In his President's Report, 
Martin stated that the 
University's contract with the 
Civic Center is coming up for 
renewal in the near future. 

One option is to move the 
student section to the corner. 
Another would be to move back 
to the Robertson Memorial 
Field House for the 1983-84 
season. 


Martin stressed in his report 
that, the administration is no 
where near making a final pro¬ 
posal. ‘It's all in the speculation 
stage," Marlin staled. 

According to Senate officials, 
the talk of moving the student 
seats is premature. 


"1 just threw it out to see 
what Senate's reaction would 
be,” said Martin. ”1 hadn't 
intended it to go to print." 

The seats would be closer to 
the ground level and toward the 
corners with prices being cut in 
half or totally dropped. 

"We'd have better tickets, but 
worse seats," said Martin. 

Exact figures of the number 
of tickets and revenues gained 
by the University through the 
opening up of the present stu¬ 
dent seats was unknown to 
Martin. 


"One of the things that he 
(Dr. Martin Abegg, Bradley 
president) proposed as an 
advantage is that we'd all be 
able to get together in the 
corner," said Martin. "Nobody 
can hear students, as far as 
cheering and that type of thing. 

"If they move the students 
closer to the floor, it would be 
better for the noise (of the 
crowd)." 


Martin also announced that 
the proposed date of completion 
of Bradley's Recital Hall is 
August or September of this 
year. It will be located at the 
corner of Barker and Institute 
Streets. 

In his security ad hoc com¬ 
mittee report. Ben Hershey said 
that he and Bradley Business 
Manager Ken Goldin support 
the proposal that Bradley secu¬ 
rity purchase a new patrol car. 


Hershey reported that the 
yearly maintenance costs for the 
present car have run to $3,000 
and up. The brakes on this car 
have gone out a number of 
times while in operation. 


Hershey also announced that 
the city of Peoria will begin 
issuing $10 city tickets to vehi¬ 
cles parked in the fire lane in 
front of Wyckoff Hall. 


Dave Carlson, Internal 
Affairs chairman, announced 
that there are numerous Senate 
seats now vacant. Those wishing 
to apply, can pick up applica¬ 
tions in the Senate office.

Originally set for this semes¬ 
ter, the decision was deterred 
when Lovelace residents caught 
wind of the closing and brought 
their greivance to Tom Hud¬ 
dleston. associate provost for 
student affairs. 

Decreased enrollment fall 
semester was the basis for the 
University's decision to close 
the cafeteria. In terms of 
current student enrollment, 
Mike Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing and guest speaker at the 
Wednesday IDC meeting, said 
"We're close to where we were 
this time last year, but boarders 
are 

up." 

Keeping Lovelace cafeteria 
open is a "possibility -- even if

Students having their ID card 
validated for the spring semes¬ 
ter have probably noticed the 
white sticker that was placed on 
the back of their card. 

This sticker, an optical char¬ 
acter recognition label, is part of 
an innovative and totally new 
computerized circulation system 
that will hopefully be intro¬ 
duced in the Cullom-Davis 
Library at the start of the fall 
semester. 

Every book at the library and 
every student ID will have an 
Optical Character Recognition 
(OCR) label. The numbers on 
these labels will be registered in 


a computer so" that a student 
need only show his ID card in 
order to check out a book. The 
computer will record who has 
which books and for how long 
they have been out. 

The Cullom-Davis Library 
has joined with twelve other 
libraries from four different 
library systems, to form the 
Resource Sharing Alliance of 
West-Central Illinois. With a 
government grant of approxi¬ 
mately $600,000 this alliance 
has purchased the equipment 
and technology to build what 
will be the first multi-library cir¬ 
culation system of its kind in 
the -country, according to Dr. 
Robert Jones, library director. 
The Chicago Public Library has 


a similar computer system, but 
it is used only for a single 
library. 

A student who has registered 
his OCR number at Bradley will 
also be able to check out books 
with his ID card at the Peoria 
Public Library, the East Peoria 
Library, ICC library, or any of 
the other libraries in the sys¬ 
tem, including those in Barton- 
ville, Pekin, and Morton. 

Other adaptations will be the 
shortening of the loan period 
from the current semester loan 
to a three week period. Students 
wishing to keep a book longer 
must have it renewed after the 
three weeks. 

According to Jones, the 
shorter loan period will stimu-

Treasury Secretary Donald Regan told the Congressional joint 
economic committee Wednesday that it is of utmost importance 
to keep taxes from rising along with inflation. But he said unless 
Congress goes along with spending cuts in future years, the adminis¬ 
tration will ask for higher taxes to balance the budget. 

The Black Congressional Caucus says President 
Reagan's economic program is fair only to those Americans who 
already are financially secure. The group's four-point program 
includes calls for greater cuts in proposed defense spending than 
Reagan wants -- and for a multi-billion dollar public works program. 

Pentagon planners say President Reagan's proposed cuts in 
his defense buildup won’t make much of a dent. Reagan is proposing 
to trim 55 billion dollars - of an estimated 1.6 trillion - in future 
defense spending. 

The Soviet news agency Tass says President Reagan's * 
State of the Union message showed that his administration has 
failed to draw lessons from the past two years. It says Reagan is 
stubborn in pursuing a military build-up while cutting social pro- • 
grams. 

Illinois Secretary of State Jim Edgar wants to limit jdriving 
privileges for 16- and 17-year-old drivers. They would get a provi¬ 
sional driver's license which would be lost with one moving traffic 
violation. 

The rash of phone calls threatening cyanide poisoning 
of water supplies has moved north from Louisiana. Officials in Rich¬ 
mond. Kentucky and Vevay. Indiana say they've received cyanide 
threats, but as yet have found no trace of poison. Officials in Louisi¬ 
ana say 55 threatening calls have been received by various localities, 
disrupting water service to 202 thousand people. Six people - 
including five teenagers -- have been arrested. And state officials 
now urge local officials to keep the water flowing unless cyanide is 
actually found.

Seven Bradley University 
Industrial Engineering students 
are the recipients of nearly 
SI8,000 in financial assistance 
from the Eastman Kodak Com¬ 
pany, Rochester NY. 


Since 1977, the Kodak Scho¬ 
lars Program has contributed in 
excess of $60,000 to Bradley's 
Department of Industrial 
Engineering in the form of 
financial support to industrial 
engineering students and unres¬ 
tricted grants to the department. 


Students participating in the 
scholars program have three- 
fourths of their tuition paid for 
six semesters. Industrial 
Engineering Department Chair¬ 
man Dr. Joe Emanuel says that 
this has translated into $5 - 
6000 per year for his depart¬ 
ment. 


"It's made the difference 
between living a hand-to-mouth 
existence,” he says, "and being 
able to buy the equipment we 
need...the difference between 


having the flexibility and the 
resources... and not having 
those things." 

Kodak also supports "fellows 
programs" for graduate level 
students which amounts to full 
tuition, a monthly stipend for 
the student, and a grant of 
$2,000 for the department. 

The company contributed 
some S5 million to institutions 
of higher learning and educa¬ 
tional organizations through its 
Educational Aid program last 
vear.

CHIPS 
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Statistics indicate the demand 
for an engineering degree is ris¬ 
ing faster than the available 
pool of qualified professors to 
teach the discipline. In an 
effort to help Bradley University 
reverse that trend, the Westing- 
house Educational Foundation 
has awarded the University a 
$45,000 grant for faculty 
development. 

The grant will be paid in 
$15,000 installments for a three 
year period, and go toward 
assisting three Bradley faculty 
members within the College of 
Engineering pursue their Doc¬ 
toral degrees. 


In his written proposal sub¬ 
mitted to Westinghouse, 
University President Marlin G. 
Abegg reports that as the need 
for qualified engineers grows, so 
to must the number of qualified 
professors. The report states 
that the number of "doctorates" 
available to undergrads has 
decreased by one-third during 
the past 10 years, despite a 47 
percent increase in undergradu¬ 
ate enrollment. 

"If Bradley University is to 
sustain its level of teaching 
excellence and leadership in the 
fields of engineering and tech¬ 
nology. and meet the need for 


qualified engineers," Abegg 
writes, "a strong teaching staff 
must be maintained." 

A "grow your own" method of 
developing qualified faculty was 
done extensively in the 1960's 
when the government supported 
this type of activity, the report 
continues. Six faculty members, 
including three departmental 
chairmen in the College of 
Engineering and Technology, 
received their doctoral degrees 
while teaching at Bradley. 
-Three faculty members have 
since received Bradley's Putnam 
Professional Award for Teach¬ 
ing Excellence.

In the past' this space has 
been occupied by a variety of 
student writers. As a fourth 
year student at Bradley, I have 
become acquainted with people 
like Kevin Bronson, Bob 
Preuss, Mark Sweetwood, Rich 
Gargas and Kathy Banasiak. 
The writing style of these indi¬ 
viduals evoked emotion of 
varying degrees. 1 have the 
opportunity to become another 
writer to add to this list and 
today makes my debut... 

On the road to professional¬ 
ism, we have been instructed by 
our mentors to research a story 
and do the necessary back¬ 
ground "homework." 

The Bradley Sunn has been in 
existence fhr decades and the 
history one can find in perusing 
the bound volumes of this 
chronicle is immense. 

Bradley recently marked the, 
20th anniversary of the burning

of Bradley Hall. In January of 
1963, a blaze of undetermined 
origin destroyed the then main 
administrative and academic 
building an campus. Swords 
Hall was not yet constructed; 
Olin Hall was a football field; 
and the quad had a greener 
* shade of covering. 

According to newspaper 
accounts, the third and fourth 
floors of Bradley Hall were 
completely destroyed. The 
Registrar’s Office (headed then, 
as it is now, by Ruth Jass) con¬ 
tained file cabinets which 
appeared- undamaged on the 
outside but contained smolder¬ 
ing transcript ashes. A list of 


8,000 prospective students was 
lost. Five faculty members 
reported that their grade books 
were destroyed by the blaze. 

Fortunately, the fire occurred 
in the evening when the build¬ 
ing was unoccupied for the 
most part. 

The 66-year-old structure 
looked as if it would never be 
rebuilt. 

But even then, under the 
leadership of President Talman 
Van Arsdale, Bradley was 
everything that fantastic slogan 
says: Bradley...the place, the 
idea. 

Numerous contributions led 
to the rebuilding of Bradley Hall 
and individuals around the 
country who never spent a day 
in a college lecture hall claimed 
they graduated from Bradley U. 
but thefr records were burned in 
the fire. 

While 1 was reviewing this 


story: 1 didn’t just limit myself 
to that incident from the 1962- 
63 school year. I explored other 
collegiate happenings. For 
example: 

*The rage of fashion at Brad¬ 
ley University was an article of 
headgear known as the HOBO 
HAT. An advertisement in the 
Seoul proclaimed: "Shape it, 
plop it or flop it—there’s not 
limit to the styles you can make 
and wear. The hobo hat goes 
everywhere, does everything. 
Folds to fit in your pants pocket 
(or purse). Comes in more 
colors than a nervous 
chamefeon. Not just a hat, but a 
of life." Aren’t you sorry 
missed out? This earth¬ 


way 


shattering accessory was avail¬ 
able to Bradley .students, for 
only S4.95 (Just think, in 20 
years, someone may be making 
fun of the Polo shirt).

*A Tiddly-Winks Tournament 
was being planned to' prepare 
for the nation-wide fad which 
was to hit Peoria and the Brad¬ 
ley campus. 

*A fraternity, which shall 
remain nameless, was accused 
of sponsoring an "unregistered, * 
unchaperoned" party at the 
Sands Motel in downtown 
Peoria. 

*It was decided that more stu¬ 
dents would gd through frater¬ 
nity and sorority rush if they 
weren't required to pay the 
usual $3 rush fee. 

*Ken Goldin, Bradley’s 
businss manager, was then the 
coordinator for student activi¬ 
ties.

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Abortion 


It's not just somebody else 


The Scout recently interviewed a 
Bradley freshman who decided to 
have an abortion last semester, 
one week before finals. 

Her experience is not an iso¬ 
lated case at Bradley. Each per¬ 
son who played a part is 
represented by an initial. 

Having children is something 
every girl dreams about, from 
the time when she is very 
young until she gets married 
and faces the decision of when 
and whether to have kids. With 
the liberal attitude of today’s 
society, premarital sex is ram¬ 
pant, and millions of young 
women - teens - are literally 
flirting with their own disaster. 

I can attest to the truth of 
that statement - 1 became a 
statistic last November. 

I found out on a Friday after¬ 
noon - at 4:30. It’s one of those 
things you always remember, 
the time and what you were 
doing at the time. Sort of like 
when the president was shot my 
junior year in high school. Any¬ 
ways, 1 did a home pregnancy 
test, and all my worst fears 
were confirmed in two hours. 

It didn’t surprise me, I mean, 
how could it? l f knew what the 
esults would be before I even 
bought the kit. 1 had plans with 
good friend of mine for that

evening, and it really blew the 
night away. The worst part of 
the whole day was I couldn’t 
find R., my boyfriend. I tried 
and tried before I left, and I 
was very upset by* the time K. 
arrived to pick me up. When I 
got horhe that night I spent 
another two hours trying to 
locate R. I finally got him on 
the phone Saturday morning. 

Guys have a way of believing 
only the best until the worst is 
confirmed. To say the least, the 
news hit him pretty hard. We 
both did a lot of crying, mostly 
because we realized that not 
only was our relationship about 
to change, but our lives were 
about to undergo a great deal of 
change, also. 

It was very hard to be 
separated through-out the time. 
I mean, it’s bad enough to not 
be close when you need to be 
with each other, but to be apart 
when you have emotions that 
you can’t deal with, and deci¬ 
sions that arc difficult to make, 
is almost traumatic. 

When a woman discovers she 
is pregnant, her body begins to 
change the way her mind 
thinks. When you begin to see 
the changes, and feel the new 
life inside of you, you become 
very protective of your mother¬ 
hood. Common sense is blotted 
by the strong instinctual drive 


to protect your child at all costs. 

1 knew that our only choice 
was to have an abortion per¬ 
formed. I mean, we both knew 
we weren't ready to get married 
and start a family. We love each 
other very much, but marriage 
is planned Tor after college, not 
at the age of 18. R. works, and 
it wasn't that we couldn’t afford 
to gel married, we just have 
dreams we want to see fulfilled, 
and marriage now would 
prevent those dreams from ever 
having a chance to materialize. 

I felt a lot of anger at R. dur¬ 


ing the lime before the abor¬ 
tion, and a lot after it was over. 
It seemed that he couldn't 
understand my emotional pain, 
it wasn't realistic of me to 
expect him to, and it hurt me 
when he would appear to be so 
callous. There were times when 
all I wanted to hear was we 
would gel married, and it would 
work itself out; all 1 ended up 
hearing was how happy we 
would be when it was over. 

My anger pul a great -deal of 
stress on our relationship. He 
would trv to case my emotional 


distress. but because he 
couldn't understand why the 
pain existed, he would, occa¬ 
sionally, say things that made 
me feel worse. I knew he was 
hurting inside as much as I was. 
but he wasn't allowing himself 
to fall prey to the effects of it. 

I'd like to spend some time 
now on the pain R. fell. He 
worried a lot about my pain. My 
fears and anxieties ‘ were 
apparent, and he was afraid of 
.how 1 would feel about him 
when it was all over. He was 
worried about us. as one. and

that gave me support and faith' 
in him. 

I began counseling about six 
weeks before the abortion. It 
helped me come to terms with 
my fears, and helped prepare 
me to deal with the new emo¬ 
tions 1 was walking into. One of 
my greatest fears was that I 
w6uld lose R. How could he 
love someone who had des¬ 
troyed what was a part of him? 
It may have been irrational, but 
many emotions are. 

The abortion was an experi¬ 
ence I will never repeat. I 
learned a great deal about 
myself, and R. and I grew a 
great deal closer because of it, 
but the gains were not worth 
the experience. I'm lying; they 
were. The experience brought 
us closer together in ways that 
we would never have been 
exposed to. But the strain on 
both of us was draining, and 
shouldn't have happened. 

I went to the abortion clinic 
here in Peoria, and R. came 
down the weekend it was 
scheduled. He paid for it, $200, 
and stayed with me all weekend. 
At the clinic you go through a 
siring of wailing rooms - which 
intensifies your anxiety. You fill 
out forms, and pay first, then 
you are told about the pro¬ 
cedure, ask any questions you 
may have, and are told to go to 
the next waiting room. They 
lake a blood sample! and send 
you to another waiting room. 
After that, you are taken into a 
wailing room, where you 
change for the procedure. 

This last waiting room is the

Living three weeks in 
Southeast Asia has changed my 
perspective concerning the 
world, other cultures and most 
of all other living conditions. 

I spent two weeks living in a 
small residential area of Singa¬ 
pore, and 1 spent one week 
traveling Malaysia from coast to 
coast. 

Singapore is 20 square miles 
in size yet it houses 2.5 million 
people. Being the big city that 
it is, it has its big corporations, 
however it just doesn’t strike 
one as a Chicago or a New 
York. It has just as much to 


offer, but it is run so ditferently. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
Singapore isn't primative in any 
sense of the word. Its popula¬ 
tion is 75 percent Chinese and 
the rest of the country consists 
of Malays, Indians or what they 
call "expats"—caucasions who 
are in Singapore sent by large 
corporations. An "expat" is an 
"expatriot." 

The fascinating things about 
Singapore were the shopping 
centers, the living quarters, and 
the tremendous cleanliness...not 
to mention the food. 

Singapore is one big shopping 
center. Being 4he third largest 
port in the world, Singapore is 


overflowing with imported 
goods, and so many of the 
locals are talented enough to 
run a small stall and make a liv¬ 
ing off the sales. I witnessed 
and experienced Singapore's 
shopping centers, but they were 
all just big shopping centers sel¬ 
ling whatever anybody in the 
world would want, especially 
rich tourists. What fascinated 
me the most were the people in 
Singapore's Chinatown. 

Chinatown is a huge area of 
Singapore that represents 
Chinese culture, Chinese lifes¬ 
tyle and Chinese customs. 
Along every road in Chinatown 
were food stalls selling various

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items, but it was mostly food of 
one sort or another. People 
lived above their stalls and 
worked all day in 90 degree 
weather. Since it’s such an old 
area of town it looked run 
down, but very clean. After 
Feb. 14, it is all torn down and 
rebuilt into government housing 
and shopping centers. Fve 
never seen such character in so 
many faces as 1 saw in China¬ 
town last month. A fantastic 
piece of Singapore will be lost 
when Chinatown goes. 

No matter where I went in 
Singapore or who 1 was with I 
was always being stared at. I 
constantly felt like 1 was on 
stage, but I got use to it after a 
couple of days. 1 was probably 
the palest Caucasian they had 
seen since I wasn't getting a tan 
in the cold winds of Peoria. I 
found that the stares lightened 
after I acquired a slight tan. The 
interesting part about it was 
being the foreigner and being 
publicly humiliated because of 
it. I was teased more about my 
Western habits .than I was about 
being white. 

1 went to the grocery store 
one Friday night with my friend 
Jill. We had to buy picnic 
goodies for our trip to an island 
the foljowing day. While we 
were standing in lipe, I faintly 
saw Jill jump forward in line, 
then 1 felt something on my 
foot. I looked down to discover 
a two-inch roach slowly crawling 
up my left- ankle. Someone 
jumped in front of me so I 
couldn't move. I just stood 
there .shaking, my leg and loudly 
whispering, "Jesus Christ! Jesus. 
Christ!" Finally the monster 
seemed to get bored and 
crawled down and ran behind a 
cash register. I could've been a 
typical American and said a lot 
more, but 1 thought 1 was 
stared at enough simply because 
of my blonde hair. 

The National University of 
Singapore is certainly different 
from the university system in 
the United Stats. I spent a day 
attending classes with my 
friend, and she had told me that 
it was relatively tense, but 1 had

to see it for myself. Sl\e was 
right. Students attend one lec¬ 
ture per week with at least 100 
other students at the same time, 
and then attend one tutorial per 
week with about six others. 
Studying is the primary concern 
of most of the students and I 
saw very little laughter on that 
campus. 

The University's tension is 
caused by the' schedule the stu¬ 
dents have. The classes last 
eight months, and there are no 
exams until the final; that final 
grade is the course grade. 
Periodically they'll write essays, 
but the grades don't count. 

In Singapore, drug use is 
highly discouraged, as the 
penalty for trafficking In Singa¬ 
pore, drug use is highly 
discouraged, as the penalty for 
trafficking or selling drugs is 
hanging. The fine for littering is 
‘S250, long hair is not approved 
of, and showing affection in 
-public is looked down upon. 

Singapore seems almost 
liberal compared to Malaysia, 
though. 

Malaysia has many Muslims, 
and the religion calls for no 
showing of affection in public, 
and the women must cover 
every part of their bodies. In 90’ 
degree weather and 75 percent 
humidity, these women were 
wearing long skirts, long sleeve 
shirts, and veils. They did, how¬ 
ever , wear sandals so their feet 
wouldn’t get hot. 

The toilets in Malaysia left 
the strongest impression on me 
of the entire trip. They weren't 
just rotten or run-down...they 
weren't even toilets! They were 
basically holes in the ground, 
and people made the best of it. 

I did too! 

Of course 1 saw things I'd 
never see in the United 
States...like monkeys, goats, 
and cows roaming free on the 
highways. 

Parts of Maiysia seemed like 
tropical paradise, and the 
weather was fantastically warm. 

Big city life in Southeast Asia 
is a challenge and a battle for a 
traveling American, but it cer¬ 
tainly was worth it.

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Co - op Education - overlooked opportunity

Despite a larger variety of 
positions, the Cooperative Edu¬ 
cation Department hasn't seen 
the increase in participation it 
had hoped for. 

"We haven’t had the number 
of students apply that we’d 
hoped," said Jane Linnen- 
burger, project director. "The 
word hasn't gotten to the 
appropriate people." 

The department, touted for 
20 years as excellent in the 
placement of engineering stu¬ 
dents, branched out its efforts 
five years ago to include a major 
thrust in business and liberal 
arts positions, with other col¬ 
leges as targets. 

"The program has been new 
in some of these areas," said 
Linnenburger. "Enough stu¬ 
dents haven’t gotten involved 
so others could follow. 

"Word of mouth helps," Lin-* 
nenburger said. "As one student 
get$ a job and is happy with iT, 
the word spreads, and that has 
helped." 

The present expansion has 
ildded co-op possibilities in edu¬ 


cation and the college of com- 
municatins and firre arts. Lin¬ 
nenburger said that faculty 
accpetance of the programs has 
helped its growth. 

"One thing we know is that as 
the faculty has embraced the 
program, more and more stu¬ 
dents have become involved," 
said Linnenburger. 

Faculty involvement has 
resulted in the selection of col¬ 
lege coordinators and 
announcements of openings by 
teachers during class time. 

Along with the faculty help, 
the Co-op Department has 
planned information sessions 
and resume workshops to help 
the students get ready to meet 
employers. 

Few positions receive no 
applicants, according to Linnen¬ 
burger, but the number * of 
applicants is lower than the 
center desires. 

"We've had an increase in 
both the number of positions 
and the number of applicants, 
but not as much as we would 
like to see," Linnenburger said. 

Despite the increased options 
in communications and educa¬

tion. Linnenburger doubted the 
fields would ever reach the level 
of participation found in the 
engineering department. 

"If you consider the parallel, I 
don’t know if the full time 
alternation will reach the same 
levels because of the nature of 
the industries," Linnenburger 
explained. 

"The numbers of applicants 
needs to increase there," said 
Linnenburger, specifically men¬ 
tioning computer science and 
chemistry. "Those are areas 
where we have employer 
interest and we need more stu¬ 
dent interest." 

In an attempt to draw in that 
added interest, the center has 
designated about 15 places on 
campus as Co-op bulletin 
boards. Listings have also been 
circulated to the dorms, Greek 
houses, and to student leaders. 

Talking to the coordinators is 
a key element in the placement 
of students, according to Lin¬ 
nenburger. It is in these talks 
that the geographic and profes¬ 
sional areas desired by the stu¬ 
dents are designed. 

According to Linnenburger, 
many employers participate in 
Bradley's Co-op program 
because of the quality of 
preparation students receive 
from the center. 

"Many sec it as a method of 
attracting employees fulltime," 


said Linnenburger. "The stu¬ 
dents are already trained and 
knowledgable about the organi¬ 
zation. 

"I think more than ever today 
we have to stress to the stu¬ 


dents that the experience 
counts," said Linnenburger. 
"There are many opportunities 
now listed, bqt there's even 
more bevond that."

Financial aid forms for the 
1983-84 school year are due by 
March 13. although the formal 
deadline is midnight, March 31. 
The financial aid office recom¬ 
mends the e&rly deadline so that 
applications are given plenty of 
lime for processing. 

Bradley is not offering any 
new scholarships for the fall 
semester, but there have been 
no decreases in the money 
available to students.

The Glass Menagerie , which is currently being presented by the Brad¬ 
ley University Theatre, is incredible. The players obviously know exactlV 
what they are doing, which is more than I can say for the three previous 
times I’ve seen the play performed by other university theatre groups. 

The play opens in urban St. Louis, Mo. It is centered equally on the 
three main characters: Mother (Mary Colton), Tom (Gregory Thamon) and 
Laura (Jessica Schreiber). Mother is living a fantasy world consisting of 
her rememberance of her youth and possibly exaggerated popularity. 

Tom, her youngest, is the only one who supports the family. He lives 
for the movies and other spur of the moment adventures. Throughout the 
play, he is on the brink of abandoning his family, but Laura is the one 
that holds him back. 

Laura, the oldest child by a year or s©, is slightly crippled and has a 
limp. It is hard to discern the seriousness of Laura’s limp (In the beginning 
of the play, the narrator says that the play is assembled strictly from 
memory, so much of it seems exaggerated). 

Laura’s main diversion is a glass collection which consists mainly of 
miniature animals. To each of these characters, the other two are bad rem¬ 
inders of reality. Somehow, the mother is obsessed.with having gentlemen 
callers over for Laura. At the end of the first act, Tom is convinced to 
bring someone home from the factory as a gentleman caller. 

When the gentleman caller, Jim (Micheal Fancher), finally comes over 
in Act Two, Laura finds out that it is the same Jim O’Connor that she had 






a crush on in high school. The show that the mother puts on for Jim is 
both humorous and pathetic. Finally, the mother s plan to get Laura and 
Jim together succeeds and* through a series of misinterpretations, Laura 
begins to believe that Jim likes her in the way she fancies him. 

However, this is not the case. Jim is merely trying to boast her low 
sell-esteem. The plays ends in an outrage, but we never do find out 
whether Jim’s visit has given Laura her new self confidence or shattered 
her completely. 

All of the actors beautifully translated the depairing mood and endless 
cycles that Tennessee Williams weaved throughout his play. 

Mary Colton, as Mother, was fantastic. Through my experience with 
community theatre, one of the character types that is so poorly portrayed 
is that of the older character types played by someone substantially 
younger. This was not the case for Mary Colton. 

Gregory Thamon was perfect for the part of Tom. He did a superb 
job fluctuating from being forcibly amiable to fits of anger. The aspect of 
Gregory Thamon that stood out the most were his facial expressions. He 
had the ability to set a mood with his face all the way to the back of the 
theatre. 

Jessica Schreiber, portraying Laura, was sincerely withdrawn and 
pathetic. 

Micheal Fancher, who played Jim, developed his character very well. 

The Glass Menagerie was done expertly well by the Bradley Theatre. 
My only regret was that I couldn’t, see it again.

Berlin, once, the capital of Imperial Germany, later the show piece ol 
Hitler’s Third Reich, is today a city divided. The pinnacle of the East-West 
confrontation, Berlin has become the barometer that measures the climate 
of East-West relations. The wall that divides the city remains a constant 
reminder to the world that history, tradition and people are meaningless 
factors in Joday’s politics. 

As one looks back on Berlin’s 750-year history, it can be seen that 
Berlin was often the focal point in European development. First men 
tioned in documents from 1244, Berlin soon became the crossroads of the 
German Empire. The city witnessed numerous invasions and sackings as 
the armies of the East and West marched over the face of Europe. It was 
not until final German unification under Otto von Bismarck that Berlin 
was to realize it’s real glory and importance. 

Berlin grew to become the industrial, cultural and political center of 
Germany, and, in some respects, the center of Europe. With Berlin as it’s 
central city, Germany became a leading figure in the world. It was in Ber¬ 
lin that the decision to enter‘World War 1 was made. After the war, it was 
again Berlin that was to be the birth place of the first German Republic. 
With the advent of the world recession of the 1930’s, Berlin saw much un¬ 
rest and hopelessness of the German people. Sadly, in their despair, the 
Germans rallied around a man who renewed their hope and pride, Adolf 
Hitler. Again, it was in Berlin that Hitler took his power and plunged the 
nation, and the world, into World War II. 

Laden with 15 percent of the rubble that was to be the result of the 
havoc of the Second World War, Berlin entered the saddest part of it s his¬ 
tory in the late 1940’s. .

Some of the best records 
available today are released with 
little fanfare and a low price. They 
usually bear a "Nice Price" or "Fine 
Line" sticker. This means the 
record company is not going to 
take a chance promoting an unk¬ 
nown act. 

As* a result, great bands go un¬ 
noticed. Other times, as in the case 
of Human League, ABC, Haircut 
100, and Flock of Seagulls, the al¬ 
bum is a hit. After these bands gain 
success, the companies usually real¬ 
ize their mistake and raise the 
price. 

The latest victim of this mark¬ 
eting strategy is Heaven 17 with 
their eponymously titled debut. All 
that’s known of this band is printed 
on the album cover sticker. It 
claims Heaven 17 is England s 
"Band of the Year" (whatever that 
means). It doesn’t tell us how they 
earned the title. 

The album is an interesting 
mix of Euro-disco/funk and revolu¬ 
tionary new wave. The first side 
contains four songs similar to other 
bands in this vein, ABC and Hu 


man League. The subjects range 
from wild living in the big city to 
the end of a relationship. Nothing 
heavy, just good synthesized dance 
music. Two cuts, "Who Will Stop 
the Rain" (not the Creedence Clear¬ 
water Revival version) and "Pent¬ 
house & Pavement" are receiving 
play in area dance clubs. 

The mood changes completely 
on side two. After providing some 
excellent dance music, the band 
tells us to "unlock that funky chain 
dance" in "(We Don t Need This) 
Fascist Groove Thang. Heaven 17 
warns us the "democrats are out of 
power, across that great white oce¬ 
an, Reagan is president. Fascists set 
in motion- Generals tell him what 
to do." 

The band seems to be warning 
us that our world will' fall apart if 
we don’t do something. They sing 
of war, hate, and sweat ( The 
Height of the Fighting"), interracial 
love ("Geisha Boys & Temple 
Girls") and money problems ("I’m 
Your Money"). The lyrics may be

depressing, but the music is just 
the opposite. It’s full of catchy 
dance melodies and intense 
rhythms. 

Despite all this doom and 
gloom, the album ends on a posi¬ 
tive note. They sing of everlasting 
life and invite us to "come and en¬ 
joy the fun on the way to heaven 
in "We Are Going to Live Forever." 

This album is an interesting 
mix of music and lyrics, styles and 
moods. It’s a shame that Arista 
Records can’t give these guys more 
of a chance. Heaven 17 is not 
necessarily a GREAT RECORD, but 
is definately worth the lowered, 
non-promotional price, menagerie.

.Dustin Hoffman has done it 
again. As a tribute to his mother, 
he starred in Tootsie which shows 
Hoffman at his best...as an actor 
and an actress. 

Tootsie is the story of New 
York character actor Michael Dor¬ 
sey who can’t get any work be¬ 
cause he has pissed off all of the 
Big Apple’s directors and produc¬ 
ers. 

To prove to his agent that he 
can get work, Dorsey dresses as a 
woman (Dorothy Michaelsf and 
parades to the local TV station to 
read for a part in Southwest Gen¬ 
eral, a daily soap opera. 


Before Dorsey gets to read, he is 
turned down because he doesn’t 
look masculine enough! Dorsey 
doesn’t give up. By being an asser¬ 
tive woman and a good character 
actress, she/he gets the role. Dorsey 
falls in love with a fellow actress 
(Jessica Lange) on the set of the 
daytime drama. The name "Toot¬ 
sie” and the movie’s title are state¬ 
ments to women that such terms 
are derogatory. 

In one scene, the soap’s direc¬ 
tor, Ron (Dabney Colemen), calls 
Dorothy "Tootsie” and she blows 
up. She snaps that her name is not 
Tootsie, Toots, Baby, Darling or

Honey...her name is Dorothy! As 
Dorothy, Dorsey is treated as he 
has treated women in his day and 
he sees what he is really like. 

The woman Dorsey falls in, 
love with is Julie Nichols (the char¬ 
acter Lange portrays) and Julie 
turns to Dorothy for 
sisterly/motherly advice. As they 
become friends, Julie’s father, Les 
(Charles Durning), falls in love with 
Dorothy. Dorothy/Dorsey, in one 
scene, attempts to kiss Julie. Julie 
is convinced that Dorothy is a les¬ 
bian and insists that Dorothy tell 
Les and stop leading him on. Be¬ 
fore Dorsey can explain anything to 
Julie or Les, Les asks her to marry 
him. 

Event leads to event, as 
Dorothy/Dorsey comes to grips 
with her/his situation. It makes for 
perfect comedy played with skill by 
the entire cast. 

Hoffman has been qu oted as 
saying the movie has many mes¬ 
sages that he wishes to communi¬ 
cate to his audience about the lives 
of women and men. He said he 


found men looking over his should¬ 
er as Dorothy to find a prettier 
woman, and the rejection hurt. 

"Men are shits," Hoffman said 
in a recent press conference, and he 
doesn’t exclude himself. "It hit me 
when I realized that I wouldn’t take 
myself out or go to bed with me. 

"Years ago T tried to go after 
the girls from Playboy and ignored 
the Dorothys of the world, who are 
brighter and funnier because they 
didn’t fulfill a physical requirement. 
What a waste!" 


He added he was disappointed 
because he couldn’t make himself a 
beautiful woman. 

"Once I saw that I was never 
going to be pretty, it was painful to 
me. Then I realized that Dorothy 
was probably too old to have kids 
and I started to cry. I couldn’t con 
trol it." 

Hoffman spent the entire 
filming period dressed as a woman 
and acting as a woman; he wanted 
to make it seem very realistic. He 
did. Living that way, he said, 
sparked in him the way women 
look at the world and how the 
world looks at women. 

Hoffman promised his mother 
that he would play her in a film 
one day, and she died from a heart 
attack before Tootsie was complet¬ 
ed. His brother Ron suggested that 
he was keeping his mother alive 
while he was playing Dorothy. 

"All I know is that no charac¬ 
ter affected me so emotionally be 
fore," Hoffman said, and he 
reflected that emotional power 
through superb acting -- acting 
only done so well by Dustin 
Hoffman.

The Psychedelic Furs- Forever Now (Columbia)- 

The Psychedelic Furs is a strange name for a band 
any way you want to look at it, but the music behind 
the name somehow encompasses its image. The 
"psychedelia" is lyrical, although the Furs do vintage 
60’s drone-trance music like it never went out of style. 
The "furs" part is anybody's guess, but 1 interpret it as 
the many textured, emotional music that cushions their 
somewhat depressing, sharp images. 

Forever Now, the PF’s third Ip,'is their best. The 
note-perfect production (courtesy of Todd Rundgren) 
and the backing vocals of Flo and Eddie add a cheerful 
backdrop to vocalist Richard Butler's dim yet hopeful 
scenarios. 

The addition of cellos, saxophones and various 
percussive instruments supplies the album with its 
shades of Magical Mystery Tour (specifically, "1 Am the 
Walrus!"). The added instruments also add the rhythm¬ 
ic kick to dance dirges such as "Goodbye,” Danger

The Beatles aren’t the only point of reference for 
searching the PF’s influences -- one need only to listen 
to the Bowie-like vocal phrasings or the Sex Pistols’ 
anarchic attitude to vaguely conjure an image of the 
PF’s sound. Yet the Beatles analogy best fits Forever 
Now. 

Among the gamut of timeworn pop concerns of 
Forever Now, the Furs infuse their songs with a pas¬ 
sion and magic that many connect to Beatles’ tunes. 
They also stretch their use of language and image as 
the Beatles did in their prime. 

Of course, they suffep from lyrical obscurity mani¬ 
pulating this approach, but the feeling of the song is 
always direct. This directness comes as the result of an 
amalgamation of image with music. No Easy Street, 
set to a hauntingly beautiful synthesizer and saxophone 
melody line, is a perfect example: 

"I can see you in the 
plastic town an actor sees; 

I can see you stuck inside

You cry like a baby,

"Run & Run," "No Easy Street," "Yes I Do" and 
"Love My Way" are the standouts of the lp, with 
"Goodbye" and "Only You & 1" getting honorable men¬ 
tions. "Run & Run" and "Love My Way" are not only 
great songs, but are, should I be so presumptuous, in¬ 
teresting social criticisms, of our fast-food, dispose-all 
society. 

Above and beyond, Forever Now is the best of 
pop with some great rock and roll thrown in for good 
measure. Hopefully, in ten years, along with those 
two-decade-old Beatles, Stones and Kinks Ips, we’ll be 
dusting off Forever Now for another spin through our 
memories.

minutes or so. I won't go in 
depth about the procedure, 
because it isn’t necessary here.

"It's an uphill battle for me to 
make the team,” said McGough. 
"I'm one of the youngest guys 
going out. 1 have to be realistic 
and realize there are some guys 
in their 30's and they^ have 
experience over me." 

McGough may not be an 
experienced cyclist, but he has 
been riding circles around those 
who challenge his abilities. In 
the summer of 1982 he won the 
100-mile East Coast Inv. riding 
against 5,000 men and women. 
Last May in the 24-hour Pepsi 
Challenge Marathon, McGough 
placed second riding 450 miles 
in the 24-hour span. 

"It was basically because my 
Mom wouldn’t give me a ride 
anywhere. That's why I got into 
it," said McGough. "Me and a 
couple guys started touring, just 
recreational cycling at first.” 

After McGough entered his 
first race - a race he won by 
over eight minutes - the then 
13-year-old began to explore 
possibilities in cycling. His 
new-found interest, however, 
didn’t impress those who 
expected McGough's athletic 
talents to be used elsewhere. 

"When I was younger a lot‘of 
people told me it's not a real 
popular sport in the U.S. Every¬ 
one always wondered how 1 
could do well since it wasn’t a 
big sport." 


And now? "They’re all pretty 
excited about it," he said, not¬ 
ing that his hometown of 
Northport, New York (near 
Long Island) has now taken an 
interest in cycling. 

As his times dropped and his 
staminia increased, after joining 
the Northport Cycling* Club, 
McGough got his chance to 
compete on the state-wide level. 
While competing in the 1982 
Empire State Games in Syra¬ 
cuse, his cutoff times were 
under what a cyclist would need 


to qualify for th'e 1984 games. 

In the summer when he 
trains the hardest, McGough 
rides an average of 600 miles a 
week on his $1,700 custom- 
made bicycle. A "light" day is 
considered ^30 miles. Other 
accessories include a helmet, 
riding shorts, a jersey and 
shoes. 

The protection is worth it for 
McGough who has takpn a few 
spills. "When you’re riding in a 
real tight pack and someone 
swerves, three or four people 


can go down. I’ve gone down 
more times than I can 
remember." McGough said it's 
especially dangerous when 
cyclists fall because their /eel 
are fastened into toe clips leav¬ 
ing them helpless as the bike 
begins to fall. 

"Mv strong point is hill climb¬ 
ing. Some people are good on 
the open roads," he said, "but 1 
emphasize hill training." All the 
better for an athlete whose road 
to the Olympics has been 
decribed as "an uphill battle."

Braves set for Central III. Showdown

When last the Illinois State 
Redbirds clashed with the Brad¬ 
ley Braves in Peoria, the 
Tomahawk Gang seemed des¬ 
tined to use them as stepping 
stones to their second Missouri 
Valley Conference tournament 
final in three years. But their 
Central Illinois rivals surprised 
the Braves by handing them a 
55-50, double-overtime loss in 
that Valley semi-final match. 

Since then these two squads 
have met but once -- in a 77-69 
ISU victory at Horton Field 
House two weeks ago. In that 
game Redbird center Rick 
Lamb led all scorers with 23 
points, while he and his team¬ 
mates converted 31 of 34 free- 
throws. ISU shot 59 percent 
from the floor, but the Braves 
could manage only 29 field 
goals out of 57, for 51 percent 
on the night. 

ISU is enjoying its best start 
since the 1977-78 season, when 
it won its first 12 games and 
finished with a 24-4 record. 

Redbird leaders include the 
6-foot-7 Lamb, a senior, who 
averaged 14.3 points and 8.7 
rebounds in all games last year. 
Alongside him at one forward 
spot is junior Hank Cornley 
(12.0, 5.9), who currently owns 
the fifth best free-throw percen¬ 
tage in the Valley, at .909. At 
one guard position is senior 
Dwayne Tyus (10.0, 2.0), 

whose last-minute jump shot 
against Wichita State last Satur¬ 
day made the Redbirds 54-53 
winners over the Wheat Shock¬ 
ers. 

Sophomore guard Brad Dun¬ 
can can be a threat off the 
bench. Duncan put on quite an 
exhibition of field goal shooting 
against Bradley last year, and 


has the range to test the MVC 
three-point line. 

Monday night's game at t(ie 
Civic Center Arena will mark 
the 53rd meeting between the 
schools. Bradley holds a 32-20 
edge since the series began in 
the 1904-05 season. 

Presently, the Braves are 8-8 
overall, 3-4 in the Valley. They 
qre defending an 8-1 home 
record, with the one loss 
credited to Oregon State in the 
River City Shoot-out. 

In a CBS-TV, regionally 
televised matinee last Saturday 
the Braves defeated the Tulsa 
Golden Hurricane at the Civic 
Center, 65-59. Bradley fell 
behind early in the second half, 
but fought back to even the 


score at 46 at the 6:42 mark. 
That's when junior Roosevelt 
Davison muscled his way from 
under the opponent's basket to 
put in the tying bucket, while 
drawing a foul on Tulsa's Vince 
Williams and a TU time-out. 

Bradley moved on to 
Amarillo, Texas, where they 
were literally run olT the court 
by a hot West Texas State team 
Monday night. The Buffalos' 
93-85 victory deflated the 
Braves' road record to 0-7. 

Sophomore guard Kendall 
Walling went wild for the Buffs, 
making five of eight three-point 
field goals on the night. Along 
with Walling, James Jackson 
and Bob Steppes led West Texas 
with 21 points apiece, but Voise 


Winters' 22 tallies led all scorers 
in that category. 

Bradley guard Willie Scott is 
currently in the running for the 
Braves' all-time career assist 
record. The 5-foot-ll senior 
needs 36 more assists to break 
the record, held by Bobby 
Humbles from 1974-78. Hum¬ 
bles chalked up 381 assists in 
107 games, while Scott has tal¬ 
lied 346 assists in only 52 
games on the Hilltop. 

Despite what some econ 
majors might say, the total out¬ 
put doesn't always equal the 
some of the parts. 

For Bradley, such was the 
case during the winter break. 
Despite some outstanding indi¬ 
vidual efforts, the season has 
been at best - lackluster. 

BALL STATE - Probably the 
last game many students saw 
before leaving Peoria.

Despite 
Voise Winter's 30 points (a 
career high) and 12 rebounds, 
the Braves dropped a 90-88 
decision. The defeat was the 
third straight on the road. 

RIVER CITY SHOOTOUT - 
Bradley walked on Western 
Michigan in opening night play 
89-60. Little-seen Greg Willie 
even saw some lime on the 
hardwood. In the second game, 
Oregon State handily defeated 
the Western Illinois Leather¬ 
necks. 

The following night wasn't as 
pleasant for Versace, who spent 
most of the night trying to get 
the Braves within five of OSU. 
Despite some nice play-making 
by Scott and Winters, com¬ 
pounded by Rosie Davison's 
eight rebounds and 15 points, 
Bradley lost 76-62. 

ST. JOSEPH - A tight ball 
game to the final buzzer, the 
Braves took a time-out with 29 
seconds left to set up a Pat 
Marshall pump from the far 
corner at :02 to secure a BU win 
65-63. 

ST. FRANCIS - Bradley 
started 1983 with a couple of 
"ka-booms,” making quick work 
of the boys from Pennsylvania 
94-62. It was another good 
night for Winters, who racked 
up 21 points and 12 rebounds. 
The spotlight wasn't on just one 
player, however, as the entire 
squad played. 

CREIGHTON - In short, it 
wasn't a bad way to start 
conference play. Davison, 
Mines, Webster and Winters all 
had double figure games as BU 
claimed a 74-65 victory.

Bradley Security canceled a parking ticket alter a sophomore 
tried to pay it in nickels at Peoria City Hall Monday. Lric Gist said 
he was frustrated with the system, after he was ticketed for parking 
in the lire lane at WyckofT Hall early Sunday. 

"1 was only parked there 15 minutes while I carried my room- 
Tjiate to our room." Gist said. 

’>t first, I was fighting the ticket, now I'm lighting the sys¬ 
tem," he added. 

They (the City Hall cashiers) have a sign that says no pen¬ 
nies,’ so the next best thing is nickels." 

A cashier said she fell he had been harassing her, and called 
city police. 

"I was mu going to take those nickels, the cashier said. 

The police officer look Gist to Betsy Grayson ol the Parking 
Lnforcement office. 

Gist had now been at City Hall one and a hall hours and 
needed to use some nickels to pay the parking meter. 

Grayson found out that the city ticket was issued by a Bradley 
Security officer, and called Director Dave Baer, who was not in. 

By, Tuesday, Grayson had not heard from Baer, and told Gist 
to call Baer himself. Gist contacted Baer Wednesday and it was 
dropped. 

"There had been a sign posted at the start of last semester but 
it was gone* after six or seven weeks," Baer said. "The lire lane is 
there for the protection of the students. 

"Security officers do not ticket cars parked illegally at the 
moment they see them." Baer said. "If the car is left that wav lor 
an hour or more, it will then be ticketed. 

"If we find there are frequent violations in a certain area and 
the $2 tickets are not deterrents, we will issue SIO city tickets. 

He added that they try to give only the $2 tickets to Bradley 
students with stickers. If. the car is a student s vehicle without a 
sticker and receives a $10 ticket, the student may take the ticket to 
Baer and he will discuss a reduction. 


Bradley's General Store 
closed for lack of funds, 
may never re-open*. 

The small grocery store in the 
lobby of Williams Hall, sold 
groceries to dorm students. 

"When that store opened last 
March, 1 really thought it was 
terrific," Director of Housing 
Mike Murphy said. I wouldn’t 
say the store’s dead, I just need 
to gel re-kindled." 

Murphy said the store has to 
be' justified financially to the 
University, and in its first 
semester and a half, it wasn’t 
quite breaking even. 

"Our prices are lower (than 
most grocery stores), maybe too 
low," he added. "That may be 
the problem right there. 

"In order to break even, we’d 
need to make $150 a night with 
a 30 percent mark up. We’ve 
had S70-75 nights, and', when 
we’re open from five to mid¬ 
night that just won’t cut it," 
Murphy said. 

Inter-dorm Council is work¬ 
ing with Murphy on ways to 
re-open the store. 

"He’s waiting for us to do 
something," said John l ealhers- 
ton, I DC president. "1 think 
he’s going to give it one more 
chance. 

"1 don’t know if it's going to 
work, but maybe it will," Peath- 
erston added. 

Before the store opened. I DC 
surveyed individual dorm coun¬ 
cils, and gave Murphy a list of 
the goods that would sell best. 

Murphy said most of the 
items didn't go over well. 

A possibility of relocating the 
store in a centralized area of 
campus being studied. 

Murphy said people aren’t 
aware the store is there. 

"We’ve stuffed mailboxes 
with fliers telling students about 
the store and giving them 
menus listing items and prices, 
but we got no surge," he said. 

It started in March and

began to catch on." Murphy 
added, "and we lost at the end 
of the last year, but not badly. 

We opened in the summer, but 
it didn't work at all. This fall, 
we opened up with specials, and 
I don’t think it ever got oft' the 
ground.

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Anorexia, Bulimia workshop in future plans

You haven’t eaten anything 
all day and now you stand in 
front of the mirror looking for 
any notable changes. There 
aren’t any. "Forget it," you say 
to yourself. Til never lose any 
weight." 

You head for the nearest 
place where you can eat 
privately and stuff' yourself 
uncontrollably. An hour later 
you’re standing in front of the 
toilet with your finger down 
your throat feeling disgusted 
and ashamed. 

The last part is called "purg¬ 
ing" by the experts who study 
and treat eating disorders. 
"Gorging-and-purging" is part of 
the common yet hardly dis¬ 
cussed disease. Bulimia, which 
is closely related to the more 
commonly known disorder. 
Anorexia Nervosa. 

Bradley Student Aide Joan 
Farbstein wasn’t aware of the 
extent of the disease until after 
reading several magazine arti¬ 
cles on them and discussing 
them with some of her friends. 

She said she realized that a 
support group would help 
anoretics and bulimics to face 
their problems. She and Dr. 
James Orr, Bradley counseling 
psychologist, began working 
together on the project and at 
6:30 p.m. Thursday in Student 
Center 215, they will run a dis¬ 
cussion group especially for 
people with eating disorders. 

Farbstein knows that there 
are a lot of students with these 
problems and she said she 
hopes 'The chance To talk, to 
share experiences and gain the 
support that the group offers" 


will attract people who really 
want to help themselves. 

Nurse Donna Gauwitz of 
Peoria’s Human Service Center 
counsels victims and their fami¬ 
lies through one of the area’s 
only Eating Disorders Clinic. 

According to Gauwitz, one 
out of four college-age women 
suffer from Bulimia, making it 
more urgent of a problem to 
Bradley students than anorexia, 
which affects one out of 100 
females from the ages of 12 - 
22. Some men suffer from these 
eating disorders, but they are 
rare. Orr said that 97 percent of 
the victims are women. 

Pan-Hel awards

Orr feels the problem has 
been increased by the modern 
conception that thin is desirable.

levels, and suffer dramatic 
weight loss, always insisting that 
they still aren’t thin enough. 

"They lose perspective on 
themselves," Orr said. 

Fifteen percent of all anoret¬ 
ics and bulimics die each year. 
Before they die, other changes 
occur in their bodies due to 
their eating habits. The body 
may grow a layer of hair to pro¬ 
tect itself from excessive heat 


loss; a women’s menstrual cycle 
may stop to prevent further loss 
of fluids. 

"The entire system may shut 
down," while trying to protect 
itself, Orr said. 

Bulimia victims lose massive 
amounts of fluids; the acids 
brought up from the stomach 
may rot teeth and cause the 
glands to swell, as well as caus¬ 
ing major stomach disorders.

A motion to offer night-time 
voting for the upcoming spring 
and fall elections passed during 
the Student Senate meeting 
held Monday afternoon in the 
Student Center Ballroom. 

Many senators in attendance 
agreed that night-time voting 
would give more students the 
opportunity to vote. 

"We are considering those 
people who are not on campus 
during the day," said senator 
Lynn Bochtler. 

The motion stales that a pol¬ 
ling place would be open for 
two hours during the evening of 
one of the two election days. 

A lottery lied in with spring 
Senate executive board elections 
met with mixed reaction. The 
lottery would try to promote 
student interest and increase 
voter turn-out. Senators oppos¬ 
ing the suggestion said they felt 
a lottery would turn the spring 
elections into a game. 

If passed, a drawing would be 
held after the election from the 
ballots cast. The winner would 
receive a prize hopefully 
donated by a local Peoria mer¬ 
chant. 

In a report from last week's 
Board of Trustees meeting, 
All-School President Nathan 
Martin announced that the 
administration is considering 
charging lab fees for certain 
classes in order to cut costs. 
Martin said that the S10 - 15 
fee would be instated in classes 
that use a good deal of "expend¬ 
able materials." If passed, the 
fees would not necessarily apply 
to all academic areas. 

Each individual College would 
have the option of imposing 
these fees," Marlin staled. 

The Campus Affairs Commit¬ 
tee reported that they have 
begun to look into the problem 
of poor lighting outside of 
Haussler Hall. They reported 
the University presently does 
not have enough money to 
complete the second phase of, 
the lighting project, which 
included Haussler Hall, but they 
are considering the possibility of 
installing temporary lighting.

Of particular interest to them 
are degrees in economics, physi¬ 
cal science, or maybe 
engineering. U.S. citizenship, is 
required and military experience 
is a plus. 

If you pass this inspection, 
you may be a viable candidate 
for employment with the princi¬ 
ple intelligence, counterintelli¬ 
gence, and secret operations 
arm of the U.S. government. 
An organization which was 
created in 1947 and has an 
undisclosed budget which is said 
to be in the billions of dollars. 

This is the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency. 

This organization’s past can 
be described as "colorful." It is 
rooted in spying and subterfuge. 
The CIA has been linked to 
assassination attempts on 
foreign leaders and government 
overthrows. During the past 
decade, congressional panels 
charged the CIA with illegal 
spying on journalists and politi¬ 
cal dissenters in the United 
Stales, planting informers inside 
protest groups, engaging in bur¬ 
glaries, mail openings, bug- 
gings, and collecting secret files 
on more than 10,000 Ameri¬ 
cans, For these activities, some 
authors have named the CIA 
and other "intelligence groups" 
as "Armies of Ignorance." 

But never mind that past 
track record.

Those 
selected for the Program receive 
one and a half to three years 
training to prepare them for 
professional, technical and 
managerial careers with the 
Agency. At present, we are 
especially interested in candi¬ 
dates who wish to apply their 
talents to the overseas collec¬ 
tion of foreign intelligence." 

Don’t forget, starting salaries' 
range between $18,767 and 
$27,776. 

In The Sew Republic 1968, 
historian Henry Steele Com- 


mager published an essay enti¬ 
tled. "The University as 
Employment Agency." In this 
piece, he criticizes universities 
for being more responsive to 
the needs, and desires of 
governmental agencies, such as 
the CIA, and private corpora¬ 
tions, such as Dow Chemical, 
than to what he terms "the 
moral passion" of their students. 
He points to career placement 
efforts which aid the CIA as 
cultural investments in such 
products as espionage and 
napalm. 

College students were upset 
with recruitment efforts by the 
CIA just a little over a decade 
ago and we can now welcome 
these groups, and other groups 
like them, with open arms. How 
about it LAS students? 

Four years ago this month, in 
Washington, DC. I met and 
talked with William Egan Colby, 
the director of the* CIA from 
1973 - 1976. He seemed like a 
nice eTtough guy. His last words 
to me were, "Good luck in col¬ 
lege, young man."

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Geisert offers an average dining experience

This is the first in a series of 
Bradley cafeteria reviews. 
Reviews will be based on 
several categories: food quality, 
cleanliness, atmosphere and 
those extra touches that can 
make college cafeterias more 
endurable for all. 

Geisert cafeteria is the subject 
of this week's review. In fair¬ 
ness to Geisert, it must be 
stated that this review is based 
on a single evening meal, due 
to a shortage of time. The 
menu when I dined at 4:30 was 
pork, or goulash, corn, spinach, 
sweet potatoes and rolls. My

dinner guest, Mr. X, chose the 

goulash while I opted for the 
pork. We sampled the opposite 
choices for seconds. 

The pork was presented 
nicely in a brown sauce with 
green and red garnish. How¬ 
ever, it didn't live up to its 
looks. About one-third of my 
slice of pork was pure fat. The

meat itself contained little fat 

coooooccoccoccooococcooccccoocccoooooscccca 


but was rather chewy. The tasty 

brown sauce was not enough to 
spice up the relatively bland 
pork. 

The goulash was served pip¬ 
ing hot. Mixed in with the 
macaroni were chunks of celery, 
green pepper and tomato, along 
with a healthy amount of meat. 
After trying it, my guest and I 


was pretty flavorful by cafeteria 
standards. Both my guesj and I 
chose corn for our vegetable 
and we were satisfied, although 
not impressed, with the average 
cafeteria corn. 

In addition to the main 
course, my guest had apple 
sauce and was disappointed that 
it was neither cold nor heated, 
but instead a rather unappetiz¬ 
ing room temperature. I was 
pleasantly surprised to find the 
rolls warm and the butter 
without the slightly rancid taste 
it often has in cafeterias. Mr. X 
found the cherry dessert to be 
average and unexciting.

colate milkshake from the 
dispenser which is convienlly 
located in the food line. They 
were quite thick, like the fast 
food variety, but much better 
tasting. Mr. X remarked that 
the milkshake was like a second 
dessert. This is quite a treat for 
those with a sweet tooth for 
chocolate. 

The food servers at Geisert 
were businesslike and not 
inclined to offer small talk to 
strangers. The other kitchen 
workers also appeared to be 
doing their jobs adequately. The 
plates, silverware and tables 
were all clean. The wood panel¬ 
ing and earthy brown and 
orange colors provided a sub¬ 
dued cafeteria atmosphere. Our 
complaint about the physical 
setup is the serying line. The 
trays and service are 'located 
away from the food line and 
must be carried over to it. The 
drink counter is across from the 
food line, causing a bottleneck 
when students attempt to cross 
between the lines. 

The overall dining experience 
at Geisert was average. The 
meal was normal for a Bradley 
cafeteria. Because of the awk¬ 
ward setup, Geisert may get 
crowded during busy lunch and 
dinner hours, but for those who 
want a good milkshake I recom¬ 
mend Geisert.

Todd Rundgren’s last album, Healing . while being 
some of the prettiest and most serene music he’s ever / 
composed, was also his most headstrong release. >( 
Steeped in a personal philosophy of spiritualism, the 
record was Rundgren’s diatribe of faith without God. 

The Ever Popular Tortured Artist Effect , 
Rundgren’s latest release, offers nine harmless pop 
tunes to his public, and, to make it simple, is one of 
Rundgren’s lesser efforts. It could probably be ranked 
as one of his worst. 

Although The Ever Popular Tortured Artist Effect 
has been making considerable playlists across the coun¬ 
try, the Rundgren penned, performed and produced 
tunes (with the expection of "Tin Soldier") just don’t 
sound inspired. "Bang the Drum all Day," "There Goes 
Your Baybah," "Chant" and "Emperor of the Highway," 
while all frustratingly hummable, suffer from the lack 
of direction. 

"Drive," the centerpiece of an album with a soft 
and mushy center, is tough. Over Byrdsian guitars, 
doubled with the Psychedelic Furs’ patented drone 
quality, Rundgren delivers top-notch pop without for¬ 
saking the; rough edges. Rundgren’s voice shreds, 
splits on the upper registers, but it’s obvious that he’s 
inspired. 

Unfortunately, Rundgren’s emotional honesty rare¬ 
ly surfaces on this very tepid platter. Side two is 
infinately worse, but don’t let that fool you. Side One 
offers the lps most inane song, "There Goes Your Bay¬ 
bah," a silly samba about losing your loved one. 

Like all Rundgren lps, there are a few saving 
graces. Other than the aforementioned "Drive," there is 
the first two cuts, "Hideaway" and "Influenza." Both 
would fit perfectly on any Rundgren lp except this one. 

Todd Rundgren has been a favorite of mine^for 
years, and I can sympathize with hirri* when he calls a 
record The Ever Popular Tortured Artist Effect. Critics 
have had a blast lambasting him for years, but this 
time, it isn’t only the artist who is tortured. 

It’s the listener, too.

As the lights came up on the 
Student Center Ballroom stage, the 


musicians appeared one at a time. 

They played a tune from The 
Blues Brothers and when they 
finished, one member exclaimed, 
It’s star time! So here he is...385 
pounds of soul...Big Twist! 

This is a description of the 
January 27 performance by Big 
Twist and the Mellow Fellows, a 
rhythm and blues band out of Chi 
cago. 

The show contained all R & B 
styled music.

Vaughan told me, "When I 
started with the band two and a 
half years ago, we went on the road 
in two cars...sometimes driving for 
long hours. Now we fly, or drive 
two large vans." 

When asked the reason for the 
recent success of the band, guitarist 
Pete Special commented, "We’ve 
been playing rhythm and blues for 
ten years, and when we started, it 
wasn’t trendy. Now people are 
coming around; in the past three or 
four years it has become popular." 

The band> has ‘two albums to 
their credit, but members have 
come and gone. One bit of informa¬ 
tion that surprised me was that a 
few members began rehearsing with 
the group only five days before 
their recent tour. 

One thing that didn't surprise 
me was the crowd’s response to the 
band. Each and every song was 
danceable. Students really got the 
rhythm and clapped, tapped, and 
danced their blues away. When 
asked about the quality of the 


music, Chris Sorensen and Ruta 
Dain^uskas agreed with Ruta s ob¬ 
servation that "each member is stu¬ 
pendously talented, and together 
they are out of this world! 

After hearing that, 1 had to get 
a second opinion. 1 confronted Jor¬ 
dan Quiriconi who truthfully stated,

talking to Big Twist himself. 1 
asked him what he liked most 
about entertaining. He replied. 
"Everything...if 1 had to be specific, 
l love to make people happy.

I know 1 speak 
for others in attendance as well as 
myself when 1 say that we d love to 
see you again. 

After watching and listening to 
Big Twist' and the Mellow Fellows 
play and sing the rhythm and blues, 
1 could only sit back, applaud and 
confidently say.

"Generations to come will scarce believe that such a one as this ever 
in flesh and blood walked upon this earth,” said Einstein of Gandhi. 

Twenty years in the making, Richard Attenborough’s film, Gandhi, 
trapping some of the Mahatma’s greatest moments, perhaps if nothing else 
makes his life and principles of non-violence more credible and feasible. 

Half Indian by birth, Ben Kingsley portrays Gandhi brilliantly. Kings¬ 
ley employs great finesse in his characterization of Gandhi from his move¬ 
ments all the way to even his diction. This is especially apparent by the 
subtle change in Gandhi’s accent from one that is strongly British at the 
commencement of the film to another dialect typically Indian towards the 
latter half. 

Three hours long, the movie attempts to cover 56 of Gandhi’s 79 
eventful years by beginning with the words, "No man’s life can be encom¬ 
passed in one telling..." 

By taking the viewer on a tour of Gandhi’s private moments, Atten¬ 
borough brings to light some of the Mahatma’s human weaknesses, along 
with his simple existence and greatness. In an age where dress codes are 
often set by television personalities, the loincloth clad figure inspires other 
considerations. 

Beginning with scenes in South Africa, Gandhi, a young attorney, is 
made brutally aware of the racial discrimination in the wayward British 
colony. Advocating and religiously following his principles of non¬ 
violence, Gandhi successfully manages to change both attitudes and laws 
which infringe his compatriots’ civil rights. 

Winning reluctant appraisal from the British press, Gandhi moves on 
to India and begins his struggle against British rule. 

, Highlights of Attenborough’s film include the 1919 (Jalyan Vallah 


Bagh) massacre where General Dyer (portrayed by Edward Fox), ordering 
his troops to open fire on a crowd of 15,000 men, women and children 
( to-teach them a lesson ), causes 1516 casualties. This and rioting by 
’freedom fighters’ at Chauri Chaura which led to the death of 21 police¬ 
men by means of hatchets depict the uphill battle of Gandhi’s non¬ 
violence movement. 

These and other landmarks such as the "Dandi Salt March," where 
Gandhi gathers untaxed salt in a symbolic move against the British, stirred 
passions that ultimately culminated in the independence of India. 

Even after independence was achieved violent outbreaks between 
Hindus and Muslims left the Mahatma greatly dissatisfied. Gandhi resorted 
to a total fast and self-inflicted penance until all violence had ceased five 
days later. 

The half naked fakir," as Churchill described him, spun his own scan, 
ty wardrobe and died without any property or riches. 

The film is interwoven with smaller parts that add the finishing 
touches to Kingsley’s stalwart performance. Rohini Hattangady as Kustur- 
ba, Gandhi’s wife, Martin Sheen as Walker, a sympathetic American jour¬ 
nalist, Edward Fox as General Dyer and Candice Bergen as the famous 
Life photographer and journalist Margaret Bourke-White all give their sup¬ 
porting perfomances that enhance Kingsley in this epic film. 

With 1982 having witnessed some of the worst wars in a long time, 
perhaps there is a lot we can learn from this advocate of non-violence. 

A knowledge of the history of India’s independence struggle is neces¬ 
sary to recognize all the political personalities and landmarks that abound 
in this movie. But, as one viewer put it, "What the heck, it was a great 
. movie anyway."

Dear Harry, 

My roommate is hooked on 
the Dungeons and Dragons 
game. Sometimes he can't tell 
fantasy from reality. How can I 
persuade him to seek help 
without my seeming too pushy 
or endangering our friendship?

Dear B.U. Junior, 

I see three parts to your 
situation. First, consider the fol¬ 
lowing assumptions. Helping 
others sometimes involves 
risks. What shall I let Control 
me; my fear of rejection, or my 
need to help. 1 can’t force any¬ 
one to seek help. They are 
responsible for their own feel¬ 


ings, thoughts and actions. It's 
my job to be responsible for my 
actions. How can I be a respon¬ 
sible friend? I can't control 
their behavfor, but I can share 
my concern and urge them to 
seek help. 

Second. Do your homework 
first. That is, become informed 
on what is happening to him by 
asking others how they see him. 
Ask if they have talked to him, 
or questioned him or suggested 
help. Check with mutual 
friends. 

Third, (the action step). Go 
to him personally, alone. Start 
with the idea that you need to 
learn from him (as opposed to 
telling him). Ask him if D & D 
interferes with his concentra- 
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tion, getting enough study time, 
being prepared for class, etc. 
Ask him what there is about D 
& D that he enjoys! If he opens 
the door to admit problems with 
either of the first two questions, 
pursue his responses further. 
Ask if he is aware of the conse¬ 
quences of his actions. (Again, 
don’t tell . him the conse¬ 
quences.) Then share your feel¬ 
ings and observations. Be 
specific about behavior (i.e., "I 
noticed last night when you 
were talking about the Super¬ 
bowl, you began shouting, pac¬ 
ing the floor, and gestering in 
the air as if angry at something. 
You got off the subject. I felt 
some anxiety and concern for 
you and was helpless. 1 asked 
myself, what is causing this and 
can I help?”). Remain general 
for awhile, then get specific 
relating D & D to behavior. Ask 
him if he ever thought of seek¬ 
ing help for the problem. If he 
ignores you, tell him you will 
think about it further, and see 
him later. Consult with a 
mutual friend(s) on the best 
strategy. Take a friend and the 
two of you talk with him. Tell 
him you want to help, and that 
you are going io talk to a coun¬ 
selor. Invite him to go along. If 
he says no, the two of you pur¬ 
sue it with a counselor.

Lady Braves upset 
Loyola 94-80 


Sophomore Judy Burns added 
to her list of records Tuesday 
when the women's basketball 
team scored a 94-80 upset 
against Loyola of Chicago. The 
guard from Marion, IN. scored 
38 points breaking th^ single¬ 
game scoring record of 37 set 
last season by teammate Karen 
Anderson. 

"They were leaving me open 
near the top of the key all 
night," said Burns, who also 
holds the single-game and 
single-season assists records. 

"We couldn’t have played any 
better," said Bradley coach Joe 
Slowed, whose team converted 
34 of 44 free throws and shot 
50 percent from the floor. 
"Everyone who got into the 
game made a contribution." 

Senior center Roxanne Gra- 
bow had 14 points, 10 rebounds 
and six steals for the Lady 
Braves, 11-9 priof to tonight's 
game against Augustana in the 
field house at 7:30. Lisa Ccch 
and Anderson had 11 each for 
Bradley which lost to Loyola 
last year 95-78. 

The Lady Braves, however, 
didn't play as well against Mar¬ 
quette as a 83-65 setback indi¬ 
cates. What took Bradley out of 


the game more than anything 
according to Slowed was poor 
shooting. 

"We didn't shoot very well in 
the first half and we weren t 
organized," he said. "We knew 
they were going to be bigger. 
We just didn't have our heads 
in the game." 

Bradley committed 16 
turnovers in the first half. 
Burns, who was moved from 
point to wing, led the team with 
25 points. Grabow added 12 and 
shared rebounding honors' with 
Cech at six. 

"The mistakes we made were 
mistakes caused by us, not by 
the other team," Stowed said. 
"There were too many turn¬ 
overs (24 total) - I'm more con¬ 
cerned about the turnovers than 
anything else."

The Lady Braves will also play 
at home Saturday against Iowa 
Stale. Burns leads the team in 
scoring with a 23.3 average. 
Grabow in the rebound leader 
with a 9.7 average.

Four, maybe five, powerhouses 


in the country 


College oaskelball has seen 
only four modern dynasties - by 
modern 1 mean in the last 25 
years - and they would be 
UCLA, Kentucky, Indiana and 
North Carolina. 

The dynasty is the school that 
does not recruit, but selects. 
When they call the blue chip 
high school athlete, the phone 
is always answered. They are 
usually the school in the slate as 
far as tradition and prestige, the 
school that is habitually on 
national television. 

Most obvious, of course, is 
the world created by John 
Wooden, The Wizzard of West- 
wood, at UCLA. Nobody won 
more than John Wooden. Start¬ 
ing in 1964, he won 10 NCAA 
titles in 12 years, a record that 
will never be matched. That 
makes him the Caesar of Col¬ 
lege Basketball, and Larry 
Farmer his disciple, his Marc 
Anthony, is carrying on today. 

The Bruins go nine deep with 
every kid being an all-slater and 
potential first-round draft 
choice. They normally win more 



than half their games during 
warmups, and their cheerleaders 
are better known than the win¬ 
ning teams of some major 
conferences. 

Second is the University of 
Kentucky, which started with 
"The Baron," Adolph Rupp, 
who won 880 games in 41 sea¬ 
sons, and is being continued 
today by Joe B. Hall. The Wild¬ 
cats seat 23,000 for every home 
ballgame at Rupp Arena, and 
have done more damage to the 
Southern Conference than 
Sherman did when it went 
through Atlanta. 

The Wildcats are true 
thoroughbreds. They have won 
the NCAA Championship five 
times, and they run probably 
the best college basketball pro¬ 
gram in the nation todays 


Basketball in Lexington is a way 
of life, socially-oriented, the 
Park Ave. Sport for the in¬ 
crowd, and Joe B. Hall is just 
one of hundreds of thousands 
who breed blue in the com¬ 
monwealth. 

At Indiana, again the baton 
has been passed, ibis time from 
Branch McCracken, who won 
the title in 1953, to Bobby 
Knight, who has won it twice 
since he took over for 
McCracken in 1972. Basketball 
at Indiana is a Hoosier Hysteria 
that makes football take a rum- 
bleseat and lights up the moon¬ 
light on the Wabasha, Bobby 
Knight’s dictatorial style of 
yesterday is also the envy of 
every coach that has a fear ot 
administration, parents or 
ballplayers. 

Knight is his own man* the 
master chef of his own restau¬ 
rant, who tells you what to 
order, cooks the food his way 
and it's so good that the custo¬ 


mers keep coming back for 
more! 

Rounding out the magic four 
are the Tar Heels from Chapel 
Hill, who have won everything 
in sight with the dynasty start¬ 
ing, with Frank McGuire in the 
1950's when North Carolina 
was NCAA Champ in 1957. 
Now they have broken through 
the sound barrier under Dean 
Smith, who made it to the Final 
Four six times and finally 
grabbed the brass ring last year. 

There is one school, in my 
opinion, that's knocking on the 
door to join the dynasty club 
and that’s Louisville. All the 
ingredients are there: Denny 
Crum has brought the Cardinals 
out of the shadow of Kentucky, 
they're almost there, they've 
come close. But they still don't 
have the key to the Executive 
Washroom yet because of the 
Wildcats at Kentucky, who are 
in the process of building their 
own Ming dynasty.

Not a winless

The Bradley hockey team won 
its first game of the season with 
a 6-4 victory over the Univer¬ 
sity of Dayton last Friday. The 
following day the Braves lost to 
the same team 8-0 to fall to l-

"The conference Con¬ 
cordia is in has smaller schools, 
but they're pretty good wres¬ 
tling programs," Bolen said. "It’s 
difficult for us being a club and 
wrestling against other schools’ 
varsities. We’re just looking to 
win a few matches..."

The possibility some Bradley men's basket¬ 
ball games will be played at Robertson Memorial 
Field House in the future, perhaps as early as 
next season, has not been discounted by the 
administration. 

All-School Student President Nate Martin 
was in President Abegg’s office when the thought 
surfaced. "It was just something he personally was 
thinking of, it's not a formal proposal," Martin 
said. "No decision will be made by him person¬ 
ally. It will a combination of students and 
administration." 

"I think what he was probably saying is the 
University always reserves the right to play its 
games where it wants," said Dr. James Erickson, 
assistant to the president and associate vice 
president for university relations. Abegg is 
attending a series of alumni meetings throughout 
the country and was not available for comment. 

"I wasn't a part of the conversation, but I 
assume that's what Dr. Abegg was saying," Erick¬ 
son said. "1 don't think they will be moved 
although we have not negotiated a contract with 
the Civic Center for next season. A key factor 
would be a recommendation from the athletic 
director." 

"We do not have a working agreement next 
year, and if we can't get together that possibility 
always exists," said Athletic Director Ron Fergu¬ 
son. 

"There has not been an official meeting of 
the people who make those decisions," Ferguson 
said. "It would premature for me to come out 
with any statements." 


Even if the games stay downtown next sea¬ 
son it is likely the student seats will be moved.

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Greeks face financial 


problems

The well-known fraternity party may 
soon become a thing of the past due to 
rising prices and declining enrollment at 
Bradley. 

According to Tom Spadafora, IFC 
president, Bradley's social fraternities 
may have to cut their social budgets to 
keep up with the cost of running a 
house. He feels that the academic side 
of Greek life is more important now 
because "less people are coming to col¬ 
lege just to party." 

Declining enrollment means fewer 
people to rush for both the fraternities 
and sororities. Spadafora believes that 
these people would be turned off to the 
Greek life because of its "party-and- 
have-a-good-time" reputation, He 
explained that the situation is changing 
now and sighted the statistics which 
showed that the all-fraternity grade point 
average has been comparable to or better- 
than the all-men GPA in the past few 
semesters. 

Delta Upsilon, the largest fraternity 
at Bradley, is trying-to cope with the 
problems of today's economy. Any extra 
money that the house needs "ultimately 
comes out of the social fund," said DU 
President Bob Gibson, because "they 
can't slack on kitchen or food bills." Gib¬ 
son feels that DU is better off than some 
of the smaller houses on campus. "We at 
least have the capital," he said, meaning 
that the larger houses have more 
members to help pay the bills. 

Gibson is concerned with the 
University's policy toward replacing 
house members who leave for a 
Cooperative Education job second 
semester. 

"A lot of the Co-op candidates come 
rom the Greek system. When they 
eave over break, we're stuck. We can't 
eplace them with the members who live 
n apartments because they can't break 
heir leases," he said. 

DU was left with three empty places 
n their house at the beginning of this 
emester. They wanted to get members 
(ho live in the dorms out of their con¬ 


tracts but they learned that the Univer¬ 
sity wanted $550 per person to cover the 
cost of the dorm room. Therefore, the 
fraternity only charges board to the peo¬ 
ple who move into the house. 

Gibson feels that this policy is 
unfair and may lead to fraternities 
discouraging members from joining Co¬ 
op. "We don’t want to," he explained, 
"but the commitment some men feel 
toward their fraternities may cause prob¬ 
lems." 

Other fraternities are encountering 
ihe same problem and some, like Pi 
Kappa Alpha, have already set rules stat¬ 
ing that students cannot move into the 
house unless they are planning to stay 
the whole year. Even then, some stu¬ 
dents' plans change after they have 
signed contracts. 

Pike President Bob Gear said that 
one member "found a job late in the first 
semester" and moved out. "The house 
must be at full capacity to help raise 
money." 

Even after buying out dorm con¬ 
tracts some houses still have empty beds 
which cost them any where from $400 to 
$550 per bed. Gibson said that even 
filling the house with men from the 
dorms is better that having empty beds 
because "if a house isn’t full something 
feels wrong." 

Sororities are also feeling the affects 
of empty beds and lack of funds. All the 
houses have their budgets made on full 
occupancy and have some trouble mak¬ 
ing up for the difference with fund 
raisers and alumni donations. 

Sue Nations, Panhellenic vice- 
president, said that # she has already 
observed a tendency for the sororities to 
be more budget conscious than ever 
before, but Panhellenic President Kim 
Ervin expects the situation to get worse 
next year. 

Ann Thelan, Sigma Kappa 
president, said .that there were five 
empty beds left in the house after winter 
"break this year. Each bed represents a 
loss of $1065 for room and board. 
Another problem is that the members 
moved out last semester without paying 


their bills. According to Spadafora, the 
University can help houses get their 
money by withholding grades and tran¬ 
scripts or taking other actions. 

General repair work and house 
upkeep must be done in each fraternity 
and sorority, but because of the high 
prices, most houses are thinking before 
calling a repair man. 

According to Alpha Epsilon Pi 
President, Jeff Pozen, the house hasn't 
called in a-private contractor for anything 
except a broken boiler since he joined 
three and a half years ago. 

"We do it ourselves," he explained. 
He also said that the house could use 
some improvements, like new carpeting 
and furniture, but that cosmetic things 
have to be put off until finances get 
better. One specific problem faced by 
AEPi and other fraternities is low 
membership levels which can limit funds 
greatly. 

Brad Beutlich, treasurer of Theta Xi, 
said that despite its low membership 
there has not been a problem balancing 
the budget. Since there are no meals 
served in the house, the live-in members 
don’t have to pay board. All members 
pay $110 for social fees and this year 
they were able to put in slightly more 
per person because there have been no 
major repairs made. 

Last winter, however, a problem 
arose when a window broke during some 
of the coldest weather in history, and the 
bathroom pipes froze and burst. "It cost 
a fortune* to fix," Beutlich said. 

Beutlich said the house is trying to 
save as much money as possible this 
year. They sealed off some of the win¬ 
dows so their heating bills stayed about 
the same instead of increasing 50 percent 
because of Central Illinois Light Com¬ 
pany (CILCO) rate hikes. Beutlich is 
glad that Theta Xi is "pretty much in the 
black" and said that they do not plan on 
cutting back the social activities of the 
fraternity. "You've got to have a certain 
number of parties," he explained, "It 
helps to keep up the campus morale." 

The black social fraternities and 
sororities are also having problems mak¬ 


ing ends meet. 

The major event for Kappa Alpha 
Psi, according to President Glenn 
Dougherty, is the annual Sweetheart 
Ball. This year the prices of everything 
from champagne and roses to. hiring a 
band have gone up. "We have to 
increase the ad prices in our ad book," 
said Dougherty, but even the printing 
costs went up a lot. 

KAPsi members also "throw 
Thanksgiving and Christmas parties for 
the neighborhood kids," said Dougherty, 
as well as participating in national leader¬ 
ship conferences and sponsoring a 
basketball tournament and conclaves. 

"All this costs money," he said and 
it is getting harder to raise the necessary 
funds. According to United Black 
Panhellenic President Andrea Smith, one 
major problem is that the Student Allo¬ 
cations and Budget Review Board 
(SABRC), which allocates funds for 
University activities, allotted only $20 
for each house. 

SABRC President Dave Verseman 
said that the board supports activities 
"based mainly on the benefit that the 
entire student body will receive from the 
event," and that the activities presented 
by the black fraternities and sororities 
"benefit only a limited number of Brad¬ 
ley students."

”1 think what he was probably saying is the 
University always reserves the right to play its 
games where it wants," said Dr. James Erickson, 
assistant to the president and associate vice 
president for university relations. Abegg is 
attending a series of alumni meetings throughout 
the country and was not available for comment. 

"I wasn't a part of the conversation, but I 
assume that's what Dr. Abegg was saying," Erick¬ 
son said. "I don't think they will be moved 
although we have not negotiated a contract with 
the Civic Center for next season. A key factor 
would be a recommendation from the athletic 
director." 

"We do not have a working agreement next 
year, and if we can't get together that possibility 
always exists," said Athletic Director Ron Fergu¬ 
son. 

"There has not been an official meeting of 
the people who make those decisions," Ferguson 
said. "It would premature for me to come out 
with any statements." 


Even if the games stay downtown next sea¬ 
son it is likely the student seats will be moved. 
Not back down Main St. to the field house, but 
within the Civic Center itself. Word from a 
scattering of students at the Illinois State-BU 
game on Jan. 31, contend a move - any move - 
would be a welcome one. 

"You can scream and yell all you want and 
nobody can hear anything," said senior Dawn 
Nott, one of 1 952 student season ticket holders. 
"This place is just too big. There are too many 
townies and it's too comfortable. It's a good place 
for concerts and stuff, but basketball just doesn't 
make it here." 

Nott did have some positive comments 
regarding the $63.8 million complex. "You don't 
sweat like you used to in the field house." 

Senior John Blythe, interrupted during the 
cheer of, "If you can't go to school go to state," 
had time to add: "It would be nice if we were 
closer and people could hear us. Here you sit in a 
seat^ with a back on it, drink beer and people 
don't feel like getting up to clap." 

"This is not the place to play Bradley basket¬ 
ball, but heck I'll follow my Braves anywhere," 
said Rob Zapinski, a 1982 graduate. "We could be 
a little closer to the action, but I have a pretty 
good seat so I'm not going to complain." 

One option the University is considering, 
according to reports in the Jan. 28 Bradley Scout, 
is putting the students closer to ground level near 
the corners of the arena. The prices could be cut 
in half or dropped completely, according to the 
article. Ferguson said the Civic Center Commis¬ 
sion had not met yet to consider the move, but 
will meet soon .

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Greeks face financial problems

The well-known fraternity party may 
soon become a thing of the past due to 
rising prices and declining enrollment at 
Bradley. 

According to Tom Spadafora, IFC 
president, Bradley's social fraternities 
may have to cut their social budgets to 
keep up with the cost of running a 
house. He feels that the academic side 
of Greek life is more important now 
because "less people are coming to col¬ 
lege just to party." 

Declining enrollment means fewer 
people to rush for both the fraternities 
and sororities. Spadafora believes that 
ihese people would be turned off to the 
Greek life because of its "party-and- 
have-a-good-time" reputation, He 
explained that the situation is changing 
now and sighted the statistics which 
showed that the all-fraternity grade point 
average has been comparable to or better 
than the all-men GPA in the past few 
semesters. 

Delta Upsilon, the largest fraternity 
at Bradley, is trying-to cope with the 
problems of today's economy. Any extra 
money that the house needs "ultimately 
comes out of the social fund," said DU 
President Bob Gibson, because "they 
can’t slack on kitchen or food bills." Gib¬ 
son feels that DU is better off than some 
of the smaller houses on campus. "We at 
least have the capital," he said, meaning 
that the larger houses have more 
members to help pay the bills. 

Gibson is concerned with the 
University's policy toward replacing 
house members who leave for a 
Cooperative Education job second 
semester. 

"A lot of the Co-op candidates come 
fom the Greek system. When they 
eave over break, we're stuck. We can't 
eplace them with the members who live 
in apartments because they can't break 
heir leases," he said. 

DU was left with three empty places 
n their house at the beginning of this 
emester. They wanted to get members 
vho live in the dorms out of their con¬ 


tracts but they learned that the Univer¬ 
sity wanted $550 per person to cover the 
cost of the dorm room. Therefore, the 
fraternity only charges board to the peo¬ 
ple who move into the house. 

Gibson feels that this policy is 
unfair and may lead to fraternities 
discouraging members from joining Co¬ 
op. "We don't want to," he explained, 
"but the commitment some men feel 
toward their fraternities may cause prob¬ 
lems." 

Other fraternities are encountering 
ihe same problem and some, like Pi 
Kappa Alpha, have already set rules stat¬ 
ing that students cannot move into the 
house unless they are planning to stay 
the whole year. Even then, some stu¬ 
dents' plans change after they have 
signed contracts. 

Pike President Bob Gear said that 
one member "found a job late in the first 
semester" and moved out. "The house 
must be at full capacity to help raise 
money." 

Even after buying out dorm con¬ 
tracts some houses still have empty beds 
which cost them any where from $400 to 
$550 per bed. Gibson said that even 
filling the house with men from the 
dorms is better that having empty beds 
because "if a house isn't full something 
feels wrong." 

Sororities are also feeling the affects 
of empty beds and lack of funds. All the 
houses have their budgets made on full 
occupancy and have some trouble mak¬ 
ing up for the difference with fund 
raisers and alumni donations. 

Sue Nations, Panhellenic vice- 
president, said that *she has already 
observed a tendency for the sororities to 
be more budget conscious than ever 
before, but Panhellenic President Kim 
Ervin expects the situation to get worse 
next year. 

Ann Thelan, Sigma Kappa 
president, said that there were five 
empty beds left in the house after winter 
J^reak this year. Each bed represents a 
loss of $1065 for room and board. 
Another problem is that the members 
moved out last semester without paying 


their bills. According to Spadafora, the 
University can help houses get their 
money by withholding grades and tran¬ 
scripts or taking other actions. 

General repair work and house 
upkeep must be done in each fraternity 
and sorority, but because of the high 
prices, most houses are thinking before 
calling a repair man. 

According to Alpha Epsilon Pi 
President, Jeff Pozen, the house hasn't 
called in a-private contractor for anything 
except a broken boiler since he joined 
three and a half years ago. 

"We do it ourselves," he explained. 
He also said that the house could use 
some improvements, like new carpeting 
and furniture, but that cosmetic things 
have to be put off until finances get 
better. One specific problem faced by 
AEPi and other fraternities is low 
membership levels which can limit funds 
greatly. 

Brad Beutlich, treasurer of Theta Xi, 
said that despite its low membership 
there has not been a problem balancing 
the budget. Since there are no meals 
served in the house, the live-in members 
don’t have to pay board. All members 
pay $110 for social fees and this year 
they were able to put in slightly more 
per person because there have been no 
major repairs made. 

Last winter, however, a problem 
arose when a window broke during some 
of the coldest weather in history, and the 
bathroom pipes froze and burst. "It cost 
a fortune" to fix," Beutlich said. 

Beutlich said the house is trying to 
save as much money as possible this 
year. They sealed off some of the win¬ 
dows so their heating bills stayed about 
the same instead of increasing 50 percent 
because of Central Illinois Light Com¬ 
pany (CILCO) rate hikes. Beutlich is 
glad that Theta Xi is "pretty much in the 
black" and said that they do not plan on 
cutting back the social activities of the 
fraternity. "You've got to have a certain 
number of parties," he explained, "It 
helps to keep up the campus morale." 

The black social fraternities and 
sororities are also having problems mak¬ 


ing ends meet. 

The major event for Kappa Alpha 
Psi, according to President Glenn 
Dougherty, is the annual Sweetheart 
Ball. This year the prices of everything 
from champagne and roses to. hiring a 
band have gone up. "We have to 
increase the ad prices in our ad book," 
said Dougherty, but even the printing 
costs went up a lot. 

KAPsi members also "throw 
Thanksgiving and Christmas parties for 
the neighborhood kids," said Dougherty, 
as well as participating in national leader¬ 
ship conferences and sponsoring a 
basketball tournament and conclaves. 

"All this costs money," he said and 
it is getting harder to raise the necessary 
funds. According to United Black 
Panhellenic President Andrea Smith, one 
major problem is that the Student Allo¬ 
cations and Budget Review Board 
(SABRC), which allocates funds for 
University activities, allotted only $20 
for each house. 

SABRC President Dave Verseman 
said that the board supports activities 
"based mainly on the benefit that the 
entire student body will receive from the 
event," and that the activities presented 
by the black fraternities and sororities 
"benefit only a limited number of Brad¬ 
ley students."

seated 

Bradley is beginning to consider moving the student 
seats in the Civic Center during basketball games. 

The question is: Would Bradley make more money if the 
students were moved into less expensive seats? The move 
may consist of a switch from the side to the corner. 

Apparently, Bradley students are paying $10 for seats, 
where those seats could be sold for $125, $85 and $55 to the 
community. Bradley could move the students to the edges, 
put them all together and make more money.

Rumors have been flying about the possibility of moving 
the Braves back to the Robertson Memorial Field House, but 
nothing has been officially said or done concerning that 
move. It seems to be rather unlikely considering the amount 
of time and effort that was poured into the move only a year 
ago. 

The Campus Leadership Council met last Tuesday, and 
the topic was discussed. A consensus of the 15 organization 
presidents showed that student seats should remain where 
they are, even though some students aren’t really happy with 
their particular seats. 

If students were moved to the corner, three-fourths of 
them wouldn’t be able to see a thing whenever the players 
were on the opposite side of the court. It would all be fine 
and dandy when the nearest basket has all the activity, but 
half the game would be a complete bore. Students want to 
see the game, rather than be able to be heard better by those 
folks down on the floor. 

Bradley is famous for its basketball, and a majority of 
the students take great pride in supporting their team by 
showing up for the games. Students should get top priority in 
these decisions, seating should remain the same, and prices 
should not increase one cent.

"Sexism is what places 
women, and girls, in low status, 
low paying positions, while put¬ 
ting men in a high-pressure 
position to support the family, 
and sometimes, to be aggressive 
or macho." 

CWA, an affiliate of the 
National Organizaton for 
Women (NOW), is actively 
showing Bradley students that 
there is still a need for society 


to change some of its standards. 

"The strict rules that have 
traditionally been placed on us 
by society, 1 feel, limit 
everyone's true potential," 
Berenson added. "For instance, 
we would support a woman who 
wanted to be a homemaker, just 
as we’d support a man who 
wanted to be a homemaker, and 
just as anyone who chose a 
different career.

The above words aren’t meant as a prophecy to preach the end of the 
world to a continent of fatalists, yet if anybody in rock and roll is prepared 
to be a new golden idol, and one worth emulating, Prince, the writer of 
those words, should be the one. 

Watching Prince’s immense development over the past few years has 
been a curious pastime for me. I’m behooved to be totally honest. I, like 
most of the white people I know, discovered Prince around the time of 
Dirty Mind, his third album. Dirty Mind was an obscene album and, of 
course, very danceable. Controversy, the next Ip, suffered from a some¬ 
what sterile production yet was still a step forward for Prince (a note of 
criticism here: the poster included with the Ip was a blatant and offensive 
marketing strategy showing Prince in the shower in a pair of skimpy bikini 
underwear -- a crucifix in the background). 

Nothing on Prince’s previous albums (and this includes the songs 
Head, Jack U Off and When You Were Mine" -- perfect pop classics) 
could have prepared Prince’s audience for Nineteen Ninety-Nine. A dou¬ 
ble album, 1999 is at least ten times worth its list price of $9.99. In a so¬ 
ciety where disco has given rise to the syncopated (and somewhat sterile) 
sounds of commercial new wave, and where black music, stripped of its 
soul, is heard mostly on black-oriented radio stations, it’s kind of hearten¬ 
ing to hear the song 1999 blaring out of tinny little radio speakers with 
its defiant, singalong chorus and very human, bedroom politics. 

But this time Prince isn t only taking his politics and beliefs to bed 
with him, he’s taking them out to the streets. His grittiest album, 1999 
has something for everyone - from the disco dance, frenzied groove of the 
litle tune and D.M.S.R. (Dance Music. Sex Romance)" to the two slow and 
beautiful ballads that close out sides three and four, "Free" and "Interna¬ 
tional Lover." 

Prince takes the listener on a tour de force of sexual antics that 
iomehow, not surprisingly, end up in New York City with "Lady Cab 
)river." Over a pulsating synthesized beat, Prince and the lady cab driver 
jet it on in the backseat of her car -- but his intentions aren’t exclusively 
exual. Between grunts and groans (the song is very graphic), Prince rat-'

don t know how to give." And on and on. To Prince, this sexual dichoto¬ 
my branches off into more important, less hedonistic pursuits, yet the 
songs always retain their tense of the personal - in this case the very per¬ 
sonal - and Prince carries it all off without making it too satirical, or 
offensive. 

It may seem, at times, that Prince can be offensive, that his use of 
sex in music is insensitive, but on International Lover," more than any 
other tune on 1999, Prince shows his soft side in an oftentimes witty bal- 

The concept here is Prince as the pilot of a 747. The destination, he 
says, is SATISFACTION. In case of an emergency, your seat cushion will 
be used as a flotation device," Prince whispers. It’s humorous in a high- 
camp sort of way, yet Prince’s deliverence is straightforward with enough 
sincerity to make it believable. This trip to SATISFACTION is not just a 
joke; it’s a witty comment on male sexuality and one-night-only fast food 
sex. In that kind of a situation, who’s getting satisfied? 

Comparison’s to Jimi Hendrix’s Electric Ladyland and Sly & the 
Family Stone are in order, but it is the gap between black and white audi¬ 
ences across the country that give validity to these comparisons, not the 
music itself (although, as a guitarist, Prince can equally match Hendrix for 
taste and chops). Most double albums are a waste -- an artist takes four 
sides to say something he/she could say in one song. With 1999, this 
isn’t the case. Every song and style that Prince conquers is a delight, each 
tune is crafted like a perfect extended 12" single; nothing ever drags and 
the arrangements are never boring. 

If Prince releases another lp even half as great as 1999, he’ll be well 
on his way to bridging that delicate gap between all peoples on a segregat¬ 
ed, systemized radio, too bland, and too white, to be entertaining. The 
morning that this happens. Prince will have finally reached his Judgement 
Day he sings so exuberantly about on 1999.

Tuesday evening has not exactly been the best 
night for television viewing lately. Laverne & Shirley, 
Three’s Company, Father Murphy, or a TV-movie star¬ 
ring Susan St. James or Karen Valentine is about all a 
person has to choose from. Some choice: either stupid 
slapstick, sexual innuendo, contrived poignancy or bad 
acting. 

Don’t turn off the set yet. PBS has an alternative. 
Least appreciated of the four networks, they've come 
to the rescue with American Playhouse. The program 
can be seen locally on WTVP, channel 47, Tuesdays at 
8 p.m. 

American Playhouse is a series of stage plays, 
musicals, book adaptations and docudramas by Ameri¬ 
can writers that deal strictly with American subject 
matter. Many of the programs are based on works by 
prominent authors such as John Cheever, Kurt Vonne- 
gut, Thornton Wilder and Nathaniel West. 

The season opened four weeks ago with a live 
production of Wilder's The Skin of Our Teeth. The 
play takes as its subject matter nothing less than the 
history of the world and is divided into three acts 
corresponding to the Ice Age, the Great Flood and the 
peace that follows a protracted war. It was bizarre, to 
say the least. The play was intensely exciting if only 
because it was performed live. That means the actors 
have to get it right the first time and a viewer can 
sense that in the actors' performances. It was reminis¬ 
cent of the early days of television. 

Miss Lonelyheart, the second production of the 
season, was a film adaptation of Nathaniel West’s 1933 


novel. Miss Lonelyhearts, of the fictitious Los Angeles 
Gazette, writes a column in which he responds to the 
letters written by readers relating a sordid tale and cry¬ 
ing out for comfort. Examining the values by which 
one lives can be disturbing and occasionally tragic. As 
the protagonist gradually is overwhelmed by the hu¬ 
man suffering about him, his religious convictions be¬ 
come perverted and he is destroyed. 

It was a moving, understated mood piece filmed in 
black and white. Miss Lonelyhearts was a perfect 
"character" study, no car chases or shootouts. 

Other productions to look forward to this season 
include Family Business, starring Milton Berle; Who 
Am / This Time?, starring Christopher Walken and Su¬ 
san Sarandon; The Shady Hill Kidnapping, an original 
teleplay by John Cheever; Fifth of July, starring 
Richard Thomas and For Colored Girls Who Have 
Considered Suicide when the Rainbow is Enuf, based 
on Ntozake Shange’s original stage play. 

The mention of the Public Broadcasting System 
usually conjures up images of boring documentaries, 
heady political and economic discussions, or imported 
British productions. However, American Playhouse is 
PBS (and television) at its best. American Playhouse is 
the best thing to happen to television since the inven- 
tion of color.

Jessica Lange's Got It 


Elinor Glyn, celebrated English 
author, stated in 1926 "Either you 
have It or you don’t," in reference 
to the budding star Clara Bow. 
Later she defined "It" as "a combi¬ 
nation of nonself-consciousness and 
an indifference as to whether one is 
pleasing those around one. If you 
have It, you can win any man you 
want." 

Clara Bow was the original "It 
Girl"; the phrase coined by Glyn. 
There has not been another It Girl 
in movie history until now. Jessica 
Lange has been proclaimed the new 
It Girl by the Chicago Tribune. 
There are similarities and 
differences, but they both have one 
thing in common: an effortless sex- 
.uality, and a personal magnetism 
and charm. 

Miss Bow was first noticed in 
Hollywood as the epitome of a 
flapper in 1924. Two years later, 
Glyn, the 20’s equivalent to Dr. 
Joyce Brothers, saw Bow and de¬ 
clared she had It, and Bow’s career 
skyrocketed. She has been 
described as "personality and sexual 
appeal plus," "radiating an elfir\ 
sensuousness." 

Miss Lange was seen by Dino 
DeLaurentis modeling in New York 
City and was cast ip King Kong as 
a glamourous cover girl. Three 
years after, Bob Fosse wrote her 


into All That Jazz as the role 
Death. Describing her, he said "I 
saw this very attractive, sexual 
woman, someone who was onto all 
my tricks and seemed to be very 
patient. So that was my idea of- 
Death - someone who was much 
smarter than me, who laughed at 
my little numbers." 

Clara Bow’s career had a very 
distressing end: a lawsuit that 
caused her final and complete ner¬ 
vous breakdown. 

Lange does portray this type 
of tragic end of a Hollywood per¬ 
son in Frances, which is about 
Frances Farmer, an actress who 
spent the last part of her life in and 
out of institutions. Hopefully, Jes¬ 
sica Lange’s career will not end the 
same way. But neither Bow nor 
Farmer had ever been described as 
a "strong-willed, self-possessed 
Midwestern girl, who is her own 
person," as Lange has been. 

Both the Tribune and 
Newsweek magazine are predicting 
Lange will receive a Best Actress 
nomination for her protrayal of 
Frances Farmer, and a Best Sup¬ 
porting Actress nomination for Julie 
in Tootsie. This is a long way 
from the catcalls she got as King 
Kong’s girlfriend. Now, everyone is 
talking about her. 

There are many reasons that

explain why she is the new It Girl 
and not any other current actress. 
Newsweek feels Meryl Streep is the 
only other close contender, but her 
sophisticated technique and virtuos¬ 
ity keep you at arms length, while 
Lange creates instant sympathy, 
and instant rapport with the audi¬ 
ence. This is what helps make her 
the It Girl. 

Her acting ability has kept her 
from staying in the type-casting she 
first got in King Kong, and helped 
establish her It Girl status. In How 
to Beat the High Cost of Living, 
she proved comedy was another of 
her abilities. From there she 
showed audiences a very sensual 
side in The Postman Always Rings 
Twice. Anger and rage were charac¬ 
terises she had to tap for Frances, 
and in Tootsie, she plays a whimsi¬ 
cal, airheadish character. 

Bob Fosse seems to sum up 
her versatility best in his descrip¬ 
tion of why he could not get her to 
fall in love with him: "Unpreten¬ 
tious, she nonetheless remains 
elusive, with a quality of mystery 
that all the great screen sirens pos¬ 
sessed. She didn't seem to be hid¬ 
ing anything. But I always felt there 
was something l didn’t know about 
her."

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BU-Tulsa: No longer a showdown

Tomorrow night's Missouri 
Valley Conference game-of- 
the-week features two schools 
who raced neck-and-neck for 
the regular season title last year. 

It's a different story this year, 
as the Bradley Braves and the 
Tulsa Golden Hurricane are 
struggling to gain victories on 
the road and respect throughout 
the Valley. 

WEEK, Channel 25, will 
beam the game back from the 
Assembly Center in Tulsa, at 
6:05 p.m. 

The Hurricane won its first 
conference road game of the 
season against Southern Illinois 
University Monday night. 
Freshman forward Jeff Rahilly 
got his first start of the season 
in that game, as he helped 
boost his team's record to 5-5 
in the Valley, 11-8 overall. 

Junior guard Ricky Ross has 
gone five straight games scoring 
20 points or more, while Tulsa 
has won five of its last six con¬ 
tests. 

Bradley holds a lead on the 
all-time series, 48-19, including 
a 65-59 victory at Peoria, Janu¬ 
ary 22. 

Senior Barney Mines leads 
the Braves in total points with 
153 in M.V.C. play, followed 
closely by sophomore Voise 
Winters with 151. BU holds a 
69.6-68.8 scoring average lead 
over all Valley opponents. 

The Tomahawk Gang won its 
fifth M.V.C. game of the year 
last Saturday when Southern 
Illinois fell, 74-55, at the Peoria 
Civic Center Arena. 

Winters paced all scorers with 
18 points and added 11 
rebounds. Mines had game 
highs of 13 rebounds and four 
steals. Senior Eddie Mathews, 
who started his third straight 
game at guard, helped out with 
seven assists on the night. 

Senior guard James Copeland 
led S.I.U. in scoring with 13 


points. 

"If you look around the 
league you'll see there’s very 
little consistency after the top 
'two teams," said Head Coach 
Dick Versace. "I think my 
major concern is that this~club 
crescendos at the end of the 
year, and that they fall together 
as best as possible." 

* * * 

Coach Versace has been more 
than verbose in conversations 
concerning this year's M.V.C. 
schedule. The fact that the Illi¬ 
nois State Redbirds were given 
four straight conference home 
games (January 13,15,22 and 
24) adds food to his fiery opin¬ 
ion. 

"And then the next confer¬ 
ence game isn't even out of the 
state and then their next league 
game is only 30 miles away," 
said Versace in a recent press 
conference. "So they'll have six 
straight games in the state of 
Illinois. What did they do to 
deserve it? 

"I think Illinois State has had 
an incredible break in the 
schedule. I call it the 'cocaine 
schedule,' and, of course, I 
mean that as a figure of speech, 
not literally, because whoever 
sat down and made up the 
schedule couldn’t have been 
operating on regular ozone. 

"We don't play two confer¬ 
ence games back-to-back at 
home until February (17,19). 
That means that the league 
office treats its league champion 
in a pretty shabby manner. 

"It's travel that hurts you, 
that makes the difference. 
Travel is physically, emotionally 
and psychologically draining. 
Illinois State has not known that 
this year. 

I’m not going to accept 
another schedule like this again. 

I don’t think there's any expla¬ 
nation other than a rush to the 
golf course. 


"If it seems like I'm being 
critical of the conference office, 
it’s true - I am. But it’s con¬ 
structive criticism." 

Versace also feels strongly 
about the conference's lack of 


concern when it comes to the 
academic schedules of its ath¬ 
letes. He plans to address these 
and other problems on his radio 
show and at several basketball 
conventions this summer.

Sampson: the greatest player ever 



Ralph Sampson will be the 
greatest basketball player who 
ever lived. As Miller High Life 
is to the Miller Brewing Com¬ 
pany, Ralph will be the flagship 
of the National Basketball Asso¬ 
ciation. But it won’t happen 
overnight, it’ll be five or six 
years down the road. 

The reason for this is that he 
comes from a very small town 
in Harrisonburg, Virginia, and 
has been relatively cloistered at 
the University of Virginia. He’s 
never had the opportunity of a 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar in the Big 
Apple, a Wilt Chamberlain in 
the City of Brotherly Love or a 
Bill Walton in Tinsel Town, 
where they played against col¬ 
lege and pro players on local 
playgrounds while still in their 
teens. 

That kind of competitive edge 
matured them to reach their 
potentials early in life. But once 
Ralph gets his competitive edge 
through pro ball, he'll be the 
greatest big man that ever 
played hoops. Great basketball 
players are made from April 
through October, not November 
through March. That's when 


they get the edge on the com¬ 
petition. 

That's why it's called "The 
City Game." 

Another reason Ralph is 
going to need some time is 
because his upper body strength 
is only now coming through 
weight training and age. When 
you’re 7-foot-3 all the vitamins 
go vertically rather than hor¬ 
izontally. 

But Sampson is awesome. 
There is no glaring aJbatross in 
his arsenal. He’s mobile, quick 
off his feet. He intimidates. He 
can one-man zone the paint 
(free throw line), and on the 
offensive end he can bottom it 
out from 18 feet. He can play 
facing or with his back to the 
basket. And, he ca n put the 
ball on the floor. 

I think if there is a Nobel 
Prize out there for setting 
examples for young people, it 
should belong to Ralph Samp¬ 
son. He truly has put the degree 
ahead of the moola. Red Auer¬ 
bach (president and general 
manager of the Boston Celtics) 
offered him $400,000 after his 
freshman year, Dallas offered 
$800,000 after his sophomore 
year. And last year, the Los 
Angeles Lakers offered him 
MGM, Warner Brothers and 
Columbia Pictures. 

Personally, as a friend, I 
think he was wrong by not 
going pro last year because he 


lost one of his chess tool, which 
was his final year in college. 
Now he has to go pro. He 
will not get one of the media 
cities, the glamour cities, like 
New York or Los Angeles. 

But give the kid credit. He's 
living in the age he's at, enjoy¬ 
ing the moment he's in. Not 
enough people do that. 

Another thing. He's getting a 
degree in communications, and 
it’s no back door or side door 
thing. He's got one of theprestige 
rooms on the lawn. 

For years people went to see 
Thomas Jefferson's university, 
Monticello and all that goes 
with it. Well, Sampson has 
pushed Jefferson off the lawn. 
For four years it has become 
Ralph Sampson’s, not Thomas 
Jefferson's, university. 

After he leaves, Virginia goes 
back to the nice, comfortable, 
academic environment again. 
They've had their run, their 
Miller Time, won the NIT, been 
to the Final Four of the NCAA. 
And 1 believe they'll be taking 
their last heavyweight trip to 
Alburquerque, New Mexico, for 
the "Final Four" in late March. 

Sampson is a lot like Kareem. 
Quiet, intelligent, his own man. 
He likes to cook spaghetti, he 
makes some of his own clothes, 
likes to play softball on a mixed 
team, guys and girls. And he 
likes tennis, and when he gets 
to the net, he changes the rac¬ 


quet from his left to right hand 
so there's no possible way you 
can get the ball by him. 

The closeness of his family is 
unbelievable. I spoke to his 
mother once. She's a cutter in 
a pan factory.

Braves handle 
Western 
Kentucky; 
move to 7-1

The Bradley swimming team 
will travel to Carbondale this 
weekend to participate in the 
Saluki Invitational. The Braves 
are carrying a lot of momentum 
after upsetting powerful 
Western Kentucky, 61-52 last 
Saturday in Bowling Green, Ky. 
Bradley also whipped Vincennes 
94-19 in the double dual-meet. 

Competition at the Saluki 
Invitational will come from host 
Southern Illinois University, the 
University of Illinois, Iowa 
State, Purdue, Eastern Illinois 
and Tulane. The University of 
Missouri and Eastern Kentucky 
may also compete. 

Last year, the Braves finished 
sixth in the invitational, which 
was won handily by the Salukis. 
Coach Jim Spink predicted that 
Southern Illinois would "walk 
away with it again" even though 
it will be a tough field. 

Bradley overcame a tough 
opponent in the victory against 
Western Kentucky. Spink said 
the meet was the closest Brad¬ 
ley has been in for three or four 
years. 

The Braves led 54-52 with 
one event remaining - the 400- 
yard freestyle relay, which is 
worth seven points. 

Bradley's Rick Velde, Rich 
Buelte and Jim Burke built a 
slim lead for Ray Perisin, the 
final swimmer in the event. Per¬ 
isin lost ground and went into 
the final turn trailing, but came 
back to finish in 3:10.32 - just 
twelve one-hundredths of a 
second ahead of Western 
Kentucky's swimmer. 

"It's one of our biggest wins in 
the last couple of years," Spink 
said. "I think that was Ray's 
all-time split." 

The Braves had built their 
lead on the strength of six ear¬ 
lier first-place finishes. ‘Perisin 
collected the first victory in the 
200 freestyle. Velde won the 50 
freestyle, Scott Herrell the 200 
butterfly and Rob Weeks the 
200 backstroke. 

Bob Ferlmann edged Western 
Kentucky’s Greg Wiegand in 
the required diving event, and 
John Wilcox's victory in the 
breast stroke gave the Braves 
their 54-52 lead. 

Mike Murray swam his all- 
time best in the 200 butterfly 
which Spink said, "we have to 
have." 

The Braves are now 7-1. 

Big meet for 
women's indooi 

"It’s going to be a big one," 
women's indoor track coach 
Sally Smith said in describing 
her team's meet tomorrow in 
Cedar Falls, Iowa. "Drake will 
be there and a couple of 
Wisconsin schools, and they're 
always very very good."

NCAA proposal may 
limit Bravesrecruiting

For some time now, it has 
become more and more obvious 
that collegiate athletics and edu¬ 
cation aren’t synonymous. It is 
not uncommon these days for a 
college athlete’s schedule to 
include such mind-straining 
subjects as theory of basketball 
and beginner’s breathing. 

And then there is the case of 
Kevin Ross, a former Creighton 
University basketball player who 
went through four years of col¬ 
lege and never learned to read 
or write past the second-grade 
level. Consequently, he had to 
enroll in a progressive school 
with eight-year-olds to' learn 
those basic skills. Apparently 
the NCAA has decided to do 
something about these problems 
by tightening scholastic require¬ 
ments for athletes. 

At the NCAA’s annual con¬ 
vention last month. Proposal 
48, a new rule which will raise 
the standards for athletic scho¬ 
larships by Division 1 schools, 
was passed overwhelmingly and 
will be effective in 1986. 

The proposal says that high 
school seniors must have a 2.0 
grade point average with a curri¬ 
culum that includes three years 
of English, two years of math, 
two years of science and two 
years of physical science. In 
addition, the possible student- 
athletes would need a combined 
score of 700 on the SAT or a 15 
on the ACT. 

Immediately, the new regula¬ 
tion was blasted by coaches and 
educators across the nation and 
has been the subject of contro¬ 
versy and heated debate. Propo¬ 
sal 48 has particularly miffed 
the presidents of the predom¬ 
inantly black colleges. 

"There were no black institu¬ 
tions involved in this (the draft¬ 
ing of Proposal 48)," Dr. Joseph 
B. Johnson, the president of 
Grambling said in the Jan. 24 
issue of Sports Illustrated. "But 
they’re talking about black ath¬ 
letes. I think a message has 
been sent to black athletes 
across this country. There’s just 
too many on America’s athletic 
teams." 

But Joe Paterno of Penn 
State, feels that the cries of 
racism are wrong. "It’s unfor¬ 
tunate we’re talking black and 
white ... 1 have 33 years 
experience at an institution that 
is predominently white, but 1 
have had the privelege of work¬ 


ing with great black players. 

"They underestimate these 
young people and what great 
competitors they are. I have no 
doubt that if a SAT score of 
700 is needed, and they have 
the time to prepare, they will 
compete and they will succeed." 

Meanwhile, Proposal 48 is 
going to have a huge impact on 
the recruiting of Division I 
schools. Like many other 
coaches, Bradley coach Dick 
Versace will find himself com¬ 
peting with the same number of 
coaches for less and less quality 
basketball players. 

"I would say the rule would 
eliminate a lot of kids," said 
Versace in The Peoria Journal 
Star. Especially black kids that 
are thrust into high school sys¬ 
tems that they are not responsi¬ 
ble for. 

"Just for example, consider 
the case of black parents in Chi¬ 
cago, living in a black neighbor¬ 
hood, who cannot afford to 
send their children to private 
schools. All you can afford is to 
do the best you can to send 
them to the public school in 
your district. You’re not respon¬ 
sible for the school system. 

"I'm not sure the rule isn’t 
terribly discrimatory, not just to 
black kids but to all urban kids." 

Rudy Keeling, one off the 
Braves’ assistant coaches and 
the academic advisor for Brad¬ 
ley student-athletes, sees two 
problems with the proposal. 

"First, it will exclude a lot of 
kids from the inner city who are 
below middle class. And the 
other thing is that the NCAA 
doesn’t have enough leverage 
over the high schools." 

But a key aspect of the rule is 
that it only applies to incoming 
freshmen. Consequently, a 
school could give a player a 
scholarship and have him play 
for his last three years. He just 
wouldn’t be able to play the 
first year. 

"But what you’ll see," said 
Keeling, "is that a lot of kids 
will go to junior colleges, then 
transfer to a four-year univer¬ 
sity. But this will really improve 
the junior colleges." 

Everything aside, it should be 
emphasized that the rule does 
not go into effect until 1986. 
Until then, opponents will most 
likely seek amendments and 
changes in the standards. But 
for now, the NCAA has 
another controversial issue to 
deal with.

made her the Lady Brave’s all- 
time scoring leader. "I’m glad I 
got the record, but^ it would 
have been nicer if we would 
have won also," she said. 

Anderson broke Connie 
Griffith’s mark of 1,573 set dur¬ 
ing the 1977-1981 seasons. 
Anderson’s 13 points against 
the Cyclones gives her 1,581 
with four games remaining. 

The 83-63 Iowa State loss was 
the result of cold shooting (34 
percent) and Bradley yielding a 
54-33 rebounding advantage to 
the taller Iowa team. 

"We had to shoot 55 percent 
and have a good game to win - 
and we didn’t," said coach Joe 
Stowell, whose team ranks 
among the top 20 in the NCAA 
Division I scoring race. 

Judy Bums, who played with 
a sore ankle, led the team with 
19 points. The sophomore 
guard has scored 1,001 in her 
career so far and became the 
first sophomore ever to score 


over 1,000 points in her first 
two years. She will will break 
Anderson’s scoring mark, possi¬ 
bly as a junior, if she continues 
at her present pace. 

Bums currently leads the 
Lady Braves with a 23.5 aver¬ 
age, while Anderson averages 
16. "She doesn’t have to get 20 
points every game," noted 
Stowell of Anderson. "Karen is 
a much more complete player 
now. The fact she set the scor¬ 
ing record against better com¬ 
petition in her junior and 
seniors years is a real tribute. 
As a 5-foot-8 foward playing 
against taller teams the points 
are harder to come by." 

Senior Roxanne Grabow was 
one of four Lady Braves in dou¬ 
ble figures last Friday when the 
team came back to defeat 
Augustana 85-73 in the field 
house. Grabow had 15 points 
on 12 of 19 shooting and 10 
rebounds. Bums had 17, 
Anderson 12 and Mandy Neal 
11 for the Lady Braves, who 
were down by six points in the 
first half. 

After intermission Grabow 
opened with eight straight 
points en route to a 19-point 
half. "We kept our poise," said 
Stowell, "we were a ble to run a 
little more in the second half 
and set a faster pace." 

The pace is guaranteed to be 
faster when Lewis University 
visits the field house tonight at 
7:30. Lewis, a 12-7 team, didn’t 
lose one starter from a team 


which handled Bradley 92-67 
last year. 

"It’s difficult to match up with a 
bigger team, we don’t want to 
get in foul trouble," said 
Stowell. "But we’ll press a team 
we think we can press." 

On Monday night the Lady 
Braves got off to a slow 
second-half start and lost to 
Northeastern Illinois 81-76. "We 
started out flat in the second 
half, we never overcame it," 
said Stowell, whose team was 
tied 42-42 at intermission. 

Grabow led the Lady Braves 
with 21 points. Bums had 19 
and Lisa Cech and Terry Jo 
Wendt added 10 each. Bradley 
got within five points twice late 
in the game, but a 53-37 
Northeastern rebounding edge 
made the difference. "They just 
hurt us on the boards, it was 
difficult for us to get second 
shots," said Stowell. 

The Lady Braves are 12-11 
entering tonight’s 7:30 game. 
* * * 

Three members of the Lady 
Braves’ team were nominated as 
Academic All-Americans as a 
result of their averages last 
semester. Judy Burns finished 
with a 3.8 (physical education), 
Karen Anderson had a 3.6 (gra¬ 
duate courses) and Roxanne 
Grabow had a 3.3 (business).

Vandalism breaks into BU budget

Bradley's problem of vandalism has cost the 
University and the students $30 - $40 thousand 
this year alone. 

The majority of the vandalism on campus 
takes place i/i the residence halls and Bradley 
Controller Gary Anna said that comes to approxi¬ 
mately $13.50 per dorm student. 

I don't think most people do damage or 
approve of it,” said Mike Murphy, director of 
housing, "but they operate in an atmosphere that 
accepts it." 

He added that he doesn’t see a pattern in 
who commits the vandalism. "I used to think 
mostly'freshman men did it, but 1 can't say that 
anymore. Frustration levels increase within the 
upper classmen who are still living in the dorms. 
They begin to feel the dorm has become their 
mothers and fathers; they’ve just had it with the 
dorm." 

Maintenance Head Pat Dempsey said the 
vandalism on campus keeps her people busy. 

"1 would estimate, in terms of hours, there is 
enough maintenance to be done in one resident 
hall for one man to work full time for one year," 
Dempsey said. On the entire campus, she said 
one man could work full time for three years. 

John Featherston, president of the Inter¬ 


dorm Council (IDC), said his organization has 
never really touched the topic. 

"It isn't in epidemic proportions where IDC 
feels it has to step in and do something," Feath¬ 
erston said. "People are used to vandalism and 
they really don’t see what is done. 

"We will get involved in resident hall vandal¬ 
ism if things get going," he added. "We would see 
what could be done...that’s our responsibility." 

Murphy cited some of the problems in the 
dorms mostly relating to the bathrooms. 

He said students get a kick out of stuffing 
toilets with rolls of toilet paper. "The next person 
who flushes it floods the entire bathroom." 

People take fronts off of drinking fountains, 
and completely ruin and vandalize ice machines 
which are "hunderds of dollars a crack," Murphy 
said. 

"People really like to play games with the 
emergency lighring," he said, "and just recently, 
in Fredonia Hall, someone went through and did 
$670 worth of damage." 

Murphy said Bradley used to make students 
pay a floor fee if any damage was done, unless 
the vandal confessed. But he said they no longer 
enforce it. 

It was supposed to work as a deterrent, but it 
didn't turn out that way," he added. "They end up 
paying for it in the end anyway."

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Elections: Carlson announces candidacy

Dave Carlson has announced that 
he will run for the position of All-School 
President in the all-school elections on 
March 7 and 8. Carlson's ticket will 
consist of himself, Mike Mitchell as vice 
president, Karina lstvan as treasurer and 
Rose Liddell as secretary. 

Carlson sees the main issues of the 
campaign as the lack of communication 
between the students. Student Senate 
and the administration; the lack of faith 
of the students in Senate and its 
ineffectiveness. "Student Senate has 
untried, untested potential," Carlson 
said. "We're going to stick our necks out 
to try to do something." 

Carlson serves as the chairman of 
Senate's Internal Affairs committee and 
he is one of three student senators on 
the University Senate. He was vice 
president of his dorm council and the 
chairman of the Senate Elections Sub¬ 
committee last year. Besides his "con¬ 
crete qualifications," he believes that he 
"has something genuine to offer the stu¬ 
dents" as All-School President. 

"Students don't see what Senate can 


do," he said. "1 promise a high key, noti- 
cible administration.” By doing that Carl¬ 
son hopes that the students would "see 
what we're doing, or at least recognize 
the issues." 

Mitchell has served on Senate for 
one year and has been "an active 
member of the Internal Affairs Commit¬ 
tee," according to Carlson. If elected, 
Mitchell would be in charge of running 
the Senate meetings. Carlson said 
Mitchell is very qualified for this position 
because "he is a no-nonsense, efficient 
and competent person." He also "has one 
of the strongest concerns about students 
that I've ever seen," said Carlson. 

lstvan, candidate for treasurer, is a 
member of the Student Allocations and 
Budget Review Board (SABRC). Carlson 
thinks this will help his administration in 
communication with SABRC and will 
therefore solve many problems. "Issues 
can always be tied into money," he said. 

"She has concern for all students, as 
students," Carlson commented, "not just 
as members of organizations." He added 
that Istvan’s presence on the ticket gives 
it diversity, and makes it very represen¬ 
tative of the school. 


Carlson wants to see the position of 
All-School Secretary take on new mean¬ 
ing. "The secretary has been nothing but 
a recording secretary for the All-School 
President," he explained, "but it is an 
elected, representative position." Both 
Carlson and Liddell believe that the 
secretary should serve as an advisor to 
the president when he makes decisions 
concerning student needs, which he will 
present to the Board of Trustees. Liddell 
said the secretary "should have a grasp 
of the issues," and Carlson added that 
the position needs someone who wants 
to take action on the issues. 

Based on these qualifications, Carl¬ 
son thinks Liddell would be perfect for 
secretary. "Who has a better grasp of the 
issues than the editor of the Scout? 1 * 
Carlson said. He pointed out that Liddell 
has publicly criticized Senate through the 
Scout and said "her candidacy shows she 
wants to take positive steps to remedy 
the problems she has seen." 

There are at least eight specific 
problems that Carlson hopes to see 
resolved. He is concerned, as are many 
other Bradley students, over the student 
seating at the Civic Center. "Under no 
way or means will 1 allow the students to 
be given any worse seats than they now 
have," he said. Although he understands 
the Civic Center is suffering a financial 
loss by giving student discounts, he feels 
that "we've fought too hard to get the 
seats we have now" to allow any move 
for the worse. 

The SABRC periodically submits to 
the Senate budgets for organizations that 
are sponsoring activities. Carlson feels 
that the Senate should be given "generic 
lists of all requests" without the names 
of the organizations, so that they will be 
approving budgets for student activities 
instead of student organizations. 

Another situation Carlson wants to 
see improved is the funding of lab 
classes, and, in general, tuition costs. He 
said that it "is hard to believe that the 
tuition dollars are for nothing but a seat 
in a class to listen to the instructor." He 
suggested that lab fees be charged to stu¬ 
dents who are taking non-required lab 
courses and that fees be taken out of the 
tuition of students who are required to 
take those courses. 

Carlson also wants something done 
about tuition increases. He is not sure 
what actions to take but he wants to 
negotiate the increases, on behalf of the 
students, before they are put into effect. 
He also wants the students and Senate to 


be kept aware of the general financial 
situation of the University. Carlson 
believes that if the students and adminis¬ 
tration met on a regular basis to discuss 
"all pertinent information relating to 
University and Senate concerns," many 
problems, like the Lovelace cafeteria 
closing, could be avoided. 

Other problems include student 
security, which Carlson thinks could be 
improved by comparing our system to 
other "comparable sized institutions," 
and picking the most efficient methods; 
and the current work-study system that 
removes a person's eligibility if he does 
not obtain a job each semester. Carlson 
would like to see eligibility transfer over 
from previous semesters. 

The current University policy on 
releasing students, particularly Greeks, 
from the dorms also bothers Carlson. He 
understands that the University may lose 
money but he said it is unfair "that they 
only let people out when it is con¬ 
venient." He would like to see "some 
type of set, flexible proposal so Greeks 
know exactly what they are dealing 
with." 

The main plank of Carlson’s cam¬ 
paign platform is to negotiate and com¬ 
municate. "Last year, Nate Martin 
preached a 'One Bradley' theme. 1 think 
that idea is good but without communi¬ 
cation, without true understanding of 
each other, all the little Bradley's can't 
come together as one. If this ticket is 
elected, then that communication, 
highlighting student concerns, will make 
that one Bradley." 

Other students, rumored to be can¬ 
didates, were contacted but refused to 
publicly announce or deny their candida¬ 
cies. 

Nomination petitions are available in 
the Senate office and should be returned 
by 7:30 p.m. on Feb. 27.

Vandalism costs 
the student 

Vandalism is a part of every campus world wide. Vandal¬ 
ism, for that matter, is a part of every city, town and village, 
house and institution. All vandalism costs money, and van¬ 
dalism at Bradley is costing students money. It isn’t costing 
the University any money because the University budget is 
mostly made up of student tuition and money from room 
and board. 

The only problem, though, is that all students are paying 
for destruction only a few people apply. It seems extremely 
ridiculous that innocent people are victims of craziness, and 
they still end up paying for it. 

Mike Murphy, Bradley’s director for housing, said that 
Bradley used to charge a type of floor fee for any vandalism 
that took place in a particular dorm. Unless someone con¬ 
fessed, the entire floor would foot the bill. 

Bradley no longer insists on that because it didn’t work 
as any type of deterrent, even though that was the goal of 
such fees. Now, as Bradley sees it, such fees are really 
unnecessary because money does come out of students 
- pockets. 

Since school began last fall, the cost of vandalism repairs 
to date comes to an estimated $30 - $40 thousand. That 
money comes primarily out of room and board funds since 
the majority of the vandalism is done in the residence halls. 
If the mean, $35 thousand, is divided by the number of stu¬ 
dents in the dorms, those students are paying approximately 
$13.50 each. 

Does every student do $13.50 in damage every year? Or 
do a select few do more "than their share," so to speak? 

With tuition and room and board hikes coming up soon, 
one could bet a percentage is to cover the high cost of 
Bradley’s vandalism. Students pay for enough. Do they want 
to keep paying? Students really do pay for student damage.

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King speaks on suffering

Quoting Socrates, Ed King, director of residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial system, said, "The unexamined life is not worth liv¬ 
ing." 

This was the ground work for King’s ritual presentation Mon¬ 
day night at Neumiller Chapel. This presentation has been per¬ 
formed at 40 different conferences in the past year. 

He told the audience "to think of themselves. All of us indivi¬ 
dually, and as a system (Greek), must examine ourselves 
•throughout college and society. 

"This examination is done through the four spheres of life," 
stated King. These spheres included activities, academics, social" 
and personal spheres. We need a proper balance of the spheres to 
be successful." 

He added, "Success is not something that will come easy. You 
are going to suffer. 

"There are two kinds of suffering: positive and negative. The 
audience was told of an example of positive suffering of studying 
for tests and finals. King said, that "this suffering will continue 
throughout college. 

"Right now is the greatest time of your life, many of us have 
been told," King stated. He said he would not trade places with the 
students. His reason was students are going to suffer until they 
have made two decisions: about their marriage and their career. 

"To become better human beings was why the 
fraternity/sorority system was started," he said. 

"The atmosphere of a fraternity and sorority gives the Greeks 
the opportunity to learn and grow throughout their four years at 
Bradley. 

"To get involved with other organizations on campus gives the 
person the opportunity to gain experience and knowledge which is 
needed in society. 

"Part of going to college is to learn through interaction among 
each other and hopefully by this interaction the student upon gra¬ 
duation is ready for the society. •

Escort service in future plans 
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Students are looking into the 
possibility of increasing security 
measures concerning escort ser¬ 
vices. 

"Usually when something 
happens, there’s a lot of con¬ 
cern. Somebody will get the ini¬ 
tiative, we may get one phone 
call, maybe two, it just fizzles, 
then stops," said Dave Baer, 
director of security. "You create 
the department, it’s ready to go, 
but has no business." 

Dave Berenson, president of 
the Council for Women’s 
Awareness (CWA) said "We 
feel a need for different 
things...some escort services are 


denied... we’d like to have a 
volunteer escort service." 

Involved in the service should 
be volunteers, both from dorms 

and off-campus, Berenson 

added. 

"Things are still in the work¬ 
ing," said Ben Hershey, respon¬ 
sible for the security ad hoc 
committee of Student Senate. 
He continued by saying the type 
of escort service needed would 
cover anywhere on or around 
campus. A number would be 
made available, probably 

through the switchboard, which 
could be contacted, the caller 
put on hold, an escort located, 
identification presented to the 


caller, and everything would be 
arranged. 

"I’d like to get it done as fast 
as possible. We would work 
with all the dorms as a basis," 
Hershey added. 

"1 think if students want an 
escort service, someone would 
conduct a survey to see if it’s a 
viable assist to what we have 
now," Baer said. 

According to present security 
plans for escort services, the 
boundaries cover Bradley Ave. 
to Cooper and Parkside Drive 
to Columbia Terrace to Bour- 
land to Barker. "We had to 
establish a boundary that was 
manageable," Baer said.

Harper-WyckofF cafeteria is a puzzle 
to this reviewer. At times the food there 
is almost edible, but too often it fulfills 
all the bad rumors about college dorm 
food. A week of dining there is enough 
to convince me of that. A review of the 
highlights and the lesser accomplish¬ 
ments will illustrate the dilemma. 

Monday night’s meal was not the 
best way to start out the week. The beef 
stew was not good. My special dinner 
guest for the evening, Mr. Q., wisely 
opted for the pork chops. He thought, as 
I did, that the cooks did a pretty good 
job with some very poor cuts of meat. 
The small chops were greasy but were 
otherwise OK. 

Tuesday was worse than Monday. 
My roast beef sandwich was almost all 
fat, so I tried the ham and potatoes as a 
second choice. Not smart. This dish was 
simply potatoes au gratin with a few 
chunks of ham thrown in. It was neither 
original nor tasteful. The lemon and 
coconut pies were not bad for dessert. 
The milk, as always at Harper, was 
refreshingly cold. 

Wednesday, Chinese Buffet Night, 
was the highlight of the dining week. 
Cured ham, sweet and sour pork on rice, 
and egg rolls were the main dishes. All

these dishes were enjoyable. The ham 
was particularly tasty. Rye and pumper- 
nickle rolls were a welcome addition to 
the meal. However, the green bean and 
broccoli mixture was not; it was rather 
tasteless. A variety of fresh fruits for 
dessert was a nice touch. 

Thursday’s menu included fried or 
baked chicken, Italian sausage and a 
second appearance by the beef stew from 
Monday night. The fried chicken was 
surprisingly good - tasty and moist. My 
regular dinner companion, Mr. X., 
thought the sausage sandwich was good 
and even went back for seconds, which 
must say something for the sausage. My 
sausage was not good. It was overdone 
and hard on the outside. The mixed 
vegetables were also overdone and were 
very mushy and discolored. The cho¬ 
colate cake was stale but the gingerbread 
was better. 


Friday’s offerings were lasagna and 
beer baked cod. The lasagna was not 
how I remember Mom used to make it. 
The cod, on the other hand, was not bad 
- I’ve tasted much worse. The potatoes 
were an insult to the taste buds. They 
were cold and dry with relatively little 
taste. The creamed peas would not be 
my choice for a weekly vegetable. 

Cleanliness and cafeteria workers 
are the two other variable factors at 
Harper-Wyckoff. Only once during the 
week did 1 pick up a dirty spoon, but on 
other occasions I have also found 
improperly washed silverware and plates. 
Almost all of the workers are agreeable, 
friendly people, but there are a few who 
leave a lot to be desired. 

The atmosphere at Harper-Wyckoff 
is constant. It is readily apparent that 
this room has one purpose - to rapidly 
feed a large number of students. The 
addition of curtains and hanging plants 
over the break has helped but it still 
remains a stark, brightly lit eating arena. 

As stated at the beginning of this 
article, Hafrper-Wyckoff cafeteria is an 
enigma. Every once in a while they come 
up with a good meal, but all too often it 
is not a first choice for a five-star 
cafeteria rating. Atmosphere, cleanliness 
and food quality all have to improve 
before Harper-Wyckoff becomes a

There is a type of existence 
which some of us observe more 
than others. A way of life 
which is not predestined, 
though it may be arranged by 
one’s career choice. It is a lifes¬ 
tyle which knows no season, 
but may span a lifetime.

The Bradley United Christian Foundation, 
formerly the Chi Rho House, is funding pro¬ 
grams for Bradley students through many Chris¬ 
tian groups. 

The Chi Rho House, which was the Protes¬ 
tant campus ministry, was located across from 
Geisert Hall. "Because of financial problems we 
had to give up the house," said the foundation’s 
president, Harold Benner. 

"We decided to go into a foundation type 
ministry, where we will fund various Christian 
groups," Benner added. 

At the current time the foundation, which 
started last September, is funding four groups 
and deciding on another. 

These groups are the Westminster Pres¬ 
byterian Church, Bradley United Gospel Chorus, 
Samaritan Center and Bradley Epworth United 
Methodist Church. The Bradley Christian Fellow¬ 
ship (Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship) is in 
process. 

Director of the Samaritan Center of Peoria, 
the Rev. Martin F. Engelsdorfer, said that the 
center deals with individuals, groups, families or 
couples in a religious perspective. 

The Samaritan Center is presenting a discus¬ 
sion called "A New thing" which deals with reli¬ 
gious beliefs that do not always interface 


smoothly with university studies. 

It would shed light on religion with a 
scientific point of view and discuss where reli¬ 
gious convictions and scientific inquiry meet. 

This discussion will be held Feb. 24 at 7:30 
to 9 p.m. and continues on March 1, 8 and 15 at 
Geisert’s Recreation Room. 

Charlotte Awl, secretary of the foundation, 
said, "If a student wants counseling with a reli¬ 
gious perspective, he can come to the Counseling 
Center." 

"They can come through us," Benner added, 
"and it would be no cost to them. We will support 
them." 

The Counseling Center is also open for coun¬ 
seling other than a religious perspective. 

There are nine members on the Board of 
Directors of the foundation. Five of them have 
direct ties with Bradley; three are members of 
Bradley’s faculty and administration and two are 
students. Out of the four, two are pastors and 
two are non-university people who represent 
churches other than that of the two pastors. 

To have the foundation fund a group, many 
guidelines must be followed. Benner has copies 
of these guidelines in his office, Bradley 134. 

The foundation has j a mailing address at the 
Bradley Student Center, which is 901 Elmwood 
Ave.

Born in 1875, Woodson 
received his B.S. after only two 
years at the University of Chi¬ 
cago and was the third black to 
attain his Ph.D. at Harvard. In 
1926, he initiated the first 
observance of Negro History 
Week.

The proposal, initiated by the 
college of engineering, is aimed 
at classes that use large 
amounts of expendable materi¬ 
als. The fees would be collected 
from classes by the individual 
colleges and then distributed as 
needed. The idea is in reaction 
to complaints from departments 
that present budgets fall short 
of covering expenses for some 
classes. The lab fees would sup¬ 
plement those budgets. 

Mary Deakin, academic 
affairs chairperson, stressed the 
need to address the problem 
immediately. 

"It's very important that we 
get on top of this issue right 
now," Deakin said. 

Deakin went on to point out 
that the proposal was just a 
request and may not go 
through.

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On Campus: 

An Evening 
With Kristin Lems

Kristin Lems’.music has been called many things: it has been called 
blatant, radical, out-of-date or too 1960’s; exciting, entertaining and just 
plain great. 

Lems is a performer and a feminist activist, among other things. Her 
music is of a folk type with an occasional touch of jazz. Where does this 
music come from? Mainly from a classical music background, with 
influences coming from her mother, a concert pianist, and, in Kristin’s 
youth, a piano teacher. She was a late bloomer into the folk music era of 
the sixties, but once in, it apparently caught on. 

Going to see a Kristin Lems performance is not like going to a con¬ 
cert. The music and the songs are there, but there’s also much more. On 
Saturday night in the Netmuller Chapel, Lems exhibited an extraordinary 
rapport with her audience, keeping the level of excitement high for two- 
and-a-half hours. 

Lems talked to her audience, asked for their participation, and both 
Lems and accompanying bassist Laurie Haag doubled as their own "stage- 
crew.” 

Most of the 23 songs performed were of some "social or political is¬ 
sue" or of a "love" nature. Overall, the songs were prefaced by comments 
pertaining to the issue or the writing of the song itself. One example is a 
song called "The First Five Minutes of Life," a song based on a couple 
who decide to wait five minutes after their child is born before finding out 
its gender "to just appreciate its babiness for five minutes." Lems dedicat¬ 
ed her song, "In the Out Door," to all non-conformists. Included in this 
category were "those who asked for more baskets of cinnamon rolls at 
Jumer’s" at the preconcert dinner. 

Among the love songs performed were "Still in Love with You 
"Don’t Want Anyone," "Wuthering Heights" and "How Nice," a song about 
loving relationships of any kind: 

"But if both of them were women 
Or if both of them were men, 

Where could they show affection then?" 

Another "love" song which wouldn’t appear normally in Kristin Lems’ 
performance was in answer to a request from a very young fan who agreed 
to sing along with Lems to "Puff the Magic Dragon." While this display 
brought great applause for Michael, the young "Jackie Paper" of the audi¬ 
ence, as well as for Lems and Haag, possibly the biggest hit of the show 
was "Days of the Theocracy," a commentary about attempts being made 
by the "New Right." Sings Lems:

"First they fight abortion, 
birth control is next, 

Then comes sex if you’re not married, 
finally, out goes sex..." 

Another very popular song was "Mammary Glands," a facetious 
comedy with a message about society’s view of women as sex objects. 

Being a feminist, political and social activist, Lems’ views show 
through in her lyrics. 

"An idea will come to me," she said, "usually something I see as iron¬ 
ic, or maybe a character sketch or something -- then from the idea to the 
song, the lyrics and music, is a longer process. But it all has to blend to¬ 
gether in the end; it’s not usually one and then the other." 

Where and how do her roles as performer and feminist meet? 

"A feminist performer should see women somehow as a class. She 
should then project that into her performance. She should see women as 
having common problems, receiving common treatment and wanting to do 
something about it." 

Lest anyone think this is limited to women, Lems adds, "There’s no 
true gender affiliation. Obviously, there are male feminists and there are 
male feminist performers. Women are more likely to be feminists, though." 

Some of the male feminist performers Lems cited as favorites were 
Peter Alsop, Steve Goodman and Fred Small. 

Like many other feminists, Lems feels that one of the most important 
issues of the 1980’s is freedom of choice. She is concerned that the Illinois 
legislature recently changed the superior 3/5 majority rule for ratifying 
federal amendments to a simple majority. 

"Although it will almost assure the ratification of the ERA, it will also 
make it easier for the Human Life amendment to be ratified." 

Lems added, "With more people getting abortions, there’s much 
stronger support for freedom of choice." 

"In the hard economic times, and especially in an industrial town like 
Peoria, it’s hard to get people involved in social issues. They’re preoccu¬ 
pied with bread and butter issues." Lems encourages people to be aware of 
and deal with issues that don’t directly affect them. 

"For students, and especially undergrads living in dorms, this is 
perhaps the last time to do a leisurely exploration of themselves and is¬ 


sues.

|Ellen Voight: 

Keeping Poetry 
Alive

Poet Ellen Bryant Voight visited the Bradley campus 
on Tuesday and Wednesday as part of the Visiting 
Writers program. Her poetry reading Tuesday evening 
in the Cullom-Davis reading room was a pleasurable 
experience for the 15 or so who attended. To com¬ 
mence, let me get my nagging criticisms out of the 
way. Poetry readings, regardless of who the poet is, 
add and distract from the poetry itself. What the 
reading’s add are the poet’s voice, the rhythm that the 
poet hears while writing a piece of poetry. What the 
readings take away is the ability to study the words. 
Much clarity and impact of a poem is lost in the trans¬ 
lation to a live setting. 

Despite the handicap of the loss of detail, 
Voight’s work left distinct impressions on me. Argu¬ 
ably, the most successful poems were a series of six 
, poems from a ten part cycle revolving around the 
themes involved in marraige. The longing for per- 
manancy, the sexual tug-of-war and the struggle with 
approaching middle age weaved throughout the six 

poems. ^| so ver y successful were "Year s End, a 
poem revolving around the death of a child, and Short 
Story." Based in Vermont, Voight’s poetry tends to in¬ 
clude very naturalistic detail. Rarely does she wander 
into abstraction, and never does the poetry lag or lack 
substance. Her images are concrete, sometimes 
suffocating - but you must keep in mind that these are 
all first encounter observations. To be fair to Voight’s 
poetry, it really must be studied. There is too much to 
absorb in a one hour sitting (this is a backhanded com¬ 
pliment, I suppose). Voight was also part of a poetry 
jworkshop on Wednesday morning in the Faculty 
Lounge in Bradley Hall. The workshop was helpful to 
,many of the young poets who attended. When the 
workshop concluded, Voight offered her views on writ¬ 
ing. 

Voight used the analogy of poems being like 
good pots. "A good pot should weight exactly what it 
looks like it should," said Voight. "In the same 
manner, a poem should live up to what it claims for it¬ 
self." Voight also gave some practical advice for poets. 
Many of the workshop contributors said that a problem 
they had was that they became attached to their work, 
and found it difficult to make revisions. "Of course 
you have attachments to things," said Voight, "that 
there is the experience behind the poem. But one 
should be distanced - have a distanced objective as¬ 
sessment of your work. You could do 200 drafts and 
never get it right."

in the basement. That way, every¬ 
one would have equal accesibility 
to the laundry room.

Judy Burns may have been 
denied a tryout at Notre Dame 
after her senior year at Marion 
High School (Ind.), but the 
Lady Braves' leading scorer may 
get her chance tonight to show 
the Irish what they missed out 
on. 

"They wanted taller people," 
said the 5-foot-6 Bradley point 
guard, "they won't look at you 
unless you're at least 5'8." 

Among the Notre Dame star¬ 
ters are a 5'9 point guard and 
two 6'l players. Their 14-7 
record may be deceiving since 
six of the seven losses are to 
teams ranked in the top 20 by 
the Associated Press. 

"I just look at it like any other 
game," said Burns. "It doesn’t 
make any difference if we win 
or lose this game as it did in 
any other game." 

The Lady Braves (13-12) are 
no strangers to playing reputed 
teams. "We recognize when we 
added four Big 10 schools, and 
teams like Notre Dame, we’d 
be faced with a little adversity," 
said Bradley coach Joe Stowell. 
"We have five seniors playing 
their last regular season game at 
home, and it would be nice to 
go out with a win against a team 
the caliber of Notre Dame."

Parity - number 1 issue 


If Mr. Webster were a half- 
court hoops fan, he wouldn’t 
just define parity as "equality in 
power." He'd also say it 
describes very accurately what's 
happening in the game of col¬ 
lege basketball today. 

Look at the polls, the norm 
today seems to be a new No. I 
team every week. Being 
number one in the polls is like a 
hot potato. Nobody seems to 
want it. Knocking at the door 
have been Indiana, St. John’s, 
Mississippi, UCLA, Virginia 
plus a flotilla of others. 

The reasons arc many. 

The most obvious one is the 
freshman rule, which does not 
allow the dynasty colleges to 
stockpile the blue-chippers like 
they did years ago. What you 
used to do was bring in a great 
freshman team, break ’em in as 
sophomores and play 'em as 
juniors and seniors. 

Today, a blue-chip freshman 
wants to play right away or he'll 
go somewhere else where he 
will, because most keepers have 
their eyes on the pros down the 
road. And, unlike in football, 
turning a program around and 
taking a trip Uptown costs only 
a couple of blue-chippers and 
the right complementary 
players. 

What all this has done is 
spread the high school blue- 
chippers throughout 50 to 60 
schools in Division I which is a 
first big step toward equality. 

Another thing, the NCAA 
has lowered the amount of 
scholarships you can give. At 
no time you have more than 15 
basketball players on scholar¬ 
ship. They can bring in 15 in 
one year, or spread it over four 
years, but at no time can there 
be more than 15 on scholarship. 
That’s step No. 2

In addition, basketball 
coaches finally left the shadows 
of the goalposts. It used to be, 
at many schools, they were also 
assistant coaches in football, but 
now basketball coaches are 
extremely well paid, have com¬ 
petent staffs, and the schools 
have provided them the monies 
to promote; recruit and scout. 

Most coaches, too, try to help 
themselves by trying to keep 
their schedule relatively soft. 
That's because most teams go 
to the NCAA on their record. 
Some bids are based on confer¬ 
ence, but the rest on record. 

So today, outside of the 
regional hook-up, non¬ 
conference bookings are usually 
weak sisters. That's why so 
many schools today start their 
conference with 10-0 records. 

Finally, televised regional or 
national games provide a big 
payoff and have spawned larger 
budgets and bigger facilities - 
some of them mammoth in 
size. Syracuse is touching close 
to 30,000 at tip-off time, and 
the University of Tennessee is 
building a new arena to seat 
25,000. 

So, college basketball, wel¬ 
come to the major leagues, the 
heavyweight division, the eighth 
race, the super bowl of college 
sports. But forget about any 
consistence in individual 
schools any more, the fabric has 
been irretrievably changed. And 
parity will be the word for what¬ 
ever college basketball is for the 
next century. 

Parity has already sent the 
word "upset" the way of the 
buffalo. Today you can never 
count a game an "upset" unless 
it's on the road. Even Cham- 
inade beating Virginia is not 
that much of an upset, because 
it was at Chaminade. There is 
no upset on the road. Only if 
vour beat 'em on f/wir iurf.

Swimmers face Irish tomorrow

The Bradley swimming team 
will conclude its dual-meet 
schedule this weekend when the 
Braves challenge the University 
of Purdue and Notre Dame. 
Bradley faces Purdue’s Boiler¬ 
makers today in West LaFay- 
ette, Ind., at 4 p.m. and will 
conclude their home season 
tomorrow against the Fighting 
Irish in Haussler Hall. The time 
for tomorrow’s meet has been 


changed to 1 p.m. 

Although Bradley is 7-1, 
coach Jim Spink expects to have 
trouble with Purdue. 

"We’ll have to swim out of 
our minds to beat them. But we 
will, and have some excellent 
races with them," he said. Pur¬ 
due outscored Bradley at the 
Saluki Invitational last week and 
also handed the Braves a 57-56 
loss last season. 

Spink was, however, more 
confident about the Notre 
Dame meet. "We should beat 



them, but again we’ll have 
some close races. We hope to 
end up the season with a win." 
The Braves won last year's meet 
with the Irish, 63-50. 

Bradley did not fare well in 
the Saluki Invitational last 
weekend. As Spink predicted. 
Southern Illinois ran away with 
the title, amassing 798 points. 
The University of Illinois was 
second with 493. 

Missouri, Tulane, Purdue and 
Iowa State finished third 
through sixth respectively. The 
Braves were seventh ahead of 
only Eastern Illinois. 

"I thought we'd swim a little 
better than we did, although we 
didn’t swim bad," explained 
Spink. Seven Braves swan their 
personal bests, and the 800-yard 
free relay team of Rick Velde, 
Mike Murray, Rich Buelte and 
Ray Perisin set a school record - 
yet the highest the« Braves 
placed in any race was fourth. 

I am disappointed in a way," 
said Spink. He ^singled out 
Velde, Murray and Scott Herrell 
as having good meets and 
added, "Perisin swam three 
excellent races." 

Perisin swam his best time in 
the 50 and 100 free events yet 
finished 14th and eighth. Buelte 
had his best time in the 500 
free yet he placed 11th. John 
Wilcox’s best time of 1:01.6 was 
good for 13th in the free. Bob 
Weeks had a personal best time 
of 1:59.1 in the IM - and did 
not place. 

The divers did fair according 
to Spink, with Bob Ferlmann, 
Dan Penwitt and Jim Jordan all 
placing in the 3-meter event. 
But the competition proved to 
be too much for the Braves. 
"Everybody’s times dropped a 
little, but we were looking for a 
bigger drop," Spink said.

Deakin, McDowell announce candidacy

Jason McDowell and Mary Deakin 
have announced their candidacies for 
all-school president in the all-school 
elections on March 7 and 8. McDowell is 
running independently, while Deakin is 
running with Ben Hershey as vice 
president. Bill Holderby as treasurer and 
Geri Orler as secretary. 

McDowell feels one of the biggest 
problems facing Student Senate is 
apathy. During preliminary campaign¬ 
ing, he found students asking "Why 
should 1 vole?" because they did not feel 
Senate was effective or they really did 
not know what Senate did. McDowell 
agrees Senate has "done nothing con¬ 
crete" and cited the recent "For Your 
Information" (FYI) release as evidence 
of this. 

In the release. Senate said it 
acquired two new phones, one outside of 
the Student Senate and one in Bradley 
Hall; "obtained extra sealing in the Civic 
Center" and got free busing to the 
games; "increased community interaction 
with housing associations;" and is 
"currently working on course evalua¬ 
tions.’ 

According to McDowell, Senate has 
been "working on course evaluations" for 
"a number of years." lie added the 
University should have gotten free bus¬ 
ing to the Civic Center without pressure 
from Senate, lie thinks these are some 
reasons students are apathetic. 

In the past McDowell has been very 
active in student government and leader¬ 
ship poslions. He served an Senate lor 
two years and worked on all the Senate 
committees. He was vice president of his 
dorm council and has been on dorm staff 
for three years. For two of those years 
he has been a Resident Advisor. He was 
also the secretary of the Campus Affairs 
Advisory Board which advises President 
Marlin G. Abegg. 

McDowell wants "student govern¬ 
ment to go back to the students." He 
said there are many "general campus 
issues" that concern all students, like the 
Bookstore and the Library, and he wants 
to "maintain close links with the stu¬ 
dents" so that he can represent their 
problems well. 

Declining enrollment and the result¬ 
ing loss of funds are specific problems 
that McDowell sees as a concern to 
everyone. He feels that "a stronger stu¬ 
dent government would be a good 
recruiting tool." He also would like to 


see some type of all-school Alumni Day 
to encourage alumni donations. He said 
"With enrollment falling, both the 
University and the Greeks are having 
trouble," so all Bradley organizations 
should help Solicit donations. 

McDowell would also like to see the 
General Store re-opened in a more cen¬ 
tralized location. With a store like that 
on campus there would be less need for 
walking away from campus, which he 
thinks would help improve security. He 
also sees the need for an escort service 
at Bradley. 

McDowell said he would not follow 
the route of other All-School Presidents. 
"In the past,"he said, "the All-School 
President has been elected amidst much 
euphoria and promise-making and then 
he seems to disappear." McDowell wants 
to stay close to the students, particularly 
because his main duly would be to 
represent their concerns. 

Deakin, who has been on Senate for 
'a year and a half, said, "Senate exists, 
but it can't gel what the students truly 
want." She would like to "improve the 
productivity of Senate" and "increase the 
students' knowledge of Senate and 
campus issues." 

While on Senate, Deakin has served 
as the chairperson of the Academic 
Affairs Committee and as chairperson of 
the Ad Hoc Student Evaluation Commit¬ 
tee. She has also been a Resident Advi¬ 
sor for the past two years. Her main goal 
as president would be to "look into the 
issues and find out what the students 
want." She stressed that "student input 
means increased Senate output." 

Hershey has also been on Senate for 
a year and a half and served on its 
Campus Affairs Committee and the 
Civic Center Ad Hoc Committee. The 
other committees he has served on are 
the University Commencement Commit¬ 
tee, the University Bookstore Advisory 
Committee, the Financial Aide Commit¬ 
tee, and was the chairman of the Secu¬ 
rity Ad Hoc Committee. 

As vice-president. Hershey wants to 
get more "direct student input" by using 
phone surveys, lie would like to let stu¬ 
dent^ know that "we are representatives 
of them. It's not our place to make deci¬ 
sions without their input." 

He would also work closely with the 
Senate committees. "Since the commit¬ 
tees are the most important part of Sen¬ 
ate," he said, "I would work on setting 
goals and try to motivate them. He 
explained that "efficiency breaks down 


when the senators are sent back to the 
dorms and Greek houses." 

Hershey sees many problems, 
specifically in the area of student secu¬ 
rity. He wants the University to buy a 
new security car because the upkeep of 
the present one is costly. He also thinks 
that communication between the head of 
security. Dave Baer, and his stall'should 
be opened up, as well as communica¬ 
tions between the security department 
and the students. One other issue that 
concerns Hershey is the proposed all- 
University escort service, lie doesn't 
want an escort service established and 
then not used. It's up to the students to 
utilize the system, he said. If it falls 
apart it's the students' fault." When the 
new system is begun he will publicize it 
so the students know it is there. 

Holderby said one of his objectives 
is "to work along with the other execu¬ 
tive board members in dealing with, and 
working on. student concerns and 
issues." Holderby is currently a member 
of SABRC, and has worked under three 
all-school treasurers on two sets of budg¬ 
ets. 

"We could choose the issues, Hold¬ 
erby said, but we don't know' if those 


are the main concerns -of the students." 
He agreed with the other members of his 
ticket th:H the "goal is to find out what 
the main issues are. from the students." 
To do this. Deakin said she would use. 
among other things, the Communica¬ 
tions Council, established this year by 
Dr. Thomas Huddleston, provost for 
student affairs and Leadership Council, 
established by the Communication 
Council. Both councils are made up of 
student organization leaders so they are 
"very prestigious," said Deakin. 

Orler has some very specific ideas 
for increasing student awareness if she is 
elected. She would like to sec an all- 
school calandar distributed twice a 
month that would include information 
on activities from all organizations. This 
would tell the students "what's going on 
and give "the smaller organizations a 
chance to publicize through Senate." 

Huddleston. Orler said, has sug¬ 
gested that the all-school secretary work 
with the Communications Council as 
well as with the Senate so that the 
minutes from each organization can be 
distributed easily. Orler feels that this 
would give her the chance to be a 
"recording and corresponding secretary."

Voter turn-out low in primary 


A hotly contested primary lured 81 percent 
of Chicago's voters last Tuesday to promote that 
city's first black Democratic candidate for mayor, 
Harold Washington, who defeated Mayor Jane 
Byrne. In Peoria, however, a low key primary 
produced low voter turnout of approximately 18 
percent. 

Bradley's 23rd precinct (all dormitory halls 
except University and Fredonia) reported that 
only l 1 of 318 registered students casts ballots in 
the non-partisan primary. This is a sharp drop 
from last November's general election when 166 
students helped decide the symbolic Michcl- 
Stephens congressional race. 

Presidential elections promote the greatest 
electorate registration and turnout while local pri¬ 
maries meet apathy and indifference. Lisa Ram¬ 
sey, the expected future Democratic precinct 
commilteewoman for Bradley, staled that Brad- 
lev students usually abstain from local primaries 
because they do not consider themselves part ol 
the Peoria communilv. 

Tuesday's municipal primary advanced six of 
eight candidates for the three at-large seals on the 
Peoria City Council. The three incumbent candi¬ 
dates Daniel T. Gura. Leonard A. Lines and 
Dorothy B. Sinclair benefited from the light voter 


three winners whose names will appear on the 
April 12 general election ballot are Donald R. 
Jackson. Willian L, O'Brien and Gerald A. 
richer. 

The candidate securing the greatest number 
of votes last Tuesday was Bradley graduate Daniel 
T. (jura, who has served as Director of the 
Annual Fund at Bradley. On March 1 Gura will 
assume the role of Director of Alumni and 
Parent Relations.

The General Union of Pales¬ 
tinian Students, in response to the 
recent investigation into the massa¬ 
cre of Palestinians in the Sabra and 
Shatilla refugee camps in Lebanon, 
demands a complete re-investigation 
into the Falangist Lebanese and 
Israeli roles in the massacres and 
international tribunals to bring those 
responsible to justice. 

We recognize that neither the 
Palestinian people nor Jews of good 
conscience can rest until interna¬ 
tional pressure and concern bring lo 
justice those who would conspire lo 
kill, and maim unarmed refugees. 

The response of the Israeli 
government has shown it's demo¬ 
cratic face is restricted to home con¬ 
sumption and that its undemocratic 
policies in Lebanon (which includes 
censorship of the press and allowing 
Falangists to detain and murder 
inhabitants of refugee camps) are 
nothing of which they are ashamed. 
This was made abundantly clear by 
Defense Minister Sharon's defense 
of himself after the investigation 
results were revealed. This is to be 
expected since these same tactics 
have long been practiced in the 
West Bank by the Israeli govern¬ 
ment. 

Clearly the western media has 
made Americans feel that justice 
would be done is the Begin govern¬ 
ment would step down. The General 
Union of P.S. wants people to look 
more closely at the history of 
"Israel" and Zionism to understand 
that the fall of a given Israeli 
government would change nothing. 
And certainly, one must wonder if 
the loss of a government job is 
sufficient punishment for the massa¬ 
cre of hundreds of innocent lives. 
For if this is sufficient, why is Klaus 
Barbie being held for trial in France 
for his crimes committed during 
WWII? 

We are disappointed in the 
response of the US Government in 
this whole affair. The unexplained 
early withdrawal of U.S. peace¬ 
keeping forces both preceded and 
allowed for the massacres which 
ensued. The current official U.S. 
response to the investigation of the 
massacres is similar to the U.S. 
response to the invasion of Leba- 
bon: it's an "internal problem": of 
Israel's. This is a less than satisfy¬ 
ing response from a government 
which proclaims itself as democratic, 
peace-loving and interested in 
human rights. The U.S. Gover- 
nemnt, as well as its people, can 


democracy and human rights by 
working for the self-determination 
of all peoples, including that of the 
Palestinian people.

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BACCHUS promotes responsible drinking

The human race has an affliction; a 
handicap as old as man's history. It's 
one that has always played a vital role in 
society. It has created folkways, mores, 
and problems. 

The affliction is alcohol, and the 
cure is unknown. 

"Society has a problem, and we are a 
reflection of that," said Ed King, director 
of residential life and student judicial 
system. 

King, accompanied by Dr. Harold 
Benner, director of the counseling 
center, advises BACCHUS, the student 
organization aimed at helping people 
learn to drink responsibly. 

On campus, BACCHUS stands for 
Boost Alcohol Consciousness Concern¬ 
ing the Health of University Students. In 
history,•'Bacchus was the Roman god of 
wine. The Greeks worshipped their own 
Bacchus, called Dionysius. 

Like the ancient societies, today's 
society pays great tribute to alcohol. 
Unlike ancient societies, there are now 
organizations which make the individual 
responsible for alcohol, its use and 
abuse.

any college, any university, and it will be 
called a real 'party school'. 

BACCHUS' purpose is not to ban 
drinking. On the contrary, the group 
will, occasionally, go to a local bar after a 
meeting. The purpose of the organiza¬ 
tion is simply to encourage responsible 
drinking habits. Everybody associates 
an alcoholic with the bum on the street 
corner," said Berenson. 

"People live with the security of 
believing the "It's not me...it's someone 
else" myth." 

Perhaps BACCHUS is not as obvi¬ 
ous as it could be; but the organization 
is active in many ways. 

Monday morning the group will be 
going to Richwoods High School to listen 
to a speaker who was in an accident with 
a drunk driver, and was left blind and 
partially paralyzed. 

They are organizing a program for 
the incoming freshman orientation dur¬ 
ing the summer; introducing the idea of 
responsible drinking to the new students. 

They are planning a BACCHUS 
party for fall semester, with food, pop. 
beer and items of interest to students 
(like breathalizers); all of which will be 
donated by various companies and the

Berenson, coordinator of BACCHUS. 
"They're expecting to drink." 

Most people are aware that there are 
many definitions of alcludtolism and 
drinking problem. "Our definition of a 
drinking problem is, causes any 
problems...from studies to relation¬ 
ships,’" said Berenson. 

King added. "It's time we got it 
together...we have to admit there are 
some problems, and we'd belter deal 
with it internally before someone does 
externally. 

"Our biggest problem is getting 
people's attention. I'm suspicious that 
some people would like to see 
BACCHUS close because they don't 
want to admit they have a problem." 

King elaborated, stating Bradley’s 
faculty may not be conscious of the 
alcohol problems on campus, but the 
administration is becoming more aware 
of them. 

Berenson points out that alcohol 
are everywhere. "You can go to

police department. 

Most currently, BACCHUS 
members are sponsoring a survey which 
is optional to students. It is part of a 
National BACCHUS Survey, with ques¬ 
tions about knowledge of alcohol use 
and abuse, altitudes, behaviors and the 
basics like age. sex and level of educa¬ 
tion. 

The information received from the 
survey will be used in nation-wide statis¬ 
tics. and will also be processed into 
statistics for Bradley. 

The group consists of a steering 
committee of ten. with a general atten¬ 
dance of Greek and dorm representa¬ 
tives. Eventually there will be general 
meetings open to anyone.

Nostalgia. These days it’s a 
tough thing to come by. But thanks 
to t|ie Central Illinois Bradley 
Alumni Club, a sweet taste of it 
was in store for those who attended 
A Big Band Swing at the Continen¬ 
tal Regency Friday, February 11. 

The band, clad in'black and 
yellow tuxedoes, the dimly lit ball¬ 
room and the smooth ambient 
tones of the swing era mixed and 
resonated into a splendid combina¬ 
tion. 

Just as in the movies, people 
do recognize their old favorites and 
respond by flocking to the dance, 
floor. Even with the onslaught of 
50’s rock-n-roll, the big band 
sound retains its freshness. Young 
of age and young at heart can ap¬ 
preciate the easy-stepping melodies 
and romantic choruses of thi s_style 


which dominated the 40’s. The 
music brought cherished memories 
back to life with a sparkle of the 
eye, a zestful charge and emotional, 
identification with an art once ex¬ 
perienced in ballrooms across the 
country. 

Consisting of trumpets, trom¬ 
bones, saxophones, flute, electric 
guitar and bass, drums, electronic 
keyboards, and two vocalists, the 
Alumni band is led by trombonist 
Darryl Baldwin. Paul Herzog, faith¬ 
ful Bradley Braves announcer, 
spoke a few times about the music. 
The band performed in a cohesive, 
well-polished style. Tempos and 
moods ranged from the dreamily 
romantic (Stephen Sondheim’s 
"Send in the Clowns") to the fes¬ 
tively upbeat (a rendition of Donna

the band does not have their own 
arranger, so they usually purchase 
stock arrangements similar to those 
originally crafted by Glenn Miller 
and Count Basie. These arrange¬ 
ments are made by listening to a 
record and writing down almost 
note for note the entire score for 
each piece of a big band. Members 
of the band constantly add new 
material to the repertoire. "Some¬ 
one goes somewhere, or we hear a 
band, like a high school band, 
that’s got an arrangement we want, 
and the band assimilates it," said 
Garramone. 

Enjoyment of playing the 
music is the key to the band’s suc¬ 
cess, and, as happened Friday 
night, the dancing spills over from 
the dance floor onto the carpet. 
"We have a good time!" is 
Garramone’s simple but profound 
admission. 

The whole affair was the two- 
year old brainchild of Sue Dickey 
of the Alumni Club. She had heard 
the band play and wanted to hear 
- them again. Dickey noted the au¬ 
dience was a mix of alumni and 
non-alumni of the greater Peoria 
area. They attended, in spite of 
missing The Winds of War, decid¬ 
ing they would be able to read the 
book later. The turnout might have 
been better had there not been this 
conflict.

Soft Cell Blows Up Recti 
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Soft Cell’s new album, The Art of Falling Apart, 
is a big disappointment. It’s a tepid follow-up to last 
year’s highly successful Non-Stop Erotic Cabaret with 
its hit single, "Tainted Love." 

Cabaret was a sleazy, but often humorous journey 
through the sexual underworld of an unnamed metrop¬ 
olis. It dealt with the trials and tribulations of a nice 
man who becomes involved in this society that most of 
us know little about. The Art of Falling Apart deals 
with many of the same subjects (i.e., sex, prostitution, 


human degradation), but Falling Apart lacks the cen¬ 
tral character that gave Cabaret its continuity. 

The eight cuts on this Ip are nothing but one 
dirge after another. Each song is undistinguishable 
from the others. The duo that makes up Soft Cell 
seems to have forgotten how to write a likeable melo¬ 
dy. The sounds are dissonant and eerie. Who would 
want to listen to an album that gives a person the 
creeps? Not me.

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would be an understatement (how 
could one escape it?), but to say 
that it sounds like the Cars at their 
best would be more accurate. Not 
as consistent as The Cars, still their 
best Ip, Beattitude, at its best 
resembles the chilling and hypno¬ 
tizing freshness that debut album 
offered a public looking for the per¬ 
fect change. 

Beattitude is not a concept al¬ 
bum per se, but it does center 
around a loose theme that Ocasek 
has the good sense not to flog into 


the ground. Anyway, it’s an old 
theme that works perfectly in a pop 
framework. Ocasek details* the 
struggle of a mind caught between 
fantasy/reality. The process of re¬ 
entering a state of awareness, so¬ 
cial, sexual and political, is mapped 
through Beattitude’s two sides. 

Although Beattitude is much 
like the Cars (Ocasek’s voice is a 
dead giveaway), it also harkens to 
more experimental artists like Sui¬ 
cide and Brian Eno. Some of the 
experiments inevitably fail; Ocasek 
'is a popmeister at his best, yet one 
cannot condemn the man for try¬ 
ing, especially when one of the best 
two songs on the Ip is also its most 
original experiment. 

"Jimmy Jimmy," the Ip’s open¬ 
ing cut and "Time Bomb," its close, 
are examples of Ocasek at his best 
pop and his most experimental (the 
Ip’s two sides seem perfectly polar 
to each; Side One is pop; Side 
Two is experimentation). 

"Jimmy Jimmy" is one of 
those songs about wasted youth, 
yet it isn’t a glorification of 
"teenage wasteland" most pop stars 
tend to favor. Instead, it is a seri¬ 
ous social criticism aimed at the 
youth hisself, his complacency, 
apathy, and self-indulgence. Ocasek 
doesn’t blame the parents, or the 
society; Jimmy is at that age where 
he’s old enough to know better." 
"Don’t you wanna think about 
nothing/don’t you wanna do 
something/are you pretending 
nothing’s wrong?" Ocasek con¬ 
fronts the youth. In the background 
is an eerie, vocodorized voice — ex¬ 
pressing automation and the easy 


escapism of the video age. From a 
pop star who probably has, literal- ^ 
ly, millions of fans belonging to 
this age, this is serious stuff. 

"Time Bomb" is the Ip’s best 
tune, closing out the experimental ^ 
side. Aurally, it sounds like acid 
rock meets new wave, with a great 
feedback breakout guitar solo at the 
fade-out. It clearly represents the 
style of the album oh the whole: 
repeating rhythmic patterns that 
rarely change, beat lyrics ("Time 
Bomb" is a list that defines the 
world Ocasek lives in), disjunct im¬ 
ages, distant vocals. It also cli¬ 
maxes the fantasy/reality theme of 
the Ip with its repeated ending: "I 
live in a world/of night screams and 
rainbows." 

The lp is chock full of hooks, 
the best of them being "Connect 
Up with Me," the funk propelled 
"Prove," "Out of Control” and 
Can’t Wait," the tune that sounds 
like it could have come off of The 
Cars or Candy-O. 

There are a few clinkers. 
"Something to Grab For," the 
current single, is way too close to 
heavy metal territory for my ears, 
and "A Quick One" just loses me in 
the translation and, unlike its title, 
it doesn’t end quick enough. 

Yet, for its faults and for its 
triumph, Beattitude is an impres¬ 
sive solo from an impressive* 
group-leader. If Ocasek follows his 
instincts, this is the type of materi¬ 
al the Cars should be following on 
theijr upcoming lp. Beattitude 
creates a world of its own -- not al¬ 
ways beautiful, but rarely depress¬ 
ing, the kind of world that most 
people might like to live in.

Sometimes your favorite ar¬ 
tists do something spectacular to 
reaffirm your faith in them. Take 
for example Earl Klugh and Bob 
James. Their album. Two of a 
Kind, is one that speaks for itself 
once on the turntable. 

"Falcon," the opening selec¬ 
tion, glides along on the combined 
efforts of the two masters. It would 
make perfect flight music. 

For those who aren’t familiar 
with the artists, Bob James is the 
talent behind the theme from 


television’s Taxi. His specialty is 
keyboards and his music has been 
of consistently high quality. 

Earl Klugh is an acoustic gui¬ 
tarist of the highest caliber. The 
duo made an album previous to 
Two of a Kind called One on One 
that gave them a tough act to fol¬ 
low.

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BU expands black studies program

Bradley's Division of Black Studies will be 
expanded next fall by the hiring of a new black 
studies director. 

"It’s been talked about for a long time,” said 
Dr. Gene Young, current director of black studies 
and coordinator of Bradley's black studies pro¬ 
gram. "This addition will give someone more time 
in publicizing and recruiting for the minor, with 
attentions primarily focused on academics." 

Currently, Young is handling the academics 
while running the Romeo B. Garrett Cultural 
Center and serving as advisor to Brad.ey's black 
student organizations. At the same time he is 
teaching the black studies courses. 

The hired person would handle the academic 
side of the black studies program. 

Dr. Max Kele, dean of liberal arts and sci¬ 
ences, said the position has been advertised for 
nationally and a committee has been formed to 
screen applicants and determine what department 
the program will be part of. 

"The new director would have a tenure-track 
appointment in the college," Kele said. 

Young said he hopes the expansion "has the

genuine intentions to give greater visibility and 
strength to the black studies program." 

Kele said the University brought in Dr. 
Joseph Russell as a consultant to analyze the pro¬ 
gram and make suggestions. Russell is the Exe¬ 
cutive Director of the National Council for Black 
Studies and a professor at Indiana University. 

Russell put together a report suggesting an 
expansion of the program by separating the black 
studies division into an academic area and an area 
involved with the social outreach side of the pro¬ 
gram. 

In late spring, a recommendation was made 
to Dr. John C. Hitt, provost and vice president 
for academic affairs, and he agreed to expand the 
program," Kele said. 

Young said Clarence Brown, director of 
affirmative action, has put together a committee 
to look into the future role and mission of the 
Garrett Center. 

Since Young's job will entail running the 
Garrett Center and "they’re coming up with ideas, 
programs, suggestions to strengthen the Garrett 
Center and make it more viable to the entire 
University," Young said. "It has great potential."

The Bradley women may have lost to Notre 
Dame, 68-57 last Friday in the field house, but 
talk at the concession stand at halftime had the 
Lady Braves ahead to stay. 

"Everyone was saying how they hoped Brad¬ 
ley could hold on," said field house worker 
Melinda Daniels, who was selling refreshments to 
fans after they'd seen the Lady Braves build a 
39-29 haltime lead. "They were surprised Bradley 
was ahead because Notre Dame was so big." 

Bradley shot 59 percent from the floor to the 
Irish 44, while Karen Anderson and Judy Burns 
combined for 28 first half points. "We played a 
first half anybody could be proud of," Bradley 
coach Joe Stowell said.

"We played so hard and so well in the 
first half that Notre Dame wore us down and 
eventually wore us out," Stowell said. 

Seniors Roxanne Grabow, Patty Bontz, Kelly 
Ryan, Mandy Neal and Anderson were honored 
in pre-game ceremonies - their last game in the 
field house. 

Bradley concluded its regular season Tuesday 
night with a 92-83 victory over Western Illinois in 
Macomb. Neal, who had 28 points against the 
Westerwinds in an 81-80 victory last season, 
came ofT the bench to lead all scorers with 23 
points. 

"She's had the flu and has been struggling a 
bit," Stowell said, "but tonight we got a good 
game out of everybody." Grabow and Anderson 
added 20 points for the Lady Braves, which 
ended the regular season 14-13. 

Burns was held to a near-season low 12 
points, but Stowell said his sophomore leading 
scorer was playing with a sore thumb. "She 
jammed it in the game with Notre Dame and was 
playing in a lot of pain." Burns'jumper with 14:10 
left gave Bradley the lead for good. 

"It threw off my whole game a little," 
Burns said. "I was passing up shots that I nor¬ 
mally take. I just didn't have the confidence in 
my shot." Burns was five of 13 from the floor. 
Burns also broke Anderson's record for field 
goals made in one season. Burns' 239 baskets 
broke Anderson's mark of 238. 

Bradley will have to wait until after Sunday's 
meeting of the Gateway Conference commission¬ 
ers to see who it will play on March 1 in the 
playoffs. Bradley will play a full conference 
schedule in the Gateway during the 1983-84 sea¬ 
son.

Mines no longer in the shadows 


Ten years ago 
this week ...

During last year's memorable 
season for the Bradley Braves, 
the spotlight shone on stars 
Mitchell Anderson and David 
Thirdkill, both of whom now 
play in the NBA. This year the 
focus has been on the dazzling 
end to end dashes of Willie 
Scott and the dunks and long- 
range bombs of Voise Winters. 



Overshadowed by this great 
quartet has been the play of 
senior guard Barney Mines, 
who quietly has been the most 
•consistent Brave the last two 
years. 

Mines, along with fellow 
senior guards Scott and Eddie 
Mathews, is one of the team's 
tri-captains. Consequently, his 
role on the team has changed 
from last year when Anderson, 
Thirdkill and center Donald 
Reese were the nucleus of the 
team. 

"This year I have to be more 
of leader," Mines said. "We 
have a lot of younger guys on 
this team that have to experi¬ 
ence a lot of things for the first 
time.” 

Offensively, I've been shoot¬ 
ing more and scoring more. But 
defensively also, my role has 
changed because a lot of times I 
have to guard the other team's 
leading scorer." 

The 6-foot-3 Mines has suc¬ 
ceeded in each of his roles this 
year. He is second on the team 
in scoring with a 14.9 average, 
just behind Voise Winters' 16.3, 
and along with Booker Johnson, 
has assumed the task of guard- 
ing some of the Missouri Valley 


"I'm satisfied with my own 
play this year," Mines said. "But 
I'm not an individual player. I 
don’t care as much about my 
individual accomplishments. I 
just want to win." 

Unfortunately for Mines and 
the Braves, wins have been 
harder to come by this year. 
They still can, however, sala- 
vage a frustrating season by 
winning the MVC post-season 
tournament. And with Wichita 
State on probation and Illinois 
State slumping, the automatic 
NCAA bid is up for grabs. "1 
think that in the tournament 
the teams to beat are New Mex¬ 
ico State and Illinois Stale," 
Mines said. "We just gotta start 
winning the close ones." 

Meanwhile Mines, -a 
geography-urban planning 

major, hopes to join his former 
teammates in the NBA. "I'd 
love to play pro ball," Mines 
said. "That’s always been a 
dream of mine. Hopefully, I'll 
get drafted and have a chance 
to make it." 

Whether Mines' playing 
career ends this season or not, 
he has had many great 
moments as a prep and collegi¬ 
ate basketball player. As a 
sophomore at Providence New 
Lexon High School, he started 
on a team that went 2-22. The 
team did make a turnaround 
and finished the Class A cham¬ 
pion the following year. 

Then in his senior year he led 
the team to the state champion¬ 
ship by averaging 19 points and 
six rebounds game. 

Mines then moved on to Sad¬ 
dleback Junior College where 
the team went 34-1 before he 
came to Bradley as a sopho¬ 
more. Why the move from Cali¬ 
fornia to Peoria? For the same 
reason that he would have any 
other potential recruit come to 
Bradley. 

"First and foremost, for the 


sonal attention that you get 
here. Secondly, I'd emphasize 
the basketball tradition at Brad¬ 
ley and the great support that 
we get," Mines said. 

Mines then proceeded to lead 
his team to another champion¬ 
ship last year finishing with a 
game-high 17 points in the NIT 
championship game.

House. Mines has played in 


both the Civic Center and the 
field house and doesn't hesitate 
to indicate his preference.

Braves shoot for 4th straight win in intramural basketball

As the end of the 1982-83 
regular season approaches the 
Bradley Braves find three games 
remaining on their schedule 
prior to post-season play.

Bradley is 8-7 in the Valley, 
with a 13-11 overall record, as 
they vie with the Drake 
Bulldogs and Tulsa Golden 
Hurricane for a third or fourth 
place finish, to guarantee a first 
roi d, home court spot in the 
M '.C. tournament. 

Since we started the ’new 
season’ we have played 13 very 
good halves of basketball out of 
a possible 14,” said Head Coach 
Dick Versace, "and to be realis¬ 
tic, no team should have 13 out 
of 14. We’ve won four of 
seven since the new start, with 
the three losses coming by a 
total - a total, mind you - of 
five points." 

When last the Braves met the 


Sycamores, on Thursday, 
February 17, the Tomahawk 
gang scored a 82-56 victory at 
the Peoria Civic Center Arena. 

In that game Bradley held 
Indiana State to its lowest point 
total of the season. Winters led 
all scorers with 20 points, and 
all passers with a career-high of 
10 assists. The Sycamores, 
down by 17 points at the half 
and 29 with one minute remain¬ 
ing, had 27 turnovers on the 
night. 

Last Saturday afternoon the 
Braves clipped the West Texas 
Stale Buffalos at Peoria. 82-80. 
W.T.S.U.’s Bob Steppes led all 
players with 26 points and 11 
rebounds. 

Winters tallied 19 points on 
the day, while Scott paced both 
teams with six steals and 10 
assists on the day. One of his 
second-half assists proved to be 
the record breaker which shat¬ 
tered the old assist record. 

Tuesday night Bradley 
travelled to Drake for their final 
road trip of the regular season, 
where they pulled out a 56-52 
overtime victory.

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Candidates stress communication

Each of the All-School presidential 
candidates stressed their concern for 
increasing student input and accurately 
representing student views at the All- 
School officer debates Wednesday night. 

During opening statements, 
presidential candidate Dave Carlson said, 
"There is a problem with the organiza¬ 
tion that we want to get involved with. 
The problem is Student Senate is not in* 
or on top of the issues." Carlson said the 
problem stems from the fact that "over 
time, the organization had become stag¬ 
nant." He believes, "we (himself, Mike 
Mitchell for vice president, Karina Istvan 
for treasurer and Rose Liddell for secre¬ 
tary) can be the spark plugs necessary to 
get this organization going." 

Independent presidential candidate 
Jason McDowell said, "There is basically 
one issue at stake here: Senate doesn’t 
work; it hasn't worked." He said he 
could do his job only by getting out to 
the students, even after the elections. 1 
want to create a strong Senate on this 
campus, a strong form of student 
government ... by motivating Senate on 
a very personal level." 

Mary Deakin, also a candidate for 
president, is running with Ben Hershey 
for vice president. Bill Holderby for 
treasurer, and Geri Orler for secretary. 
Deakin asked students to "look at us 
individually, then look at us as a team. 
We will show you that we are four stu¬ 
dent leaders who can best represent you 
in the upcoming year." 

Eight questions were posed to the 
candidates by representatives from the 
Publications Council, the Inter-fraternity 
Council, Interdorm Council and the 
Activities Council of Bradley University. 
The three platforms varied most on 
questions of student security, lab fees 
and the role of the All-School secretary. 

Hershey, chair of Senate's Security 
Ad-Hoc Committee said, "There needs 
to be some sort of organization. The 
officers need to stop constantly fighting 
amongst themselves." He added there 
has been some progress, but "there are a 
lot of other things to be worked on," 
although he did not elaborate. 

"We want to compare our security

system to schools of comparable sizes 
and see what they're doing," Mitchell 
said. He wants to expand the current 
system to include a "student security net¬ 
work" in addition to the Security Depart¬ 
ment, and a new escort service "to pro¬ 
vide an extra measure of security for our 
students." 

Mitchell's suggestion to compare 
various security systems was rebutted by 
Hershey who said, "Over Christmas 
Break 1 spent most of my time compar¬ 
ing our system of security to other sys¬ 
tems around the area." He found that 
other institutions "have more of a police 
state, more of a city police-type of secu¬ 
rity. This institution has one of the 
better security systems, but it is some¬ 
thing that still needs to be worked on." 
He added that past escort systems have 
failed due to a lack of student utilization. 

"It was not communicated to us, as 
Senators," Mitchell said, "that this com¬ 
parison was being done. That's'one of 
the reasons we see security as a prob¬ 
lem." 

Deakin confronted the issue of 
imposing lab fees by requesting student 
opinions. 

"We are only four members of the 
student body," she said, "we do nf)t 
present our opinions, we present your 
opinions. The issue is only now getting 
out to the students through the senators; 
it is being looked into." Deakin has been 
involved with the issue for the past 
semester as part of her responsibilities as 
chairman of Senate's Academic Affairs

Committee. 

"It would be my job as All-School 
president," McDowell said, "to report to 
the Board of Trustees on how students 
feel, and this is one set example. How¬ 
ever, as an individual, and as an 
engineering student, I feel that if you 
take a lab course, you should pay the 
fee. I don't believe that any other stu¬ 
dent should be burdened with paying for 
you to take a lab." 

Carlson said, "We don't like the idea 
of lab fees being imposed on engineering 
students, but we can see the point of 
non-engineering majors not wanting to 
subsidize the engineering department." If 
lab fees are instituted campus-wide, he 
said there needs to’ be some type of 
regulator set up for the lab fees so that 
they can not be escalated and used as an 
additional source of the University s 
income. 

The role of the All-School secretary 
-also prompted much discussion and was 
tied in with the position’s relationship 
with the Communications Council. Orler 
wants the secretary to be included as a 
member of the Council so the minutes 
of Senate and the council can be distri¬ 
buted together. 

"The Communications Council is 
made up of the top five administrators 
and student leaders of the 13 largest 
organizations on campus. I think Senate 
is adequately represented by the All- 
School president. The All-School secre¬ 
tary doesn't need to be there to take 
notes or bring minutes back to Senate.

That's the president's job," stressed Lid¬ 
dell. 

"By having two people from Senate 
on -the Communications Council," 
responded Orler, "we have two people 
who represent the whole campus." 

McDowell said, "The Communica¬ 
tions Council was set up against Senate," 
because it is not an elected body. "I 
don't want to see it above Senate. It 
should advise, not be responsible for 
making decisions." 

Liddell replied, "The Communica¬ 
tions Council is trying to work with Sen¬ 
ate. I feel it is important." She believes 
the Council is helping to improve 
interaction between students and 
administrators, which is the reason it 
was established. 

Improving communications between 
the entire campus was another major 
topic that the candidates made proposals 
about. 

Carlson would like to "make it man¬ 
datory for the elected representatives of 
the students to go to organizations. 
Many students are involved with organi¬ 
zations or at least attend the events." He 
also would 1-ike to utilize the Scout in 
communicating student affairs with the 


campus. 

"We personally have motivation, 
and we want to motivate the senators," 
Deakin said. "We want the senators to 
make random phone calls from the office 
as issues arise. This would increase stu¬ 
dent awareness of the issues and 
Senate’s activities."

McDowell ahead in poll 

The undecided voter appears to hold the key to the All-School 
elections next week. 

In a random telephone poll conducted by the Scout Wednesday 
night following the All-School officers’ debate, 37 percent said they 
had not committed themselves to a presidential office preference. 

That large block of undecided voters weight even heavier when 
taken into consideration along with a 60 percent indication of those 
planning to go to the polls Monday and Tuesday. Last year's tur¬ 
nout was only 12 percent. 

The two questions asked in the brief poll were: "Do you plan 
to vote in the All-School elections?" and "Do you have a prefer¬ 
ence for the presidential office?" 

Jason McDowell appears to have a slight edge over Mary Dea¬ 
kin and Dave Carlson. But the margin of that lead is too slim to 
declare McDowell the apparent victor. 

Numbers-wise, McDowell pulled in 26 percent of those con¬ 
tacted with a preference for the office. Deakin finished second with 
21 percent of the vote, and Carlson came in a tight third at 16 per¬ 
cent. 

A mere 10 percent separates all three candidates. 

Turnout predictions for the election is strikingly different from 
last year's actual number of votes. Only 40 percent of those polled 
said they either intended not to vote or hadn't decided. Last year, 
88 percent of the campus ignored their right to cast a ballot. 
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Once again, Bradley's service fraternity Alpha Phi Omega sponsored a Red 
Cross Blood Drive. Sophomore Lisa Coker is just finishing giving blood. The 
drive tood place in the Student Center Ballroom this week.

His other concerns include lab fees, tuition 
increases, and security problems. 

In the vice presidential race we find Ben Hershey on 
Deakin’s ticket. Hershey has been on Senate for a year and 
a half and served on its Campus Affairs Committee. He also 
served on the University Commencement Committee, the 
University Bookstore Advisory Committee, the Financial Aid 
Committee, and the Security Ad Hoc Committee. 

Carlson’s ticket presents Mike Mitchell as its vice 
presidential candidate. He has been a student senator for a 
year, has played an active part on the Internal Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, and was vice president of Bradley’s chapter of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP). 

Bill Holderby is running for treasurer on Deakin’s ticket. 
Holderby is currently a member of the Student Allocation 
Budget Review Committee (SABRC), and has worked with 
three All-School treasurers on two sets of budgets. 

Karina Istvan, on Carlson’s ticket, is running against 
Holderby. She has been a member of SABRC for two years 
under two All-School treasurers. 

Geri Orler and Rose Liddell are battling for the position 
of All-School secretary. Orler was chosen Outstanding Sena¬ 
tor last semester, and Liddell is currently Scout editor.

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New Order: Talking ’bout Regeneration

In criticizing a band such as 
New Order, one of England’s most 
influential offshoot groups, it is 
difficult not to mention their illus¬ 
trious past. Sprung from the band 
Joy Division, a prophetic mid-70’s 
early 80’s group, and fronted by 
the late Ian Curtis, it is even more 
difficult not to draw comparisons. 

Joy Division were a prophetic 
band for a number of reasons. They 
almost single-handedly created 
what is now termed "new wave." 
Taut, sparse arrangements and 
gloomy lyrics were their trademark, 
yet Curtis’ fatalist views transcend¬ 
ed mere end-of-the-world, empty 
prophesizing. A by product of lan 
Curtis’ neo-romantic leanings, Joy 
Division offered a stark, frightening 
world in which the pursuit of hap¬ 
piness was met by interpersonal 
indifference. After Curtis committed 
suicide, the moniker Joy Division 
became New Order. 

New Order’s debut lp, epo- 
nymously titled, was somewhat of a 
disappointment. Where Curtis 
created tension amongst the mono¬ 
tonous drone of music, Albert 
Brecht, vocalist and bassist for New 
Order, got swallowed into the aural 
void. Yet if one listened, strained 
to hear the lyrics, New Order 
seemed to be expanding Joy 
Division’s base. Curtis’ indifference 
gave way to Brecht’s strains of joy, 
happiness and an occasional glint of 
sunlight in the darkness. 

New Order’s latest release, a 
5-song ep called, simply, New Ord¬ 
er, is where the amalgamation be¬ 
gins. It is more an interesting 
record than it is important. Of the 
five songs, three are absolutely 
necessary to hear to all Joy Divi¬ 


sion fans (what few of us there are), 
and to anyone even remotely in¬ 
terested in what new wave could 
have become. 

The first cut, "Everything’s 
Gone Green," clues the listener in 
to the subtle changes occuring over 
the last year or so in the history of 
the band. A bass that sounds more 
flogged than plucked, propulsive 
drums, acoustic guitar and trade¬ 
mark new wave synthesizers opens 
the record. The first words uttered 
sound very old style Joy Division: 
"Help me, somebody, help me/I 
wonder where I am? I see my fu¬ 
ture before me." Brecht’s future 
isn’t exactly what one would term 
bright. Yet, among all f the fatality, 
the singer finds solace in the con¬ 
sistency of his situation. Chant-like 
Brecht screams - "It seems like I’ve 
been here before." 

The sense of disorientation 
carries through the other two songs 
on the first side, "Procession" and 
"Mesh." 

Opening to an eerie, three 
chord synthesizer segue, "Proces¬ 
sion" is the centerpiece of the first 
side. The singer, surrounded by a 
breakneck, pulsating bass, whispers: 
"At night it gets cold and you’d 
dearly like to turn away and 
escape/what ails, makes the wounds 
that terror 

you., .alone.. .alone.. .alone." (These 
lyrics may not be exact, they are 
what were decipherable to me). The 
isolation that makes the song so 
chilly is contrasted to Brecht’s 
warm and inviting voice. Tension is 
created. Among this desperation, 
the singer finds he can turn to him¬ 
self; it is only when he steps out¬ 
side of this limitation that his life 


# goes astray. 

Brecht, like most human be¬ 
ings, knows he cannot live a her¬ 
metic life, and when he makes the 
first move towards human contact, 
the results are "Temptation," the 
ep’s best song, and one of 82’s 
highlights in music.

anyone quite like you before). 

Heaven, a gateway, I hope, 
just like a feeling, I need, 
it’s no joke... 

I know it hurts me to see you this 
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betrayed by words, I’ve never 
heard 

two hearts the same... 

Oh up/down/turn around 
PLEASE DON’T LET ME 
HIT THE GROUND! 

Tonight I think I’ll walk her home 
I find my soul 
inside a hole. 


"Temptation"* carries the 
listener through a frenzy of chords, 
and voices that parellel the obses¬ 
sive pursuit of Brecht. As a dance 
tune, nothing released in the last 
year beats "Temptation." 

As a whole, New Order is a 
big step forward for a band which 
is struggling under the legend of its 
former moniker. Yet Curtis’ suicide, 
albatross that it may be, is spurring 
on a lust for life in a band that po¬ 
tentially could have become anoth¬ 
er shrine for a dead romantic.

Senate drills A!I-Sc hoot candidates

What was planned as a forum 
for the candidates for All- 
School' offices turned into a 
slurry of charges at Monday’s 
Student Senate meeting. 

The hardest hit was Dave 
Carlson, candidate for All- 
School president. In introduc¬ 
ing his ticket, Carlson claimed 
responsibility for the absence of 
Rose Liddell, Scout editor and 
All-School secretary candidate. 

"I personally asked her not to 
be here today so I could speak 
bluntly and frankly about her," 
Carlson said. 'Td hate to see 
our candidacy oend on the eth¬ 


ics of our secretary. 

"Rose Liddell has rapped Sen¬ 
ate before," Carlson said. "She 
was not running off at the 
mouth. She took positive, direct 
action." 

Senator John Poterack ques¬ 
tioned a possible conflict of 
interests if Liddell were to both 
finish her term as Scout editor 
and take on the position of All- 
School secretary. 

"Right now, I don’t see a 
conflict of interest," Carlson 
said. "At this point, I would not 
encourage her to resign. Who 
would have a better rapport 
with administrators than the 
editor of the Scout? 


The questioning of Carlson 
overshadowed his earlier state¬ 
ments calling for more student 
knowledge of the workings of 
Student Senate. 

"We feel it is time to turn 
around Student Senate into a 
high key, visible administra¬ 
tion," said Carlson. "Everybody 
sits and talks communication. 
Let’s see some action. 

Mary Deakin took a different 
stand on Senate/Council rela¬ 
tions. Another All-School 
president candidate, Deakin 
called for a cooperative effort by 
both bodies to arrive at better 
understood decisions. 

Under Deakin’s plan, the 


All-School secretary would also' 
act as secretary for the Com¬ 
munications Council, distribut¬ 
ing Council minutes to Student 
Senators. 

But Deakin wasn't spared 
from biting questions, with 
All-School President Nathan 
Martin questioning Deakin’s 
employment by the University 
as a possible conflict of interest. 
Deakin is an RA in Heitz Hall. 

"I don’t see a conflict at all," 
said Deakin. "I’ve had no prob¬ 
lem confronting the administra¬ 
tion so far. My position as as 
RA directly affects the residents 
of my floor only.

going to side with the adminis¬ 
tration or with the students," 
Deakin continued. "I’m a stu¬ 
dent and I will represent those 
student views, whether they are 
complimentary or contradictory 
to the administration." 

Deakin also called for a revi¬ 
sion of Student Senate’s pur¬ 
pose, calling for the body to put 
itself into the role of represent¬ 
ing students instead of its 
present situation. 

Last to face the arrows of 
charges was independent candi¬ 
date for All-School president 
Jason McDowell. McDowell 
resigned from Senate last fall, a 
skeleton that continues to fall 
from his closet. 

"I feel I could have cleared 
myself of the charges," he said 
of last fall’s accusations that he 
was not fulfilling his duties as 
Communications Board chair¬ 
man. 

"I didn’t think I could work 
with those people after their 
charges," he said. "So, I 
resigned my position." 

McDowell continues to push 
for an All-Alumni Weekend, 
with a call for graduates to 
return to campus. McDowell 
sees this as a devise to collect 
funds to supplement present 
revenues^ _ 

"1 think at the moment it is 
very unclear," said McDowell of 
the Student Senate’s role. 
"There’s very many voices 
going to the administrators. 

"The student government 
should have the power to get a 
direct answer from from the 
administration," McDowell 
added. "It is this body’s job to 
do that."

McDowell said representa¬ 
tives should go out to organiza¬ 
tions. "1 wouldn’t want a sena¬ 
tor assigned to a particular 
organization for the whole year 
through. We .should have a 
rotating system of visits. I 
would go out to the organiza¬ 
tions and individuals personally 
as well." 

Deakin felt that the executive 
board should be responsible for 
communicating with the organi¬ 
zations. "The senators are 
responsible to the constituents." 

Carlson restated his support 
for senators dealing with the 
organizations but said, "A sena¬ 
tor must be in on what organi¬ 
zations are doing night and day. 
A five minute visit on a rotating 
basis wouldn’t work." 

In their concluding com¬ 
ments, the candidates again 
stressed their enthusiasm to 
have the students back Senate. 

"I believe there's a job to be 
done," McDowell said. "I 
believe it has to be done now, 
and I believe that I am the per¬ 
son to do it." He appealed to the 
students to vote, "whichever 
way you’re going to vote. 
When the people the students 
want are elected, then they’ll 
have more faith in Senate."

"A Bradley Tradition For Over 35 Years" 
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Swimmers travel to Chicago 
for season finale

The Bradley swimming team 
will conclude its season this 
weekend in the Midwest 
Independent Championships at 
the University of Ilinois at Chi¬ 
cago. 

The Braves, who finished 
their dual-meet season at 8-2, 
should finish in the top four, 
according to coach Jim Spink. 
Spink believes the contest will 
be between last year's winner 
Western Kentucky, Eastern Illi¬ 
nois and the Braves. 

Bradley defeated each of the 
three teams Spink mentioned in 
the regular season, but said the 
championships require more 


overall depth, which the Braves 
may be lacking. "The meet gets 
tougher every year. I assume it 
will this year too," Spink said. 

The Braves have returning 
champion Rick Velde, who 
holds the meet record in the 
100-yard freestyle, and also the 
400-yard free relay team which 
claimed first place in last year’s 
meet. Spink expects Ray Perisin 
and Rich Buelte to also turn in 
strong performances this week¬ 
end. 

Last year’s Braves finished 
sixth, but would’ve placed 
fourth had they not been 
disqualified by a judge’s deci¬ 
sion in the 800-yard relay. 

Other schools participating 


include Western Illinois, Evans¬ 
ville, Louisville, Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, Northern Iowa, Notheast 
Missouri State, Wisconsin-. 
Milwaukee and host U of 1 at 
Chicago. 

The meet will be the last col¬ 
legiate action for seniors Per¬ 
isin, Scott Herrell and Mike 
Kohler. Spink is recruiting to 
replace them, and is also look¬ 
ing for back and breast-strokers, 
flyers, a distance swimmer and 
a diver. 

"There are several swimmers 
in the area we’d like to entice to 
Bradley," Spink said. "It’s still a 
little early though. Usually 
nobody commits until after the 
(high school) state meet."

The best college conference?

Some people claim there’s no possible way 
you can say which conference is the best in col¬ 
lege hoops. But anytime you say "impossible" to 
me, that means, "Let’s go. It’s crush time." So 
what we’ll do is pick five conferences that 1 
believe are the five best in the country. 

Out of the gate, it should be said that 
independents are in the minus pool this year. 
They’re adequate, but with no chance of getting a 
sunburn in Alburguerque, New Mexico, in April. 
And remember, we’ve evaluating every team in a 
conference, not just a few teams that make the 
covers of magazines or national TV. The last 
place team in a conference is considered as much 
as the first. Now for the thoroughbreds. 

The center, the aircraft carrier, the man in 
the paint is the Southeastern Conference, led by 
the Secretariat of the game, the University of 
Kentucky. It's a title the Wildcats deserve even 
without the second best player in college ball 
today, Sam Bowie, who came up with a bad 
wheel. 

From top to bottom there are more athletes 
and stronger clubs in the SEC than there are in 
any other. They don’t receive to pub - the publi¬ 
city - they deserve because they aren’t close to 
any of the media cities. But Tennessee and Ala¬ 
bama also belong in the Top 10 polls, and are 
being pushed by Louisiana State. How would you 
like to play the Tigers in the first round of the 
NCAA on a neutral court? 

Auburn and Vanderbilt are also highly 
respected. There are no basket cases, no 
automatic W’s in the SEC, so from top to bot¬ 
tom, they get my nod for the 1982-83 season. 

Next best horse on the conference merry- 
go-round is the Big 10. The Big 10 has returned 
to its prominence from a drought season last 
year. Their pre-conference schedules have been 
softened, which is now getting to be a tradition 
throughout the country, but one of the top three 
- Indiana, Iowa and Minnesota - should definitely 
be in the Final Four. 

Bobby Knight, Lute Olson and Jim Dutcher 
all have relatively long benches and play physical 
games, which is a tremendous asset in tourna¬ 
ment play because you have back-to-back games 
every weekend. 

Indiana looks strongest, mainly because of 
five-year player- Randy Wittman 

and Bobby Knight has the physical grunt 
players to make his offense accelerate. 

The Hawkeyes have the height and maturity 
to make their triangle post play down low keep 
'em highly ranked throughout the season. 

The second wave of the Big 10 consists of 
the Buckeyes, the Boilermakers and the Fightin’ 
lllini. and is enough to give this conference a 


clear-cut second spot. And there’s not a major 
drop-off (like the Big East) when you go down 
the list and touch the two Michigan schools. 
Northwestern and Wisconsin, 

Buckets are nudging noseguards for encores 
in this conference, and the Big 10 is loaded with 
freshman and sophomores that will be first-round 
draft choices in the NBA down the road a bit. 

For third place let's go to the Cinderella 
Conference, the Big East. This conference gets 
overexposure because of its tremendous popula¬ 
tion centers, and the fact 24 percent of the TV 
sets in the country are in houses in the Big East 
corridor. Only in its fourth year, people are 
already referring to it as the "Big Beast.’ 

When March comes in like a Lion, George¬ 
town will be clawing, and the team by then will 
be starting to shave. St. John s is no fluke, and 
how would you like to play the Syracuse Orange¬ 
men at the Carrier Dome? That s like ordering an 
import instead of a Miller High Life while in 
Milwaukee. Plus, the blue collar toughness of Vil- 
lanova limits the amount of teams that want to 
get on their schedule. 

The middle teams of the Big East are ade¬ 
quate, above average, but the Boston College 
tie-in is the neck of the bottle, the pinch in the 
hour glass that connects good and bad. That’s the 
reason this conference is in the third position. 
The tail end is a relatively soft touch with Pitt, 
Connecticut, Providence and Seaton Hall. 

In spite of what Billy Packer might think - 
they gave him a brain scan and found nothing 
the Atlantic Coast Conference is Number 4. The 
ACC has the NCAA champion North Carolina 
returning, led by the most visible coach in Dean 
Smith and the condor, Sam Perkins. 

They’re obviously trying to fight off Ralph 
Sampson and his band of Cavaliers at Virginia. 
There are definitely the 1-2 punch of an ACC 
whose overall team talents have weakened the 
last few years. 

Other ACC clubs to be reckoned with are 
obviously North Carolina State and Maryland, but 
Duke, Georgia Tech, Clemson and Wake Forest 
are in the also-ran bracket. There's quite a gap 
between the dominant twins - North Carolina and 
Virginia - and the rest of the family developing. 

Color me red, embarrassed, but I’m going to 
fudge a bit here and divide up that fifth spot 
between three conferences, all of which have a 
few roses, but too many thorns to be on a level 
with the first four mentioned. 

There are some good features in the Metro. 
Denny Crum’s Cardinals, along with Memphis 
State, led by coach Dana Kirk, and those Hokies 
of Virginia Tech, almost led this conference into 
the Big Four, but it has too many Achilles’ heels. 

The Pac 10 is a two horse race, with the 
Bruins and coach Larry Farmer trying to skin the 
Beavers of Oregon State. The Southwest is a push 
between Arkansas and Houston, and in the Big 
Eight the Missouri Tigers are going for their 
fourth title, but could be pushed by Oklahoma. 
Remember the name Wayman Tisdale. Underline 
it.

If you are looking for an exciting, climactic 
end to the 1982-83 Bradley Braves' basketball 
season, don't search Peoria this weekend. You 
won't find anything resembling last year's frenetic 
finish between the Tomahawk Gang and Tulsa’s 
Golden Hurricane. 

Instead, the Drake Bulldogs will invade the 
Peoria Civic Center Arena for the last, regular 
season game of the Missouri Valley Conference 
schedule. Tip-off time for tomorrow's annual 
Homecoming game is 2 p.m. 

Bradley has a 9-7 Valley record, and a 14-11 
overall record (as of Wednesday night) good for 
fifth place, while the Bulldogs are 8-8, 12-13 
behind B.U. in sixth place. The Wichita State 
Shockers have clinched the regular season cham¬ 
pionship, but are ineligible for post-season play in 
their last year of probation. 

The Braves are second in the M.V.C. with a 
.512 team field goal percentage in conference 
games. Drake is third in the Valley in turnovers, 
as they have a 2.0 margin in 16 games. The 
Bulldogs also lead all teams in three-point field 
goal offense, with a .40 2 percentage. 

Bradley’s senior guard Willie Scott is second 
with 171 assists and a 6.8 assist average. He also 
is second in steals with 73 - good for a 2.9 aver¬ 
age. Senior guard Barney Mines is in seventh 
place in the M.V.C. with a .529 field goal percen¬ 
tage. 

Drake’s junior guard Mike Kreklow is the 
fourth best free throw shooter in the Valley, with 
a .860 percentage in all games. 


The Bulldogs are coming off a 60-56 loss to 
Southern Illinois’ Salukis, at Des Moines last 
Saturday. In that game Drake shot 60 percent for 
a 14-point first half lead, but shot only 24 percent 
in the final half, scoring only 17 points. 

The Bulldogs also hosted New Mexico State 
Monday night. 

Bradley is riding a four-game winning streak, 
including a 78-70 victory over the Indiana State 
Sycamores, last Saturday at Terre Haute. 

Sophomore forward Voise Winters led the 
Braves with 17 points, as B.U. held the high- 
powered Sycamore offense to just four points 
after the first 10 minutes of play. 

"I have a great deal of faith that my team will 
finish strong," said Head Coach Dick Versace, at 
his Wednesday press conference. "I think they 
have arrived at a point in their athletic lives in 
Division I where they’ve matured quite a bit." 

Versace is also optimistic about his squad’s 
chances in post-season play. 

"I feel once we got the program going here 
that we had legitimate chances to be in a post¬ 
season tournament every year," said Versace. 

Junior Roosevelt Davison is recovering from 
the flu, according to Versace, and freshman 
Franz Smith is battling a "very serious virus" he 
contracted. 

The Braves’ mentor was in Chicago Tuesday 
on one of many recruiting drives. His latest pros¬ 
pect is a 5-foot-10 player from a Blue Division 
school, "averaging 40 points a game." Former^ 
Bradley star Mitchell "J.J." Anderson, and current 
forward Winters are both Blue Division products 
from Chicago. 


Versace open in forum Gateway challenge biggest yet

The color and character of 
Bradley coach Dick Versace was 
not lacking Wednesday night in 
front of a scattering of Bradley 
students in an open forum at 
Rocky’s Hitching Post on Farm¬ 
ington Rd.

Challenges are nothing new 
for the Bradley women’s basket¬ 
ball team, but Saturday’s Gate¬ 
way Conference playoff opener 
may give a new meaning to the 
word. 

The sixth seeded Lady Braves 
will play third seeded Southern 
Illinois University in Carbon- 
dale beginning at 7:30. The 
Salukis boast a 19-8 record 
including wins over Murray 
State by 26 points, DePaul by 
30, Indiana State by 25 and Illi¬ 
nois Central College by 20. Illi¬ 
nois State is seeded number one 
in the 8-team tournament. 

"We’ve been in this position 
several times when we’ve 
played bigger schools," Bradley 
coach Joe Stowell said. "It 
definately will be a challenge. 
We’re just going to have to 
shoot exceptionally well." 

Connie Price has been shoot¬ 
ing well for the Salukis all sea¬ 
son. Her 68 percent shooting 
from the floor is tops in the 
country. As a team the Salukis 
are shooting 50 percent which 
ranks them among the top 10 
teams in the NCAA Division I. 

"They’re just an excellent 
team," Stowell said. "Their front 
line goes 6-foot-3, 6-2 and 6-1, 
plus they use Rose Peeples as 
an off guard." Peeples came to 
Carbondale after transferring 
from ICC and Kansas Univer¬ 
sity. Peeples, the all-time scor¬ 
ing leader at ICC, averages 9.5 
points and 5.0 rebounds a game 
for SIU. 

The Lady Braves 14-13, were 
scheduled to play Western Illi¬ 
nois in the opening round of 
the Gateway tournament on 
Tuesday in the field house, but 
the game was cancelled. In the 
meantime, the NCAA deter¬ 
mined that Indiana State and 
Northern Iowa were ineligible 
for post-season play since both 
teams exceeded the number of 
games allowed in one season. 

"We were looking foward to 
playing (WIU) but by no fault 
of our own we didn’t," Stowell 
said. The Lady Braves haven’t 
played a game since a Feb. 22 
victory over the Westerwinds.

The 31st Annual Campus Carnival begins tonight, with coordi¬ 
nator Chris McNeal aiming for proceeds of S3,000 more than the 
fist year. 

Her task might be a tough one, when taking in to considera¬ 
tion with the high unemployment figures, competition with other 
events and the historical trend of Bradley students’ apathy. 

Threatening attendance is the championship game of the Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference tournament. Students who might normally 
have nothing to do Saturday afternoon will now have the tourna¬ 
ment coverage to keep them in their rooms. 

Despite the community’s lack of free money and the students' 
lack of concern, McNeal has set a goal of over SI0,000 for the car¬ 
nival.

In 1981, the carnival only took in about S5,800. The following 
year improved some, netting S6,400. But that still leaves about 
S3,300 for McNeal to make up with only the average number of 
booths. 

To make up the differences, she has turned to alternative 
means of finance, as bankers are prone to say. 

This year's dance marathon boasts the largest number of parti¬ 
cipants ever at 21 couples. An emphasis has been given to the daily 
recording and posting of king and queen votes, with fraternities 
such as Fiji dumping large amounts of money into the jars. 

And, for the first time, a raffle is planned for the weekend. 

"At first, I was afraid of what the response might be," McNeal 
admitted. "But the businesses have been just terrific; absolutely 
overwhelming." 

The generosity has resulted in enough prizes for a raffle draw¬ 
ing every half-hour of the carnival starting Saturday morning. 
Prizes include a 19-inch black-and-white television, a $50 gift 
certificate to Carson Pirie Scott, and electronic race car set, a hand 
mixer and numerous dinners, hairstyles, and other prizes. 

Booth winners can expect the usual prizes of pencils, gum, 
erasers and balloons as well as bumper stickers, T-shirts, buttons, 
kites and drinking glasses. 

"Their hearts have been very helpful," said McNeal of the con¬ 
tributing businesses. "I would hope it is a sign of the entire week¬ 
end." 

Prizes are great, but if no one attends they become worthless. 

To prevent such a stand-up, McNeal’s committee has arranged 
free bus transpotation between the school and Northwoods Mall, 
site of the carnival.. Along with the students, McNeal has taken 
steps to insure that the booths will be staffed from the beginning 
hours. 

"It only perpetuates the image of lazy college students," said 
McNeal of late arriving organizations. "I don't want to seem mean, 
but they did make a commitment. "We need to make that money," 
McNeal added. "We received more letters from people telling us 
they need our help. 

"I feel burdened to make more because the need is so much 
more," said McNeal. "We simply have to make more than before."

Rose Liddell, Scout editor and candi¬ 
date for AII-School secretary, accused 
me of libel and refused to run the 
letter. I have since consulted with Dr. 
John Boyer, director of journalism at 
Bradley and a specialist in communica¬ 
tion law, who maintained that the letter 
is not libelous and in fact raises an 
issue that the student body deserves to 
consider. 

Publishing or politics? What 
was the motivation behind the 
Scout’s February 25 editorial? It 
seems a bit odd that two weeks 
before Bradley's all-school elections, 
the Scout has chosen to atypically 
praise a "fellow publication." It 
seems odder still that the publica¬ 
tion chosen for this dubious honor 
was not one of Bradley's established 
campus publications — Anaya or 
Broadside — but a fledgling Greek- 
oriented newspaper, the Trojan. No 
offense is meant towards the lnler- 
fraternity Council or the Trojan 
staff, but either thee/!/*</#</or Broad¬ 
side is more deserving of notice on a 
campus-wide level -- that is, if the 
Scout's criterion for praise is really 
based on excellence and not votes. 

Take Broadside as an example. 
Like the Trojan, it also started from 
scratch, in the fall of 1981. After its 
first year, it received critical acclaim 
in the form of Columbia 
University's highest honor for publi¬ 
cations, a Medalist rating. This 
year’s Broadside continues in the 
tradition of reflecting the creativity 
of the entire Bradley community - 
100 percent of it. Yet, despite all 
this, and after seven issues to the 
Trojan's one. Broadside has had to 
battle with the Seoul for even the 
least bit of publicity. 

Since the Scout's sudden shower 
of praise upon 1FC for its newspaper 
seems only marginally related to 
publishing, there must be another 
factor involved. Politics, perhaps? 
Could the Scout's editor, a candidate 
for secretary, be courting the Greek 
vote for herself and her running 
mates? 

This blatant unprofessionalism 
on the part of the Scout, and more 
specifically, its editor-in-chief, has 
got to end. Simply refraining from 
endorsing a ticket for all-school 
officers has obviously not been 
enough to keep our newspaper 
objective. I call for Rose Liddell to 
choose between politics and publish¬ 
ing — and then retire from which¬ 
ever endeavor loses. Perhaps then 
we'll all be winners.

They created a special 
spirit and a vivid response from the 
audience that, once the reading was 
finished, was continued in an infor¬ 
mal conversation with Rojas in an 
atmosphere that made one think 
that the purpose of the evening had 
been achieved: that of a real dialo¬ 
gue between two languages, 
between two cultures.

Elections bring about new ideas 
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As you can tell when you 
picked up today’s Scout, the 
All-School Officers have been 
chosen. 

Slogans which were drafted 
and posters which were strategi¬ 
cally placed on the campus are 
gone.

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Martin looks back on Senate

After March 14, Nathan J. Martin 
will have a lot more time "to do home¬ 
work." On that day Martin will be 
replaced as All-School President by the 
winner of today's run-off election 
between Mary Deakin and Dave Carl¬ 
son. 

Since his election last spring, Martin 
has faced many problems and tried to 
solve them by working with the stu¬ 
dents, Student Senate and the adminis¬ 
tration. 

"I think the major accomplishment 
has been the transition (of the basketball 
games) from the Field House to the 
Civic Center," said Martin. Senate 
helped "to get the student's seats out of 
the corner as well as increasing the 
number of seats available. 

"The lottery system went fairly well, 
and the shuttle bus has gotten good 
reviews according to a recent survey of 
students at the Civic Center." 

Recently, Senate distributed another 
survey on cafeteria service. "We got 
about a 100 percent return," Martin said. 
Once all the survey results are in, the 
Campus Affairs Committee will "deter¬ 
mine what they say and they pursue 
improvements for the students." 


During Martin's campaign as an 
independent candidate, he discussed 
many issues as part of his "one Bradley" 
campaign theme. One of his concerns 
was improving relations between Greek 
students and non-Greeks. 

Under his administration, a Campus 
Leadership Council, consisting of the 
leaders of Bradley's 13 largest organiza¬ 
tions, was instituted. "The Campus 
Leadership Council gives Greeks and 
other students a direct line to the stu¬ 
dent body officers. This helped improve 
communication and relations." 

Martin admitted "To a certain 
extent, there is still some animosity," but 
he hopes that the Campus Leadership 
"will help all organizations find common 
problems and set common goals." 

One goal of the Campus Leadership 
Council is to facilitate communication 
between the students and administration. 
"We thought it would be best for the 
students to caucus before the Communi¬ 
cation Council meetings with administra¬ 
tors so we can go to them with a unified 
view," he said. The Communications 
Council is made up of student leaders 
and administrators. 

Martin also tried to increase the pro¬ 
ductivity of Senate and disspell the myth 
about inefficient senators. 


"Compared to past years," he said, 
"senators have been pretty good about 
getting back to their constituents. Most 
of them are very competent individuals. 
"Of course," he added, "they can't get 
back to every single student, but if a stu¬ 
dent has a specific problem, it's up to 
him to find his senator." 

Martin is upset that the myth con¬ 
tinues because "it's a self-fulfilling pro¬ 
phecy." He explained that when a sena¬ 
tor hears that all senators are inefficient, 
it creates a negative attitude in everyone. 
"If we take a more positive attitude, then 
we'll get more positive and more 
results," he said. 

One Senate committee that disap¬ 
pointed Martin was the Security Ad Hoc 
Committee. "That committee was bogged 
down with a lot of unnecessary things. It 
suffers from a lack of direction and 
really didn't do what it was set up to do," 
he explained. 

Other problems that concerned Mar¬ 
tin during his term were his method of 
relating with administrators and increas¬ 
ing minority interest in student govern¬ 
ment. 

"The administration understood that 
I had a job to do, and I understood they 
had a job, too," he said. "In order for 
this whole thing called Bradley Univer¬ 


sity to work, there had to be a meeting 
in the middle." 

Overall, he was satisfied with his 
relationship with the administrators, but 
was not as pleased with the minority stu¬ 
dents' input. 

"Minority students took more of a 
part in Senate at the beginning of last 
semester," he said, "but now their 
interest seems to have dropped off." He 
could not explain why this has hap¬ 
pened, though he has "given the prob¬ 
lem some thought." 

After looking back on his campaign 
and administration, Martin said he feels 
that he has made some steps toward 
reaching his "one Bradley" theme. 

"As far as getting more students in 
student government and getting their 
voices heard, we've made progress, but 
there has been no great outpouring of 
love from different groups. 

"'One Bradley' is possible," he said, 
"but everyone has to unite, despite their 
differences. When people start to under¬ 
stand and respect each other, then that 
will be the ultimate 'one Bradley.'" 

Martin said he has some advice for 
the new all-school officers: "Be per¬ 
sistent, persistent, persistent...and look 
out for the ambushes." He said the new 
officers would understand.

In 1977, a Bradley senator 
prepared a 22-page report which 
examined the future of student 
government at Bradley. Author 
E. Webster wrote, "Student 
governments are sandboxes for 
adolescents to play government. 
Training grounds for those who 
aspire to be real-life politicians, 
and a continuation of the LET'S 
PRETEND process of electing 
home room officers in grade 
school where we learn to be 
responsible and to work within 
the system even if the system 
works counter to our goals." 

Woodrow Wilson, the 28th 
President of the United States 
and one time President of 
Princeton University said. The 
real intellectual life of a body of 
undergraduates, if there be any, 
manifests itself, not in the 
classroom, but in what they do 
and talk about, and set about 
themselves, as their favorite 
subjects between classes and 
lectures." 

I hope the newly-elected 
officers live in a world of reality 
and not just play in the sandbox 
because they have a pail and 
shovel.

I love Kilroy Was Here. I feel everyone should buy this album. But 
then again, I’m one of those people who never tires of hearing STYX. So, t 
to present a good critique, I will try to tone down my bias a bit. 

First, an outline of the characters: Dennis De Young is Kilroy, the 
hero of this concept album; James Young is Dr. Righteous, the antagonist 
and inventor of the Mr. Robotos; Tommy Shaw is Jonathon ^Chance, the 
hero’s assistant. In the videos, Chuck and John Panozzo are featured as Lt. 
Vanish and Col. Hyde, respectively, but are not mentioned in the songs. 

But don’t expect to recognise them if you see them. They’ve made 
some changes in their looks that I think are welcome. John Panozzo cut 
his hair, short, and shaved his beard. Chuck saved his beard. James Young 
also shaved his beard and cut his hair, although it is still rather long. 
Dennis shaved his moustache and cut his hair. Tommy Shaw is still recog¬ 
nizable, with only a few inches off the ends (but he still looks like a girl). 

This is a concept album but not so much that it is nauseating. The 
pictures on the cover and sleeve are vivid, and help you visualize the char¬ 
acters and concepts. Speaking of the concept, there is an aging hero who 
has been undergoing a mind torture to "straighten" him out; a young man 
looking for an idol; and a power hungry preacher. Each presents several

songs that pertain to their character, but taken out of context of the al 
bum, these songs stand up on their own. I feel this is what makes the al¬ 
bum worth buying: 

As all STYX’s other albums, the music is extremely good. They have 
added a new- wave beat to some of the songs, and in his "Just Get Me 
Through This Night," Shaw plays a Japanese Shami-Sen that adds a beau¬ 
tiful touch. 

Dennis De Young gives one of his best performances. As on other al¬ 
bums, he uses his ability to scream and still make it sound like music very 
effectively. He also shows great versatility, going from the anger and frus¬ 
tration of "Mr. Roboto," to the soft, sentimental "Don’t Let It End," to the 
danceable tune "High Time." 

Tommy Shaw sings as well as always, but he seems confused. "Cold 
War" is a feet-moving song but the words move fast and it hops back and 
forth from a slow pace to a fast one. In "Just Get Through This Night," it 
is hard to tell if he is singing about someone he loves or waiting to hear if 
he got a part in a movie. He redeems himself with "Haven’t We Been Here 
Before," which finally has continuity and some well-sung and well-turned 
phrases. 

James Young, known for his raucous melodies, is definitely having a 
problem on this album. I understand being in "character," but does he real¬ 
ly have to sound like one of his Mr. Robotos when he sings? 

One last thing to note: I believe this is the first album to have parts 
of it recorded using solar energy.

Burns' 3.47 nets her All-American status

Judy Burns was the first per¬ 
son to credit coach Joe Stowell 
and her teammates after it was 
announced the 5-foot-6 guard 
had been named to the College 
Sports Information Director’s of 
America (CoSIDA) first team 
Academic All-American squad. 

"I don’t think I would have 
been able to do it if it wasn’t 
for coach Stowell pushing me 
and the support 1 got from- my 
teammates,” Bums said at a 
press conference Wednesday at 
the Ramada Inn. The sopho¬ 
more from Marion, IN. finished 
ranked 15th nationally in scor¬ 
ing with a 23.1 average. 

Off the court. Burns is carry¬ 
ing a 3.47 grade point average 
after three semesters as a physi¬ 
cal education major. Burns was 
the only sophomore named to 
the five-player team which 
included senior Carol 
Emmanuel of Purdue,, junior 
Sherri Levin of Holy Cross, 
senior Anne Donovan of Old 
Dominion and junior Kim 
. Mulkvey of Louisiana Tech. 

. Burns, the first Academic All- 
American in the Lady Braves' 
history, totaled 1,102 points and 
413 assists in two seasons, and is 
currently third on the Bradley 
all-time scoring list behind Con¬ 
nie Griffith (1,573) and gra¬ 
duating teammate Karen 
Anderson (2.003). 


"I think her real value is her 
overall leadership," said Stowell, 
whose team finished the season 
14-14 after a 81-52 Gateway 
Conference loss at Carbondale 
last week. "I think her skills on 
the basketball court speak for 
themselves, but very often a 
high grade point average will get 
lost in the shuffle.” 

Stowell described Burns as 
"modest" while pointing out a 
38-point school record perfor¬ 
mance against Loyola, 31 points 
against Iowa and 28 against Pur¬ 
due. "Maybe 1 get myself more 
ready for the bigger games, but 
1 know I shouldn't." Burns said. 

Burns set a single season 
scoring record with 613 points, 
but said last summer’s Olympic 
Trials in Indianpolis helped her 
prepare for her second season at 
BU. She paced her team in 
assists during the two-week 
affair. 

* * * 

Burns isn’t the only member 
of the Lady Braves basketball 
program to receive post-season 
recognition. Stowell, second 
year coach of the Lady Braves, 
will receive the Honor Award 
from the National Association 
of Basketball coaches on Sun¬ 
day, April 3 at the Albuqerque 
Convention Center in New 
Mexico. The award com¬ 
memorates more than 500 
career coaching victories.

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Drake falls to the Braves

Because of printing deadlines the following was writ¬ 
ten before last night's Bradley-Illinois State game. 

Semi-final action in the 1983 Missouri Valley 
Conference tournament features four teams that 
placed one-through-four in the regular season 
standings (except for Wichita State, on probation 
from all post-season games). Tulsa hosts the New 
Mexico State Aggies, while I.S.U. entertains the 
Bradley Braves. 

The winners of each game advance to the 
Valley tournament championship game, to be 
played at 1 p.m. tomorrow. CBS Sports will telev¬ 
ise the contest regionally. 

The road to the post-season tourney began 
when Bradley lost in double-overtime to Wichita 
State last Thursday, 97-96, in the Peoria Civic 
Center Arena. 

Senior Barney Mines and sophomore 
Anthony Webster led the Braves with 26 points 
each, while Wichita's star sophomore Xavier* 
McDaniel paced both squads with 34 points. 

Each school had numerous chances to put 
the game away, but it was the Shockers who pre¬ 
vailed in the end. 

Two days later Bradley celebrated Homecom¬ 


ing with a 61-60 victory over the Drake Bulldogs. 
Willie Scott led both teams with 22 points, includ¬ 
ing four consecutive three-point buckets in the 
first half. > 

Taking advantage of the home court site for 
the quarter-final round, the Braves wasted no 
time in defeating Drake, 63-53, Tuesday night. It 
marked the third win over Drake in 12 days. 

Winters led all scorers with 15 points. 
Roosevelt Davison came off the bench to put in 
14 points, while Mines contributed 13 to the 
cause. 

Bradley Head Coach Dick Versace was quick 
to praise the late season efforts of his club at 
Wednesday’s press conference. 

"Well, I think the accomplishment of defeat¬ 
ing a team three times - not in one season, but in 
12 days - has some significance," said Versace. 

"I felt that the performance of Voise Winters, 
having not had any good games against Drake, 
was a real, mental success for him," said Versace. 
"He went into the game with the mental attitude 
that he could do other things - rather than shoot 
his gorgeous jump shot - to help his team." 

Versace also cited the possibility that the 
M.V.C. would receive only one bid to the NCAA 
tournament - that being the automatically- quali¬ 
fying tourney champion. 

"It’s a possibility we (the Valley) can get two 
(schools) into the NIT."

And the most memorable 
part of the team was its dom¬ 
inating front line, featuring 
three National Basketball Asso¬ 
ciation draft picks, David 
Thirdkill, Mitchell Anderson 
and Donald Reese. 

The fates of Thirdkill and 
Anderson have been well docu¬ 
mented. Thirdkill landed a 
lucrative contract with the 
Phoenix Suns and Anderson 
now toils for the Utah Jazz, 
after being drafted by the Phi¬ 
ladelphia 76ers. But the third 
member of the trio, Reese is 
right here at BU, in search of a 
degree. 

With a pro career apparently 
out of the picture, Reese is 
looking to a career in radio and 


TV. Although he was drafted by 
Indiana of the NBA, Reese was 
unable to latch onto a spot with 
the Pacers.

The Bradley swimming team 
ended its season on a high note 
last weekend, finishing second 
in the 12-school Midwest 
Independents Championships at 
the University of Illinois at Chi¬ 
cago.

It may be mid-April before students 
learn who is the next all- school 
president. 

Appeals filed with the Student Arbi¬ 
tration Board prior to the run-ofT elec¬ 
tion last Friday may result in a re- 
election of all officers chosen March 7 
and 8. 

If a re-election is called, it would be 
the first such vote since the 1968 all¬ 
school presidential race between Tom 
Kuhl and Bruce Brown. 

Although the exact appeals are 
being kept confidential to prevent preju¬ 
dice by board members, it has been 
released that posting policies and vole 
tabulation irregularities comprise a major 
part of the requests. 

Student leaders, as well as the candi¬ 
dates, have opted to speak sparsely and 
carefully about the appeals. At Monday's 
Student Senate meeting called by present 
All-School President Nathan Marlin, the 
explanation of the election appeals lasted 
less than 10 minutes. 

"Basically, what I wanted to say is 
that there have been grievances filed," 
Marlin said. "Although 1 would like to. 
I'm not taking any questions." 

Similar comments came from Mary 
Deakin and Dave Carlson, the all-school 
presidential candidates. Both spoke of 
being afraid of only complicating a 
poorly understood situation. 


"We don't want to start any 
rumors," Deakin said. "I asked that they 
(the votes) not be counted to save any 
future conflicts." 

Because of the upcoming Spring 
Break, a hearing on the appeals originally 
scheduled for Thursday afternoon has 
been postponed until March 30, the 
Wednesday following the return to 
classes. 

Carlson has asked that the votes be 
tabulated during this time to let the can¬ 
didates know the outcome of the elec¬ 
tion. 

"I worked hard for this campaign," 
Carlson said. "I have not done anything 
worth disqualification. 1 think 1 should at 
least be afforded the right to know the 
totals. 

"It's all in a cloud," Carlson contin¬ 
ued. "It's getting too drawn out. Let's 
stop the petty garbage; the make-believe 
politics." 

Deakin refuted the claims that the 
appeals were trivial in nature. 

"Throughout the campaign, we all 
stressed Senate accountability," Deakin 
said. "If we can't even run an election, 
how can Student Senate gain credibility? 

"I think it's more important that the 
election policies be followed," she added. 
"The ethics and fairness are more impor¬ 
tant than who wins. It’s important for 
students to believe in Senate." 

The arbitration board was asked to

rule the appeals because no committee 
existed in Senate to hear the request. At 
Monday’s meeting, Martin proposed the 
creation of a special election subcommit¬ 
tee to hear such appeals. 

The subcommittee will be comprised 
of executive Senate officers excluding 
members who ran for election. The deci¬ 
sion on what penalty is applicable to the 
appeals however, will come from the 
arbitration board. 

Although the appeal was requested a 
day before the run-off elections, the 
board chose to wait y until after ihe ballot*

were cast before considering the 
grievances. 

No announcement of a winner of 
the elections will be made until the 
board reaches a decision on the appeals. 

The general election results threw 
the campaign into a run-off vote when 
Carlson, Deakin and Jason McDowell all 
failed to receive a majority of the votes. 
McDowell was eliminated from the run¬ 
off election because he received the 
lowest percent of voles cast in the origi¬ 
nal two days of polling.

Picketers protest WRAU 

Eight members of Engineer s union Local 51 picketed outside 
the Hartmann Center last Tuesday night in support of striking 
engineers from WRAU-TV Channel 19. 

Mike Wilgus, spokesman for the picketers, explained that 
Channel 19 sponsored the event at the Hartmann Center and hired 
a separate production crew to handle the equipment. 

"Our lawyers say than whenever Channel 19 is involved, we 
have the legal right to picket," said Wilgus. 

Tim Martin of WRAU-TV said that the station held "a town 
meeting with Tony Phanapoulos of ABC network." 

The strike began Dec. 6, 1982, after the engineers had worked 
without a contract for 13 months.

Under the company's proposal, "one-third of our 22 people 
would not see an increase in wages," said Wilgus.

Before I left the house, 1 
wondered what I should grab to 
save from inevitable damage. I 
grabbed the usual things people 
always take; wallet, money, 
credit cards, etc .... But 1 looked 
around the room several limes 
and weighed what I saw and 
what each item meant to me. I 
guess it’s much like the life 
which passes in front of 
someone’s eyes before they 
meet their maker, so to speak. 

1 was only up in my room for 
45 seconds, but I feel as if 1 saw 
everything on a checklist. What 
was of emotional value? What 
is irreplaceable? What will I 
need on Tuesday? 

It’s moments like these when

moved from the shelf since 
August, takes on its most value. 

I immediately became the 
sensible fire victim. 1 put on a 
warm coat and I grabbed a 
blanket to keep warm. I turned 
toward the staircase and made 
my way down to the front door. 

And here came the firemen 
with their tools of the trade: 
ladders, hoses, axes, helmets, 
etc .... 

I turned to my housemates to 
see one, clad only in a bathrobe 
(below freezing wind tempera¬ 
tures whistling through his 
arms), another in a short- 
sleeved shirt and slocking feet. 
Everyone swearing, joking and 
mumbling expletives about 
which method the landlord was 
going to use to kill us. Would it 
be a slow, painful death, or 
would he end our lease quickly, 
minus the bloodbath.

But do they deserve 
better seats?

Bradley students should explore a different option if they think 
throwing papers on the court during men's basketball games in the 
Civic Center will get them better tickets for the 1983-84 season. 

"I think we're giving them more consideration than they 
deserve, said Athletic Director Ron Ferguson, noting the seating 
commission hasn't met to determine next year's sealing. It may be 
a small number of students up there, but they have to realize 
they're a part of the student body also.” 

Ferguson said student attendance has been low and hinted 
efforts would be made to fill those seats with somebody next year. 
Tve been to a lot of games where there’s empty seats up there,” 
Ferguson said. Only 350 of the 1,952 student seats were sold after 
the field house ticket office closed prior to the Missouri Valley 
Conference tournament opener against Drake on March 8. 

"It’s a combination of having a lest the next day and probably 
the seats," said season ticket holder Doug Splitt, one of 1,602 stu¬ 
dents who didn’t purchase his playoff ticket at the field house- 
"Plus 1 thought S3 was a bit much to see one game.” 

"As long as that student buys the seat it's his option to use it,” 
All-School President Nate Martin said. They don't go up to a 
non-student ticket holder and say,‘OK, you can’t have that seal 
next year if you don’t go’. This attitude of the student being done 
a favor by having a seal is bad because every student has a right to 
a seat.” 

But are students the only ones with rights? "They’ve been 
reckless and they haven’t been acting like Bradley.students should,” 
Ferguson said. I m not saying our students are the worst behav¬ 
ing, but they have to accept a certain amount of responsibility.” 

At the Wichita State game on March 3, requests to slop throw¬ 
ing papers by public address announcer Paul Herzog were disre¬ 
garded. Given a chance to reprimand the paper-throwing minority, 
Bradley coach Dick Versace instead preferred to ignore the unruly 
element and talked of the student body as a whole. 

Maybe the students are unruly because they aren't close 
Were they unruly when they were close at the field house?” Ver¬ 
sace asked. I don’t think we should ever forget that the students 
are the university.” 

* * * 

Illinois State won the MVC title last Saturday in Normal and 
the automatic NCAA bid with an 84-64 victory over Tulsa. It’s the 
first time we’ve put two games back-to-back like that,” said 1SU 
coach Bob Donewald, referring to an 18-poinl win over Bradlev in 
the semifinals and the 20-point Tulsa win.

Student seating changed 


Due to negative student reac¬ 
tion over the recent proposal to 
relocate the student section at 
Bradley basketball games, the 
administration has announced a 
compromise. 

According to a statement 
from the president's office, the 
University and the Peoria Civic 
Center have reached an agree¬ 
ment that will allow Bradley stu¬ 
dents to be closer to the action 
so that they are heard and keep 
their current seats at the same 
time. 

The new plan calls for the 


basketball court to be raised t,o 
the height of the student sec¬ 
tion, putting Bradley students 
right up front. The floor will be 
suspended from the ceiling by 
cables. 

Students now complain that 
these will obstruct their other¬ 
wise perfect view. However, 
Civic Center officials say that 
can be settled before any games 
are played. 

The plan will be put before 
the Student Senate which meets 
on Monday. All are welcome to 
attend. 


Last Monday morning, while 
Bradley's students were graciously enjoy¬ 
ing Spring Break, a new attraction to the 
university began construction. 

"We really need to get the jittention 
of seniors who are seriously looking for 
a college with character to attend," said 
Bob Voss, director of admissions. "When 
the administration first came up with the 
idea, we were afraid it wouldn't be feasi¬ 
ble. But now that the Braves have 
moved to the Civic Center, well, why 
not?" 

What's up? A $750,000 water slide, 
to be completed by August 31. 

Plans include a 50 foot ladder on the 
outside of the building for access to the 
slide. Once at the entrance, students will 
be charged $1.50 for each ride. The slide 
will be half a mile long, and will end in 
an underground pool to be built where 
the west parking lot of the field house 
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currently exists.

"We've been looking at this thing 
realistically for about eight months now,"

came from. Students have really been 
bitching about tuition money this year, 
and it will be a bitter pill to swallow." 

Tom Huddleston, assistant provost 
of student affairs, said, "The kids will 
really love it! ISU, U of I and Southern 
may be big schools, but we have the 
water slide! I don't think the students 
will really mind paying some extra tui¬ 
tion money for insurance purposes or 
anything, because they are the ones who 
will be using it; and the ride is almost 
free!" 

Yes, the administration has finally 
found a successful idea for attracting 
new students, and keeping the old ones! 


Murder uproar 
between presidents

All-school President, Neat "Lame 
Duck" Motions, is pending sentence 
after being found guilty of Murder 1 this 
week. Motion shot and killed All-school 
President-elect Merry Drinkin after the 
announcement of the run-off election 
victor. 

Bradley Student Senate and 
Administration have recently achieved 
national acclaim for their efficient han¬ 
dling of the "Election Crisis of '83," as it 
has been termed by Newsweek (Feb. 31).

The winners of the other all-school 
positions were sought to comment on 
the situation when it was all still up in 
the air. 

Mickey Midget, vice president-elect, 
when asked how it felt to be 
"impounded," replied, "Well, it s some¬ 
thing to tell my grandchildren about." 
Istanbul, the all-school treasurer-elect, 
shared Midget’s sentiments: "It's so 
exciting. I've never been impounded 
before well, maybe during puberty." 

Secretary-elect Herri Hors d’Oevres’ 
reaction was slightly different, though. 

I’ve never been so 
frightened in all of my life," is what she

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Deakin wins election, appeals may resume

After three weeks of arguments, 
appeals and heated debates, Mary Dea¬ 
kin has been named All-school President 
of Bradley, 

Deakin defeated Dave Carlson 308 
to 277 in a run-off election for the 
presidency. Deakin had fought against 
the counting of the ballots on the 
grounds that it might affect general elec¬ 
tion appeals and future elections. The 
victory has not totally appeased Deakin, 
though. 

"I feel pretty good right now," Dea¬ 
kin said upon learning of her victory. "1 
beat Carlson at his own game. 

"1 think injustices were done, 
regardless of who won," Deakin said. 
"There’s still a lot of controversy." 

Along those lines, Deakin’s ticket 
filed a request with the Student Senate 
election subcommittee requesting a 
seven-day extension of the time allowed 
for appeals on the election, citing the 
confusion around the elections as 
grounds for the continuation. Such an 
extension could lead to a new round of 
general elections. 

That request was approved by the 
committee, with a deadline of April 6 set 
for all appeals. 

Although new elections would give 
Carlson another shot at the presidency, 
he has come out strongly opposed to the 
idea. 

"If they appeal to have a new gen¬ 
eral election, I will fight as vehemently 
against it as 1 did the other appeal," said 
Carlson. 

"Deakin has won the office, and 
that’s all the farther it needs to go," said 
Carlson. "Mike Mitchell and Karina 1st- 
van also won their offices, and 1 will 
fight to keep their positions." 

The ballot counting had been 
delayed by charges from Deakin and 
other students that Carlson had violated 
numerous campaign laws during the

election. Charges included posting viola¬ 
tions, campaigning at the the election 
booths and improper vote-tallying. 

The Student Senate Constitution 
requires that all election complaints be 
brought to the body’s election subcom¬ 
mittee. This year, that subcommittee 
consists of only one person, Robert 
Burke. 

According to comments made by 
Deakin in Senate's meeting Monday, her 
appeal was taken directly to the Student 
Arbitration Board because she felt the 
issue was too large for one person to 
decide. Several other students not associ¬ 
ated with Deakin also filed complaints 
with the arbitrition board. 

On March 17, the board voted to 
destroy the ballots without counting 
them and called for new general elec¬ 
tions. Their decision was reached 
without a formal hearing for the candi¬ 
dates or Student Senate, a move that 
current all-school President Nathan Mar¬ 
tin called a violation of due process. 

"What I'm trying to say is Senate, as 
a defendant, wasn't given a trial, wasn’t 
given a hearing," Martin told the sena¬ 
tors. "Our constitution states that every 
student will have due process of law. I 
feel it was not given to Senate." 

Marlin said Monday that the board’s 
oversight of the procedures was adequate 
reason to dismiss their ruling. He further 
proposed that Senate send a letter to Dr. 
Thomas Huddleston, associate provost 


for student affairs, requesting an over¬ 
turning of the board's decision. 

"In their haste, they (arbitration 
board) violated rights - which are the 
basis of the claims in the first place," 
said Martin. "The point is, if we're 
going to be prosecuted for violating 
rules, I would think tTie arbitration board 
would have followed their own rules. 
And they didn’t. 

"If that body’s going to prosecute 
for rules and regulations, they should 
know the rules and regulations and fol¬ 
low them,"Martin added. 

"The basic allegation was that there 
was no advisor in the room when the 
ballots were counted," said Martin, a 
supporter of Carlson. Martin added that 
Deb Taylor, Burke and he were the only 
people counting the ballots until they 
called Kim Olson, a Deakin supporter. 

"I think the implication is that some¬ 
thing was done that someone stuffed the 
ballot boxes," said Martin. 

With a shaky voice, Deakin 
responded that no such innuendos were 
meant by the complaints. 

"That’s only one of the charges," 
said Deakin. "Whose fault it is, I don’t 
know. I am not implying anyone stuffed 
the ballots. If we have rules and regula¬ 
tions for this sort of thing, then we 
should follow them." 

Martin interrupted Deakin, asking if 
she felt that the elections were affected 
by the lack of an advisor being present. 

"All I’m saying is that you can’t 
guarantee me that they weren’t," said 
Deakin. 

"I’m in sort of in a touchy situa¬ 
tion," said Martin later in the week. "On 
one hand. I’m trying save Senate’s ass, 
while on the other hand. I’m trying to 
help Dave (Carlson). 

"In my mind, I have separated the 
two, but apparently a lot of other people 
haven’t," Martin said. 

In an 11-9 vote, the Senate 
approved the request of Huddleston.

Carlson voted for the request; Deakin, 
Olson, and Ben Hershey, Deakin’s run¬ 
ning mate in the elections, all abstained 
from voting. 

Less than 24 hours following the 
Senate vote, Huddleston ruled that a 
violation of rights had occured, and that 
the run-off election votes would be 
counted as soon as possible. "I ruled only 
on a procedural matter," said Huddles¬ 
ton. "1 did not presume to judge the 
merits of the complaints." 

Wednesday’s tally was done with 
both of the senate advisors, Walter Wil¬ 
kins and Anita Craig, present throughout 
the tabulating. Also on hand were 
Burke, Martin, Olson, Taylor and 
current Vice President Tom Chochrek. 

"For all intents and purposes, it's 
over," said Chochrek, following the 
count. 

Carlson also said his race was 
finished. 

"Of course, 1 would have liked it if 
the numbers were a little different," said 
Carlson. "But I am glad that this whole 
political fiasco is over." 

Deakin hasn’t granted such finality 
to the whole election. 

"We still don’t know the implicia- 
tions of the Dr. Huddleston's decision," 
said Deakin. "There were a lot of student 
charges that were never heard." 

Other senators appear happy to have 
the matter settled. 

"The longer we drag this out, the 
more it’s in the Scout and the more Sen¬ 
ate looks like a farce," said Bill Cannon, 
student senator. "It isn't a matter of 
gaining anything. It’s a matter of losing, 
losing respectability." 

Senator John Poterack echoed 
Cannon’s words, asking "If there's 
something wrong and we admit it, then 
why fight it farther?" 

Deakin is scheduled to be sworn in 
Monday afternoon, along with Vice 
President Michael Mitchell, Secretary 
Geri Orle r and Treasurer Karina Islvan.

Sunday, March 13th, only a 
few hours before Siblings’ 
Weekend should have ended 
peacefully, a catastrophe struck 
campus that has affected hun¬ 
dreds of Bradley students and 
the school’s future for many 
years to come. With two hours 
of free time before their 
farewell dinner, Bradley’s 
siblings were left unsupervised 
one time too many and that 
proved to be a costly mistake. 

The youngsters were all 
excited because minutes earlier 
they had beaten the Braves in a 
heated contest. In their 
enthusiasm, hundreds of 
siblings ascended Bradley’s pin¬ 
nacle, the antenna tower 
between Jobst and Baker Halls. 

Witnesses reported that as the 
children neared the top, the 
tower began to lean. As more 
weight came to the top, the 
tower began to sway. It wasn’t 
long before the structure col¬ 
lapsed to the east, bringing hun¬ 
dreds of siblings with it and 
crushing everything in its path. 
The next day, unconfirmed 
reports said that shock waves 


from the fall 
felt in Pekin. 

In one swift stroke, the 
siblings inadvertently did more 
damage than they had done all 
weekend. The mishap wiped out 
Baker, Lovelace and Burgess 
Halls, left 297 dead, 84 hurt 
and blocked traffic on Main 
Street for almost 24 hours. 

At least 400 siblings climbed 
the tower at 4:00 Sunday after¬ 
noon. When it was over, 297 
siblings had died. Although 
there was no warning, all 
Lovelace residents escaped 
without injury. Fortunately,* 
both Baker and Burgess were 
unoccupied at the time. 

Over 100 siblings survived. 
Of these, 84 were only slightly 
injured when they landed in the 
quad’s mud. At least 20 others 
were thrown away from the 
tower, landed safely in the mud 
and walked away unnoticed. 

Those who were saved by the 
mud were then saved from the 
mud in a rescue operation that 
lasted until dusk. As they were 
dragged from the mud, siblings 
were heard to say, "We just 
wanted to see that big red light 
- honest." 


When asked what the hell 
they wanted to do that for, the 
answer was unanimous: "I don’t 
know." Apparently, it had been 
somebody else’s idea and 
seemed like a fun thing to do. 
However, it has been impossi¬ 
ble to determine the identity of 
that certain "somebody else." 

Bradley University President 
Dr. Martin Abegg gave a state¬ 
ment: "Well, you know those 
crazy kids. They’re just crazy, 
that’s all. We’ll have it all 
cleaned up in no time. Don’t 
you worry." 

Baker, Lovelace and Burgess 
will be rebuilt this summer. In 
the meantime, Lovelace 
residents are urged to excercise 
extreme caution around that 
antenna. "We want them to 
remember not to touch any 
metal surfaces in contact with 
cables and to avoid standing in 
water," Abegg said. 

Dr. Abegg told Lovelace 
residents to wear sturdy shoes 
with rubber soles and warned 
them to watch out for sharp 
objects such as broken glass and 
jagged metal. He also recom¬ 
mended that residents of the 
demolished dorm be careful not 


to slip and fall as they climb 
over the tower when going to 
bed. "It may take some getting 
used to at first, but I’ve always 
said that Bradley students know 
how to adjust. They can take 
anything life dishes out," he 
said. 

WCBU-FM broadcast quality 
has been severely impaired and 
WTVP-47 will be out of busi¬ 
ness until the television 


station’s management can figure 
out a way to hold a telethon to 
raise money without a broadcast 
signal to do it. 

For many years the landmark 
tower had served to point out 
Bradley’s spot in this river city. 
Majestically it pointed to the 
heavens as if to tell the 
universe, "We are here." 
Indeed, that tower will be 
missed.

best, most mythical Led Zeppelin. 
Yet, these strange noises which 
kick off Head aren’t created by 
.synthetic means. Instead, AC/BU 
has come up with a fascinating in¬ 
novation in recording technique. 
Instead of programming a syn¬ 
thesizer, Brian, Dave, Scott and J. 
Paul do it the hard way by blowing 
into a microphone and making 
whooshing noises through filters. 
Thundering guitars, probably in 
tune, come cascading in to start off 
the record with "Screaming for 
Mercy." 

Side One is, not to belabor the 
point, absolutely perfect (except for 
the little scratch in the middle of 
the side, about three degrees from 
the third band). "She Likes to Eat," 
"Drivin’ Real Fast on a Big High¬ 
way in a Large Black Car with Thin 
White Stripes," "Twenty Dollars for 
the Effort" and the fabulous title 
tune round out Side One’s thematic 
concerns. Simply put, the first side 
is a travelogue of inanity that stu¬ 
dies the depths of stupidity while 
also creating an atmosphere of 
utter chaos. 

Side Two tries, successfully, to 
create order out of the beautifully 
delineated mess of Side One. This 
is accomplished through various 
means. First, the songs themselves: 
"Society’s Vibrator," "Pumping Gas 
with My Lips," "The Guitar that 
Wiped up the Political Mess," 
"Birth Control for Me and My Mon¬ 
key," "The Women’s Problem is My 
Problem, Too" and "Squat." These 
songs tackle delicate issues with a 
lyrical subtlety. Instead of just 
finger pointing to the problems of 
today, AC/BU attempt to offer 
helpful hints on various social prob¬ 
lems: 

"Herpes doesn’t bother me, 

I’m celibate and proud, 

I relieve myself sexually 
by playing my guitars real loud.

The upper register power chords of 
McCarthy bring the song home, 
with the bass and drums lazily 
crashing in around Chickene’s 
screams of passion and ecstasy.

New Sisson cafe promises

Several of this year’s rock 
releases have proved gravely disap 
pointing, but a crazy threesome 
Howard, Fine and Howard, have 
shown that all is not lost with the 
Beat-Me Records release, Victirm 
of Circumstance. This album com¬ 
bines wit, charm, social and politi¬ 
cal conscience, more angst than the 
Sex Pistols, and a new style of per¬ 
cussion based on violent physical 
contact for one of the healthiest re¬ 
turns to true music that I’ve seen in 
years. This collection is bound tc 
put a smile on your face and a slap 
up side your head. 

For sheer lyrical emotion and 
sensitivity, none can compare with 
the controversial "Alphabet Song,' 1 
the first verse of which is as fol¬ 
lows: "Bee-Ay-Bay, Bee-Ee-Bee, 
Bee-I-Bicky-I-Bee-Oh-Bo, Bicky- 
Be-I-Be-Oh-Boo, Bicky-Bye-Oh- 
Boo." 

Since the song continues like 
this for twenty more verses, once 


for each consonant, it is the only 
cut on the A side. A bit repetitive, 
perhaps, but this song has brought 
the joy back into learning the al¬ 
phabet. Then there is the hard¬ 
hitting "These Two Fingers Will 
Find Their Way Into Your Eyes," in 
which Larry Fine plucks his violin 
strings to simulate the sound of 
someone’s eyes being jabbed. "Pies 
We Have Wasted On The Way" re¬ 
gretfully recalls the hundreds of pie 
fights for which the band is notori¬ 
ous. 

Lead crooner Curley Howard 
finds his niche on the politically 
oriented title cut, in which he la¬ 
ments after everybody else has 
picked on him, he has no one to 
belittle. "Wise Guy, Eh?" is a com¬ 
mentary on the intelligence of 
American society today. ("If you 
think that you are smart, why are 
you listening to this record?") 

Moe! Larry! Cheese!" features 
an awesome drum solo by Moe Ho¬ 
ward, who keeps the skins hot, in¬ 
cluding those of Larry and Curly, 


to whom he deals out continual 
punishment. 

Call them neo-punk, new 
wave, sado-masochists, whatever 
you will, but give Howard, Fine 
and Howard a fair listen. You 
might think that they are hard-core 
just from the album cover; granted, 
they have interesting hairstyles. 
Moe says he has his cut in the 
shape of a bowl because it’s easier 
to keep looking good, but I believe 
there is a deeper reason. You have 
to look beyond these men’s heads 
and into their minds to see the 
deep significance of their musical 
stance. As Curley said recently in 
an interview with David Letterman, 
"We’re not just another power trio. 
We’ve paid our dues, and now we 
want to get on with our musical 
mission, namely to put slapstick 
back into vogue. Things were just 
getting too soft."

Those who were 
more energetic chose the 
antenna tower. Hundreds of 
siblings climbed to the top to 
find out how big that light up 
there is and to check out the 
view of Peoria. Within minutes 
their weight toppled the tower. 
The collapse killed 297 and 
wounded another 84.

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Braves' start a surprise

Faced with a depleted pitching staff, early 
season injuries and one of the youngest teams in 
the country, Bradley baseball coach Dewey Ka1- 
mer wasn’t expecting much more than .500 ball 
from his Braves in the Turquoise Tournament in 
Albuquerque, NM on the team’s spring trip last 

week. , 

But what Kalmer got was a pleasant surpirse 

as Bradley posted a 7-3-1 record and captured the 
second week title of the tourney after Nebraska 
won the first week. 

"I was very concerned with our pitching staff 
going in," Kalmer said. "We lost four big league 
arms we could have had this year:’ Kalmer was 
referring to Mike Frew (elbow), John Young and 
Kerry Cook who went pro in their junior years 
and Scott Jossart who left school. "Anyone could 
see we re hurting on the hill, Kalmer added. 

Fortunately for the Braves, Kalmer got 
strong pitching performances from his young staff 
of John Parris, Mike Dunne, Bill Marx, Rich 
Gonzales and senior Eddie Mathews. Mathews, in 
his first year of college baseball, led the staff with 
a 2-0 record and a 2.79 ERA. 

"He was a pleasant surprise," Kalmer said. 
"He gave us unexpected help and is definitely one 


of our top four or five pitchers." 

While the Braves' pitching was a surprise, 
their hitting wasn’t. As expected the hitting was 
very potent as evident by a .321 average. Leading 
the attack was the Braves' outstanding inheld ot 
second baseman Mike DeButch (.400), shortstop 
Ed Waylock (.400) and third baseman Jim Linde- 
man (.303, 10 RBI). 

First baseman Frank Schramko was out with 
a back injury, but regular DH Bob Windy filled in 
with a .348 average and 11 RBI. 

In fact, BU lost two other regulars to inju¬ 
ries, leftfielder Scott Melvin (wrist) and 
centerfielder Ernie Coupet (ankle), making the 
team’s performance that more impressive. 

"I thought we had a good record with three 
regulars out,” Kalmer said. "Everyone came 
through and no one really played poorly , Our 
defense played great, particularly the infield. All 
things considered, 1 think we can compete with 
anyone in the country this year. 

The Braves will be at home today as they 
host Southern Illinois-Edwardsville, a team the 
Braves beat three times in Alburguerque. Game

This is the legendary 
season. Where pro contracts are 
made, where the winning 
coaches get new extended con¬ 
tracts from their schools and 
where everyone quivers. 

It’s the time when fans buy 
an extra 6-pack of Miller, 
because the games will be that 
good. A time when everyone 
dreams of being the Cinderella 
team and a coach can turn out 
to be Prince Charming or a 
pumpkin on national TV with 
his mother back home in 
Omaha watching. 

But as good as the NCAA 
tourney is, it can, in my opin¬ 
ion, be even better. We’ve 
gone from a 16-team tourney to 
52 teams, so why not let all 
teams in Division I compete? 

It would be a 256-team tour¬ 
ney, and all you’d have to do is 
start one week earlier, at 64 
sites, with the Number 1 ranked 
team in each region playing the 
64th, the Number 2 team 
playing the 63rd, and so on 
down. You’d have four teams 
to a location with one team 
advancing out of each. And the 
second week would essentially 
duplicate that first week of the 
current NCAA tournament sys¬ 
tem. 

In fact, it’d be even better 
because you’d have 64 teams, 
with no byes, no free lunches or 
Annie Oakleys. Obviously, this 
is a takeoff of the Indiana High 
School state tournament, and it 
would be one of the greatest TV 
sports explosions in the annals 
of collegiate history. 

One fly in the ointment 
would be the post-season 
conference tournaments, of 
which the Atlantic Coast 
Conference is the grand-daddy 
of ’em all, starting back in 
1954. The ACC Tournament 
wouldn’t be possible. And the 
other side effect would be the 
National Invitational Tourna¬ 


ment would also have to disap 
pear, go the way of the knee 
pads, or else just take the pick 
ings of the losers after the first 
round of the NCAA. This may 
sound unfair, because the NIT 
is actually older than the NCAA 
tourney, starting in 1938, a year 
before the NCAA’s. The post 
season conference tournaments 
on the other hand, have only 
one reason for being 
existence, and that’s dollars 
The only teams that get excited 
about them are the seventh or 
eighth teams in the conference 
who could get a hot roll for 
three games and get ai) 
automatic bid to the NCAA 
All your heavyweight confer 
ences now seed two to five 
teams into the NCAA, so 
what’s the purpose of having a 
conference tourney anyway? 

I also think that all the 
monies in the NCAA tourney 
should be split between all the 
teams in Division I. Northern 
Michigan or Xavier could get a 
tremendous boost to their 
basketball program if they were 
to receive a nice $30,000 check 
as part of their split. 

I think the final four receiv¬ 
ing a half million dollars each, 
like they did in New Orleans 
last year creates too much of an 
edge. They get enough of a 
jump on the others just being 
on TV - which gets them a lot 
of support from the alumni and 
also helps their recruiting for 
the next year (because they are 
now the darlings of the Boob 
Tube). 

The most exciting thing about 
a 256-team tourney would be 
that it’s Russian Roulette where 
a hamlet in East Podunk can get 
seven passes to win all the mar¬ 
bles, take on the Bruins of Hol¬ 
lywood or the Demons from 
Chi-Town and become Rocky 
III in the world of college 
basketball. 

True, the odds are against it, 
but don’t forget, in the NCAA 
you go back to having no clock 
and no three-point plays. So 
you go back to delay games 
where the better teams have got 
to come out early and hammer 
the other clubs, create play or 
risk the chance of getting into 
trouble. 

And dancing back there 
somewhere, in the shadows, 
there’s at least one or two 
Chaminades lurking. It will only 
happen with 256-team tourney.

The Bradley men’s indoor 
track team capped off a medio¬ 
cre season with a second place 
finish in a triangular meet with 
Western Illinois and SIU- 
Edwardsville. 

The Braves look for a 
stronger'showing when the out¬ 
door season begins on April 2 
at the North Central Invita¬ 
tional in Naperville, Ill. 

The top performances of the 
season were turned in by dis¬ 
tance runners Basyl Martyniuk 
and Rich Kruiswyk and triple 
jumper Len Spicer. Martyniuk, 
a freshman from Gloucester, 
England, shattered the school 
record for the three-mile run 
with a 14:13.4. Meanwhile, 
Kruiswyk bested the two-mile 
mark in 8:53.4. 

The outstanding exploits of 
Spicer continued this season as 
he was the Braves top point 
producer. lit fact," Spicer has 


won four conference champion¬ 
ships (two indoor and two out¬ 
door) in the triple jump. He 
accounted for all 10 of the 
Braves points in their seventh 
place finish in the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference Indoor Cham¬ 
pionships. 

In other meets, the Braves 
finished third in the six-team 
Notre Dame Invitational, 
seventh out of 15 at the Illinois 
Intercollegiate meet, and 
dropped a dual meet against Illi¬ 
nois State. 

The team, however, was 
plagued by injuries for most of 
the season and affected the 
squads overall performance. 

I think a lot of individuals 
did well," said sprinter Rob Jen¬ 
nings, one of the injured Braves 
during the season. "As a team 
I'd say we did better than aver¬ 
age.

Braves bid farewell to seniors

Bradley’s basketball Braves 
will be repeating their task of a 
year ago this Spring, when they 
begin the search for Division 1 
replacements for three graduat¬ 
ing seniors leaving the Hilltop. 

Barney Mines came to Brad¬ 
ley from Saddleback Junior Col¬ 
lege, and became a two-year 
starter after sitting out almost 
one full year. He led the 
Braves this season in field goal 
and free throw percentages, 
finishing with career totals of 
800 points and 208 rebounds. 
He averaged 9.9 points, shot 
.486 from the field, and earned 
a .764 free throw percentage. 

Willie Scott transferred to 
Bradley from Hillsdale College 
in 1980, sat out one year, then 
wasted no time in terrorizing 
Missouri Valley Conference 
opponents with his speed and 
accurate shooting. His career 
totals include 535 points, 134 
rebounds and 412 assists. 



Brimfield’s favored son, 
Eddie Mathews, is the only 
senior who spent four years 
with the Tomahawk Gang. His 
career totals show 162 points, 
78 rebounds and 128 assists. He 
averaged .611 from the charity 
stripe, and has the distinction of 
being the last Brave to score the 
final points in Robertson 
Memorial Field House. 

Bradley’s 16-13 overall record 
marked their fourth consecutive 
winning season, and its 10 Val¬ 
ley victories enabled the school 
to join Louisville as the only 
two conference members to win 
at least 10 conference games in 
four straight seasons. 

Head Coach Dick Versace has 
a 92-59 record at Bradley, for a 
winning percentage of .609 dur¬ 
ing the past five years.

Mines and Winters were 
voted to the United Press Inter¬ 
national M.V.C. Second All-Star 
team, while Winters and Scott 
were voted to the Associated 
Press Second All-Star squad. 


Because the conference 
schedule for the 1983-84 season 
has been determined, the 
Aggies will drop out of their 
scheduled games, and the 
M.V.C. will have a nine-team 
format.

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Bradley, nation to experience high tuition

Bradley students will have to suffer 
through more tuition and room and 
board increases for the 1983-84 school 
year. 

Bradley President, Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg, said tuition will increase as much 
as 13 percent, and room and board will 
increase almost 15 percent. 

"I think that for the next few years 
we’re going to continue to see tuition 
increases," Abegg said. 

He added that the room and board 
increase is so much because Bradley has 
been subsidizing some of the dorm pro¬ 
grams through general tuition funds, and 
they want the dorms to subsidize them¬ 
selves, although he’s not sure they can 
do it all in one year. 

"The dorms desperately need some 
attention," said All-School President 
Mary Deakin, who is a resident advisor 
in Heitz Hall. "I’m not saying that big of 
an increase is justifiable, but if the 
increase will improve the dorms, it’ll be 
worth it." 

With a Board of Trustees meeting 
right around the corner, a decision on 
the exact amount of the increase will be 
[reached. Deakin, representing the stu¬ 
dents to the Board, said she will express 
a concern that the amount of the 
increase should be carefully considered, 
especially with the decrease in the availa¬ 
bility of financial aid proposed for next 
year by the government. 

"It’s hard to go in when the increase 
is inevitable, but expressing the concern 
on how much it will be is important," 
she said. 

The Illinois State Board of Higher 
Education recommended a 60 percent 
increase in tuition for public institutions 
Tuesday. 

"I’m not sure any of them will do 
that," Abegg said, "but if they can’t get 
their money through taxes, they will find 
they have to use those sources of reve¬ 
nue. It looks like state schools will have 
whopping increase in tuition." 

Li£added that with Lhc state 


go to a state school because it’s less 
expensive. 

"We always run the risk of losing 
potential students anytime we increase 
costs," Abegg said, "but the two are not 
necessarily correlated." 

In a letter to William Browder, 
chairman of the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, Governor James Thompson 
stated, "Without new tax revenues, fiscal 
year 1984 will be a year of unacceptably 
low support for higher education." 

The governor’s budget is SI07.4 
million below current appropriations and 
S237.4 million below the funding needed 
to meet present and future needs for 
quality higher education in Illinois, 
according to Richard Wagner, executive 
director of the Board. 

"Without an excellent system of 
higher education," Wagner said, "Illinois 
will lack the skilled workers, managers, 
engineers, scientists and other profes¬ 
sionals needed to improve the competi¬ 
tive position in the world economy." 

For state schools, the proposal 
includes reductions of four percent in 
faculty and staff, tuition increases of 60 
percent, reductions in funds recom¬ 
mended for student aid to offset tuition 
increases, and a decrease of 22.3 percent 
in the average grant per student credit 
hour for community colleges. 

"Without revenue increases," 
Wagner said, "educational programs 
vitally important to the future of Illinois 
will be severely damaged." 

On the level of federal aid, the total 
funding proposed for 1984 is level with 
1983. The federal government is propos¬ 
ing to consolidate the current six pro¬ 
grams into one loan, one work-study, 
and one grant. 

The budget which was sent to 
Congress requests $2.04 billion to cover 
the costs of the Guaranteed Student 
Loan (GSL) program in 1984, and a res¬ 
cission of $900 million for 1983 funding. 

"The $2.04 billion represents a 
decrease from the 1982 GSL appropria¬ 
tion of almost one billion dollars," said 
Edward M. Elmendorf. assistant secre- 


the proposed reduction does not 
represent a reduced commitment to the 
GSL program. Although the program 
will cost one billion dollars less than in 
1982, one billion dollars more will be 
available to student borrowers." 

Under President Reagan's 1984 
budget, the average loan is expected to 
be $2,454, and the number of recipients 
will increase almost 300,000. 

Reagan’s budget requests an addi¬ 
tional $310 million in funds for the Col¬ 
lege Work Study program (CWS). If 


adopted by Congress, the increase will 
create jobs for an additional 345.000 stu¬ 
dents, and the average student's earn¬ 
ings will be S800. 

"The federal government contribu¬ 
tion to the work-study payroll is 80 per¬ 
cent," Elmendorf said. "By increasing the 
CWS program by 60 percent, we hope to 
reduce the burden many young gradu¬ 
ates now face when they have relied too 
heavily on loans to finance their college 
costs." 


ACBU/SABRC could be 
experiencing conflict

The Activities Council of Bradley 
University (ACBU) has no undo 
influence on organizational funding, 
according to ACBU President-elect Dave 
Bross. 

"The people who have brought those 
accusations up are speaking from 
ignorance," Bross said. "They do not 
know how we work." 

Bross’ comments come in reply to 
accusations by Student Senators that 
ACBU has tried to influence the alloca¬ 
tion of activity funds by the Student 
Activity Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC). 

Bross, a voting member on SABRC, 
is accused of having a conflict of interest 
by also being the president-elect of 
ACBU. The vice president elect of 
ACBU, Debra Dempsey, also serves on 
SABRC as an alternate member. And 
Anita Craig, ACBU’s advisor, is also a 
SABRC advisor. 

"Consciously, I can say that there is 
no conflict of interest," Bross said. "A 
good student leader is able to separate 
business from pleasure, business from 
business. A truly good student leader 
can see conflict of interest and hopefully 
sidestep it by being as objective as he or 
she possibly can. 


wouldn’t be on SABRC and ACBU." 

Bross maintained that as an SABRC 
member, he placed no more merit in 
ACBU’s proposed events than those 
suggested by other organizations. He 
said if he thinks an ACBU proposal isn’t 
feasable, he will vote against it. 

"If I feel something shouldn’t be 
funded. I'll vote no," said Bross. I am on 
SABRC, and I have to look at whether a 
program has merit or not. If ACBU 
comes in with a program 1 think doesn't 
have merit, I will vote against it. 

"When I walk in that room, I am 
instantly an SABRC member," Bross 
added. "I’m not ACBU’s representative 
in there. 

"1 have chosen activities to be my 
diversion," he said. "I have chosen to be 
involved in another organization to help 
the students out as much as I can. I feel 
what people have been saying is tan¬ 
tamount to penalizing me."

Tuition hikes again

because of the proposed tuition and room and board 
increases. 

Bradley President, Dr. Martin G. Abegg, predicts the 
Board of Trustees to approve a tuition hike of almost 14 per¬ 
cent and a room and board increase of almost 15 percent. 

Of course Bradley students will be angered. Of course 
Bradley students won’t be able to afford this institution as 
easily (not that it’s easy now). Abegg feels that with a 60 
percent tuition increase for Illinois public institutions, stu¬ 
dents won’t shy away from Bradley so quickly. Maybe he 
shouldn’t be quite so sure of that. 

Students just might chose public institutions over Brad¬ 
ley for the difference of a few thousand dollars. Many people 
would be crazy not to. Sure Bradley’s nice, but is it worth so 
much money? 

The Board of Trustees should take into serious 
consideration the present and future problems of declining 
enrollment, less financial aid, and a severe economic prob¬ 
lem in this country. 

In simple terms, 14 and 15 percent increases are utterly 
absurd and ridiculous.

Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) is 
chiefly comprised of the 10 elite stu¬ 
dents who decide how much money 
each organization gets of the 
$125,000 jackpot. Dave Bross, Deb 
Dempsey, and Scott Laue are on 
SABRC, and Anita Craig is one of 
the five SABRC faculty advisors. 
ACBU’s proposed budget for an 
amount near $71,000 is subject to 
approval by SABRC this week. The 
fore mentioned items are the facts 
and there is clearly a conflict of 
interest taking place. ANY DECI¬ 
SION SABRC MAKES WILL BE 
BIAS. 

It is very ironic that the organi¬ 
zation that is requesting the most 
money has three of its most impor¬ 
tant members being selected to the 
committee that dishes out the cash. 
Perhaps the SABRC member selec¬ 
tion process isn't fair. Since SABRC 
members are not elected, but 
appointed by a group consisting of 
the past all-school treasurer the 
new all-school treasurer, and the 
five SABRC advisors, it is not 
incomprehensible that Anita Craig 
acted in a partial way on ACBU’s 
behalf during the SABRC selection 
process. If she favored a few 
ACBU members, consciously or 
unconsciously, during the selection 
process it wasn’t fair to organiza¬ 
tions looking for money and 
qualified people that tried to get on 
SABRC. Anita Craig’s positions as 
SABRC advisor and ACBU advisor 
conflict, and the fact that so much 
ACBU clout is present on SABRC 
does not help matters.

Some of the attacks on ACBU stem 
from the size of the organization, both 
in numbers and in budgeted funds. 
Claiming a membership of 300 full and 
part-time participants, the organization is 
the largest on campus, providing 90 per¬ 
cent of all programming. 

And its $70,682.95 request is the 
largest being considered by SABRC this 
year. 

Over one-fifth of that amount is ear¬ 
marked for public relations and promo¬ 
tions. Included in the list are 1,000 
painters hats for $300, 2,500 cups for 
$600 and 1,500 seriographic events post¬ 
ers for $1,057. 

The cost of promotions weighs even 
heavier following a look around the 
ACBU office. In one corner is a half-full 


box of cups from this year. Brochures sit 
bunched on shelves, and a large stack of 
events posters basking in dust to greet 
visitors as they enter. 

"We had no idea of how many to 
order," Bross said of the posters. "We 
ordered the number we thought would 
accomodate the campus. Obviously, it 
was too much. Now, we're revising our 
estimates down. 

"We do a majority of programming 
on campus," he added. "Attendance is a 
big thing; promotions bring in the atten¬ 
dance. If you cari't get the attendance, 
how can you justify to SABRC that the 
program is going to appeal to a wide 
range of students?" 

According to ACBU figures, an 
average crowd for their classic film series 
was 45 people. The average cost per film 
was $95. 

The average attendance for a Main- 


stage presentation was 140 people. The 
average cost was $1,805. 

"It's a judgement call," Bross said of 
the spending. "I think it's justified. It's 
all based on projected attendance. We go 
to SABRC; if SABRC decides the pro¬ 
gram has merit, then it deserves to be 
funded. 

"SABRC will not fund something 
that costs more than $12 per head," 
Bross added. 

Another big area of spending for 
ACBU is the spending of delegates to 
national and regional entertainment con¬ 
ventions where they view new acts and 
participate in group buying of perform¬ 
ers, saving the University some money. 

This year's travel request is for 
$4,176 for four days in Chicago and 
seven days in Nashville for four ACBU 
members. 

"We cannot go there with less than 


four people," Bross said. "I went to the 
national convention last year in Bal¬ 
timore and I was exhausted. I came back 
and needed a break. 


"You wouldn't be getting your 
money's worth if we only sent two 
delegates," Bross continued. "Already we 
miss out on things. 


"There will always be stoics and cyn¬ 
ics," Bross said. "You cannot live your 
life for stoics and cynics. I appreciate 
their concerns; I hope we can try to clear 
up some of them. 


"What these people are proposing is 
to only have SABRC members who 
don't belong to anything else," he added. 
"I think that's unfair. I think it’s going to 
hurt this University in the long run. 



Complaints 


Dear Editor, 

This letter is in direct response 
lo the statements, accusations and 
allegations made by Nate Martin in 
the March 30 edition of the Peoria 
Journal Star, and the April 1 edition 
of the Bradley Scout. 

1 feel it is my right and respon¬ 
sibility as Arbitration Board 
Chairperson Pro-Tern lo respond to 
the statements made by Nate Mar¬ 
tin and to inform the students, 
faculty, and administration of this 
University as to the exact chronol¬ 
ogy and specifics of the events that 
have taken place and thus blem¬ 
ished the appearance and potentially 
the effectiveness of the organiza¬ 
tions involved. It is with great regret 
and hesitation that 1 do this, how¬ 


ever I brought many of the issues 
that I am about to discuss to the 
forefront. It would be a tremendous 
injustice to let the issues stand as 
written as they offer only one, pre¬ 
judice view from an individual who, 
as 1 will point out, should accept a 
great deal of responsibility for the 
ugly incidents which have taken 
place. 

This inefficacy began March 9 
when a complaint was filed with the 
Arbitration Board citing campaign 
violations by one of the presidential 
candidates. At that time there was 
some confusion as to why the com¬ 
plaint was filed with the board and 
not the Elections Sub-committee as 
provided for in the Student Senate 
By-Law Article V, section E, 
numbers l and 2. Upon investiga¬ 
tion, the board found that this Elec¬ 
tion Sub-committee consisted of 
only one person, the chairperson, 
Robert Burke. There is nothing in 
the by-laws that specifically states 
that the committee cannot consist of 
one person, however it does refer to 
the committee members in the 
plural throughout the document and 
in Article V, section C, number 5c, 
it specifically stales that "the ballots 


shall be collected by the 
committee's chairperson in the pres¬ 
ence of at least two other members 
of the committee.” As you can see, 
this indicates that there should be 
more than one person on the com¬ 
mittee. The point is, Nate Martin, 
through his own negligence, failed 
to provide an avenue for students 
and/or candidates lo take com¬ 
plaints concerning the elections. It 
was not until March 11 that the 
board was notified that an Election 
Sub-committee had been appointed. 
It should be noted that by the lime 
the board received this notice, two 
complaints had already been filed. 

The Elections Sub-committee is 
supposed to hear all complaints 
involved in the election process. 
This was the rational used by Asso¬ 
ciate Provost for Student^ Affairs, 
Tom Huddleston, when he reversed 
the board's decision to void the reg¬ 
ular election results. He stated 
specifically in his letter dated March 
29 and addressed lo Nathan Marlin, 
all-school president, that "My ruling 
is based on the point that the Brad¬ 
ley University Student Arbitration 
Board did not have the authority to 
rule on the matter.' Individual 


charges regarding alleged violations 
of election regulations were not first 
presented to the Elections Sub¬ 
committee as provided in the Brad¬ 
ley University Senate By-laws." Note 
that in no part of this statement 
does he address the issue of the 
decision-making process utilized by 
the board. How Nate Martin, who 
held the office of all-school 
president, a position of such prestige 
and responsibility, can reasonably 
derive the idea that "the board’s 
oversight of the procedures was 
adequate reason to dismiss their rul¬ 


ing" is simply incomprehensible to 
me. I received a copy of the letter 
that was sent to him regarding the 
reversal of the board's decision and 
as I indicated earlier, this issue was 
never even addressed. Perhaps Mr. 
Martin had trouble comprehending 
the contents of the letter. If after 
reading this letter he still does not 
understand the letter he received 
from Tom Huddleston, 1 would be 
more than happy to sit down and 
explain it to him.

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ACBU holds elections, chooses exec board

ACBU held its officer elec¬ 
tions last week, and decided on 
next year’s executive board. 
Elected President is Dave Bross, 
Vice President is Deb Dempsy, 
Secretary is Theresa Brown, and 
Financier is Rebecca Brown. 

"Every year it’s easy to be 
innovative," Bross said, "but I 
believe this year ACBU has 
been very successful compared 
to other years, and 1 want to 
continue the successful pro¬ 
grams that we’ve had." 

Bross was ACBU’s Public 
Relations Coordinator for the 


past two years. 

Currently, the present execu¬ 
tive board is working on a 
smooth transition for the newly 
elected officers. ACBU 
Presedent J. Paul Chickene said 
he has every reason to believe 
the new administration will do a 


fantastic job. 

"Dave is one of the most 
organized, enthusiastic, hard¬ 
working people I know," Chick¬ 
ene said. "Deb is full of fresh 
ideas for the Council. Rebecca, 
in moving from vice president, 
gives a real good look. She 
knows the Council inside and 
out. She has all the 
qualifications to make a fantas¬ 
tic financier.

Bross said that he has many 
new ideas for next year, one of 
which is the beginning of Friday 
night socials, using the ACBU 
sound system. 

He said the one thing he 
wants to improve is ACBU 
communication with the Civic 
Center. 

"The lack of aggression in

Center and/or booking a con¬ 
cert in the Field House was a 
problem this year," Bross said.

In looking back at his year in 
office, Chickene said he 
would’ve tried to improve com¬ 
munication within the ACBU 
staff if he could’ve changed 
anything. 

"Communication within our 
organization is the key to suc¬ 
cess," he said. "We did a pretty 
good job of communicating, but 
we could’ve done better." 

Chickene expounded on the 


year, citing the high turnover 
rate with coordinators. "It set us 
back a little bit in time with 
training new people, etc. Thank 
God we had enough dedicated 
committee members who could 
move up. It proves how impor¬ 
tant committee members are to 
us." 

Along with his communica¬ 
tion theme, Bross expressed a 
large concern for student input. 

"I would feel very bad if any 
student on this campus would 
feel they had a gripe, concern, 
idea or feeling that what they 
said wouldn’t be listened to," he 
said. "We want to keep as open 
a Council as we possibly can.

I recall the stu¬ 
dents piling their bookbags on 
the snow-covered sidewalk and 
pushing the car out of the snow. 

I remember observing a 
group of Bradley students, giv¬ 
ing a visiting high schooler the 
wrong directions on how to get 
to a particular campus building. 
It reminded me of the days of 
high school when upperclass¬ 
men tried selling "elevator 
passes" lo incoming freshmen.

Why are we here? Mankind 
has pondered that question since 
the beginning of time. For central 
Illinoisans, that question will finally 
be answered when WCBU FM 90 
present WHY DID THEY COME?, 
a 26 part series chronicling central 
Illinois history and ethnic groups, 
but also business and industry, reli¬ 
gion, education and culture, begin¬ 
ning May 1. 

WHY DID THEY COME? be¬ 
gins with a two-part program 
profiling the Illinois River. The 
river was a magnet that drew the 
original settlers to this area, and 
still plays an important part in the 
shaping of our history. 

Four programs will be devoted 
to the major ethnic groups to set¬ 
tle central Illinois. The French and 
British came first as explorers but 
many remained to set up forts and 
trading posts. The 19th century 
saw a large migration of German 
immigrants to the area, many of 
them farmers enticed by the rich 
soil. The first Black man arrived 
with the French explorers, but 
many years passed before the true 
Black migration took place after 
the Civil War. 

Many types of business and in¬ 
dustry were established in central 
Illinois over the years. Ten pro¬ 
grams will cover farming, commer¬ 
cial fishing, ice cutting, mining, 
railroads, breweries, medicine, ar¬ 
chitecture, and the automotive and 
heavy machinery industries. 

Once the residents and their 
businesses became established they 
began to organize their religious, 
educational and cultural activities. 
Four programs will tell us why 
some educational institutions suc¬ 
ceeded and others failed, how 
Peoria became known as a popular 
theatre town long before anyone

The ballads are the high points 
of Love Over and Over. Their 
French version of Bob Seeger’s 
"You’ll Accompany Me" breathes 
life into the stoic, English version 
by old sandpaper lungs himself. "I 
Cried for Us," especially, is the 
McGarrigles at their best. The 
angst, the pain of the song is un¬ 
derstated; the lyrics are basic and 
the music is simply an acoustic pi¬ 
ano, violin and flute accompani¬ 
ment. The song, needless to say, is 
magnificent. Without the reliance 
of an hysterical vocal, forcing the 
song to maudlin levels, the song 
becomes instead a bittersweet la¬ 
ment on lost love. 

The McGarrigles have the 
edge of experience not only behind 
their songs, but flowing throughout 
them. "Sun, Son (Shining on the. 
Water)," "On My Way to Town," 
"The Work Song" and the title tune 
are short, definitive slices of the 
simple lives of two women. "On My 
Way to Town," for example, is 
about Kate’s experiences walking 
through Quebec -- the scenery, the 
thoughts, the reflections of a walk 
during a sunny afternoon. Simple, 
yes, but touching and beautiful 
nonetheless. 

If you are turned on by the 
music of contemporaries like Paul 
Simon, Bob Dylan, Joan Armatrad- 
ing, Elvis Costello (newer Costello), 
even Willie Nelson, chances are 
you’ll enjoy Kate and Anna McGar¬ 
rigle. Yet the odds are that you’ll 
love them, for their clever innuen¬ 
does, their honesty, and the uncan¬ 
ny ability to bring their experiences 
of life to their simple, understated, 
animated, brilliant musical 
scenarios.

High School Revisited

The University Hall dining experience is like a return to a high school 
cafeteria. The chatter from several hundred freshman girls and a scattering 
of hopeful males gives the cafeteria a lively, buzzing atmosphere. On the 
four nights I ate there the food was much the same as other cafeterias. I 
observed the greatest difference in atmosphere and design. 

Mondays, along with Fridays, seem to be the worst nights for 
cafeteria menus. This particular Monday was not as bad as usual. The 
Hungrarian paprika beef on noodles appeared as a spicier, up-graded ver¬ 
sion of the usual beef Stroganoff. The cooks at U-Hall,- like those at 
Wyckoff, did the best job they could with the meager pork chops. As a 
matter of preference I didn’t like the green beans, which seemed to be 
rather tasteless, but a dinner campanion found them quite good. 

Tuesday night’s fried chicken, as usual, seemed to be a favorite of the 
students. If there is one dish that seems to be done well by all the 
cafeterias, chicken is it. Conversely, if I had to name one dish that no 
cafeteria seems to make palatable it would be the macaroni and cheese. 
That yellow stuff on the macoroni looked like cheese but it just didn’t 
taste like it. The Polish sausage with sauerkraut provided a spicy alterna¬ 
tive to the chicken. My choice for dessert was lemon pie, which was good. 
Mr. X., in his only appearance of the week, commented very favorably on 
the Boston cream pie. 

Wednesday’s roast beef sandwich was not the highlight of the dining 
week. The meat was much too fatty for my liking. The mashed potatoes 
were lumpy but the gravy was good. The stuffed pepper was a better 
choice. It was tastier than the roast beef and there was no worry of en¬ 
countering a large string of fat in the middle. Once again 1 didn’t care for 
the green beans, but others might have. The blueberry dessert was all 
right, but nothing more. 

Thursday, BBQ night, featured barbequed ribs, home fries and com 
on the cob. The ribs were good and more than a little messy. The home 
fries were an improvement over the thin, chip-sliced potatoes such as 
those served at Sunday brunch. It was nice to have corn on the cob in the 
middle of February. Although not as fresh as just-picked ears, they were a 
treat nonetheless. The chicken tetrazini was a flavorful alternative for those 
who didn’t want the ribs. The orange cake was moist and rich. 

U-Hall cafteria is divided in half, with a separate serving line for each 
half of the dining hall to facilitate quick service. The tables are spread out 
more than most cafeterias, allowing for greater ease of movement. The 
coat racks are also a good idea, saving the nuisance of having coats on the 
backs of chairs that get into everyone s way. The cafeteria is brightly lit 
but the variety of colors help to alleviate the stark institution look of a 
cafeteria. 

The tables and dining service were clean and readily accessible to the 
diner. The cafeteria workers were polite and friendly. The manager espe¬ 
cially was very visible and helpful to the students. 

The noisy, sometimes loud and bustling atmosphere of U-Hall is a 
friendly reminder of high school cafeterias. Although the meals are almost 
identical to all the other cafeterias, its different style and layout makes U- 
Hall an interesting alternative to other Bradley cafeterias.

Fire sent smoke swirling 
through the air in Heitz Hall 
Monday night. 

"Apparently someone put a 
cigarette down the trash chute," 
said Mike Murphy, Bradley 
housing director. 

A student went to put some¬ 
thing in the bottom of the trash 
chute, discovered the smoke, 
and action was taken. 

Bradley security and the 
Peoria Fire Department were 
called, although the fire never 
really burst into flames. 

"It was just a lot of smolder¬ 
ing," Murphy said. "There's a 
sprinkler system in each trash 
chute, and it automatically goes 
off if the fire gets hot enough, 
but there wasn't enough of a 
fire in there."

He added no damage was 
done to cost the University any 
money for reparations. 

Last Friday, a similar situa¬ 
tion happened in Heitz when a 
student dropped a cigarette into 
a mattress and started it on fire. 

The mattress was dragged 
into the hall where it burst into 
flames, then it was taken out¬ 
side into the rain. 

"The fire department sent in 
three pumpers, and they 
weren't too happy for coming to 
put out a mattress which was 
already out," Murphy said. "The 
students called a non¬ 
emergency number, but they 
still sent three trucks."

Construction on a fence to 
enclose the Harper/WyckofT 
courtyard was completed March 
17 and plans have been made to 
further improve the area. 

"We have appealed to SABRC 
for money to get some picnic 
tables, grills, and garbage recep- 
ticles," said Ron Cantrell, 
Wyckoff Assistant Head 
Resident and tHe dorm council 
advisor. He explained the $825 
fence has been paid for with 
$425 from the Harper/WyckofT 
Dorm Council and $400 from 
Bradley. 

Mike Murphy, director of 
Housing, added, "We are having 
estimates made to install some 
electrical outlets in the court¬ 
yard for stereos and other 
electrical equipment." 

Work began on the fence on 
March 14, "the day after we 
held an open forum to talk 
a'bout some of the problems," 
said Ron Cantrell. 

Some of the complaints had 
been made public in a letter to 
the March 11 issue of the Scout 
which expressed some concern 
over the cost and funding of the 
fence and the manner in which 
the motion passed through the 
Council. Some of these accusa¬ 
tions were false but 
Harper/WyckofT Dorm Council 
President Mike Pontillo said, "I 
don’t think they (the writers) 
wrote with malice; they were 
just misinformed." 

According to the letter, the 
fence was built "so alcoholic 
beverages would be allowed 
inside the area. 

Cantrell stressed "we want to 
promote the courtyard to 
Harper/WyckofT residents as a 
recreational facility, not as a 
party area. The area will be 
closed for Harper/WycofT 
residents during officially sanc¬ 
tioned functions, but it will be 
open to everyone for recrea¬ 
tion." 

Another accusation in the 
letter stated, "Not only were the 
floor representatives not given 
time to consult the members of 
their floors, but the equivalent 
of five floors were not 
represented..:" 

Pontillo explained that five 
representatives were not 
present, but that meant "two 
floors were not represented, and 
one floor had only one 
representative there. With 13 
floors altogether, we still had a 
clear majority." 

The vote taken at the dorm 
council meeting on March 6 
resulted in 23-3 vote in favor of 
building the fence. 

The students who wrote to 
the Scout were also concerned 
that the "approved project will 
deplete the dorm council fund 
by over 65 percent. Over half of 
this money was previously allo¬ 
cated to the individual floors for

"This project will by no means 
deplete the fund because we 
have a percentage of money 
from the video games," said 
Pontillo. "The floors were under 
the impression that the money 
was to be allocated back." He 
admitted that the council had 
voted to do that at the previous 
meeting (February 27), but he 
said the members changed their 
minds "when this new issue was 
brought up. 

"It all came out very well," 
said Pontillo of the open forum 
discussion, "in fact, there was 
no motion to reconsider the 
vote at the council meeting 
afterward." 

"The first organized function 
is tomorrow night, sponsored by 
Harper/WyckofT and Geisert 
dorm councils," said Cantrell. 
"The band will play in the 
cafeteria and we will use the 
courtyard for activities, also."

Both opponents strike out 
against baseball Braves

So far this season, the Bradley baseball team’s toughest com¬ 
petition has come from the weather, not their opponents. After 
returning from New Mexico two weeks ago with a 7-3-1 mark, the 
Braves were rained out of eight straight games, only four of which 
will be rescheduled if possible. 

Washed out were doubleheaders at home against St. Ambrose, 
SlU-Edwardsville and twin-bills on the road at Valparaiso and 
Eastern Illinois.

Draft registration for 
financial aid?

"Bradley's male students won't have 
to prove they're registered for the draft 
in order to receive federal financial aid," 
said Dave Pardieck, director of financial 
aid. 

"The bottom line is that if a student 
does not sign the certification statement, 
Bradley University will give them finan¬ 
cial aid," Pardieck said. "From the 
current court injunction, we must give it 
to them." 

A law depriving draft non¬ 
registrants of all federally funded college 
and university student aid has been tem¬ 
porarily stopped. 

A federal court judge in Minneapolis 
granted the preliminary injunction March 
9 in a law suit against the Selective Ser¬ 
vice. The suit was brought by the Min¬ 
nesota Public Interest Research Group 
(MPIRG) and the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union (ACLU) on behalf of six 
non-registrants. The University of Min¬ 
nesota in Minneapolis, Malacaster Col¬ 
lege in St. Paul and Swarthmore College 
in Swathmore, Pa., filed "friend of the 
court" briefs in support of the suit. 

The preliminary injunction is in 
effect only until the case is decided. 
However, to grant such an injunction, 
the judges must rule that the case has a 
good chance of winning the final deci¬ 
sion. The injunction stops enforcement 
of the law as if it had never been passed. 

Since the suit is not a class action, 
the injunction normally would apply only 
to the six non-registrant plaintiffs. 

MPIRG lawyer Daniel Lass said 
MPIRG staff believe that for technical 
legal reasons, the injunction will apply 
nationally. In any event, he added, it 
would be hard for the government to 
justify enforcing the law against all but 
six non-registrants. 

"Back about a year ago," Pardieck 
said, "the Reagan adminsitration passed 
legislation through Congress which 
required that students eligible to register 
for the draft had to prove that they did, 
and the student had to give proof to the 
school that they had. 

"The Department of Education 


backed ofi on that requirement. Now 
they are not requiring that students have 
to register before they apply for financial 
aid," he added. 

The injunction filed in Minnesota is 
still pending, but Pardieck said that the 
temporary injunction bars all institutions 
from requiring a student to complete the 
Selective Service registration compliance 
statements until there is a further state¬ 
ment from the court. 

"A lot of students are coming in 
with the certification statement," Par¬ 
dieck said, "and we are telling them that 
they are not required to make that state¬ 
ment, but if they wish to check a box 
and sign their name to it, they may do 
so voluntarily." 

The injunction was granted on two 
grounds: first, the Solomon amendment 
is a bill of attainder, prohibited by the 
Constitution - an act of Congress pun¬ 
ishing someone without a court trial; and 
second, that it violates the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment requirement of protection against 
self-incrimination. The Solomon amend¬ 
ment would require all students, includ¬ 
ing women and others not required to 
register, to sign a statement of compli¬ 
ance with draft registration laws when 
receiving their checks for student aid. 

The suit also charged that the law 
violates constitutionally required equal 
protection under the law discriminating 
on the basis of sex, wealth, and race 
against young men, and especially poor 
and minority men, who require financial 
aid to attend college, MPIRG Executive 
Director Jim Miller said. 

Lastly, the suit charged the law 
violates the Privacy Act of 1974, 
preventing government agancies from 
collecting or sharing inappropriate infor¬ 
mation, Miller added. 

A bill to repeal the Solomon amend¬ 
ment has been introduced in Congress. 
Its author. Senator David Durenburger 
of Minnesota said he supports registra¬ 
tion but does not want enforcement of 
the registration law connected with stu¬ 
dent financial aid. 

"It's a classic battle between the 
administrative and judicial bodies," Par¬ 
dieck said.

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Bradley yearbook may 
be discontinued

There might not be a Bradley yearbook next 
year if sales don't substantiate its cost. 

"We're evaluating the situation and we feel 
we owe it to the students to look at it," said Gary 
Anna, chairman of Bradley's Publications Coun¬ 
cil. 

"With the University tightening its belt, it 
doesn't make sense to ask for University and 
SABRC (Student Activities Budget Review Com¬ 
mittee) subsidies when the market doesn’t sup¬ 
port the product." 

Amiga Co-editor Judith Cohn said she feels 
the market is there, but the marketing techniques 
apparently haven't worked. 

"I really believe the campus wants a year¬ 
book," Cohn said. "I just wish they’d show me 
that now instead of when it's gone." 

The Anaga staff is currently circulating a peti¬ 
tion to have the yearbook an optional cost on the 
registration packet. 

In addition, Cohn said, if more books are 
bought, the price will go down because they 
would be bought in such a huge amount. 

Student Senate has decided to back the 
Anaga in its venture to continue the book. 

"We (Senate), have endorsed the petition to 
add to the registration packet the option of pur¬ 
chasing the yearbook when paying tuition," said 
Mary Deakin, all-school president. "We are 
finding that the students want Bradley University 
to have a yearbook, but are not willing to buy it 


without being personally approached." 

Anna said right now he would find it difficult 
to substantiate adding the Anaga to the registra¬ 
tion packet. 

"Our system itself right now is not capable of 
handling additional charges of that nature," said 
Anna, who is also Bradley's controller. "As a ser¬ 
vice to that organization on campus, we (the Pub¬ 
lications Council) would have to ask other organi¬ 
zations if they wanted the same privilege, and I'm 
not sure we're prepared to do that. 

"We're having enough trouble collecting fees 
as it is without adding that fee," Anna added. 
"The parents are paying the bills, and that would 
be just one more expense." 

Conflict continues

SABRC/ACBU 

Dear Editor, 

This letter is written in 
response to Ron DeBrock’s article 
and Pat Lyons' letter from last 
week’s Seoul, and to the anticipated 
letters of denial of an 
SABRC/ACBU conflict of interest. 
Let me begin by applauding senator 
Lyons’ pledge to not approve any 
package that comes before Senate 
from SABRC as long as the conflict 
of interest remains. Thank you, 
senator Lyons. Now, what is the 
position of all of the other senators, 
as well as the incoming all-school 
officers? 

Next, a question of clarification: 
according to Lyons, Dave Bross 
(ACBU president-elect). Deb 
Dempsey (ACBU vice president¬ 
elect), and Scott Laue (ACBU 
financier) are seated on SABRC; 
according to DeBrock's article, only 
Bross and Dempsey have seats on 
SABRC. Which is correct? 

Regardless, we can assume the 
better of the two evils, which leaves 
us with three ACBU-aflfiliated peo¬ 
ple - Bross, Dempsey, and Anita 
Craig the ACBU advisor and also 
one of five SABRC advisors -- sit¬ 
ting on SABRC. SABRC is not 
merely another organization rela¬ 
tively "equal" to the more than 30 
organizations which are requesting 
SABRC funding' SABRC is the 
group which appropriates the 
resources upon which the more than 
30 groups depend. Bross claims that 
"a good student leader" is able to 
wear only one of her/his many hats 
at a time, can see conflict of interest 
when it appears, and can "be objec¬ 
tive." He adds, "I know I have that 
ability or I wouldn’t be on SABRC 
and ACBU." 

We can presume that Bross is 
on ACBU because he feels that 
group is best suited for him; other¬ 
wise he would be in a different 
group. Hence, he is biased towards 
ACBU. I myself wear different hats 
at different times, for different 
groups; however, one of my groups 
is not the appropriations/budget 
review committee (SABRC). Before 
Bross had to draw up ACBU’s 
budget request, he already knew 
that SABRC does not fund any 
event which costs more than $12 
per head. Groups without SABRC 
personnel did not know this prior to 
their budget proposals. 

As Lyons pointed out, ACBU 
has asked for $71,000 out of a kitty 
of $125,000. Perenially, ACBU has 
received nearly or more than 50 
percent of the total SABRC alloca¬ 
tion. Meanwhile, many other groups 
wage a continual struggle to fund 
their events. 

No doubt, with two or three 
student members of ACBU having 
a seat on SABRC and with Anita 
Craig being an advisor to both 
groups, there exists a serious 
conflict of interest. To boot, the 
SABRC student representatives are 
selected by a committee, which is 
composed of the past all-school 
treasurer, the new all-school 
treasurer, and the five SABRC 
faculty/staff advisors. In the face of 
these facts, how can Bross claim 
that "the people who have brought 
those accusations up are speaking 
from ignorance?" It seems that 
Bross is the one who is ignorant of 
reality. Indeed, as Lyons mentioned, 
"any decision SABRC makes will be 
bias" (sic). 

Bross falsely claims that those 
•people who bring up the accusations 
are "proposing to only have SABRC 
members who don’t belong to any¬ 
thing else." Lyons suggested that 
elected officers or appointed 
chairpersons of an organization pro¬ 


posing a budget should either not be 
on SABRC or should not vote on 
their own group’s proposed budget. 
Lyons also suggested that SABRC 
members should be elected, not 
appointed. 

Let me add my suggestions. 1) 
Since SABRC allocates only student 
money to only student groups, only 
students should be on SABRC. Stu¬ 
dents can handle such a task, and 
this is not an unreasonable proposal. 

2) SABRC should be either elected 
at large, or they should be members 
of all student groups which propose 
budgets. The latter scenario would 
be similar to our democratic legisla¬ 
tive bodies such as the US House of 
Representatives and Senate. 

Let this be a call to all student 
groups to express their views on this 
very important issue. 1 am 
■withholding my name to avoid bias 
against the budget allocation for the 
organization of which I am a board 
member.

New quad plans may be implemented

Renovations of the Lovelace quad 
may take place in another year so if the 
$120,000 plans are approved. 

The proposal includes repairing the 
drainage, creating paths from the Stu¬ 
dent Center directly to Jobst and Baker 
Halls and adding mounds, trees, and a 
water fountain in the center. 

"All I've done is said, 'Here's what 
I'd like to see,'" said Bill Wise, director 
of general services at Bradley and the 
creator of plans. "Now it’s a matter of 
funding, and I don’t know how the 


funding will go, but this will not be 
implemented for next year." 

All-school President Mary Deakin 
said the students are against the idea of 
the proposal if it means there will be no 
place on campus for recreation. 

"Without some alternative, coincid¬ 
ing with the recreation of Lovelace quad 
for recreation, the students want the' 
quad to remain, as it is, in reference to 
its use," Deakin said. 

"I witness less and less organizaed 
play on that particular area," Wise said. 
"There is a plan to make a recreation 


area near the Garrett Center and that's 
going to cost a lot of money, too." 

He added that's a problem because 
the University must have a certain 
number of parking places under city 
ordinances. 

Wise presented his renovation ideas 
to the Communications Council, which 
is made up of the presidents of the 15 
largest student organizations on campus. 
He said he felt "many people at the 
Council meeting liked the idea of coming 
up with something for that area." 

Deakin said alternatives were sug¬ 


gested to have the University seriously 
consider re-seeding and fencing the quad 
off for the summer. "Fixing the drainage 
problem would be a necessity. 

"Another alternative," Deakin 
added, "was to place trees or hedges 
around the quad so the area would not 
look quite so bad to prospective students 
and guests, but still maintaining its use 
for football and other recreation." 

The plan is in the preliminary 
stages, but Wise said it is a primary con¬ 
cern of his to make the quad an attrac¬ 
tive area.

More SABRC 

Dear Editor, After reading and dis¬ 
cussing last week's issue of the 
Scout, it seems there are many 
misconceptions about the Student 
Activities Budget Review Commit¬ 
tee (SABRC). 

We, the members of the Board, 
feel that it is our responsibility to 
dispell the inaccuracies that have 
surfaced and to briefly capsulize the 
purposes and goals of the SABRC. 

The SABRC was established for 
the purpose of funding activities 
sponsored by campus organizations 
that are registered with the Student 
Activities Office. Funds allocated by 
SABRC originate from two sources. 
1) A grant from the University. 2) 
Monies received from the student 
activities fee. The Board funds 
activities, not organizations, that 
demonstrate merit. A conscientious 
attempt is made to make optimal 
use of the aggregate allocatable 
funds to create a balanced and well 
rounded program of activities on 
campus. 

The Board is comprised of 11 


student members, of whom eight 
have voting privileges. These eight 
members serve from appointment 
until graduation. Two of the 11 
serve as alternates and have one- 
year terms. The chairperson is the 
elected all-school treasurer and 
serves a one-year term. The 
chairperson votes only in the case of 
a tie. 

Recently, opinions have been 
voiced doubting the objectivity and 
integrity of SABRC. In addition, 
opinions expressed in the past 
weeks have criticized certain 
members of the Board for a conflict 
of interest in their duties as an 
SABRC member and as a member 
of other organizations on campus 
which receive funding from the 
Board. Conflicts of interest of this 
sort are controlled by procedure as 
given in our By-Laws below: 

"In the case when a member is 
an officer of an appealing student 
organization, the board member 
may present the organization’s 
budget but must leave the room 
and may not participate in any 
manner during the discussion of and 
voting on that particular 
organization’s budget. By-Laws, 
Article 4, Section B. 

This is our policy as stated in 
our 1982-83 By-Laws. SABRC is 
right now reviewing the By-Laws 
and Constitution and ratifying time 
where needed. 

Although certain members 
have affiliations with campus organi¬ 


zations, during SABRC meetings 
they are first and foremost a 
member of the SABRC and a 
representative of the student body. 

The process of membership 
selection for SABRC is done 
through an application/interview 
process. Applications for member¬ 
ship are open to the entire Univer¬ 
sity committee. Members are 
chosen for leadership ability, dedica¬ 
tion, objectivity and a genuine con¬ 
cern for comprehensive campus 
unity. 

Hopefully, we have further 
informed the Bradley community 
about the SABRC, its working and 
its makeup. The SABRC is a func¬ 
tional and integral part of this 
University, directly affecting over 
5,500 students and faculty. We 
appreciate the expressed concerns 
and will continue to work to meet 
the needs of Bradley University.

Refunds? 

Dear Editor, 

Last week I came across an Illi¬ 
nois law which might have great 
applications for Bradley dorm 
residents. 

Landlords of residential real 
estate containing 25 or more units 
(such as Bradley dorms) are 
required to pay 5 percent interest on 
any security deposit held for more 
than 5 months. The interest must 
be paid in cash to the tenant or 
applied on rent due. 

If the landlord wilfully fails or 
refuses to pay the required interest, 
he can be sued. The tenant will be 
entitled to recover not only the 
interest that should have been paid, 
but also a penalty equal to the full 


security deposit, plus attorney fees. 
It is highly unlikely, however, that a 
tenant will sue his landlord while 
still a tenant. 

I am not sure if this law applies 
to housing deposits of Bradley’s 
dorm residents. Should this indeed 
be the case, a lot of people are due 
a lot of money. Refunds could be 
applied to next year’s outrageous 
tuition.

Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg announced that the Col¬ 
lege of Business Administration 
has been awarded accredidation 
for both its undergraduate pro¬ 
grams. 

Dr. Taylor Sims, Dean of the 
College of Business Administra¬ 
tion, applied to the American 
Assembly of Collegiate Schools 
of Business for accredidation 
over a year ago, and the 
AASCB sent a team of leading 
business educators last 
November, to make an inten¬ 
sive on-site study. They deter¬ 
mined if the College of Busi¬ 
ness fit the extensive require¬ 
ments for accredidation. 

The deans of the various 
business departments for the 
accredidation should be 
beneficial in several ways. More 
National Merit Scholars are 
expected to be attracted to 
Bradley. Bradley ranked 49th 
nationwide last year in the 
number of NMS students 
attending. They also feel indus¬ 
tries and professional graduate 
schools will prefer students 
from accredidated programs. 

Drs. Sims and John Wholihan 
learned at the AACSB's con¬ 
vention that the accredidation 
team was impressed with the 
quality of the student body - the 
business student's average ACT 
score is 24, the top 20 percent 
nationally - and the faculty - 31 
out of 37 have earned their doc¬ 
toral degrees.

Senate chooses new chairs 
for five committees

The new Student Senate com¬ 
mittee chairs were named by 
All-school Vice President Mike 
Mitchell at the Senate meeting 
Monday. 

Mitchell appointed Robert 
Burke as chairman of internal 
affairs, Kris Ekstrom for stu¬ 
dent rights, Dave Carlson for 
communications board, Ben 
Hershey in campus affairs, and 
Mary Kelley in academy affairs. 

Burke, former chairman of 
the election sub-committee said, 
"One goal is to update and 
reform the elections regulations. 
I’d also like to see the commit¬ 
tee as more of an investigative 
body, instead of just reforming 
the constitution." 

Burke added he would like to 
be able to look at other organi¬ 
zations and their constitutions 
to make sure they are following 
them. 

"Ekstrom is devoted and hard 
working," Mitchell said, "and 
the student rights committee 
needs someone like that. It 
needs direction." 

Ekstrom said, "We want to 
wait and see what the goals of 
other committees are so we 
don’t overlap. The students 
bring their grievances to us 
first, and then we throw them 
out to the other committees." 

Two definite long-term goals 
the committee developed are 
familiarizing the students with 
the grievance policies and pro¬ 
cedures, and insuring the stu¬ 
dent grievances are recognized 
and acted upon. 

The communications board 
will be focusing mainly on the 
communications aspect while 
retaining some of the promo¬ 
tion and publicity parts, Carlson 
said. "In the past, the communi¬ 
cations board has been only a 
promotional and publicity 
board." 

Hershey outlined some of the 
concerns of the campus affairs 
committee. 

"We need to look into the 
Civic Center — the lottery, the 
seating, the pricing," he said. 
Hershey explained that at a 
recent meeting with President 
Martin G. Abegg, the executive 
board discussed the possibility 
of dropping sections 14 and 15 
of the students seats, and 
adding sections 9, 9B, and leav¬ 


ing 9C on reserve. 

"With the new seats there 
may be a bus fee, but with the 
old seats, we can’t go over the 
allotment like we did some 
times this year," he said. 

The security ad hoc commit¬ 
tee has been combined with the 
campus affairs committee this 
year. Hershey served as the 
chair of the ad hoc committee. 
"Over the summer, we will 
work on revising some of the 
policies that are out of date." 

The academic affairs commit¬ 
tee "is concerned with class¬ 
room problems," Mitchell said, 
"and also the quality of educa¬ 
tion." He added that the com¬ 
mittee will try to finish the 
teacher evaluations.

Tribune contributor. Bob 
Greene, expressed a different 
point of view.

enter into the board room," Istvan said, who is 
also a chairperson of SABRC. "1 will take correct 
comments and suggestions into consideration." 

Istvan's letter comes in part as a response to 
a Scout article last week which discussed items of 
ACBU’s proposed budget, and in reply to charges 
accusing four SABRC members (also actively 
involved in ACBU) with conflict of interest. 

Student Senators had questioned the 
appropriateness of the dual membership. 
Currently, Scott Laue (ACBU financier), Dave 
Bross (ACBU president-elect) and Deb Dempsey 
(ACBU vice president elect) serve on SABRC. 
Laue cannot vote on ACBU's budget by 
SABRC's constitution, and Dempsey cannot vote 
because she is only an SABRC alternate. Bross 
does have a vote. 

Anita Craig, ACBU’s advisor, serves as an 
SABRC advisor. 

In the ACBU letter, Istvan adds that the only 
organization requiring justification of ACBU's 
budget is SABRC. 

"I’m sure, and I expect, that ACBU would 
justify it's budget to more than just SABRC," Ist- 


van said. "But as far as the allocation decision 
goes, we (SABRC) are the ones they (ACBU) 
have to justify it to." 

Istvan maintains that the letter speaks only 
for herself. 

"That was a personal letter," she said. "Other¬ 
wise, I would have signed it 

Bross also referred to the letter as speaking 
only on Istvan's behalf. 

"It was just a general letter saying that in 
terms of everything, she hoped that everything 
would work out and that in the end, nobody 
would have any hard feelings," Bross said. "It was 
worded that 'We're sorry this had to happen and 
in no way do we want you to think we hate 
ACBU.’" 

In a presentation in Student Senate Monday, 
Istvan stressed that she felt the dual membership 
was not a disadvantage and would not result in 
misallocation of funds in favor of ACBU. 

"We are very objective," Istvan said of 
SABRC. "We are professionals in that we take 
our job very seriously. 

"It's not that ACBU is preventing other 
organizations from getting money," she added. 

"Instead of looking at how many of the board 
members belong to the organization (ACBU), 
you should look at how many do not belong."

down at me; literally shocked by such a romanticized portrayal of pain in 
youth 1 began wondering if there was something I missed growing up. 

I bought U2’s first album, Boy, immediately. After a revelation, it’s 
easy to be disappointed. And I was. 

I stopped listening. U2 didn’t deliver on the promise of that single. 
The rest of the album was a sprawling mess, a hit and miss scattered over 
each overlong side. Then came October, with its brilliant song "Gloria." 
Again, I remembered what it was like hearing U2 for the first time. Reve¬ 
lation number 2. This time, the album was a vast improvement. 

"New Year’s Day," U2’s newest single, is more like a miracle than 
anything else. It is by far the best thing they’ve ever put to vinyl, and the 
album that spawns it, War, is unabashedly one of the best things put on a 
plastic slab since rock and roll came into existence. The promises, the 
pains, the turmoil all hinted at on Boy has finally congealed. U2, I am 
happy to say, are going to be to the 80’s what the Who were to the 60’s: 
social messengers and vitally important rock stars. 

"New Year’s Day" is a perfect example of U2’s ability to fuse their 
personal politics with crafted and dynamic rock and roll: 

"So we’re told this is the golden age, 
and gold is the reason for the wars we wage-- 
but I want to be with you, f 

be with you night and day.... 

Nothing changes on New Year’s day."

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Faithfull is still playing the part of a broken woman, yet the antagon¬ 
ist of the new album is an alcoholic, not a women obsessed with fetishistic 
pursuits as on the earlier LP. A Child’s Adventure, the plight of a stranded 
alcoholic in New York City, is confused, patchy and cliched. Faithfull’s 
confidence in her voice cannot save the watered-down styles of music writ¬ 
ten for her sardonic lyrics. This lack of compassion for both music and lyr¬ 
ics divorces Faithfull from the object of her concept; to realistically por¬ 
tray addiction and its effect on an individual. 

There are exceptions. In fact, four cuts, "Times Square," "The Blue 
Millionnaire," the lovely "Falling from Grace" and the poignant "Running 
for our Lives" are top-notch Faithfull fare. 

So what happened to the rest of the record? 

Like most concept albums, Faithfull’s concept dries up (no pun in¬ 
tended) after these four songs. Faithfull sounds, on the remaining four 
songs, as burnt-out as the alcoholic antagonist. O.K. 1 know about concep¬ 
tual license, but would you pay to hear the Sound of an alcoholic hitting 
rock bottom for over 35 minutes? Let’s just be happy this isn’t a double 
record set. 

A Child’s Adventure would have made a great EP. As an entire al¬ 
bum, it suffers from an idea better confined to one definitive song. 

Strangely enough, on the strength of the four fantastic songs, I would 
suggest that Faithfull fans will be pleased with A Child’s Adventure; no¬ 
vices to Faithfull’s world would find this quiet collection fascinating. Of 
course, for the perfect example of Faithfull’s art, there’s always Broken En¬ 
glish - a tougher, more coherent collection of songs. The choice, as al¬ 
ways, is yours.

MILLER HOLDS 


COURT

What can you say about a man like Arthur Miller? 
Miller, legal colimnist for USA Today, Harvard lawyer 
and host of Miller’s Court, held his infamous Court last 
Thursday in the Student Center Ballroom. 

The Court, consisting of 14 Bradley professors, 
students and administration tackled different issues 
concerning ' privacy laws, the extent of journalistic 
trepidation on one’s privacy, the legal and moral respo- 
sibilities of journalism in accordance to privacy laws, 
etc. 

The Court ran something like this; Miller would 
pose a hypothetical situation to the Court and the 14 
members would debate the issues raised by the scene. 
Miller began with the story of John Brown, a recently 
murdered Utopian high school student. His father, Re¬ 
verend Brown, asked permission of the school board to, 
hold a moment of prayer for his son in the school au¬ 
ditorium during the school day. The board refused, rea¬ 
soning that church and state must be divided. 

Subjects covered in conjunction with the situation 
included the issues between church/state and the priva¬ 
cy of religious views, freedom of religion as opposed to 
"freedom from religion," and who exactly decides the 
degree church and state may interact with each other. 

Another situation involved a very popular college 
professor with a cocaine habit. Is it the college 
journalist’s resposibility to report on a professor’s 
private habits? To what extent does it reflect upon to 
professor’s career? Does the fact that cocaine use is 
illegal throw the professor’s private habits into a 
different light? 

It was the majority opinion of the Court that, no, 
it was the professor’s own business and journalists 
would only be publishing sensationalist news. 

What if the professor had been a Nazi war crimi¬ 
nal 30 years ago? Does that change your views? Ob¬ 
viously, to Miller and the panel, the people watching 
the community decide. Who draws the lines? Society. 
Yet, in Miller’s words, "Who watches the watchers?" 

Miller, in his introductory speech, gave the best 
example of intrusion of privacy. A 25 year old ex¬ 
marine saved the life of ex-President Ford in San Fran¬ 
cisco. The ex-marine was a hero. The wire services 
picked it up across the country. Two days later, a San 
Francisco reporter found out the man was gay. It was 
published in almost every major newspaper around the 
country. Who gave the journalist the right to report 
that information? What bearing did his sexuality have 
on his actions? Was privacy invaded? 

The ex-marine’s personal life was ruined. No job, 
no family, disgrace. 

Miller’s discussion raised many questions in the 
minds of the audience members, who actively partici¬ 
pated in the debates. No matter how Arthur Miller 
strikes you (he’s often very pushy, arrogant and 
abrasive), Miller has a gift for making you think.

Bradley's Cullom-Davis will 
be delayed in implementing its 
computerized circulation sys¬ 
tem, so they are urging students 
to hang on to their present 
library cards. 

The system was expected to 
begin immediately next fall; 
however, it won’t begin until 
later in the year. 

Students will need their 
present library cards to check 
out books for Fall 1983 and 
possibly Spring 1984. 

The delay is caused by three 


main difficulties: computer pro¬ 
grams have to be rewritten for 
the installation as Bradley joins 
15 other libraries in the system; 
-loading hundreds of thousands 
of machine readable biblio¬ 
graphic records into the 
system’s database adds to the 
delay; and Bradley has to do 
additional work converting each 
book’s record so all the neces¬ 
sary information will be in the 
computer.

Incumbents win in Peoria 


U.S. Rep. Harold Washington 
won the election as Chicago’s 
first black mayor Tuesday, 
defeating Bernard Epton. 

The 60-year-old South Side 
Congressman’s victory margin 
was less than 5 percent of the 
nearly 1.3 million votes cast in 
the city’s biggest election tur¬ 
nout since the 1944 presidential 
race. 

With 2,810 of the 2,914 pre¬ 
cincts reported, Washington had 
640,738 votes, or 51.5 ppercent, 
to 599,114 or 48.1 percent for 
Epton. Socialist Ed Warren had 
3,610 votes. 

The new mayor takes over 
the $60,000-a-year post within 
weeks of the general election. 

While the race was being 
debated nation-wide. Dr. Bill 


Hall, chairman of Bradley’s pol¬ 
itical science department, stated 
his opinions. 

The most unfortunate thing 
about the Chicago mayoral race, 
according to Hall, was that there 
were no real issues being 
debated. He noted that both 
candidates tried so hard to 
ignore the racial connotations 
that they only accentuated the 
issue. 

Washington has verbally 
attacked the patronage system 
that has been a major part of 
the famed Democratic machine 
in Chicago, and which contains 
many powerful white aldermen. 

"It’s surprising that many 
more long-standing Democratic 
aldermen haven’t endorsed 
Epton. Washington is threaten-

This is the 
most important step. It means 
being honest with yourself. If 
you are taking 15 semester 
hours, this means a minimum 
of 30 hours of study a week, or 
45 hours per week as a base 
devoted to your academic prior¬ 
ity.

burn-out? What can I do? 
"Slowly burning out," I think 

Dear Burned-Out, 

Yes, burn-out exists. If you 
have been working harder and 
accomplishing less, or if you 
have been slacking off more as 
you suggest; if you are more 
forgetful or careless than usual 
and more impatient with your¬ 
self or others; if you are feeling 
sad more often for no apparent 
reason, or find yourself too 
busy to do your usual routine 
things (such as, making phone 
calls, reading the paper, being 
on time for meetings); if you 
are having muscle aches, a 
lingering cold, or more frequent 
headaches than usual; if you 
feel lack of purpose to many of 
your activities, or get disap¬ 
pointed in or annoyed by others 
frequently; and, more impor¬ 
tant, if you are trying to relieve 
boredom or tension by using 
alcohol or drugs, you may be 
suffering burn-out. 

Burn-out is usually a combi¬ 
nation of some of the changes 
over the past few months, not 
just one change recently. These 
are all signs of burn-out which 
result from feeling frustrated or 
helpless over not being able to 
find personal satisfaction or 
achieve some important goal. 

The first step to overcoming 
burn-out is accepting the fact 
that you are not in full control 
of yourself. Accept reality, and 
give yourself permission to feel 
these things. But then also say, 
"While it's OK to have these 
negative feelings, they will not

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Joe Stowell resigns as 
as women's coach 


Braves sign no one 


Citing "the physical demands of the job" as 
the main reason for stepping down, Joe Stowell 
officially announced his resignation Monday as 
head women’s basketball coach at Bradley. 
Stowell had held the coaching position, along with 
duties as Assistant Athletic Director, for two 
years. 

"It was a tough decision," said Stowell, who 
coached the Bradley men from 1965-1978, win¬ 
ning 197 games, "but a necessary one. There’s 
only one way I do a job and that’s by working 
hard. After two years the physical demands of the 
job became too tough." 

"At first when he announced it I was* 
surprised," said Judy Burns, who led the Lady 
Braves in scoring with a 23.6 average. "I’m sure 
he did it in our best interest as well as his. I’m 
sure he’ll do anything he can to still help the pro¬ 
gram." 

"He told us maybe a month ago there was a 
90 percent chance he wasn’t coming back," said 
graduating senior Roxanne Grabow, one of 10 
Lady Braves to have played for Stowell both 
years. "A couple of the girls were more or less 
shocked, especially the ones that are coming 
back. I hope they get somebody good just for the 
sake of who’s coming back." 

Athletic Director Ron Ferguson stated that 
Stowell will continue as his assistant with many 
duties falling in into further development of 
women’s athletics. 

"Joe did a marvelous job for us in two years," 
said Ferguson, who indicated that a search for a 
successor would begin immediately. "I also have 
to applaud his efforts in making the women's pro¬ 
gram such a prominent one nationally both on 
and off the court." 

Under Stowell, the Lady Braves won 33 of 55 
games (.600), with an 19-8 record in 1981-82 and 
14-14 this year. 

The Lady Braves also rewrote the record 
books, setting 22 individual and team marks 
including the school’s longest winning streak (8) 
in 1982. The Lady Braves also led the nation in 
scoring in 1981-82 averaging 87.9 point per game. 

Burns, a Stowell recruit out of Marion, IN, 
also received national recognition this season 
being named to COSIDA’s first team All 
Academic squad. 

"I think we've made giant strides in the areas 
of attendance and scheduling to the point where 
Bradley doesn’t take a back seat anymore to the 
larger schools in the state," Stowell said. "This 
program is on the rise and I’m proud to have 
been a part of it." 

Stowell, who will turn 57 on 
December 24, was not able to attend the coaches 
convention at this year’s Final Four in Albu¬ 
querque. In behalf of Stowell, Ferguson accepted 
a plaque given by the National Basketball Associ¬ 
ation for 500 career victories. Counting all levels

of competition, Stowell’s career mark stands at 
519-247, a career winning percentage of .678. 


Stowell announced his second recruit of the 
spring. Announcing for the Lady Braves is 6 
foot-0 center Tammy Hirstein. 


Hirstein, a transfer from Illinois Central Col¬ 
lege, cited Bradley’s location for her choice. "I’ve 
been in this area all my life and I enjoy it here. 
"Bradley was a logical choice," she said. Hirstein 
becomes the second recruit following former 
Chillicothe-IVC athlete Alice Short. 


Hirstein averaged 6.1 points and 4.1 
rebounds while shooting 50.5 percent from the 
floor and 48 percent from the line.

A proposal to move some of the student 
seats at the Civic Center into sections adjacent to 
the present student seats (see diagram) was 
presented by Bradley President Martin G. Abegg 
to Senate's officers. 

"There are pros and cons to both," said Ben 
Hershey, campus affairs chair of Senate. "With 
the present seating, we have a greater viewing 
area of the basketball court, but we won't have as 
many seats as we could if we go with the new 
proposal." 

Another addition to the proposal is that if the 
students move, the busses to the Civic- Center 
will remain free, but if they slay, there may be a 
fee. 

"We would like to prevent the bus fee from 
being charged," Hershey said. "If he (Abegg) 
wants a bus fee, maybe he could raise the price of 
the tickets. I think it's a stupid way of earning 
more money." 

As it stands now, Hershey's committee is 
polling the student body and awaiting responses 
from senators and organizations. The decision 
will be made at Monday's Senate meeting. 

"Hopefully, Senate will go with the majority 
of the students' responses," Hershey added. 

Hershey has talked to the Civic Center box 
office personnel, and said their responses to the 
seats in the proposed move prove they are good 
seats and the people who had them last year fell 
they could see just as well as from any other 
place in the arena. 

"I like the new proposal," said Hershey. 
"Fourteen and 15 are a higher quality seats that 
the ones in the corner (9A, 9B and 90." 

Either way the decision goes, Abegg said it is 
up to the students. He said he wouldn't inter¬ 
vene. 

Senate is also looking into the possibility of 
handling the season ticket distribution differently. 

If the lottery system is used again next fall. 
Senate ‘may cut off the applications when the 
number of applicants equals the number of desig¬ 
nated seats. With the change, students would be 
offered 1873 seats over last year's 1725. (Stu¬ 
dents earned an additional 227 seals when the 
applications exceeded the number of allocated 
seats.) 

"1 hear a lot of students saying they're not 
going to buy a ticket because the team didn't do 
well this season." Hershey said, "and the adminis¬ 
trators feel we're not going to sell the quota. 

"I would like to see us fill to the maximum 
because the team needs the support of the stu¬ 
dents, and, quite frankly, the students are the 
only ones who cheer on the team." 


Three professors get promoted 


Two long lime Bradley 
University faculty members 
have recently moved to the top 
position in their respective 
departments. 

Dr. Clair Elaugh is the new 
head of Bradley's Psychology 
Department and Dr. Henry 
Heleneck will chair the Depart¬ 
ment of Geological Sciences. 
Both appointments take effect 
next fall. 

Etaugh has been a full profes¬ 
sor at Bradley since 1975. She 
received her undergraduate 
degree at Barnard College in 
New York and her Master's and 
Ph D. at the University of Min¬ 
nesota. 


Etaugh has been at Bradley 
since 1965 as instructor, assis¬ 
tant professor, and associate 
professor of psychology. Prior 
to coming to Bradley, she was a 
part-time research assistant for 
the Institute for Developmental 
Studies at New York's Medical 
College, and a graduate research 
assistant at the Institute for 
Child Development at the 
University of Minnesota. 

She will be replacing Dr. 
Lawrence Walker. 

Heleneck has been at Bradley 
since 1967. The 43-year old 
New York City native graduated 
Cum Laude in 1963 from the 
City College of New York with 


a Bachelor's Degree in geology. 
He earned his Master’s and 
Doctorate from Brown Univer¬ 
sity at Providence, Rhode 
Island. 

Heleneck's speciality is "Igne¬ 
ous and Metamorphic Petrol¬ 
ogy," which traces the evolution 
of mountain ranges by studying 
the rocky material within the 
mountain itself. 

For the past two years 
Heleneck has been studying 
faulty lines throughout the 
Appalacians for the Department 
of the Interior. 

Dr. Heleneck is replacing Dr. 
Donald Gorman, who resigned 
earlier this year. 


Basketball seats may be

Harper-Wyckoff 
burns rights 
of non-residents 

Last semester this campus was in an uproar because stu¬ 
dents were not consulted about the cafeteria closing at 
Lovelace. This semester, although more democratic, we saw 
the transition in Harper-Wyckoff cafeteria from smoking to 
non-smoking, a decision based upon ballots cast by Harper- 
Wyckoff residents. 

It may have been more democratic, but once again the 
students were not consulted; at least not all of them. 

Sponsored by the Dorm Council for Harper-Wyckoff, 
the voting for this decision was restricted to the students 
who live in those dorms. 

The problem is that no one from Heitz, Sisson and 
Lovelace (dorms without cafeterias), was allowed to take part 
in the voting. For reasons of convenience and personal 
preference, many of these people choose to eat at Harper- 
Wyckoff. 

This lack of representation, much like that present in 
the early history of our country, denies many people the 
right to vote for what they believe makes a comfortable din¬ 
ing experience. 

The idea is sound; the fact that the students have made 
this decision is fair. But fair includes allowing some people 
the same opportunities afforded others. 

Perhaps the same outcome would have been obtained 
with these votes, but we won’t know if this would happen 
unless the whole* voting procedure is repeated. Many of these 
people feel cheated of the opportunity to voice their opinion, 
and justifiably so. 

Was the possibility of a smoking section mentioned? 
Why was this not considered a viable alternative to com¬ 
pletely banning smoking? 

Individual rights have been violated by denying every¬ 
one who employs Harper-Wyckoff cafeteria for dining pur¬ 
poses an equal opportunity to make the decision.

Dear Editor, 

Speaking as another student 
who was displeased with the Scout's 
April Fool's parody on the Bradley 
basketball players, I would say that 
there was very poor judgement on 
•the part of those who wrote and ran 
the parody. I also must admit that, 
just as almost everyone I've talked 
to about this, I laughed at it before 
even thinking about it as a deroga¬ 
tory piece which could possibly hurt 
any of the members of the team 

I am also displeased with those 
who immediately treat such things 
as a racial issue; "another racial slur 
by the Scout." as it was called in a 
letter in last week's Scout. For one, 

I must defend the Scout staff, for 1 
know most of them well enough to 
disregard any accusations of racism. 
Secondly, I'd like to challenge the 
writer of that letter to find "another 
racial slur" in past issues. (It should 
be noted by those who took this 
parody seriously, that it was not 
entirely correct, since Judy Burns, a 
Bradley basketball player and star, 
must have made the Dean’s list in 
order to be named to COSIDA's 
first team All Academic squad.) It is 
most important to point out that 
nothing about race was mentioned 
in the Sana until Kenneth Coe's 
follow-up letter which mentioned a 
difference between past "while" and 
"black" Braves. I seriously doubt 
that Mr. Coe is one to intend any 
kind of racial slur, or anything of a 
racist nature, for that matter. No, 
the parody didn't say "the following 
black members of the Bradley 
basketball team made the Dean's 
list ...." 

When people focus on such 
issues as being racial ones, it could 
cast a lot of doubt for those who 
would ordinarily be interested in 
real racial issues, such as fairness in 
housing, employment and educa¬ 
tional opportunities, budget cuts 
which have particularly "cut" pro¬ 
grams benefiting women and minor¬ 
ities, and all-around segregation. 
While there are a lot of racist people 
around. I think that there arc also 
many who will assume a racist 
motive or attitude (sometimes sim¬ 
ply because of one's skin color, 
ironically.) Which is worse? 

Neither of these can justify the 
other! 

I believe this situation is akin to 
the whole "racialization" of the Chi¬ 
cago mayoral race, most of which 
was initialed by the media; "THE 
FIRST BLACK MAYOR OF CHI¬ 
CAGO ran the headlines, but so 
what! If a man as qualified as 
Harold Washington is running for 
mayor, and has won a democratic 
primary over Jayne Byrne and 
Richard Daley, both highly recog¬ 
nized contenders, then there should 
be no reason to focus on such non¬ 
sense as his skin color. Not only 
should it upset us that so many 
long-time Democrats turned Repub¬ 
lican for the first time rather than 
vole for a black candidate, but it 
should also upset us that some were 
willing to vole for Mr. Washington 
just because he is black. At some 
time, .it was even assumed that 
almost all black and hispanic voters 
would support Washington. 

It was pointed out to me that 
"only a black mayor could properly 
represent a population with such a 
high percentage of people of color..." 
and that "otherwise, it would not be 
truly democratic." Just as I see those 
who would not vole for a black, I 
regard this as racist. Both are voting 
on the basis of skin color. After all, 
isn't it just possible that a white 
v mayor could support the interests of 
blacks and hispanics, just as men

Acklvn Lynch, "Entertainment can 
be one of the most effective modes 
of learning in the university com¬ 
munity and could provide an organ¬ 
ized link between the ivory tower 
and the real world." A person need 
not go to a concert, a dance perfor¬ 
mance or a movie to analyze a mes¬ 
sage. Yet the person who goes for 
the mere enjoyment has learned 
something - enjoyment! It is a 
psychological fact that unless a per¬ 
son is happy with his/her personal 
and leisure time, that person cannot 
maximize the work function. 

When Bill Hoar (currently 
Director of Student Activities at 
Carthage College) was a student 
senator at Bradley, the University 
allocated all money to student 
organziations. The Senate petitioned 
President Abegg and the result was 
SABRC - a place where the money 
was in the students' hands. 
Through the work of SABRC, 
campus organzations and several 
advisors, student organizations have 
worked to become the best. The 
Activities Council is viewed as one 
of the best student programming 
bodies in the country. They con¬ 
tinue to win national awards and 
receive praise from agents and 
entertainers ranging from Red Skel¬ 
ton and REO to the Caruso Broth¬ 
ers and Tom DeLuca. It is a fact 
that this reputation has been 
developed through hard work, an 
incredible amount of volunteer 
hours and money - money from 
SABRC and income. ACBU is a 
business - a business with an operat¬ 
ing budget of over $100,000 per 
year! SABRC is the IRS. They 
watch ACBU closely to insure 
effective money management. Nei¬ 
ther ACBU, SABRC nor Bradley 
can afford anything but professional¬ 
ism and strong management. 

Although 1 respect Pat's opin¬ 
ion, I must disagree with his assess¬ 
ment of Anita Craig's role as 
advisor to ACBU and SABRC. 
Technically, Anita advises every 
campus organziation. She is one of 
the top professionals in the field of 
campus activities and has been 
acclaimed nationally by students, 
staff agents, entertainers, and 
experts in the field. She has never 
been partial to ACBU, Bradley or 
her personal interests. On the con¬ 
trary, she has been harder on 
ACBU and Bradley to insure impar¬ 
tiality. Anita has been considered 
for a number of national positions. 
However, she had turned them 
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down because she felt they would 
affect her role to Bradley. To me, 
this exemplifies the type of role 
model we as students need at Brad¬ 
ley and should be honored to have.

SABRC is the major source of 
programming funds for all student 
organizations. ACBU is the major 
programmer. They work together 
with BSA, I DC, 1FC, Panhel and 
countless other organizations to pro¬ 
vide Bradley students with leisure 
lime activities, entertainment and 
new experiences.

Monday in Williams West we 
had a choice of spaghetti and 
meat sauce, Salisbury steak and 
a variety of vegetables including 
beets, carrots and baked pota¬ 
toes.

table. According to Mr. X the 
Salisbury steak was "better than 
usual," and I had to agree with 
him. The carrots were contr¬ 
oversial. Some people liked 
them and others didn’t. The 


chocolate cake was a nice end¬ 
ing to a pretty good cafeteria 
meal. 

Tuesday’s offering of burritos 
and chicken chow mein in Willi¬ 
ams East was less an improve¬ 
ment on the previous evening. 
Mr. X offered little comment on 
what he called an average bur- 
rito. The chicken chow mein 
was not spectacular either. The 
small potatoes appeared to be 
boiled and were not as good as 
when fried. We also noticed 
that the milk was not as cold as 
it had been the previous night. 
Mr. X thought the pumpkin pie 
was okay, "But not as good as 
Ma X’s." 


Wednesday, on the west side, 
Williams cafteria bounced back 
with a great turkey dinner. The 
buffet spread included carved 
turkey, ham slices, stuffing, 
mashed potatoes and gravy, 
sweet potatoes, macaroni salad, 
cole slaw and salad. There 
seemed to be an abundance of 
turkey, served in thick slabs 
that covered half a plate. Com¬ 
bined with the stuffing and 
mashed potatoes with gravy it 
was a great gut-busting meal. 
Both meats were quite good and 
the stuffing was the best I've 
had at any Bradley cafeteria. 
One small complaint was that 
the macaroni salad and cole

slaw were not chilled well. Cake 
for dessert topped off one of 
Bradley’s best meals this semes¬ 
ter. 


Thursday’s return to the east 
side marked the week’s debut 
of that classic cafeteria dish, 
fried chicken. There had also 
been barbeque chicken, but we 
arrived too late to get any. The 
chicken was up to its usual tasty 
form. The beef and noodles 
provided a palatable alternative 
for those who didn’t want to 
wail for more chicken to be 
fried. The fried potatoes were 
hot and good but were unfor¬ 
tunately replaced with the 
bland, greasy boiled potatoes 
like those served on Tuesday. 


We finished the week's dining 
on the east side with manicotti, 
chopped steak and fish. I didn't 
try the fish but it might have 
been better than the manicotti 
or the rather tasteless steak. 
Once again the cole slaw, and 
also the yogurt seemed warm. 


William's East and West are 
of similar size but differ in lay¬ 
out. Both seem to work, 
although the east side serving 
line is located farther away from 
the tables and is accordingly less 
cramped. Many of the same 
workers can be seen on both 
sides and they do an equally 
good job on both sides. Both 
cafeterias are crowded at the 
peak hours. A week of dining 
on both sides of Williams pro¬ 
vided a favorable Bradley 
cafeteria experience.

Nuclear 

disposal 

penalties 

harsher 


Tougher criminal penalties for 
the illegal disposal of hazardous 
waste in Illinois was introduced 
as legislation last Friday by 
Senator Vince Demuzio. 

The measure, Demuzio said, 
is a significant restructuring of 
the criminal penalties. 

One of the new offenses is 
defined in the legislation as "cal¬ 
culated criminal disposal of 
hazardous waste," which 
reaches those persons who 
knowingly dispose of hazardous 
waste and place other persons in 
danger of serious harm. That 
particular offense carries a 
penalty of up to seven years in 
prison and a $500,000 fine. 

A related bill establishes pro¬ 
cedures for the approval of per¬ 
mit applications for hazardous 
waste disposal sites in the state. 
The bill allows for significant 
participation by the public as 
well as by the attorney general 
and state's attorneys in the per¬ 
mitting process.

It’s not often in the music 
business that you run across some¬ 
one whose feel for their music sur¬ 
passes their feel for money, glory, 
fame, etc. But when you do, be as¬ 
sured that you have run into some¬ 
one very special whose sincerity is 
the best embellishment of their 
music. 

Diana Gillies. BU sophomore, 
is just such a person. In her 19 
years, Gillies has done something 
most people will never do in a life¬ 
time: record an album. 

Gillies, hailing from the capital 
of the Virgin Islands, St. Thomas, 
met up with Wes Pemberton 
through the Ebenezer Memorial 
Baptist Church. "I had been playing 
piano for the church for 10 years," 
said Gillies. "I met Wes Pemberton, 
an ex-night club performer. He be 
came saved and wanted to make an 
lp of hymns." 

Gillies was drawn to Pember¬ 
ton because of his "excellent voice, 
to say the least. I wanted to play 
for him. One day he said. Hey, 
how about making an album.’" And 
the rest, as they say, is history. 

Well, not quite. The album, 
untitled as of yet, was recorded in 
the summer of ’82 and has a specu¬ 
lative release date for sometime in 
late fall. The record will be released 
through Chad Productions in the 
Virgin Islands, but there is no date 
set for a release in the continental 


United States. 

"I may be going to New York 
to remix the record," said Gillies. 
The record was recorded in one day 
in Puerto Rico after Gillies and 
Pemberton practiced a month. Gil¬ 
lies played the piano and synchasiz- 
ers (an instrument which simulates 
the sounds of violins, violas and 
trumpets), as well as also rearrang¬ 
ing traditional music. "We’d like to 
break into the market where these 
songs will be heard," Gillies 
stressed, "and appreciated. We want 
people to hear these songs not only 
for the music, but for the words, 
which are the big thing." Gillies 
offered "How Great Thou Art," a 
classic hymn, for an example. 

"I love playing the piano," ex¬ 
claimed Gillies, "and backing up 
people. I feel it’s great exposure." 

Gillies said she experienced a 
"sense of awe" in the recording stu¬ 
dio. "It was all silence, all 
machines and instruments. The stu¬ 
dio has a Kawai piano, the newest 
from Japan. It’s very crisp sound¬ 
ing." 

Gillies, above and beyond her 
collaboration with Pemberton, 
writes her own music and would 
like to own a recording studio. She 
said that her experience in record¬ 
ing "feels nice. It feels like making 
strikes in bowling." 

Gillies added, almost as an aft 
erthought, "The feel of the piano is 
always nice, regardless of whether 
it’s in a studio or not."

Let me tell you right from the start that I have always despised Pink 
Floyd. The Wall was really the first time l sat down and listened to them, 
but it amazed me how many people mistook their big hit, "Another Brick 
in the Wall," literally. Roger Waters, Pink Floyd’s major figure and song¬ 
writer, even said himself that he was discouraged by the reaction of Pink 
Floyd fans to his concept. 

The Final Cut, Pink Floyd’s latest opus, is a magnificent record. A 
song cycle Waters calls "a requiem for the post war dream" is a tour de 
force through the psyche of a middle aged man in retrospect of a deserted 
past. The child of the middle aged man’s memory, whose father died in 
WWII, asks a lot of interesting questions: questions the older man is still 
searching through: 

"tell me true tell me why was jesus crucified 
is it for this that daddy died? 
was it for you? was it me? 
did i watch too much t.v.?" 

The Final Cut offers many standout tracks, "your possible pasts," "not 
now john," "paranoid eyes" and the title tune are Floyd at their best. Wa¬ 
ters’ acrid lyrics, biting vocals and poignantly orchestrated music adds a 
to Waters previously sarcastic songs. Waters’ directness with the lyr- 
to The Final Cut is chilling: 




"by the cold and religious we were taken in hand 
shown how to feel good and told to feel bad 
and strung out behind us the banners and flags 
of our possible pasts lie it tatters and rags 


do you remember me? how we used to be? 
do you think we should be closer?" 


The music of .Pink Floyd has always hit people individually. The Fi¬ 
nal Cut is a soft album, with just a few rough edges. The vacillation dur¬ 
ing songs from loud to soft and back again is the kind of music that keeps 
you on edge; at times it is like an aural tranquilizer. 

The Final Cut will endear Floyd fans to them % break sales records na¬ 
tionwide and be heard on the radio until kingdom come. For the first 
time in Pink Floyd’s career, I can see why.

Thoughts and Expressions 
Through Poetry and Dance com¬ 
bined recitations of Afro-American 
literature and the sights and sounds 
of modern dance Wednesday night 
in the SC Ballroom. A handful of 
some of Bradley’s most talented 
people made outstanding oral in¬ 
terpretations of prose, poetry and 
dramatic selections. These were a 
few of the members of Bradley’s 
second year national champion 
Forensics Team, now riding high on 
a successful wave, having returned 
victorious from Ogden, Utah, and 
going for another national title next 
week in Bloomington. 

The readings gave a few per- 
iscopic views into the struggle of 
blacks in this country. The readers 
moved the audience from curiosity 
to laughter to sadness to triumph 
time and time again. These per¬ 
formers became so involved in their 
characters, using not only their 
voices, but their entire bodies as 
vehicles of expression. 1 had to re¬ 
peatedly tell myself that it was only 
a show. 

In fact, it was much more than 
a show; it was history relived. In 
Jennifer Stiver’s dramatic interpre¬ 
tation of the "Death of Bessie 
Smith," by Edward Albee, she 
played both sides of the dialogue 
between a white nurse and a black 
man equally convincingly. The man 
tries in vain to get the white hospi¬ 
tals to treat his already dead friend, 
the great blues singer Bessie Smith. 

Donna Brooks then told the 


story, "A Pack of Trouble," by 
Dorothy Sterling, about an eight- 
year-old runaway slave girl’s fear, 
suffering and eventual whipping by 
her master. Next came a stunning 
oral interpretation compiled and 
edited by Lucretia Smith, called 
"The Progression of Relationships." 
This true-to-life tale -traced the 
movement from a woman’s bit¬ 
tersweet wait for a lover to the 
emotions of a jealous, mistreated 
*but loving woman, to a welfare 
mother’s attempts to fend for her¬ 
self only to find no escape from her 
loneliness. 

The Ashanti Dance Troupe, 
from the Peoria YWCA, provided a 
light break. This young and talent-, 
ed group, led by Tracy Gaston and 
Stephanie Wyatt, performed to two 
recent hits: Peter Gabriel’s "Shock 
the Monkey" and Michael Jackson’s 
"Billie Jean." 

Returning to literature, Tamar 
Smith performed a touching version 
of Mary Vromen’s "See How They 
Run." Donna Brooks returned for 
another brilliant enactment, "The 
Belly and the Beast." 

The highly poised Donna 
Brooks was followed by a sweet, 
entertaining dialogue between Gary 
Mitchell and Tamar Smith. 

The night was simultaneously 
enjoyable and educating, and it is 
too bad that so many people 
missed it.

Python Punishes 
The Meaning Of Life

The Monty Python crew is at it again. Keeping in 
step with their usual theme movies, the gentlemen who 
put the word "silly" in the dictionary have created yet 
another monolithic production about a monolithic sub¬ 
ject, The Meaning of Life. 

Through a series of "parts" the movie unfolds as a 
chronology of life situations. The Pythoners highlight 
major circumstances in life: birth, schooling, sex, the 
military, middle age, autumn years and death. Woven 
through these "parts" are some very unusual segments 
dealing with everything from live liver donations to a 
gargantuan restaurateur who simply won’t stop vomit¬ 
ing. 

The Monty Python creations have always been ob¬ 
vious with blatant grotesqueness, but l feel the Python 
group has gone a bit too far with it’s rudeness in The 
Meaning of Life. The bloody babies, spewing puke and 
extracted organs distracted from the possible humor in 
the film. 

A trademark of Python productions is the wacky 
musical portions. Anyone who’s seen Flying Circus can 
surely recall the tune and at least part of the words to 
"Spam Spam Spam" or "I’m a Lumberjack and I’m 
O.K." But the musical slices of The Meaning of Life 
are either unfunny or too well done to laugh at. A cer¬ 
tain number entitled "Every Sperm is Sacred" put the 
choreography in Annie to shame. 

The truly funny moments of the film were few and 
far between. It’s difficult being disappointed by a group 
of clever Englishmen who made such an incredible im¬ 
pact on comedy in the last decade. 

The Meaning of Life may at times have you 
chuckling and perhaps giggling, but the rib-tickling, 
eye-watering moments that the Python troupe provided 
in The Holy Grail and Flying Circus did not material¬ 
ize.

The Bradley baseball team 
has been playing good ball 
•regardless of the outcome of its 
last four games. Last week the 
Braves extended their streak to 
10 games, the longest win 
streak since 1957. Despite a 0- 
3-1 record in their last four 
games, the Braves still boast a 
15-6-2 record. 

"Without a doubt, the pitch¬ 
ing has been the key," said 
coach Dewey Kalmer. "But 
we’ve had timely hits and good 
defense too - all the things you 
need to have a win streak. 

"I’m proud of this team. With

man," Dempsay said, "and it 
makes a difference getting 
adjusted.

The 
righthander gave up three hits 
after going the distance. 

On Monday, BU played a 
makeup doubleheader witsh St. 
Ambrose and won it’s ninth 
and tenth games 7-5 and 3-1. In 
the opener, the Braves rallied 
from a 5-0 deficit with a six-run 
fourth inning to win the game. 
Joe Valeo picked up his first 
pitching win after hurling 3 hit¬ 
less innings. Parris pitched the 
final inning to get the save and 
secure the win. 

Lindsay Rolston, who had 
logged only four previous 
innings on the year, pitched a 
three-hit complete game victory 
in the nightcap. St. Ambrose’s 
only run was unearned and 
Rolston finished with six 
strikeouts. 

The Braves’ win streak ended 
Tuesday at home as they were 
swept by St. Francis 1-0 and 
7-6.

The Braves continued to 
struggle Wednesday at Meinen 
Field as they lost the first game 
of a doubleheader 8-7 to St.

CHICAGO - It was prior to last 
Saturday's baseball game that Ron Kittle 
of the Chicago White Sox revealed the 
key to his recent hitting surge. 

"Ever since little league I've always 
hit for power," said the rookie leftfielder, 
who leads the White Sox in home runs . 
"I plan on hitting some home runs. 1 just 
want to go out there and play as many

games as possible, and if I'm doing that 
I should be putting together some stats." 

Kittle is doing just that, leading the 
league in RBI with 14 and home runs 
with four. "The more I play the better 
I'm gonna get.

Kittle's remarks were made to a 
group of students who represented 70 
schools in the Midwest as part of "Col¬ 
lege Sports Editor's Day " at Comiskey 
Park. The sports editors interviewed 
White Sox manager Tony La Russa, 
baseball beat writer Phil Hersh of the 
Chicago Sun-Times , were given a tour of 
the press facilities and watched the 
White Sox beat the Detroit Tigers 3-1 in 
box seats. 

La Russa, whose White Sox are two 
games out of first place, said the magic 
number to win the American League 
West is 91. "Ninety-one usually does not 
win it, it does at times, but if you can 
get to 91 you will always have an out¬ 
standing chance," La Russa said. 

La Russa, who spoke to the sports 
editors in the White Sox dugout, doesn't 
fit the mold of the stuffy manager who 
doesn't enjoy associating with people. 


One example is his rapport with the Chi¬ 
cago media. 

"I think the coverage is very bal¬ 
anced. No one trys to protect us, but at 
the same time I think they give us credit 
when we do something right," La Russa 
said. 

"I think every once in a while 
there's a feeling among maybe editors 
that people want to read crap and the 
game of baseball not enough," La Russa 
added. "Sometimes 1 think an editor will 
push a writer. But other than that, I 
think they're outstanding." 

Hersh, a sports writer for the past 
15 years, said reporters have to earn 
their reputation as much as they do their 
salary. "It’s a wonderful job, but one that 
should not be considered play. People 
always say to sports writers, * what are 
you gonna do when you grow up?' 
That's hardly an accurate statement 
anymore," Hersh said. 

Hersh stressed that the job is not 
only challenging but is at times 
dangerous. "You will sometimes have an 
occasion to criticize the athletes. And 
unlike a drama or music critic who criti¬ 
cizes performers, and then may not to

Tuition, room and 
board up to $7,640

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Bradley students will be pay¬ 
ing $5,140 for tuition next year, 
as a 12 percent tuition increase 
was approved by the Board of 
Trustees last Friday. 

Room and board goes up 15 
percent, sending that up to 
$2,500. 

"1 know the students are 
unhappy," said Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg, Bradley president. "It 
demonstrates the fact that when 
esources come tight, costs will 
have to be transferred to the 
consumer. 

"If we want to maintain the 
quality at this institution, there 
is no a alternative but to do it," 
he added. 

All-School President * Mary 
Deakin said she is convinced 
the students understand the 
increase. 

"They don't like it," she said, 
but they understand it. As long 
as financial aid is increasing the 
lame amount as tuition, it eases 
the student's mind a little bit." 

Deakin said since Bradley is a 
private institution, she doesn't 
hink the increase means Brad¬ 
ley will experience an extreme 
Jrop-out rate. 

"The important comparison is 
that we still offer a quality pro¬ 
ram," she said. 

Abegg said the room and 
oard increase is so much 
higher because the University 
wants dormitory upkeep to be 
maintained solely by dorm stu¬ 
dents. 

"We have been subsidizing 
p dormitories out of tuition

revenue," ne said. "I don't feel 
it's fair to students who don't 
use the dorm system. This will 
cover it - or almost cover it. 

"We don't want to make 
money there, All we want is for 
them lo maintain themselves, 
and that will take cooperation 
from the students. I feel we can 
provide an ample, substantial, 
but not a great, food plan. We'll 
also be able to keep dorm occu¬ 
pancy at a productive level," 
Abegg said. 

Only 80-85 percent of the 
actual education is paid for with 
tuition, the rest is from gifts 
and endgwments. 

Looking ahead at possible 
hikes in the future, Abegg said 
he can't see any significant 
reductions in those kind of 
increases. 

"A part of the tuition increase 
reflects declining enrollment, so 
fewer people are having to pay 
more to produce the product," 
he said. "We're looking at dec¬ 
lining enrollment up until 
1990-1995 unless something 
unforeseen happens, but the 
bodies just aren't there. 

"As long as the costs are 
increasing and we don't find 
additional sources of revenue, 
tuition is going to continue to 
go up in excess of inflation," 
Abegg added. 

Bradley currently ranks ninth 
in tuition/room and board costs 
compared to select private col¬ 
leges in the midwest. 
Northwestern University leads 
the pack, charging students 
$12,479, and Creighton Univer- 


Koopman resigns, accused 
of battery, reckless conduct

James Koopman, vice 
president for business affairs 
resigned Monday after charges 
were filed against him for bat¬ 
tery and reckless conduct. 

The charges were filed by 
Bradley custodian Hurlestine 
Washington. In the report, 
Washington accused him of cut¬ 
ting her on the chest with a 
piece of glass. The alleged 
incident occured at 5:15 p.m. 
on Feb. 24. 

Washington said Koopman 
grabbed a piece of glass, which 
she had been cleaning up from 
the floor, out of her hand and 
shoved it down the front of her 
blouse. 

The report said Washington 
yelled, "Stop, you’re cutting me 
with that glass," and Koopman 


allegedly said, "I thought it was 
ice." 

Koopman's first appearance 
was Monday, and he entered a 
not guilty plea through his 
attorney, Michael W. Son- 
nemaker. The jury trial is set 
for 9:30 a.m. May 25. 

Koopman was unavailable for 
comment, yet Bradley President 
Martin G. Abegg said he 
resigned for personal reasons. 

"The University is in no way 
involved with this. It’s a matter 
for the courts to decide," Abegg 
said. 

"This incident has no financial 
implications," Abegg added, 
"and I don't want people to 
believe this is the tip of the ice¬ 
berg." 

Abegg is currently looking for 
a replacement for Koopman, 


and said he is monitoring the 
business operation himself until 
a replacement is found. 

"It's a critical position, and I 
want to take the necessary time 
to fill the job properly," he said. 
"I am not making any judge¬ 
ments at this point; internally or 
externally." 

He is placing advertisements 
in the appropriate media, and 
said he could anticipate the 
position will be filled within a 
few months. 

"I don't want to hurry," he 
said. "I want to conduct a 
proper search to make sure we 
get the best person for the job." 

Koopman was appointed to 
his position in January, 1979. 
He had previously worked at 
Creighton University in Omaha, 
Neb. ‘ 


Speech team defeats nation twice

Mark Behrens, speech team vice president 
said, "Not too many people would be here 
without George," and added not too many would 
stay without support from coaches and team 
members. 

Kestner, who placed second in poetry said, 
"It is a very special time. It’s the senior's last 
moments with the team." 

Freshman Shawn Wischoeffer said he was 
nervous about whether the team was going to 
win, and was relieved that the suspense was over. 

The team scored 413 points at the NFA, 
whiclr is higher than any other college team in 
history. ^ 

Bradley winners at the NFA include: Tracy 
Anderson, second; Sam Marcosson, third; Wally 
Gibson, sixth; and Steve Sudhoff, second. 

Marcosson also finished first in rhetorical cri¬ 
ticism and impromptu speaking. 

Extemporaneous speaking finishers were 
Behrens, second and Lisa Ramsey, sixth. 

Kestner and Karen Hunter placed second and 
third respectively in poetry. 

Impromptu speaking winners also included 
Anderson, third; and Dave Alabach, fifth. They 
also place third and fifth respectively in per¬ 
suasive speaking. 

In duo speaking, Greg Dolph and Brad 
Johansen placed second while Gibson and Jim 
Wineburner came in fourth. 

During the rally, Armstrong said he was not 
nasty but he was not nice to Eastern Michigan 
University. Someone from the audience yelled,

Armstrong said. "Well, they placed first."

Dear Editor, 

In view of the recent letters 
published in the Bradley Scout, I 
think that the concern for the 
parody on the Bradley basketball 
team has indicated a general lack of 
understanding.

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Students retain same seats in Civic Center

Basketball games will be 
viewed by students from the 
same seats next season, follow¬ 
ing a decision made by Student 
Senate Monday. 

"It was the opinion of the stu¬ 
dents in the organizations we 
contacted that the present seat¬ 
ing had the greater viewing 
advantage," said Ben Hershey, 
chairman of Senate’s campus 
affairs committee. 

Hershey added he didn’t feel 
all the students were adequately 
represented since all the sena¬ 
tors weren’t present at the 
meeting. 

"In my opinion, not all the 
senators truly went out and got 


the opinions of their consti¬ 
tuents," Hershey added. "If the 
students don’t like the decision 
that’s been made, then they 
need to get back to the senators 
and let them know." 

Senate also decided to retain 
the lottery system as a form of 
allocating seats, by a vote of 
10-9, with one abstention. The 
one difference will be block 
sheets may have a maximum of 
75 students, rather than this 
year’s 100. 

Last fall, season tickets were 
sold to 227 more students than 
Bradley had reserved seats for, 
and the University found seats 
for those additional applications. 


"We want to go in saying 
we’ve got 1725 seats for the 
students," said Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg. 
"After we see the applications, 
and there is a need for addi¬ 
tional seats, we will consider 
them, put them on a waiting 
priority list and try to make the 
seats available." 

Hershey said Senate is still 
debating whether to stop the 
season ticket applications at 
1725, rather than possibly tel¬ 
ling students they got thrown 
out by chance. 

"We may do it at the window 
or at the drawing," Hershey 
said. "We don’t really know

Registration not 
required for aid 


A deadlock reigned over the 
Illinois Senate Higher Education 
Committee last week on revok¬ 
ing financial aid to male stu¬ 
dents who have not registered 
for the Selective Service. 

The vote was taken to decide 
whether to give those students 
aid, and the endorsement to 
send it to the full Senate wound 
up in a 3 - 3 tie. 

"It hasn’t really changed any¬ 
thing at Bradley," said Dave 
Pardieck, director of financial 
aid. "We have just gotten official 
word from the (Federal) 
Department of Education that 
we cannot force students into 
signing the certification state¬ 
ment." 

The bill’s author. Sen. Wil¬ 
liam Mahar, R-Homewood, said 
he is seeking a vote which he 


believes is a matter of public 
policy. 

"I firmly believe that scholar¬ 
ships are a privilege, not a right, 
and we have a right to condition 
that privilege on an applicant’s 
willingness to comply with 
federal law," Mahar said. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union raised as a constitutional 
one. 

The ACLU attorney said 
requiring students to certify 
their compliance with the Selec¬ 
tive Service Act is a violation of 
Fifth Amendment rights, which 
guarantee against self- 
incrimination. 

Pardieck said there are discus¬ 
sions on the state level of forc¬ 
ing students to comply, "but 
that’s something we’ll have to 
watch and see. Who knows

A complaint against Byrne has been lodged by 
attorney Michael Shakman for violating a federal ban on hiring city 
employees for political reasons. Mayor-elect Harold Washington will 
take office today.

always be proud of. 

By constantly badgering Student 
Senate, our student government was 
forced to look at themselves from the 
outside and see that changes needed to^ 
be made. They were made, to a certain 
extent, and the students are better ofT 
because of them. 

I have a strong belief that the more 
the administrators know of student feel¬ 
ings, the more students will know of 
their feelings and plans. The Communi¬ 
cations Council seemed to accomplish 
that goal to the best of its ability this 
year as a new organization, but I must 
commend the student leaders on that 
Council and the administrators for work¬ 
ing so hard toward its success. 

The war between the campus news¬ 
paper and the Greek system had been 
going on for years, and I sought to 
change that. I pushed to give them the 
coverage I felt they deserved. They, in 
turn, began sending press releases to my 
office improving those lines of communi¬ 
cation. 

Over the course of the year, I 
honestly believe the students were more 
informed about the University as a 
whole than they have ever been in the 
past.

I only have one more thing to men¬ 
tion, and it may sound corny, but I can’t 
mention good and bad things without 
bringing up the name of Dr. Thomas 
Huddleston, associate provost for stu¬ 
dent affairs. 

That title of his always makes me 
laugh because I just call him, "Big Guy." 
He moved from a position where he 
dealt with students seldom into a posi¬ 
tion where he was forced to deal with 
them often.

Seating was major issue during Senate 


As the year winds down to an 
end, most student’s thoughts 
turn toward warm weather and 
summer vacation. Some stu¬ 
dents, however, are thinking 
ahead to the next school year. 
In keeping with this advanced 
planning. Student Senate dis¬ 
cussed Monday and finalized 
several issues about the Civic 
Center and basketball tickets.

Award 




Rich Gargas, a December, 
1982 Bradley graduate, has won 
the Armstrong Award, naming 
him the most outstanding 
Industrial Engineering Student 
in the nation. 

This is the third time in eight 
years a Bradley student has 
received the award. 

”1 am overwhelmed because 


this is a once-in-a-lifetime 
chance, and it is definitely the 
greatest thing that has ever hap¬ 
pened to me,” Gargas said. 

Winning the award, he added, 
has given him incentive to do 
better in his job with Eli Lilly 
Inc. of Indianapolis, and to 
work harder in the future. 

Dr. Joseph Emanuel, chair¬ 


man of Bradley’s industrial 
engineering department, said 
the award is a positive reflection 
on the University. 

"This is comparable to a 
school having three Heismann 
trophy winners in f football," he 
said. "Students here at Bradley 
get individual attention, faculty 
encouragement and the faculty 


here shows an interest in the 
students." 

Emanuel said the committee 
which selected Gargas reached a 
unanimous decision. 

"I talked to the man in charge 
of the committee, and he said 
Rich's average in all categories 
was above their scale," he said. 

At Bradley, Gargas was a 


Kodak Scholar, a student sena¬ 
tor, president of the 
University’s chapter of the 
Institute of Industrial 
Engineers, and was a columnist 
for the Bradley Scout. 

Gargas will receive the award 
at the Institute of Industrial 
Engineers convention in Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., May 25. He also 
receives $300 and a plaque. 


BUDDY SYSTEM SET FOR NEXT YEAR 


The Bradley Buddy System, an organization 
that would reach out to help newly arrived fresh¬ 
men, has been formed and is currently planning 
for the upcoming 1983-84 school year. 

According to Regina McNally, president of 
the organization, the Bradley Buddy System is set 
up to "ease the transition for freshmen to college 
life by setting them up with an upperclassman." 
McNally hopes this would "open eyes to new pos¬ 
sibilities that exist on campus." 

The organization would coordinate volunteer 
upperclassmen with all of the incoming freshmen. 

On the first day back next semester freshmen 
would be contacted through the mail giving the 
name of their "buddy.” The buddies will also be 
calling their freshmen contacts to meet and 
arrange to become better acquainted with each 
other. 

"This way freshmen will know somebody on 
campus their first day here and hopefully this will 
encourage them to get involved, said Christie 
DeAngelis, treasurer of the organization. 

The Bradley Buddy System has several social 
activities planned for next year. Included are a 
picnic in the quad and a happy hour at B.C. s, 
each scheduled for the fall semester. Planned for 
the spring semester is an ice skating party. 


’These events," said McNally, "are voluntary. 
It’s just to allow the upperclassmen and freshmen 
buddies time to get together (one to one). 
Maybe a good friendship could develop." 

- McNally points out that 63 percent of all the 
upperclassmen polled were interested in 
volunteering to be buddies. With the high percen¬ 
tage of upperclass interest and minimum restric¬ 
tions, McNally feels confident that the organiza¬ 
tion will attract enough volunteers to accommo¬ 
date the approximately 1100 incoming freshmen. 

One aspect of the Bradley Buddy System that 
is different from the now existing Student Aides 
or the Bradley Connection (two campus groups 
that also deal with incoming students) is that the 
Buddy System works with the freshmen all year. 

"The Student Aides or the Bradley Connec¬ 
tion work with the students mainly when they’re 
high school seniors," said McNally, adding. We 
pick up where they left off." 

Noting that past attempts at a "buddy system" 
have failed McNally stated, "With the Bradley 
Buddy System being socially oriented, a large 
degree of response is anticipated. 

"Even if it enhances the life of half the fresh¬ 
men, we’ve done the job," McNally said.

Community colleges 
go technical 


Two-year colleges may offer a 
new degree in higher technology 
under a new proposal made 
Tuesday in New Orleans, 
Louisiana. 

At the meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Association of Community 
and Junior Colleges, a task 
force decided business and 
industry would help establish 
standards for an associate in 
high technology degree in areas 
such as robots and laser tech¬ 
nology. 

The degree might also include 
four years of study, combining 
the last two years of high school 
with two years of college. Busi¬ 
ness and industry would also 
help develop competency stan¬ 
dards in other two-year degree 
programs. 

The association plans to soli¬ 
cit equipment from various 


businesses for the programs, 
which enroll nearly five million 
students. 

"It’s forcing us into a 
mismatch between the training 
needs of the community and 
what we’re able to supply," said 
Bernard Luskin, associate 
president elect and president of 
Orange Coast College in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Currently, three colleges in 
the’ country have adopted the 
proposal: the College of San 
Mateo, Calif., trains employees 
of 10 Silicon Valley electric 
firms; Hillsboro Community 
College in Tampa, Fla., offers 
classes at GTE Data Services; 
and Portland Community Col¬ 
lege in Oregon helps Wacker 
Silitronic train unemployed city 
residents to work in a new 
plant.

Consequently this 
article is based on four days of 
lunch at Lovelace. 

Tuesday was the first lunch of 
the week for me. On the menu 
were hot dogs, grilled cheese 
sandwiches, ravioli and a choice 
of beef or cheese soup. My 
sandwich was cold, but 1 was 
pleased with the beef soup 
which was real good, with 
chunks of beef and celery in a 
rich broth. I also had the cole 
slaw, which was creamy and 
cold. I had a moist piece of cho¬ 
colate cake for dessert. 

Wednesday is salad bar day, 
l the highlight of the week for 
Bradley dieters. Fish sandwishes 
and BLT's were available, along 
\ with chicken soup. A BLT, 
potato salad and a salad from 
the bar made a filling midday 
meal. The salad bar alone could 
{make a meal. Fixings include: 
croutons, cheese, egg, onions, 
peppers, tomatoes, cucumbers 
and bacon bits. Cole slaw and 
crackers were also provided. 

Sloppy Joes and poor boy 
sandwiches along with french 
fries were served on Thursday. I 
had a sloppy joe, which was 
really not so sloppy but good all 
the same. The fries were typical 
Lovelace fries, which seemed to 
be well liked by many Lovelace 
diners. 

Friday my last lunch was an 
Italian beef sandwich and barley 
| soup. Also available were grilled

bologna and cheese and plain 
grilled cheese sandwishes and 
chicken with rice soup. The 
Italian beef sandwich, com¬ 
monly known as the mystery 
meat, had a distinct taste but it 
was hard to tell where the meat 


was in the sandwich. The barley 
soup was very good. 

Each day in addition to the 
regular meals there are cold 
cuts for sandwishes. The side 
dishes available are on ice and 
are always cold. Soups are 
always a good choice at 
Lovelace. T)ne favorite not 
seen this week was the rich 
potato soup. All the soups have 
a homemade quality and often 
offer a flavorful alternative on 
days of the mystery meat. 

Lovelace looks more like a 
restaurant than a cafeteria. It is 
smaller that other cafeterias and 


gives a softer, casual atmo¬ 
sphere aided by the addition of 
carpeting, panelling and pictures 
on the walls. The wood tables 
also contribute to the atmo¬ 
sphere. 

The servers are almost all 
middle aged or older women 
who seem to take special pride 
in their cafeteria and interest in 
its diners. Many diners are on a 
first name basis with the 
servers, and sometimes 
expediency is sacrificed for the 
welcome exchange of friendly 
chit-chat. 

Lovelace cannot be compared 


to the cafeterias that offer 
dinner, but its lunches seem to 
enjoy great popularity and have 
earned it a loyal group of sup¬ 
porters. Special care in presenta¬ 
tion and preparation of food 
had earned this loyalty. 

The food may be the same as 
that in other cafeterias, but it 
often tastes better because it is 
from Lovelace. Friendly people 
in a friendly, comfortable atmo¬ 
sphere, combined with this 
care, make Lovelace the proto¬ 
type cafeteria.

Since it’s debut nearly 90 
years ago, Oscar Wilde’s The Im¬ 
portance of Being Earnest remains 
a timely satire on love, marriage 
and the importance of eating cu¬ 
cumber sandwiches.

John had to get approval from 
Gwendolyn’s mother, Lady Breck- 
nell, before he could marry his true 
love. Jeanie Finney’s portrayal of 
Lady Bracknell was good though 
she did not come across as an older 
woman. During the first act, 
Finney’s face was shadowed by a 
large hat which prevented the audi¬ 
ence from seeing anything above 
her mouth. 

Lauren Pytel’s personification 
of Cecily Cardew, John’s 18 year 
old ward, was charming. She main¬ 
tained Cecily’s naivete, but still 
was able to fall madly in love with 
and become engaged to Algernon. 

The sets of The Importance of 
Being Earnest were tactfully done 
to fit the Hartmann Center’s small 
stage which appeared uncluttered 
and allowed the actors to move 
freely around the stage.

The first thing I can say about 
AI Jarreau’s new record Jarreau is 
that it holds, to quote a friend, "ab¬ 
solutely no merit as a^azz album."

Jarreau uses his unique singing 
style in this album to catch the 
heart strings of another type of 
listener. So not only loyal devotees 
to the man or jazz can enjoy it. 

Rhythm and Blues and some¬ 
thing a step or two above pop are 
the ingredients for this particular 
musical dish. 

"Morning" has enjoyed suc- 
cesss in the top 10 for weeks and 
continues to receive airplay. And 
its a happy mature song that gives 
a fair sample of Jarreau’s magic, to 
set it straight from the beginning. 

"Boogie Down" is my favorite 
song. I honestly don’t believe any 
person can just not be moved. I 
still can’t just not be moved. 1 still 
can’t sit quietly when I hear it. It’s 
poppy and happy and simply fun. 
All the musicians laughed together 
through their instruments and your 
body sort of laughs along. 

There’s a tight, clear horn sec¬ 
tion with Jerry Hey, Chuck Findley 
ad Gary Grant on trumpet and Bill 
Reichenback, Lew McCreary and 
Charlie Loper playing trombone. 
Hey did a sharp job of horn arrang¬ 
ing. 

Side two is generally mellower 
than side one. "Not Like This" is 


the closest thing to sadness on the 
whole album. But it’s pretty and 
soft, and very much a part of the 
man. 

"Black and Blues" displays the 
half-scat of his tenor voice lifting 
over words and notes. And the old 
time "Scatting" isn’t foresaken for 
the commercial aspects of pop and 
R&B. A few bars of the long prac¬ 
ticed jazz singing phenomenon ap¬ 
pears faithfully somewhere in most 
of the best of the songs. 

The wonle thing, even the 
ppp, speaks of Jarreau’s maturity 
and versitility as an artist and 
stands as a nice piece to add to the 
collection of his accomplishments. 

This is my last article, and be¬ 
ing the sentimentalist that I am, 1 
am fond of my public 
(hello...hello...).

Smith rGsigns from coaching 

Women finish third 

Charlene Dewey has become a household name as far as 
women’s track is concerned this season as evident by last 
weekend’s Bradley Invitational at Hewitt Track. 

The sophomore who holds five team records, got the only first 
place finish for the Lady Braves, which finished third in the 10- 
team event. Dewey’s :14.4 in the 100 low hurdles was good for 
first, but the BU All-American went on lo place in four other 
events. 

She took second in the high jump (5-foot5), fifth in the javelin 
(103-2), third in the 400 low hurdles (1:08.1) and second in the 
heptatalon with 4,731 points. Val Lemoignan won the heptatalon 
with 2,975 points for first place team finisher Murray State. Illinois 
State finished second ahead of Bradley. 

Faye Barrett was second behind Dewey in the 100 low hurdles 
finishing in :14.5. Third place finishes went to Estimi Codrington in 
the 400 meter run, Carolyn Lammersfeld in the 400 meter 
(2:21.8), Nancy Boegel 117-7 in the discus and Barrett 17-4 in the 
long jump was also good for third. 

Lammersfeld set one of two Lady Brave records with a 2:21.8 
performance in the 800 meter run. Tepe Rench established the 
other mark in the 1500 run in 4:52.1. 

Coach Sally Smith said she she stresses constant improvement 
to her runners rather then setting records. "We look at each 
person’s personal best," Smith said. ”1 thought we did real well as a 
team, but I don’t think we did that well in the field events." 

Smith officially announced her resignation from the Bradley 
coaching staff Wednesday after three seasons. Smith will pursue 
her doctorate degree at Southern Illinois University at Carbondale. 

Smith received an assistantship in health education and will 
remain active in track as a voluntebr coach for the men s squad at 
SIU under head coach Lou Hartzog. Applications are being 
accepted for a successor to Smith, whose resignation is effective 

July 1. . r , 

Smith is a member of the Track Athletic Congress, and for the 
past two years has been involved in the National Sports Festival. 
She helped coach the Olympic men’s sprinters at the training center 
in Colorado Springs and plans to be involved in the summer of ’84 
Olympics. 

"I’ve always wanted to get my degree," Smith said. 

"I’ll miss my athletes. I think we’ve done a lot here." 

What the Lady Braves have done is produce two All- 
Americans under Smith and comp ete nationally in ^ track and 
cross-country for the first time in the history of women’s athletics. 
Seventy-five percent of Smith's athletes also boast grade point 
average over 3.0. "I feel that the program has been completely 
turned around and is in good standing/’ Smith said. 


Softball team hurtin' for certain

Cheryl 
Forgason and Deanne Butter- 
baugh got spiked, Patti Russo 
got hurt sliding and Caryl 
Moehring has tendenitis in her 
elbow. 

The Lady Braves lost three 
games in the Redbird Classic 
last weekend in Normal. Indi¬ 
ana State, the College of St. 
Francis and Central Michigan 
all downed Bradley to eliminate 
them from the 16-team tourney. 

Pitcher Melinda Daniels held 
Indiana State to two hits, but 
the Sycamores scored on a 
walk, sacrifice bunt and infield 
error to win the game 1-0. St. 
Francis broke a 1-1 tie with two 
runs in the third inning to win 
3-2. 

Central Michigan eliminated 
Bradley with a 10-1 victory as 
Daniels gave up 10 hits in five 
innings. Nicki Lockwood scored 
the run for the Lady Braves. 


Daniels was the only BU player 
with two hits. 

"They were a really good hit¬ 
ting team, they hit everything I 
threw them," Daniels said. 
"They were real aggressive and 
well-coached." 

"They didn’t have any weak 
spots," agreed Wilson. "They 
were solid up and down the 
order. They are by far the best 
team we’ve played so far this 
year." Five Lady Braves were 
injured in that game. 

Last Sunday the Lady Braves 
snapped a three-game losing 
streak with a doubleheader win 
over Northeast Missouri, 15-5 
‘and 12-0. Moehring slammed a 
two-run homer in each game. 
Pam Casper and Butterbaugh 
each had triples for BU. 

Daniels pitched a six-hitter in 
the opener while freshman Kim 
Rosenbohm allowed three hits 
in the nightcap to drop 
Northeast Missouri to 5-12. 
^Bradley dropped a double- 
header Tuesday to the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa, 5-4 and 11-7. 
Capser homered for the Lady 
Braves, whose record stand at 
11-7. 

Bradley plays at Quincy 
tomorrow to play the host and 
Agusta College before May 6th 
doubleheader at Illinois Central 
College at 3 p.m. 


Moehring leads the 
Lady Braves with a .352 batting 
average with 19 hits in 54 at 
bats. Russo is close behind a 
.345 for the Lady Braves. 
Daniels has a 1.35 earned run 
average in 77 innngs on the 
mound for a 7-3 record. 
Rosenbohn’s ERA is 2.31 in 36 
innings for a 4-2 record.
